Raise  us  up  in  the  light  of  thy  countenance, 
and  let  the  account  of  our  iniquities  be  cancelled,  that  we 
may  be  freed  from  going  down  to  the  pit,  by  finding  a 
ransom ;  before  we  call,  or  the  word  is  yet  gone  forth, 
accept,  O  Lord,  the  free-will  offerings  of  our  mouth.  The 
necessities  of  thy  people  are  numerous,  but  their  knowl- 
edge being  limited,  they  are  not  able  to  declare  their  wants 
and  requests ;  we  therefore  beseech  thee  to  have  regard  to 
our  meditation  before  we  call,  O  God,  who  art  great,  mighty 
and  tremendous.  They  who  knew  how  to  pray, 
fail,  and  are  consumed ;  they  could  eloquently  express  the 
form  of  prayers :  we  now  remain  naked,  and  the  evil  hath 
multiplied ;  we  therefore  cannot  attain  salvation ;  we 
have  not  the  courage  to  supplicate  thee ;  for  we  have 
transgressed,  rebelled,  and  perverted  our  ways ;  we  only 
seek  thy  righteousness  in  the  arrangement  of  our 
praise,    as    we    nightly    stand   in   thy   house,   O   Eternal!

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The  Eternal  is  immutably  the  Eternal  Being,  an  Omnip- 
otent God !  merciful  and  gracious,  long-suffering,  and 
abundant  in  beneficence  and  truth ;  keeping  mercy  unto 
thousands,  forgiving  iniquity,  transgressions,  and  sin,  and 
acquitting.  Pardon  thou  our  iniquity  and  our  sin ;  and  take 
us  for  thy  heritage.  Forgive  us,  O  our  Father,  for  we  have 
sinned ;  pardon  us,  O  our  King,  for  we  have  transgressed ; 
for  thou,  O  Lord,  art  good,  and  ready  to  pardon,  Wd  of 
abundant  mercy  unto  all  those  who  call  on  thee. 

Forgiveness  is  with  thee,  that  thou  mayest  be  revered. 
If  thou,  O  God,  shouldest  mark  iniquities,  who  can  subsist, 
O  Lord? 

As  a  father  hath  mercy  on  his  children,  so  mayest  thou 
have  mercy  upon  us,  O  Lord. 

Salvation  helongeth  unto  the  Lord ;  thy  blessing  be  upon 
thy  people.  Selah.  The  Lord  of  Hosts  is  with  us,  the  God 
of  Jacob  is  our  refuge.  Selah.  O  Lord  of  Hosts,  happy 
is  the  man  who  trusteth  in  thee.  Save  us,  O  Lord,  let  the 
King  hear  us  when  we  call. 

O  pardon,  I  beseech  thee,  the  iniquity  of  this  people, 
according  to  thy  great  mercy;  and  according  as  thou  hast 
always  forborne  with  this  people,  from  their  exit  from 
Egypt  even  until  now  (as  expressed)  : 

And  the  Lord  said,  I  have  pardoned  according  to  thy 
word. 

O  my  God,  incline  thine  ear  and  hear ;  open  thine  eyes, 
and  behold  our  desolations,  and  the  city  whereon  thy  nam€ 
is  called ;  for  it  is  not  on  account  of  our  righteousness  that 
we  lay  our  supplications  before  thee,  but  depending  upon 
thy  boundless  mercy.  O  Lord,  hear ;  O  Lord,  pardon  ;  O 
Lord,  hearken  and  comply;  defer  not,  for  thine  own  sake, 
O  my  God,  for  thy  city  and  thy  people  are  called  by  thy 
name. 

Who  can  subsist,  if  thou  shouldest  mark  sin?  and  who 
can  abide,  if  thou  shouldest  pronounce  sentence  according 
to   their  deeds'?     But  forgiveness  is  with  thee,  cmd  thou 
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Our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers!  May  our  remem- 
brance rise  and  come  and  be  accepted  before  thee,  with 
the  remembrance  of  our  fathers,  of  Messiah  the  son  of 
David  thy  servant,  of  Jerusalem  thy  holy  city,  and  of  all 
thy  people  the  house  of  Israel,  bringing-  deliverance  and 
well-being,  grace,  loving  kindness  and  mercy,  life  and 
peace  on  this  day  of  Atonement.  Remember  us.  O  Lord 
our  God,  thereon  for  our  well-being;  be  mindful^ipf  us 
for  blessing,  and  save  us  unto  life:  by  thy  promise  of 
salvation  and  mercy,  spare  us  and  be  gracious  unto  us; 
have  mercy  upon  us  and  save  us ;  for  our  eyes  are  bent 
upon  thee,  because  thou  art  a  gracious  and  merciful  God 
and  King. 

O  keep  the  gate  open  for  us  at  the  time  of  shutting  the 
gate ;  for  the  day  declineth. 

The  day  declineth,  the  sun  goeth  down,  and  begins  to 
vanish ;  Q  grant  that  we  may  enter  thy  gates. 

O  Omnipotent,  forbear,  we  beseech  thee ;  forgive,  pardon, 
have  compassion,  have  mercy  on  «j,  we  beseech  thee,  grant 
us  expiation,  and  suppress  our  sin  and  iniquity. 

Omnipotent  King,  who  sitteth  on  the  throne  of  mercy, 
governing  with  beneficience,  pardoning  the  iniquities  of  his 
people,  by  causing  them  to  pass  away  in  due  order,  extend- 
ing pardon  unto  sinners,  and  forgiveness  unto  transgressors ; 
acting  charitably  towards  all  flesh  and  spirit,  not  reward- 
ing them  according  to  their  wickedness.  O  Omnipotont, 
thou  hast  taught  us  to  repeat  the  thirteen  attributes  of  thy 
mercy.  Remember  unto  us,  zve  beseech  thee,  this  day,  the 
covenant  of  the  thirteen,  in  like  manner,  as  thou  didst 
once  reveal  them  unto  the  meek  [Moses]  ;  for  thus  it  is 
written  in  thy  law ;  and  the  Eternal  descended  in  the  cloud, 
and  stood  with  him  there,  and  proclaimed  the  name  of  thf 
Eternal. 

And  the  Eternal  passed  before  him  [Moses],  and  pro- 
claimed : — 
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Then  shall  the  just  also  see  and  be  glad,  and  the  upright 
shall  exult,  and  the  pious  triumphantly  rejoice,  while  in- 
iquity shall  close  her  mouth, .  and  all  wickedness  shall  be 
wholly  consumed  by  smoke,  when  thou  makest  the  dominion 
of  arrogance  to  pass  away  from  the  earth. 

And  thou,  O  Lord,  shalt  reign,  thou  alone  over  all  thy 
works  on  Mount  Zion,  the  dwelling  place  of  thy  glory, 
and  in  Jerusalem,  thy  holy  city,  as  it  is  written  in  thy  Holy 
Words,  The  Lord  shall  reign  forever,  thy  God,  O  Zion, 
unto  all  generations.     Praise  ye  the  Lord. 

Holy  art  thou,  and  dreaded  is  thy  name,  and  there 
is  no  God  beside  th|e.  as  it  is  written.  And  the  Lord  of  hosts 
is  exalted  in  judgment,  and  the  holy  God  is  sanctified  in 
righteousness.     Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  the  holy  King. 

Thou  hast  chosen  us  from  all  peoples,  thou  hast  loved 
us  and  taken  pleasure  in  us,  and  hast  exalted  us  above 
all  tongues ;  thou  hast  sanctified  us  by  thy  commandments, 
and  brought  us  near  unto  thy  service,  O  our  King,  and 
hast  called  us  by  thy  great  and  holy  name. 

And  with  love  hast  thou  given  us,  O  Lord,  our  God,  [on 
the  sabbath,  say,  the  sabbath-day,  for  a  sanctification,  and 
rest,  and]  this  day  of  atonement,  for  pardon,  forgiveness, 
and  atonement :  and  thereon  to  pardon  all  our  iniquities : 
[on  the  sabbath,  say,  in  love]  a  holy  convocation,  a  memo- 
rial of  the  departure  from  Egypt. 
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The  Lord  will  reign  for  ever;  thy  God,  O  Zion,  unto  all 
generations.  'Hallelujah. 

Throughout  all  generations  will  we  declare  thy  great- 
ness, and  for  ever,  and  to  all  eternity,  will  we  sanctify  thy 
holiness ;  and  thy  praise,  O  our  God !  shall  never  depart 
from  our  mouth,  for  thou  art  Omnipotent  King!  great 
and  holy. 

O  have  compassion  on  thy  works,  and  rejoice  in  them ; 
and  suffer  those  who  trust  in  thee,  when  thou  hast  justified 
those  who  have  been  borne  by  thee,  to  say,  O  Lord !  be  thou 
sanctified  over  all  thy  works. 

For  those  who  sanctify  thee,  hast  thou  sanctified  with  thy 
holiness ;  and  praise  is  comely  to  the  Holy  One  from  those 
who  are  sanctified.  If  there  is  not  an  advocate  for  us,  to 
oppose  him  who  reports  our  transgressions,  do  thou  instruct 
Jacob  in  thy  word,  thy  statute,  and  judgment,  and  justify 
us  in  judgment,  O  thou  King  of  judgment.  Our  Lord  will 
yet  remember  in  favour  of  us,  the  love  of  the  valiant  (Abra- 
ham), and  for  the  sake  of  the  son  (Isaac)  who  was  bound, 
will  he  put  aside  our  adversaries ;  and  for  the  merit  of  the 
perfect  (Jacob),  will  the  tremendous  God  bring  forth  judg- 
ment to  righteousness ;  for  this  day  is  holy  to  our  Lord. 
And  thus  may  thy  name,  O  Lord  our  God !  be  sanctified 
over  thy  people  Israel,  Jerusalem,  thy  city,  Zion  the  taber- 
nacle of  thy  glory,  the  kingdom  of  the  house  of  David, 
thine  anointed,  and  thine  establishment  and  temple. 

Now,  therefore,  O  Lord  our  God,  impose  thine  awe 
upon  all  thy  works,  and  thy  dread  upon  all  that  thou  hast 
created,  that  all  works  may  fear  thee  and  all  creatures  pros- 
trate themselves  before  thee,  that  they  may  all  form  a 
single  band  to  do  thy  will  with  a  perfect  heart,  even  as  we 
know,  O  Lord  our  God,  that  dominion  is  thine,  strength 
is  in  thy  hand,  and  might  in  thy  right  hand,  and  that  thy 
name  is  to  be  feared  above  all  that  thou  hast  created. 

Give  then  glory,  O  Lord,  unto  Thy  people,  praise  to  them 
that  fear  Thee,  hope  to  them  that  seek  Thee,  and  free 
speech  to  them  that  wait  for  Thee,  joy  to  Thy  land,  glad- 
ness to  Thy  city,  a  flourishing  horn  unto  David  Thy  serv- 
ant, and  a  clear,  shining  light  unto  the  son  of  Jesse,  Thine 
anointed,  speedib^  in  our  days. 
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And  thus  we  will  inscribe  holiness  unto  thee,  for  thou  art 
our  God,  and  our  King,  who  pardonest  and  forgivest. 

Speedily  shalt  thou  open  the  gates  of  the  palace  for  those 
who  explain  the  law.  Speedily  shalt  thou  open  the  hidden 
gates  to  those  who  hold  fast  in  thy  law.  Speedily  shalt  thou 
open  the  desirable  gates  of  the  temple  to  those  who  as- 
semble. Speedily  shalt  thou  open  the  gates  of  the  habitation 
of  the  heavenly  hosts  to  those  that  have  red  eyes.  Speedily 
shalt  thou  open  the  pure  gates,  for  those  who  are  beautiful 
and  pure.  Speedily  shalt  thou  open  the  gates  of  the  faithful 
crown  of  prayer  for  the  people  that  is  not  yet  forsaken,  and 
by  whom  thou  art  reverenced  and  sanctified,  as  with  the 
speech  of  the  assembly  of  the  holy  Seraphim,  who  sanctify 
thy  name  in  holiness. 

As  it  is  written  by  the  hand  of  thy  prophet,  And  one 
[angel]  called  unto  another,  and  said: 

Holy,  holy,  holy,  is  the  Lord  of  Host#,  the  whole  earth 
is  full  of  his  glory. 

His  glory  filleth  the  universe,  and  his  ministering  angels 
enquire  of  each  other,  Where  is  the  place,  of  his  glory? 
whilst  they  alternately  proclaim,  Blessed. 

Blessed  is  the  glory  of  the  Lord,  from  the  place  of  resi- 
dence. From  the  place  of  his  residence  may  be  regard  with 
mercy,  and  be  gracious  to  a  people,  who  evening  and  morn- 
ing daily  proclaim  the  unity  of  his  name,  by  repeating  twice 
every  day  continually,  with  fervent  love,  and  say. 

Hear,  O  Israel,  the  Lord  is  our  God,  the  Lord  is  one. 
Our  God  is  a  unity ;  he  is  our  Father,  our  King,  and  our 
Saviour;  and  through  his  infinite  mercy  will  cause  us  to 
hear  the  second  time,  in  the  sight  of  all  living,  the  expres- 
sion, "to  be  your  God."    I  am  the  Lord  your  God. 

Our  Lord !  and  most  mighty  God !  how  excellent 
is  thy  name  in  all  the  earth !  The  Eternal  shall  be 
king  over  all  the  earth;  in  that  day  the  Lord  alone 
shall  be  acknowledged,  and  his  name  shall  also  be 
one.      And    in    thy    holy    word,    it    is    written,    saying. 
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Remember  us  unto  life,  O  God!  the  King,  who  dehght- 
cst  in  life,  O  seal  us  in  the  book  of  life,  for  thy  sake,  O 
(lod  of  life!  O  King,  thou  art  our  Supporter,  our  Saviour, 
uid  our  Shield.  Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord!  the  Shield  of 
-Vbraham. 

Thou,  O  Lord !  art  mighty  for  ever ;  it  is  thou  who  re- 
vivest  the  dead,  and  art  mighty  to  save ;  who  sustainest 
the  living  with  beneficence,  and  with  great  mercy  quick- 
enest  the  dead,  supportest  the  fallen  and  healest  the  sick: 
thou  settest  at  liberty  those  that  are  bound,  and  wilt  ac- 
complish thy  faith  unto  those  that  sleep  in  the  dust.  Who 
IS  like  unto  thee,  O  Lord  of  mighty  acts?  or  who  can  be 
compared  unto  thee,  O  King,  who  killest,  and  restores:  to 
life,  and  causest  salvation  to  spring  forth? 

He  [Isaac]  who  was  called  his  father's  heir,  and  turned 
aside  from  evil  snares ;  he  cried  aloud,  and  supplicated, 
and  did  not  cease  praying,  and  therefore  there  was  a 
mighty  blessing  in  the  seed  which  he  sowed. 

O  Lord,  let  thy  name  be  intermixed  with  ours,  and 
speedily  grant  our  salvation ;  hasten  our  redemption,  and 
revive  us  with  thy  dew,  as  thou  didst  revive  him  (Isaac) 
who  prayed  towards  evening. 

Who  is  like  unto  thee,  O  merciful  Father :  who  in  mercy 
rememberest  thy  creatures  to  life? 

Thou  art  also  faithful  to  revive  the  dead.  Blessed  art 
thou,  O  Lord,  who  revivest  the  dead. 

The  form  of  that  beautiful  countenance  (Jacob's  like- 
ness) hath  the  Lord  engraven  on  his  majestic  throne.  There 
the  perfect  man  saw  the  awful  place  (in  a  dream),  and 
when  he  awoke,  he  was  terrified. 

The  Lord  reigneth  for  ever ;  thy  God,  O  Zion !  unto  all 
generations.    Hallelujah ! 

Thou,  Most  Holy!  who  abidest  among  the  praises  of 
Israel ;  we  supplicate  thee,  O  Omnipotent ! 

Hear,  we  beseech  thee,  and  forgive  us  now  this  day,  for 
the  day  declineth ;  and  we  will  praise  thee,  who  art  awful, 
tremendous,  and  holy.

O  my  God,  before  I  was  formed  I  was  nothing  worth, 
and  now  that  I  have  been  formed  I  am  but  as  though  I  had 
not  been  formed.  Dust  am  I  in  my  Hfe :  how  much  more  so 
in  my  death.  Behold  I  am  before  thee  hke  a  vessel  filled 
with  shame  and  confusion.  O  may  it  be  thy  will,  O  Lord 
my  God  and  God  of  my  fathers,  that  I  may  sin  no  more, 
and  as  to  the  sins  1  have  committed,  purge  them  away  in 
thine  abounding  compassion  though  not  by  means  of  afflic- 
tion and  sore  diseases. 

O  my  God !  guard  my  tongue  from  evil  and  my  lips  from 
speaking  guile ;  and  to  such  as  curse  me  let  my  soul  be 
dumb,  yea,  let  my  soul  be  unto  all  as  the  dust.  Open  my 
heart  to  the  Law,  and  let  my  soul  pursue  thy  command- 
ments. If  any  design  evil  against  me,  speedily  make  their 
counsel  of  none  effect,  and  frustrate  their  designs.  Do  it 
for  the  sake  of  thy  name,  do  it  for  the  sake  of  thy  right 
hand,  do  it  for  the  sake  of  thy  holiness,  do  it  for  the  sake 
of  the  Law.  In  order  that  thy  beloved  ones  may  be  deliv- 
ered, O  save  with  thy  right  hand,  and  answer  me.  Let  the 
words  of  my  mouth  and  the  meditation  of  my  heart  be  ac- 
ceptable before  thee,  O  Lord,  my  Rock  and  my  Redeemer. 
He  who  maketh  peace  in  his  high  places,  may  he  make  peace 
for  us  and  for  all  Israel,  and  say  ye.  Amen. 

May  it  be  thy  will,  O  Lord  our  God  and  God  of  our  fath- 
ers, that  the  temple  be  speedily  rebuilt  in  our  days,  and 
grant  our  portion  in  thy  Law.  And  there  we  will  serve  thee ' 
with  awe,  as  in  the  days  of  old,  and  as  in  ancient  years. 
Then  shall  the  offering  of  Judah  and  Jerusalem  be  pleasant 
unto  the  Lord,  as  in  the  days  of  old,  and  as  in  ancient  years. 
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[this  Sabbath  day  and]  this  Day  of  Atonement  to  be  the  end 
of,  as  well  as  the  season  of  pardon  and  forgiveness  for,  all 
our  iniquities,  that  we  may  cease  from  the  violence  of  our 
hands,  and  may  return  unto  thee  to  do  the  statutes  of  thy 
will  with  a  perfect  heart.  O  do  thou,  in  thy  abounding 
compassion,  have  mercy  upon  us,  for  thou  delightest  not  in 
the  destruction  of  the  world,  as  it  is  said,  Seek  ye  the  Lord, 
while  he  may  be  found,  call  ye  upon  him  while  he  is  near. 
And  it  is  said,  Let  the  wicked  forsake  his  way,  and  the  man 
of  iniquity  his  thoughts;  and  let  him  return  unto  the  Lord, 
and  he  will  have  mercy  upon  him ;  and  to  our  God  for  he 
will  abundantly  pardon.  But  thou  art  a  God  ready  to  for- 
give, gracious  and  merciful,  slow  to  anger,  plenteous  in  lov- 
ing kindness,  and  abounding  in  goodness ;  thou  delightest  in 
the  repentance  of  the  wicked,  and  hast  no  pleasure  in  their 
death ;  as  it  is  said,  Say  unto  them,  As  I  live,  saith  the  Lord 
God,  I  have  no  pleasure  in  the  death  of  the  wicked ;  but  that 
the  wicked  turn  from  his  way  and  live :  turn  ye,  turn  ye 
from  your  evil  ways ;  for  why  will  ye  die,  O  house  of  Israel  ? 
And  it  is  said.  Have  I  at  all  any  pleasure  in  the  death  of  the 
wicked,  saith  the  Lord  God,  and  not  rather  that  he  should 
return  from  his  way,  and  live?  And  it  is  said.  For  I  have 
no  pleasure  in  the  death  of  him  that  dieth,  saith  the  Lord 
God;  wherefore  turn  yourselves  and  live.  For  thou  art 
the  pardoner  of  Israel  and  the  forgiver  of  the  tribes  of 
Jeshurun  in  every  generation,  and  beside  thee  we  have  no 
King  who  pardoneth  and  forgiveth. 
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We  have  turned  aside  from  thy  commandments  and  good 
judgments,  and  it  hath  profited  us  nought.  But  thou  art 
righteous  in  all  that  is  come  upon  us ;  for  thou  hast  acted 
truthfully,  but  we  have  wrought  unrighteousness. 

What  shall  we  say  before  thee,  O  thou  who  dwellest  on 
high,  and  what  shall  we  recount'  unto  thee,  tliou  who  abidest 
in  the  heavens  ?  dost  thou  not  know  all  things,  both  the  hid- 
den and  the  revealed? 

Thou  givest  a  hand  to  trangressors,  and  thy  right  hand 
is  stretched  out  to-  receive  the  penitent ;  thou  hast  taught 
us,  O  Lord  our  God,  to  make  confession  unto  thee  of  all  our 
sins,  in  order  that  we  may  cease  from  the  violence  of  our 
hands,  that  thou,  mayest  receive  us  into  thy  presence  in  per- 
fect repentence,  even  as  fire  offerings  and  sweet  savours, 
for  the  words'  sake  which  thou  hast  spoken.  Endless  would 
be  the  fire  offerings  required  for  our  gilt,  and  numberless 
the  sweet  savours  for  our  trepasses ;  but  thou  knowest  that 
our  latter  end  is  the  worm,  and  hast  therefore  multiplied  the 
means  of  our  forgiveness.  What  are  we?  What  is  our  life ? 
What  is  our  piety?  What  our  righteousness?  What  our 
helpfulness?  What  our  strength ?  What  our  might ?  What 
shall  we  say  before  thee,  O  Lord  our  God  and  God  of  our 
fathers  ?  Are  not  all  the  mighty  men  as  nought  before  thee, 
the  men  of  renown  as  though  they  had  not  been,  the  wise 
as  if  without  knowledge,  and  the  men  of  understanding  as 
if  without  discernment?  For  most  of  their  works  are  void, 
and  the  days  of  their  lives  are  vanity  before  thee,  and  the 
pre-eminence  of  man  over  the  beast  is  nought,  for  all  is 
vanity. 

Thou  hast  distinguished  man  from  the  beginning, 
and  hast  recognized  his  privilege  that  he  might  stand 
before  thee ;  for  who  shall  say  unto  thee.  What  doesl 
thou?  and  if  he  be  righteous  what  can  he  give  thee? 
But    thou    of    thy    love    hast    given,    O    Lord    our    God, 
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O  seal  all  the  children  of  Thy  covenant  for  a  happy  life. 
And  everything  that  liveth  shall  give  thanks  unto  Thee 
for  ever,  and  shall  praise  Thy  name  in  truth,  O  God,  our 
salvation  and  our  help.

our  hearts  to  serve  thee  in  truth ;  for  thou  art  the  foregiver 
of  Israel  and  the  pardoner  of  the  tribes  of  Jeshurun  in 
every  generation,  and  beside  thee  we  have  no  king  who  par- 
doneth  and  forgiveth.  Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  thou  King 
who  pardonest  and  forgivest  our  iniquities  and  the  iniqui- 
ties of  thy  people,  the  house  of  Israel,  who  makest  our  tres- 
passes to  pass  away  year  by  year.  King  over  all  the  earth, 
who  sanctifiest  [the  Sabbath  and]  Israel  and  the  day  of 
Atonement.

Accept,  O  Lord  our  God,  Thy  people  Israel  and  their 

prayer;  restore  the  service  to  the  oracle  of  Thy  house; 
receive  in  love  and  favor  both  the  fire -offerings  of  Israel 
and  their  prayer;  and  may  the  service  of  Thy  people 
Israel  be  ever  acceptable  unto  Thee. 
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an  Omnipotent  God,  merciful  and  gracious,  long-suffering, 
and  abundant  in  beneficence  and  truth ;  keeping  mercy  unto 
thousands,  forgiving  iniquity,  transgression,  and  sin,  and 
acquitting. 

For  the  sake  of  the  honour  of  thy  name,  be  thou  com- 
pliant unto  us,  O  thou  who  art  gracious  and  merciful ;  O 
have  mercy  on  us,  for  the  sake  of  thy  name. 

A  day  on  luhicli  thou  mayest  look  with  compassion  on  thy 
desolate  temple.  This  day  grant  it  for  thine  own  sake,  as  the 
desirable  man  [Daniel]  said. 

As  it  is  written  in  the  words  of  thy  holy  [Daniel],  O  my 
God,  incline  thine  ear,  and  hear ;  open  thine  eyes,  and  behold 
our  discomposure,  and  the  city  which  is  called  by  thy  name ; 
for  we  do  not  presume  to  present  our  supplications  before 
thee  for  our  righteousness,  but  for  thine  abundant  mercy. 

For  the  sake  of  the  honour  of  thy  name,  be  thou  compliant 
unto  us,  O  thou  who  pardonest  and  forgivest ;  forgive  us,  we 
beseech  thee,  for  the  sake  of  thy  name. 

Who  is  Omnipotent,  equal  unto  thee,  O  mighty  Lord, 
whose  works  are  abundant? — Cong.  Who  is  Omnipotent 
equal  unto  thee? 

O  thoti,  who  revealest  profound  things  and  speakest  right- 
eousness— Cong.    Who  is  Omnipotent  equal  unto  thee  ? 

O  fhon,  perfect  Creator,  who  art  replete  with  mercy. — 
Cong.    Who  is  Omnipotent,  equal  unto  thee? 

O  thou,  who  subduest  wrath,  to  justify  those  who  have 
been  borne  by  thee. — Cong.  Who  is  Omnipotent,  equal  unto 
thee  ? 

As  it  is  written  by  the  hand  of  thy  prophet,  Who  is  Om- 
nipotent, equal  unto  thee,  who  pardonest  iniquity,  and  pass- 
est  by  the  transgression  of  the  residue  of  his  heritage?  and 
who  keepeth  not  his  anger  for  ever,  because  he  delighteth  in 
mercy.  He  will  turn  again,  he  will  have  compassion  on  us, 
he  will  turn  again,  he  will  suppress  our  iniquities.  Yea, 
thou  wilt  cast  all  their  sins  into  the  depths  of  the  sea ;  and 
all  the  sins  of  thy  people,  the  house  of  Israel,  into  a  place, 
where  they  shall  not  be  remembered,  nor  visited,  nor  thought 
of,  for  ever.  And  it  is  said.  Thou  wilt  shew  faithfulness 
unto  Jacob,  and  mercy  unto  Abraham ;  which  thou  didst 
swear  unto  our  fathers,  in  days  of  old. 
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Thy  servant  David  declared  in  thy  presence.  Who  can 
guard  against  his  errors  ?  Cleanse  me,  O  Lord,  from  secret 
thoughts.  Cleanse  us,  O  Lord,  our  God,  from  all  our  trans- 
gressions, and  purify  us  from  all  our  impurities :  O  sprinkle 
clean  water  upon  us,  and  cleanse  us,  as  it  is  written  by  the 
hand  of  the  prophet.  Then  will  I  sprinkle  clean  water  upon 
you,  and  ye  shall  be  cleansed  from  all  your  defilements,  and 
from  all  your  idols  will  I  cleanse  you. 

And  thou,  being  merciful,  receivest  penitents ;  for  from 
the  beginning  hast  thou  assured  us  of  the  efficacy  of  repent- 
ance ;  and  supported  by  penitence;  our  eyes  hope  unto  thee. 
Fear  not,  O  Jacob ;  turn,  O  ye  backsliders ;  return,  O  Israel.

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  vain 

oaths ; 
And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by 

causeless  hatred : 
For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  breach 

of  trust ; 
And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  with 

confusion  of  mind : 

For  all  these,  O  God  of  forgiveness,  forgive  us,  pardon  us, 
grant  us  remission. 

And  also  for  the  sins  for  which  we  owe  a  burrit  offering: 

And  for  the  sins  for  which  we  owe  a  sin  offering: 

And  for  the  sins  for  which  we  owe  an  offering,  varying 

according  to  our  means : 
And  for  the  sins  for  which  we  owe  an  offering,  whether  for 

certain  or  for  doubtful  trespass. 
And  for  the  sins  for  which  we  are  liable  to  the  penalty  ot 

chastisement : 
And  for  the  sins  for  which  we  are  liable  to  the  penalty  of 

forty  stripes : 
And  for  the  sins  for  which  we  are  liable  to  the  penalty  of 

death  by  the  hand  of  heaven : 
And  for  the  sins  for  which  we  are  liable  to  the  penalty  of 

excision  and  childlessness : 

And  also  for  the  sins  for  which  we  are  liable  to  any  of  the 
four  death  penalties  inflicted  by  the  court, — stoning,  burning, 
beheading,  and  strangling;  for  the  violation  of  positive,  or 
for  the  violation  of  negative  precepts,  whether  these  latter  do 
or  do  not  admit  of  a  remedy  by  the  subsequent  fulfilment  of  a 
positive  command ;  for  all  our  sins,  whether  they  be  or  be  not 
manifest  to  us.  Such  sins  as  are  manifest  to  us,  we  have  already 
declared  and  confessed  unto  thee  while  such  as  are  not  manifest 
unto  us,  are  manifest  and  known  unto  thee,  according  to  the 
word  that  hath  been  spoken.

For  all  these,  O  God  of  forgiveness,  forgive  us,  pardon  us,  grant 
us  remission. 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  deny- 
ing and  lying; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by 
the  taking  of  bribes  : 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  scof- 
fing; ^ 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by 
slander : 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  in  busi- 
ness ; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committeed  before  thee  in 
eating  and  drinking; 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  usury 
and  interest ; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by 
the  stretched-forth  neck  of  pride ; 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  the 
conversation  of  our  lips ; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  with 
wanton  looks: 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  with 
haughty  eyes 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by 
effrontery ; 

For  all  these,  O  God  of  forgiveness,  forgive  us,  par- 
don us,  grant  us  remission. 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  break- 
ing off  the  yoke  of  thy  commandments ; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by 
contentiousness. 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by 
ensnaring  our  neighbor ; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by 
envy ; 

For  the  sin  which  we. have  committed  before  thee  by  levity; 
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Thou  knowest  the  secrets  of  eternity  and  the  most  hid- 
den mysteries  of  all  Hving.  Thou  searchest  the  innermost 
recesses  and  triest  the  reins  and  the  heart.  Noui^ht  is 
concealed  from  thee,  or  hidden  from  thine  eyes.  May  it 
then  be  thy  will,  O  Lord  our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers, 
to  forgive  us  for  all  our  sins,  to  pardon  us  for  all  our 
iniquities,  and  to  grant  us  remission  for  all  our  transgres- 
sions. 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  under 
compulsion,  or  of  our  own  will; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  in 
hardening  of  the  heart;

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by 
the  sinful  meditating  of  the  heart : 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by 
association  with  impurity; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by 
confession  with  the  mouth  alone ; 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  de- 
spising parents  and  teachers ; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  in 
presumption  or  in  error; 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  vio- 
lence ; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by 
the  profanation  of  the  divine  Name ; 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  un- 
clean lips ; 
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and  the  God  of  our  fathers,  that  we  are  righteous,  ano 
have  not  sinned  ;  verily,  (we  confess)  we  have  sinned. 

We  have  trespassed,  we  have  dealt  treacherously,  wo 
have  stolen,  we  have  spoken  slander,  we  have  comniitted 
iniquity,  and  have  done  wickedly  ;  we  have  acted  pre- 
sumptuously ;  we  have  comniitted  violence ;  we  have 
framed  falsehood ;  we  have  counselled  evil ;  we  have 
uttered  lies ;  we  have  scorned ;  we  have  rebelled  ;  we  have 
blasphemed  ;  we  have  revolted  ;  we  have  acted  perverseh-  : 
we  have  transgressed  ;  we  have  oppressed ;  we  have  beer) 
stiff-necked  ;  we  have  acted  wickedly  ;  we  have  corrupted  : 
we  have  done  abominably;  we  have  gone  astra}',  and  ha\i- 
caused  others  to  err;  we  have  turned  aside  from  thy  ex- 
cellent precepts  and  institutions,  and  wliich  hath  not 
profited  us  ;  but  thou  art  just  concerning  all  that  is  come 
upon  us ;  for  thou  hast  dealt  most  truly,  but  we  have  done 
wickedly.  We  have  acted  wickedly,  and  have  transgressed ; 
we,  therefore,  have  not  been  relieved,  O  incline  our  hearts 
to  forsake  the  path  of  wickedness,  and  hasten  our  salva- 
tion ;  as  it  is  written  by  the  hand  of  thy  prophet.  Let  tite 
wicked  forsake  his  way,  and  the  unrighteous  man  his 
thoughts ;  and  let  him  return  unto  the  Lord,  for  he  will 
receive  him  with  compassion ;  and  unto  our  God,  for  he 
aboundeth  in  forgiveness. 

Our  God  and  the  God  of  our  fathers,  pardon  and  forgive 
our  iniquities  {on  the  saMath,  say,  on  this  day  of  rest,  and) 
on  this  day  of  atonement.  O  be  thou  entreated  of  us,  blot 
out  and  remove  our  transgressions  and  sins  from  before 
thine  eyes ;  and  humble  our  imagination,  that  it  may  be 
subservient  unto  thee ;  and  subdue  our  obstinacy,  to  turn 
nnto  thee  ;  and  renovate  our  mind  to  observe  thy  precepts ; 
and  circumcise  our  hearts  in  love  to  revere  thy  name ;  as 
it  is  written  in  thy  law,  And  the  Eternal,  thy  God  !  will 
circumcise  thy  heart  and  the  heart  of  thy  seed,  to  love  the 
Eternal,  thy  God !  with  all  thy  heart,  and  with  *11  thy 
soul,  that  thou  mayest  live. 
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Our  God,  and  the  God  of  our  fathers,  forsake  us  not; 
cast  us  not  ofif ;  put  us  not  to  shame ;  nor  break  thy  cov- 
enant with  us.  Draw  us  nigh  unto  thy  law ;  teach  us  thy 
precepts,  and  show  us  thy  ways.  Inchne  our  hearts  to 
revere  thy  name,  and  circumcise  our  hearts  to  love  thee, 
that  we  may  return  unto  thee  in  truth,  and  with  a  perfect 
heart ;  and  for  the  sake  of  thy  great  name,  pardon  and  for- 
give our  iniquities,  according  to  the  words  of  thy  holy 
(David)  :  Pardon  mine  iniquity,  O  Eternal,  for  the  sake  of 
thy  name,  for  it  is  infinitely  great. 

Our  God,  and  the  God  of  our  ancestors,  pardon  us,  for- 
give us,  and  grant  us  expiation ;  for  we  are  thy  people,  and 
thou  our  God ;  we  thy  children,  and  thou  our  Father ;  we 
thy  servants,  and  thou  our  Lord ;  we  thy  congregation,  and 
thou  our  portion ;  we  thy  heritage,  and  thou  our  lot ;  we  thy 
sheep,  and  thou  our  pastor ;  we  thy  vineyard,  and  thou  our 
keeper ;  we  thy  work,  and  thou  our  Creator  ;  we  thy  beloved, 
and  thou  our  beloved  ;  we  thy  peculiar  people,  and  thou  the 
Lord  our  God!  we  thy  subjects,  and  thou  our  King!  we  are 
thy  exalted  people,  and  thou  our  exalted  God!  we  are 
brazen-faced,  but  thou  art  merciful  and  gracious ;  we  are 
stiff-necked,  but  thou  art  long-suffering ;  we  are  full  of 
iniquity,  but  thou  art  full  of  mercy ;  we  decay,  our  days  arc 
as  a  passing  shadow :  but  thou  art  immutable,  thy  years 

have  no  end.

O  may  our  prayers  come  before  thee,  and 
withdraw  not  thyself  from  our  supplications, 
for  we  are  not  so  shameless  of  face,  or  hard- 
ened, as  to  declare  in  thy  presence,  O   Eternal,  our  God 
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thence  will  the  Eternal,  thy  God,  gather  thee,  and  from 
thence  will  he  fetche  thee.  O  be  thou  found  of  us,  when  we 
seek  thee ;  as  is  written,  But  if  from  thence  thou  shalt  seek 
the  Eternal,  thy  God,  then  shalt  thou  find  him,  if  thou 
seek  him  with  all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul.  O  blot 
out  our  transgressions  for  thine  own  sake ;  as  thou  hast 
promised,  I,  even  I,  am  he,  who  blotteth  out  thy  trans- 
gressions for  mine  own  sake ;  and  thy  sins  I  will  not  re- 
member. O  cause  our  transgressions  to  vanish  as  a  cloud, 
and  as  a  vapour ;  as  thou  hast  promised,  I  have  made  thy 
transgressions  vanish  away  like  a  cloud,  and  thy  sins  like 
a  vapour :  return  unto  me,  for  I  have  redeemed  thee. 
O  cause  our  sins  to  become  white  as  snow  and  wool ;  as  it 
is  written,  Come  now,  and  let  us  reason  together,  saith  the 
Eternal ;  though  your  sins  be  as  scarlet,  they  shall  be  as 
white  as  snow ;  though  they  be  as  red  as  crimson,  they  shall 
be  like  wool.  O  sprinkle  clean  water  upon  us,  and  cleanse 
us;  as  it  is  written.  Then  will  I  sprinkle  clean  water  upon 
you,  and  ye  shall  be  cleansed  from  all  your  uncleanness, 
and  from  all  your  filthiness  will  I  cleanse  you.  O  pardon 
our  sins  on  this  day,  and  cleanse  us ;  as  it  is  written. 
For  on  this  day  an  atonement  is  made  for  you,  to  cleanse 
you ;  that  ye  may  be  clean  from  all  your  sins  before  the 
Eternal !  O  bring  us  unto  thy  holy  mountain,  and  cause 
us  to  rejoice  in  thy  house  of  prayer ;  as  it  is  written, 
And  I  will  bring  them  unto  my  holy  mountain,  and  I  will 
make  them  rejoice  in  my  house  of  prayer:  their  burnt- 
offerings  and  their  sacrifices  sliall  be  accepted  on  mine 
altar ;  for  my  house  shall  be  called,  The  House  of  Prayer 
for  all  people.  Hear  our  voice,  O  Eternal,  our  God,  spare 
and  compassionate  us,  and  accept  our  prayers  with  favour 
and  mercy.  Bring  us  back,  O  Eternal,  unto  thee,  and 
we  will  return  :  renew  our  days  as  of  old.  Give  ear  unto 
our  words ;  O  Eternal,  consider  our  meditations.  May  the 
words  of  our  mouth,  and  the  meditations  of  our  heart,  be 
acceptable  in  thy  presence,  O  Eternal,  who  art  our  Rock 
and  our  Redeemer,  O  cast  us  not  out  from  thy  presence ; 
nor  take  thy  holy  spirit  from  us.  O  cast  us  not  off  in  old 
age ;  forsake  us  not  when  our  strength  faileth.

of  our  sins.  Answer  us  as  thou  didst  answer  Jonah  in  the  bowels 
of  the  whale.

For  the  sanctity  of  thy  pious  priest  (Aaron),  remember 
her  (Judea)  of  the  sandalled,  beauteous  feet.  Thy  mercies  thou 
shalt  awake  For,  we  have  suffered  doubly  all  our  sins.  Restore 
us  to  thine  Awe,  O  Lord,  and  put  us  not  to  shame.  Answer  us, 
as  thou  didst  answer  David  and  Solomon  in  Jerusalem. 

We  have  sinned,  etc. 

O  remember  unto  us  the  covenant  with  our  ancestors,  as 
thou  hast  promised,  And  I  will  remember  my  covenant 
with  Jacob,  and  also  my  covenant  with  Isaac,  and  also  my 
covenant  with  Abraham  will  I  remember,  and  the  land 
will  I  also  remember.  O  remember  unto  us  the  covenant 
with  the  patriarchs,  as  thou  hast  promised ;  I  will,  for  their 
sakes,  remember  the  covenant  with  their  ancestors  when 
I  brought  them  forth  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  in  the 
sight  of  the  nations,  that  I  might  be  their  God ;  I  am  the 
Eternal.  Act  by  us,  as  thou  hast  assured  us :  And  yet  for 
all  that,  when  they  be  in  the  land  of  their  enemies,  I  will 
not  reject  them,  neither  will  I  abhor  them,  to  destroy  them 
utterly,  and  to  break  my  covenant  with  them  ;  for  I  am  the 
Eternal,  their  God.  Have  mercy  on  us,  and  destroy  us 
not ;  as  it  is  written,  For  the  Lord,  thy  God,  is  a  merciful 
God,  he  will  not  fail  thee,  nor  will  he  destroy  thee ;  neither 
will  he  forget  the  covenant  ivith  thine  ancestors,  which  he 
sware  unto  them.  O  circumcise  our  hearts  to  love  and 
revere  thy  name;  as  it  is  written,  The  Eternal,  thy  God, 
will  circumcise  thine  heart,  and  the  hearts  of  thy  seed,  that 
thou  mayest  love  the  Eternal,  thy  God,  with  all  thine  heart, 
and  with  all  thy  soul,  for  thy  preservation's  sake.  O 
bring  us  back  out  of  captivity,  and  compassionate  us; 
as  it  is  written.  The  Eternal,  thy  God,  will  bring  thee  back 
out  of  captivity,  and  gather  thee  from  all  the  nations 
whither  the  Eternal,  thy  God,  hath  scattered  thee.  O 
gather  our  .dispersed ;  as  it  is  written.  If  any  of  thine  be 
driven  out  unto  the  remotest  climes  under  the  heaven,  from 
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ever  the  aflfection  of  Zion.  Remember,  O  Lord,  the  chil- 
dren of  Edom,  in  the  day  of  Jerusalem,  who  said  to  each 
other,  Rase  it,  rase  it,  unto  its  foundation.  Thou  wilt  arise, 
and  have  mercy  on  Zion  ;  for  there  is  a  time  to  favour 
her  when  the  appointed  time  shall  come.  Remember 
Abraham,  Isaac,  and  Israel,  thy  servants,  to  whom  thou 
didst  swear  by  thyself,  and  didst  say.  unto  them,  I  will 
multiply  your  seed  as  the  stars  of  heaven ;  and  all  this  land 
of  which  I  have  spoken,  will  I  give  unto  your  seed,  and 
they  shall  inherit  it  for  ever.  Remember  thy  servants 
Abraham,  Isaac,  and  Jacob,  and  regard  not  the  stubborn- 
ness of  this  people,  nor  their  wickedness,  nor  their  sin. 

Lav  not  the  sin,  we  beseech  thee,  upon  us,  wherein  we 
have  done  foolishly  and  wherein  we  have  sinned. 

We  have  sinned,  0  our  Rock;  Our  Creator,  forgive  us! 

0  God,  we  pray  thee,  heal  thou,  O  Lord,  the  illness  of  the 
fruitful  vine! 

She  is  put  to  the  blush,  and  decayed  is  her  fruit;  Redeem 
lier  from  ruin,  from  festering  sores.  Answer  us  as  thou  didst 
answer  our  father  Abraham  on  Mount  Moriah. 

H'e  have  siiuied^   etc. 

The  ensigns  of  the  nation,  redeemed  by  thine  arm  made 
manifest,  deliver  from  evil:  let  them  not  be  hewn  down.  O,  ans- 
wer our  cry,  and  delight  in  thy  handiwork.  Answer  us  as  thou 
didst  answer  our  fathers  at  the  Red  Sea. 

]\'c  have  siuucdy   etC. 

The  merit  of  the  rock  ( Abraham)  from  which  we  were 
hewn,  reveal  thou  to  us  this  day.  A\  ithhold  from  us  thine  anger; 
and  lead  us  in  righteous  ways.  Purge  our  uncleanness;  and  to  the 
light  of  thy  Law,  open  thou  our  eyes.  Answer  us  as  thou  didst 
answer  Joshua  in  Gilgal.  We  have  sinued.   etc. 

Behold,  Lord,  the  ashes  of  him  (Isaac)  that  was  bound! 
Bring  forth  an  healing  for  us.  Make  an  end  to  destruction, 
breach,  tempest,  and  storm.  Enlighten  us,  teach  us  thy  purified 
word.  Answer  us,  as  thou  didst  answer  Samuel  in  Mizpah. 

We  have  siimed,  etc. 

Of  him  (Jacob)  that  was  perfect  from  the  womb,  let  not 
the  roots  to  wither.  Clear  us  of  stain,  and  of  reproach,  and  let 
us  not  be  blasted:  Help  us,  and  we  shall  receive  thine  aid, 
through  thy  loving-kindness.  Answer  us,  as  thou  didst  answer 
Elijah  on  Mount  Carmel.  We  have  sinned,  etc. 

Uphold  us,  for  the  righteousness  of  him  (Moses)  that  was 
drawn  from  the  water;  and  arrogance  as  ignorance  forgive.    Re- 
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Holy  art  thou,  and  dreaded  is  thy  name,  and  there  is  no 
God  beside  thee,  as  it  is  written.  And  the  Lord  of  hosts  is 
exalted  in  judgment,  and  the  holy  God  is  sanctified  in  right- 
eousness.    Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  the  holy  Knig. 

Thoii  hast  chosen  us  from  all  peoples,  thou  hast  lored 
us  and  taken  pleasure  in  us,  and  hast  exalted  us  above 
all  tongues,  thou  hast  sanctified  us  by  thy  commandments, 
and  brought  us  near  unto  thy  service,  O  our  King,  and 
hast  called  us  by  thy  great  and  holy  name. 

And  thou  hast  given  us  in  love,  O  Lord  our  God,  [this 
Sabbath  day  for  holiness  and  rest,  and]  this  day  of  Atone- 
ment for  pardon,  forgiveness,  and  atonement,  that  we  may 
[in  love]  obtain  pardon  thereon  for  all  our  iniquities;  and 
holy  convocation,  as  a  memorial  of  the  departure  from 
Egypt. 

Our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers!  May  our  remem- 
brance rise  and  come  and  be  accepted  before  thee,  with 
the  remembrance  of  our  fathers,  of  Messiah  the  son  of 
David  thy  servant,  of  Jerusalem  thy  holy  city,  and 
of  all  thy  people  the  house  of  Israel,  bringing  deliver- 
ance and  well-being,  grace,  lovingkindness  and  mercy,  life 
and  peace  on  this  day  of  Atonement.  Remember  us,  O 
Lord  our  God,  thereon  for  our  well-being;  be  mindful  of 
us  for  blessing,  and  save  us  unto  life :  by  thy  promise  of 
salvation  and  mercy,  spare  us  and  be  gracious  unto  us ;  have 
mercy  upon  us  and  save  us ;  for  our  eyes  are  bent  upon 
thee,  because  thou  art  a  gracious  and  merciful  God  and 
King. 


O  Lord,  remember  thy  mercy  and  benevolence ;  for  they 
are  everlasting.  O  remember  not  our  former  iniqui- 
ties, but  hasten  and  prepare  thy  mercy,  for  we  are  brought 
exceeding  low.  Remember  us,  O  Lord,  with  thy  wonted 
favour  to  thy  people,  and  visit  us  with  thy  salvation. 
O  remember  thy  congregation,  which  thou  didst  purchase 
of  old,  the  tribe  which  thou  didst  redeem  for  thine  heri- 
tage, even  Mount  Zion,  whereon  thou  didst  dwell.  O 
Lord,  remember  the  love  of  Jerusalem,  and  forget  not  fc 
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from  those  who  are  sanctified.  If  there  is  not  an  upright 
advocate  for  vis,  to  oppose  him  who  reports  our  transgres- 
sions, do  thou  instruct  Jacob  thy  word,  thy  statute,  and 
judgment,  and  justify  us  in  judgment,  O  thou  King  of  judg- 
ment. Our  Lord  will  yet  remember,  in  favour  of  us,  the 
love  of  the  patriarch  (Abraham),  and  for  the  sake  of  the 
son  (Isaac)  who  was  bound,  will  be  put  aside  our  adver- 
saries; and  for  the  merit  of  the  perfect  (Jacob),  will  the 
tremendous  God  bring  forth  our  judgment  to  righteousness; 
for  this  day  is  holy  to  our  Lord.  And  thus,  may  thy  name, 
O  Lord,  our  God !  be  sanctified  over  thy  people  Israel, 
Jerusalem,  thy  city,  Zion  the  tabernacle  of  thy  glory,  the 
kingdom  of  the  house  of  David,  thine  anointed,  and  thine 
establishment  and  temple. 

And  therefore  extend  thy  fear,  O  Lord,  our  God !  over 
all  thy  works,  and  thy  dread  over  all  thou  hast  created ; 
that  all  thy  works  may  fear  thee,  and  all  creatures  bow 
down  before  thee ;  so  that  they  may  all  form  one  band  to 
perform  thy  will  with  an  upright  heart,  and  be  all  con- 
vinced, as  we  are,  O  Lord,  our  God !  that  dominion  apper- 
taineth  unto  thee,  that  strength  is  in  thy  hand,  might  in 
thy  right  hand,  and  that  thy  name  is  tremendous  over  all 
thou  hast  created. 

And  therefore,  O  Lord !  grant  honour  unto  thy  people — 
applause  unto  those  who  fear  thee — a  pleasing  hope  unto 
those  who  seek  thee,  and  confidence  unto  those  who  wait 
for  thee ;  joy  unto  thy  land,  gladness  unto  thy  city,  a  re- 
vival of  the  kingdom  of  thy  servant  David,  and  an  ordina- 
tion of  renewed  splendour  to  the  son  of  Jesse,  thine  anointed, 
speedily  in  our  days. 

And  then  the  righteous  will  see  it  and  rejoice,  the  up- 
right be  glad,  and  the  saints  exult  in  song ;  but  iniquity  will 
be  dumb,  and  all  manner  of  wickedness  vanish  as  smoke, 
when  thou  shalt  remove  the  dominion  of  wickedness  from 
the  earth. 

Then,  O  Lord !  thou  alone  shalt  reign  over  all  thy  works 
in  Mount  Zion,  the  residence  of  thy  glory ;  and  in  Jerusa- 
lem, the  cily  of  thy  sanctuary ;  as  it  is  written  in  thy  holy 
word,  the  Lord  reigneth  for  ever,  even  thy  God,  O  Zion! 
from  generation  to  generation.    Hallelujah. 
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from  eternity  to  eternity  blessing:  for  thou  hast  created 
them  all  for  thine  own  sake :  they  call  on  each  other,  and 
answer  each  other,  and  say  to  each  other,  draw  nigh,  as- 
semble, hasten,  and  let  us  reverence  the  King  of  Glory,  the 
God  who  is  reverenced  and  sanctified  in  holiness. 

As  it  is  written  by  the  hand  of  thy  prophet,  And  one 
[angel]  called  unto  another,  and  said: 

Holy,  holy,  holy,  is  the  Lord  of  Hosts,  the  whole  earth 
is  full  of  his  glory. 

His  glory  fiUeth  the  universe,  and  his  ministering  angels 
enquire  of  each  other,  Where  is  the  place  of  his  glory? 
whilst  they  alternately  proclaim.  Blessed. 

Blessed  is  the  glory  of  the  Lord,  from  the  place  of  resi- 
dence. From  the  place  of  his  residence  may  he  regard  with 
mercy,  and  be  gracious  to  a  people,  who  evening  and  morn- 
ing daily  proclaim  the  unity  of  his  name,  by  repeating  twice 
every  day  continually,  with  fervent  love,  and  say, 

Hear,  O  Israel,  the  Lord  is  our  -God,  the  Lord  is  one. 
Our  God  is  a  Unity ;  he  is  our  Father,  our  King,  and  our 
Saviour;  and  through  his  infinite  mercy  will  cause  us  to 
hear  the  second  time,  in  the  sight  of  all  living,  the  expres- 
sion, "to  be  your  God."    I  am  the  Lord  your  God. 

Our  Lord !  and  most  mighty  God !  how  excellent  is  thy 
name  in  all  the  earth !  The  Eternal  shall  be  king  over  all 
the  earth ;  in  that  day  the  Lord  alone  shall  be  acknowledged, 
and  his  name  shall  also  be  one.  And  in  thy  holy  word,  it 
is  written,  saying. 

The  Lord  will  reign  for  ever;  thy  God,  O  Zion,  unto  all 
generations.    Hallelujah. 

Throughout  all  generations  will  we  declare  thy  greatness, 
and  for  ever,  and  to  all  eternity,  will  we  sanctify  thy  holi- 
ness ;  and  thy  praise,  O  our  God !  shall  never  depart  from 
our  mouth,  for  thou  art  Omnipotent  King !  great  and  holy. 

O  have  compassion  on  thy  works,  and  rejoice  in  them ; 
and  suffer  those  who  trust  in  thee,  when  thou  hast  justified 
those  who  have  been  borne  by  thee,  to  say,  O  Lord  I  be  thou 
sanctified  over  all  thy  works. 

For  those  who  sanctify  thee,  hast  thou  sanctified  accord- 
ing to  thy  holiness ;  and  praise  is  comely  to  the  ho^  -ane, 
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who  are  like  lightning  and  sparks  of  fire,  tremble  in  his 
presence ;  in  dread  they  arouse  all  his  chiefs ;  they  fly  in 
the  four  corners  of  his  chambers.  With  two  of  them  (the 
wings)  he  covereth  his  face.  In  dread  and  fear  the  numer- 
ous bands  of  his  hosts  of  angels  run  towards  him,  to  extol 
him  in  his  temple.  And  with  two  of  them  (the  wings)  he 
covereth  his  feet.  They  fly  from  sea  to  sea  in  a  moment; 
they  are  not  able  to  look  at  him  who  is  most  tremendous; 
they  hover  round  the  throne,  and  two  of  the  wings  he  useth 
in  flying.  They  arrange  the  subject  of  his  might,  and 
declare  the  beauty  and  perfection  of  preceptive  prayer, 
which  in  righteous  joy  they  utter,  as  is  said,  and  one  angel 
called  unto  another,  and  said,  etc.  Ten  thousand  times 
ten  thousand  angels  proclaim  the  sanctified  praise  of  the 
holy  One,  they  are  resplendent  as  if  they  were  full  of  eyes: 
the  end  of  their  prayer  is  to  reverence  him  who  inhabiteth 
eternity,  saying,  holy,  holy,  holy,  is  the  Lord  of  Hosts! 
They  gloriously  praise  him  who  is  mighty  above  ten  thou- 
sand ;  numerous  groups  stand  to  honour  him,  the  earth  and 
all  who  inhabit  it  sanctify  his  glory;  the  whole  earth  is 
filled  with  his  glory. 

On  the  right  is  the  angel  Michael  praising,  and  on  the 
left  the  angel  Gabriel  declaring,  that  in  heaven  there  is 
none  like  thee,  O  God!  and  on  the  earth,  who  is  like  thy 
people  Israel! 

For  his  chariot  is  in  the  heavens,  and  his  strength  in  the 
skies ;  his  mighty  arm  is  in  his  dwelling,  and  his  sanctifica- 
tion  in  his  habitation ;  his  dread  is  in  thick  darkness,  and 
his  fear  in  the  heaven  of  heavens ;  his  bow  is  in  heaven, 
and  his  voice  is  upon  the  waters ;  his  habitation  is  on  high, 
and  he  looketh  attentively  below :  he  is  sanctified  above,  and 
blessed  below ;  he  receives  glory  from  the  waters,  from  the 
rivers  the  voice  of  praise,  from  the  earth  song,  from  the 
trees  shouting,  from  the  mountains  leapings,  from  the  val- 
leys song,  from  every  creature  strength,  from  every  head 
declination,  from  every  eye  acknowledgement,  from  every 
mouth  thanksgiving,  from  every  tongue  praise,  from  every 
throat  song,  from  every  heart  invention  of  praise,  from  every 
inward  part  meditation,  from  every  knee  bend- 
ing, from  every  height  prostration,  from  the  old 
gloryj'  from  men  and  women  songs,  from  young 
men  and  maidens  praise,  from  babes  and  suck- 
lings  strength,   from   generation  to  generation  might,  and 
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Who  is  like  unto  thee,  O  merciful  Father ;  who  in  mercy 
remembereth  his  creatures  to  life? 

Thou  art  also  faithful  to  revive  the  dead.  Blessed  art 
thou,  O  Lord !  who  reviveth  the  dead. 

With  the  name  used  by  the  perfect  man  (Jacob),  the 
Erelim  (angels)  ascribe  sovereign  power  to  the  King  of 
kings ;  they  go  to  view  his  beautiful  form,  that  is  engraven 
on  the  throne ;  his  offspring  stand  this  day  like  angels.  They 
sanctify  the  Supreme,  and  arrange  supplication;  on  this 
day  they  cast  away  enmity,  and  altogether  bless  the  holy 
name  of  him  whom  their  father  revered,  and  with  mild 
words  seek  to  appease  him  who  is  Most  High.  For  the 
merit  of  the  perfect  man  (Jacob)  he  will  look  down  upon  us 
out  of  his  heavens,  the  Omnipotent  will  enlighten  our  dark- 
ened eyes ;  he,  the  King,  standeth  in  the  congregation  of 
the  blessed  (Israel)  ;  he  delights  in  his  people,  and  exalts 
those  who  are  low.  They  who  knock  early  at  his  gates  to 
pray  unto  him,  he  forgiveth  according  to  his  mercy  and 
goodness,  and  cause  them  to  hear  the  expression,  therefore 
ye  who  were  bruised,  and  belong  to  the  house  of  those  who 
hope,  shall  no  more  be  ashamed. 

The  Lord  reigneth  for  ever!  thy  God,  O  Zion!  unto  all 
generations.   Hallelujah! 

Thou,  most  holy,  abidest  amongst  the  praises  of  Israel; 
we  supplicate  thee,  O  Omnipotent ! 

For  thine  own  sake  help  the  remnant  of  the  people  who 
preserve  their  faithfulness ;  accept  now  their  cry  as  incense, 
O  thou,  most  Holy ! 

Pardon  and  forgive,  O  Omnipotent!  who  art  good  and 
ready  to  pardon ;  thou  most  tremendous  and  holy. 

May  he  from  his  habitation  accept  our  prayers  as  offer- 
ings, he,  the  Holy!  Omnipotent! 

On  the  right  is  the  angel  Michael  praising,  and  on  the 
left  the  angel  Gabriel  declaring,  that  in  heaven  there  is 
none  like  thee,  O  God !  and  on  the  earth,  who  is  like  thy 
people  Israel? 

The  Erelim  (angels)  burst  forth  with  his  praise;  with 
dread  and  fear  they  glorify  him  in  praise,  they  approach 
and  draw  nigh  to  deliver  their  prayer.  The  Seraphim  stood 
by  him.  He  who  without  intermission  is  exalted  above 
myriads  of  angels,  who  looketh  on  the  earth  and  it  quaketh, 
he  is  encompassed  by  those  who  are  agitated  as  the  storm 
and  whirlwind.    Each  of  them  had  six  wings.    The  angels 
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Valiant  Abraham  published  his  belief  in  thee,  in  an  age 
in  which  they  knew  not  how  to  render  themselves  accept- 
able to  thee ;  he  became  pure  through  thee,  and  taught 
how  to  revere  thee;  he  rejoiced  to  make  thy  glory  known 
to  all.  Those  who  strayed  he  led  into  thy  paths,  and  was 
called  the  father  of  thy  people;  he  hastened  to  obey  thy 
command ;  his  desire  was  to  take  refuge  in  the  shadow  of 
thy  Divine  presence ;  he  refreshed  the  wanderer  with  thy 
food,  and  instructed  the  traveller  that,  besides  thee,  all  was 
nought;  for  he  firmly  believed  in  thee,  to  supplicate  thee, 
and  planted  an  ashel,  and  there  preached  thy  Omnipotence. 

May  it  be  accounted  to  us  for  righteousness,  and  through 
the  righteousness  of  our  father  forgive  us ;  act  not  by  us 
according  to  our  sins,  O  thou  who  art  our  Shield,  for  we 
hope  in  thee. 

Remember  us  unto  life,  O  King!  thou  who  delighteth 
in  life ;  and  write  us  in  the  book  of  life,  for  thy  sake,  O  God 
of  life.  O  King,  thou  art  our  Supporter,  Saviour,  and 
Shield.    Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord!  the  shield  of  Abraham. 

Thou,  O  Lord!  art  forever  powerful;  thou  restorest  life 
to  the  dead,  and  art  mighty  to  save. 

Sustaining  by  thy  benevolence  the  living,  and  by  thine 
abundant  mercies  animating  the  dead ;  supporting  those 
that  fall,  healing  the  sick,  setting  at  liberty  those  that  are 
in  bonds ;  and  performeth  thy  faithful  words  unto  those 
that  sleep  in  the  dust.  Who  is  like  unto  thee,  O  Lord! 
most  mighty?  or  who  may  be  compare^  with  thee,  the 
King  who  killeth  and  again  restoreth  to  life,  and  causeth 
salvation  to  flourish. 

When  he  (Isaac)  who  was  beloved,  and  the  only  child 
of  his  mother,  surrendered  himself  for  an  offering,  the 
(Seraphim)  angels  cried  aloud  from  heaven,  saying,  O  Om 
nipotent !  have  mercy  and  compassion  on  him.  The  Re- 
deemer and  Deliverer  had  mercy  on  him ;  he  commanded 
and  behold  there  was  a  ram  in  his  stead;  he  (Abraham) 
heard  a  voice  saying.  Spill  not  his  blood,  for  C^d's  mercy 
hovers  over  him  to  exalt  him ;.  he  protected  and  preserved 
him  for  the  sake  of  his  name,  and  made  his  form  beautiful 
as  the  resplendent  sun : 

In  his  presence  shall  we  rise  up  and  live:  because  of  the 
righteousness  of  our  father  (Isaac)  shall  we  live;  the  Lord 
killeth  and  restoreth  life;  with  his  reviving  dews  will  he 
re-animate  those  that  sleep. 
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O  my  God !  guard  my  tongue  from  evil  and  my  lips  from 
speaking  guile ;  and  to  such  as  curse  me  let  my  soul  be 
dumb,  yea,  let  my  soul  be  unto  all  as  the  dust.  Open  my 
heart  to  the  Law,  and  let  my  soul  pursue  thy  command- 
ments. If  any  design  evil  against  me,  speedily  make  their 
counsel  of  none  effect,  and  frustrate  their  designs.  Do  it 
for  the  sake  of  thy  name,  do  it  for  the  sake  of  thy  right 
hand,  do  it  for  the  sake  of  thy  holiness,  do  it  for  the  sake 
of  the  Law.  In  order  that  thy  beloved  ones  may  be  deliv- 
ered, O  save  with  thy  right  hand,  and  answer  me.  Let  the 
words  of  my  mouth  and  the  meditation  of  my  heart  be  ac- 
ceptable before  thee,  O  Lord,  my  Rock  and  my  Redeemer. 
He  who  maketh  peace  in  his  high  places,  may  he  make  peace 
for  us  and  for  all  Israel,  and  say  ye,  Amen. 

May  it  be  thy  will,  O  Lord  our  God  and  God  of  our  fath- 
ers, that  the  temple  be  speedily  rebuilt  in  our  days,  and 
grant  our  portion  in  thy  Law.  And  there  we  will  serve  thee 
with  awe,  as  in  the  days  of  old,  and  as  in  ancient  years. 
Then  shall  the  offering  of  Judah  and  Jerusalem  be  pleasant 
unto  the  Lord,  as  in  the  days  of  old,  and  as  in  ancient  years. 


O  Lord,  open  Thou  my  lips,  and  my  mouth  shall  declare 
Thy  praise. 

Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord  our  God  and  God  of  our  fath- 
ers, God  of  Abraham,  God  of  Isaac,  and  God  of  Jacob,  the 
great,  mighty  and  revered  God,  the  most  high  God,  who 
bestowest  loving  kindnesses  and  possessest  all  things ;  who 
rememberest  the  pious  deeds  of  the  patriarchs,  and  in  love 
wilt  bring  a  redeemer  to  their  children's  children  for  Thy 
name's  sake. 

According  to  the  institution  of  the  wise  and  intelligent, 
and  their  instructive  knowledge,  will  1  open  my  mouth  with 
prayer  and  supplications,  to  implore  and  entreat  the  pres- 
ence of  the  King,  who  is  replete  with  mercy,  pardoner  and 
forgiver  of  iniquities. 
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And  also  for  the  sins  for  which  we  owe  a  burnt  offering: 

And  for  the  sins  for  which  we  owe  a  sin  offering: 

And  for  the  sins  for  which  we  owe  an  offering,  varying 
according  to  our  means : 

And  for  the  sins  for  which  we  owe  an  offering,  whether  for 
certain  or  for  doubtful  trespass. 

And  for  the  sins  for  which  we  are  liable  to  the  penalty  ot 
chastisement : 

And  for  the  sins  for  which  we  are  liable  to  the  penalty  of 
forty  stripes : 

And  for  the  sins  for  which  we  are  liable  to  the  penalty  of 
death  by  the  hand  of  heaven : 

And  for  the  sins  for  which  we  are  liable  to  the  penalty  of 
excision  and  childlessness : 

And  also  for  the  sins  for  which  we  are  liable  to  any  of  the  four 
death  penalties  inflicted  by  the  court, — stoning,  burning,  behead- 
ing, and  strangling;  for  the  violation  of  positive,  or  for  the  viola- 
tion of  negative  precepts,  whether  these  latter  do  or  do  not  admit 
of  a  remedy  by  the  subsequen*^  fulfilment  of  a  positive  command; 
for  all  our  sins,  whether  they  be  or  be  not  manifest  to  us.  Such 
sins  as  are  manifest  to  us,  we  have  already  declared  and  confessed 
unto  thee  while  such  as  are  not  manifest  unto  us,  are  manifest  and 
known  unto  thee,  according  to  the  word  that  hath  been  spoken. 
The  secret  things  belong  unto  the  Lord  our  God;  but  the  things 
that  are  revealed  belong  unto  us  and  to  our  children  for  ever, 
taht  we  may  do  all  the  words  of  this  Law.  For  thou  art  the  for- 
giver  of  Israel  and  the  pardoner  of  the  tribes  of  Jeshurun  in 
every  generation,  and  beside  thee  we  have  no  king,  who  par- 
doneth  and  forgiveth. 

O  my  God,  before  I  was  formed  I  was  nothing  worth, 
and  now  that  I  have  been  formed  T  am  but  as  though  I  had 
not  been  formed.

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  deny- 
ing and  lying ; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by 
the  taking  of  bribes : 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  scof- 
fing; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by 
slander : 
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In  the  book  of  life,  blessing,  peace  and  good  sustenance 
may  we  be  remembered  and  inscribed  before  Thee,  we  and 
all  Thy  people,  the  house  of  Israel,  for  a  happy  life  and 
for  peace.     Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord,  who  makest  peace. 

Our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers,  let  our  prayer  come 
before  thee ;  hide  not  thyself  from  our  supplication,  for 
we  are  not  arrogant  and  stiff-necked,  that  we  should  say 
before  thee,  O  Lord  our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers,  we 
are  righteous  and  have  not  sinned ;  but  verily,  we  have 
sinned. 

We  have  trespassed,  we  have  been  faithless,  we  have 
robbed,  we  have  spoken  basely,  we  have  committed  iniq-

Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  thou  King  who  pardonest  and  for- 
gives! our  iniquities  and  the  iniquities  of  thy  people,  the 
house  of  Israel,  who  makest  our  trepasses  to  pass  away 
year  by  year.  King  over  all  the  earth,  who  sanctifiest  [the 
Sabbath  and]  Israel  and  the  day  of  Atonement. 

Accept,  O  Lord  our  God,  Thy  people  Israel  and  their 
prayer ;  restore  the  service  to  the  oracle  of  Thy  house ; 
receive  in  love  and  favor  both  the  fire-offerings  of  Israel 
and  their  prayer ;  and  may  the  service  of  Thy  people  Israel 
be  ever  acceptable  unto  Thee. 

And  let  our  eyes  behold  thy  return  in  mercy  to  Zion. 
Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord,  who  restorest  Thy  divine  pres- 
ence unto  Zion.

Bless 
us,  O  our  father,  even  all  of  us  together,  with  the  light 
of  Thy  countenance,  for  by  the  light  of  Thy  countenance 
Thou  ftast  given  us  O  Lord  our  God,  the  Law  of  life, 
lovingkindness  and  righteousness,  blessing,  mercy,  life  and 
peace,  and  may  it  be  good  in  Thy  sight  to  bless  Thy  people 
Israel  at  all  times  and  in  every  hour  with  Thy  peace.

tongues ;  Thou  hast  sanctified  us  by  Thy  commandments, 
and  brought  us  near  unto  Thy  service,  O  our  King,  and 
hast  called  us  by  Thy  great  and  holy  name. 

On  Sabbath  add  the  zvords  in  brackets. 

And  thou  hast  given  us  in  love,  O  Lord  our  God,  [this 
Sabbath  day  for  holiness  and  rest,  and]  this  day  of  Atone- 
ment for  pardon,  forgiveness,  and  atonement,  that  we  may 
[in  love]  obtain  pardon  thereon  for  all  our  iniquities;  and 
holy  convocation,  as  a  memorial  of  the  departure  from 
Egypt. 

Our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers!  May  our  remem- 
brance rise  and  come  and  be  accepted  before  thee,  with 
the  remembrance  of  our  fathers,  of  Messiah  the  son  of 
David  thy  servant,  of  Jerusalem  thy  holy  city,  and 
of  all  thy  people  the  house  of  Israel,  bringing  deliver- 
ance and  well-being,  grace,  lovingkindness  and  mercy,  life 
and  peace  on  this  day  of  Atonement.  Remember  us,  O 
Lord  our  God,  thereon  for  our  well-being;  be  mindful  of 
us  for  blessing,  and  save  us  unto  life :  by  thy  promise  of 
salvation  and  mercy,  spare  us  and  be  gracious  unto  us ;  have 
mercy  upon  us  and  save  us ;  for  our  eyes  are  bent  upon 
thee,  because  thou  art  a  gracious  and  merciful  God  and 
King. 

Our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers,  pardon  our  iniquities 
[on  this  Sabbath  day,  and]  on  this  Day  of  Atonement ;  blot 
out  our  transgressions  and  our  sins,  and  make  them  pass 
away  from  before  thine  eyes ;  as  it  is  said,  I,  even  I,  am  he 
that  blotteth  out  thy  transgressions  for  mine  own  sake ;  and 
I  will  not  remember  thy  sins.

Sanctify 
us  by  thy  commandments,  and  grant  our  portion  in  thy 
Law ;  satisfy  us  with  thy  goodness,  and  gladden  us  with  thy 
salvation ;  [and  let  us  inherit,  O  Lord  our  God,  in  love  and 
favour,  thy  holy  Sabbath ;  and  may  Israel,  who  hallow  thy 
name,  rejoice  thereon]  ;  and  purify  our  hearts  to  serve  thee 
in  truth ;  for  thou  art  the  forgiver  of  Israel  and  the  par- 
doner of  the  tribes  of  Jeshurun  in  every  generation  and  be- 
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sleep  in  the  dust.  Who  is  like  unto  thee,  O  Lord!  most 
mighty?  or  who  may  be  compared  with  thee,  the  King  who 
killeth  and  again  restoreth  hfe,  and  causeth  salvation  to 
flourish. 

Who  is  like  unto  Thee,  Father  of  mercy,  who  in  mercy 
rememberest  Thy  creatures  unto  life? 

Yea,  faithful  art  Thou  to  quicken  the  death.  Blessed 
art  Thou,  O  Lord,  who  quickenest  the  dead. 

Thou  art  holy,  and  Thy  name  is  holy,  and  holy  beings 
praise  Thee  daily.     (Selah.) 

Now,  therefore,  O  Lord  our  God,  impose  thine  awe

Thou  hast  chosen  us  from  all  peoples ;  thou  hast  loved 
us  and  taken  pleasure  in  us,  and  hast  exalted  us  above  all 
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Jacob!  (Selah.)  Lift  up  your  heads,  O  ye  gates;  and  be 
lifted  up,  ye  everlasting  doors,  that  the  King  of  glory  may 
come  in.  Who,  then,  is  the  King  of  glory?  The  Lord 
strong  and  mighty,  the  Lord  mighty  in  battle.  Lift  up  your 
heads,  O  ye  gates;  yea,  lift  them  up,  ye  everlasting  doors, 
that  the  King  of  glory  may  come  in.  Who,  then,  is  the 
King  of  glory?  The  Lord  of  hosts,  he  is  the  King  of 
glory.     (Selah.) 

And  when  it  rested,  he  said.  Return,  O  Lord,  unto  the 
ten  thousands  of  the  thousands  of  Israel.  Arise,  O  Lord, 
unto  Thy  resting  place ;  Thou,  and  the  ark  of  Thy  strength 
Let  Thy  priests  be  clothed  with  righteousness ;  and  let  Thy 
loving  ones  shout  for  joy.  For  the  sake  of  David  Thy 
servant,  turn  not  away  the  face  of  Thine  anointed.  For  I 
give  you  good  doctrine ;  forsake  ye  not  my  Law.  It  is  a 
tree  of  life  to  them  that  grasp  it,  and  of  them  that  uphold 
it  every  one  is  rendered  happy.  Its  ways  are  ways  of 
pleasantness,  and  all  its  paths  are  peace.  Turn  Thou  us 
unto  Thee,  O  Lord,  and  we  shall  return:  renew  our  days 
as  of  old. 
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O  Lord!  open  thou  my  lips,  and  my  mouth  shall  declare 
thy  praise. 

Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord !  our  God  and  the  God  of  our 
fathers,  the  God  of  Abraham,  the  God  of  Isaac,  and  the 
God  of  Jacob,  the  great  God !  powerful  and  tremendous,  the 
most  high  God !  bountifully  dispensing  benefits,  the  Creator 
of  all  things  ;  who  remembering  the  piety  of  the  fathers,  will 
send  a  Redeemer  to  their  posterity  for  his  name's  sake  in 
love. 

Remember  us,  unto  life,  O  King!  thou  who  delighteth 
in  life,  and  write  us  in  the  book  of  life  for  thy  sake,  O  God 
of  life.  O  King,  thou  art  our  Supporter,  Saviour,  and  Pro- 
tector.   Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord !  the  shield  of  Abraham. 

Thou,  O  Lord !  art  for  ever  powerful ;  thou  restorest  life 
to  the  dead,  and  art  mighty  to  save. 

Sustaining  by  thy  benevolence  the  living,  and  by  thine 
abundant  mercies  animating  the  dead !  supporting  those  that 
fall,  healing  the  sick,  setting  at  liberty  those  that  are  in 
bonds,  and  performeth  thy  faithful  words  unto  those  that 
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Who  is  Omnipotent,  like  unto  thee,  pardoning  iniquity, 
and  passing  by  transgression,  to  the  residue  of  his  heri- 
tage, and  who  keepeth  not  his  anger  for  ever,  because  he 
dehghteth  in  mercy.  He  will  turn  again,  he  will  have 
compassion  on  us,  he  will  suppress  our  iniquities.  Ac- 
complish truth  unto  Jacob,  and  mercy  unto  Abraham ; 
which  thou  didst  swear  unto  our  fathers,  in  days  of  old. 

Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  our  God,  King  of  the  uni- 
verse! former  of  all  the  worlds,  who  is  righteous  in  all 
generations ;  the  faithful  God,  who  promiseth  and  perform- 
eth ;  speaketh  and  accomplisheth ;  for  all  his  words  are  true 
and  just.  Faithful  art  thou,  O  Lord,  our  God;  and  thy 
words  are  faithful :  for  not  one  of  thy  words  shall  return 
back  without  being  fulfilled ;  for  thou,  O  God !  art  a  faith- 
ful and  merciful  King.  Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord !  the  God, 
who  is  faithful  in  all  his  words. 

O  have  compassion  upon  Zion,  for  it  is  the  dwelling  of 
our  life ;  and  speedily  in  our  days  save  the  afflicted  soul. 
Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord!  who  will  cause  Zion  to  rejoice 
with  her  children. 

O  Lord,  our  God!  cause  us  to  rejoice  in  thy  servant 
Elijah,  the  prophet,  and  in  the  kingdom  of  the  house  of 
David,  thine  anointed.  May  he  come  speedily,  and  glad- 
den our  hearts.  Suffer  no  stranger  to  sit  on  his  throne, 
nor  let  any  other  again  inherit  his  glory ;  for  by  thy  holy 
name,  hast  thou  sworn  unto  him,  that  his  lamp  should 
never  be  extinguish 'ed.  Biassed  art  thou,  O  Lord!  the 
Shield  of  David.

And 
he  prayed  unto  the  Lord,  and  said,  I  beseech  thee,  O  Lord, 
was  not  this  my  saying,  while  I  was  yet  in  mine  own  co>in- 
try  ?  Therefore  I  made  haste  to  flee  unto  Tarshish ;  for  I 
knew  that  thou  art  a  gracious  and  merciful  God,  slow  to 
anger,  and  abundant  in  mercy,  and  repentest  of  evil.  There- 
fore, now,  O  Lord,  take,  I  pray  thee,  my  life  from  me ;  be- 
cause it  is  better  for  me  to  die,  than  to  live.  And  the  Lord 
said.  Dost  thou  well  to  be  wroth  ?  Now  Jonah  had  gone  out 
of  the  city;  and  sat  on  the  east  side  of  the  city,  and  made 
himself  a  booth,  and  sat  under  it  in  the  shade,  till  he  should 
see  what  would  become  of  the  city.  And  the  Lord  God  pre- 
pared a  gourd,  and  it  grew  over  Jonah,  to  be  a  shade  over 
his  head,  to  relieve  him  from  his  affliction.  And  Jonah  re- 
joiced exceedingly  because  of  the  gourd.  But  God  prepared 
a  worm,  when  the  morning  dawned  on  the  morrow ;  and  it 
smote  the  gourd,  and  it  withered.  And  it  came  to  pass, 
when  the  sun  arose,  that  God  prepared  a  vehement  east 
wind,  and  the  sun  beat  upon  the  head  of  Jonah,  and  he  was 
faint ;  and  he  wished  within  himself  to  die,  and  said.  Better 
for  me  to  die  than  to  live.  And  God  said  unto  Jonah,  Doest 
thou  well  to  be  wroth,  because  of  the  gourd?  And  he  said, 
I  do  well  to  be  wroth,  even  unto  death.  And  the  Lord  said, 
Thou  wouldest  have  spared  the  gourd  for  which  thou  hast 
not  laboured ;  neither  hast  thou  made  it  grow ;  which  came 
up  in  a  night,  and  perished  in  a  night ;  and  shall  I  not  spare 
Ninevah,  that  great  city,  wherein  are  more  than  six  score 
thousand  innocent  persons,  who  cannot  discern  between  their 
right  hand  and  their  left  hand ;  and  also  much  cattle. 
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fish  to  swallow  up  Jonah ;  and  Jonah  was  in  the  belly  of 
the  fish  three  days  and  three  nights.  Then  Jonah  prayed 
unto  the  Lord  his  God,  from  the  belly  of  the  fish,  and 
said,  Oft  have  1  called,  by  reason  of  my  distress  ,unto  the 
Eternal !  and  he  hath  answered  me ;  out  of  the  deep  abyss 
I  cried,  and  thou  hast  heard  my  voice.  Now  thou  hast 
cast  me  into  the  deep,  in  the  midst  of  the  seas ;  a  whirl- 
pool doth  encompass  me ;  all  thy  billows  and  thy  waves 
passed  over  me.  Then  I  said,  I  am  driven  out  from  be- 
fore thine  eyes ;  yet  shall  I  again  look  toward  thine  holy 
temple.  The  waters  surrounded  me,  to  the  peril  of  my 
life;  the  depth  compasseth  me  about;  sea-weeds  are  wrapt 
about  my  head ;  I  went  down  to  the  roots  of  the  moun- 
tains !  the  earth,  with  her  bars,  are  about  me  forever ;  but 
thou  wilt  bring  up  my  life  from  the  pit  again,  O  Lord, 
my  God !  When  my  soul  fainted  within  me,  I  remembered 
the  Lord;  and  my  prayer  came  unto  thee,  unto  thine  holy 
temple.  The  observers  of  false  vanities  will  now  forsake 
their  idols ;  and,  as  for  me,  I  will  sacrifice  unto  thee,  with 
the  voice  of  thanksgiving ;  that  which  I  have  vowed,  will 
I  pay ;  salvation  is  of  the  Lord.  And  the  Lord  commanded 
the  fish,  and  it  vomited  Jonah  on  the  dry  land.  And  the 
word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  Jonah  the  second  time,  say- 
ing, Arise,  go  to  Ninevah,  that  great  city;  and  proclaim 
unto  her  the  proclamation  which  I  shall  bid  thee.  And 
Jonah  arose,  and  went  to  Ninevah,  according  to  the  word 
of  the  Lord.  Now  Ninevah  was  an  exceeding  great  city, 
of  three  days'  journey.  And  Jonah  began  to  enter  inio  the 
city,  one  day's  journey;  and  he  proclaimed,  and  said.  Yet 
forty  days  and  Ninevah  shall  be  overthrown.  And  the  in- 
habitants of  Ninevah  believed  God,  and  proclaimed  a  fast, 
and  put  on  sackcloth,  from  the  greatest  of  them,  even  to 
the  least  of  them.  And  when  this  prediction  reached  the 
King  of  Ninevah,  he  arose  from  his  throne,  and  he  laid  his 
robe  from  him,  and  covered  himself  with  sackcloth,  and  sat 
on  ashes.  And  he  caused  it  to  be  proclaimed,  and  published 
through  Ninevah,  saying,  "by  the  decree  of  the  king  and  his 
nobles,  let  neither  man,  nor  beast,  herd,  nor  flock,  taste 
anything ;  let  them  not  feed,  nor  drink  water ;  but  let  man 
and  beast  be  covered  with  sackcloth,  and  cry  mightily  unto 
God  I  let  them 
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Now  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  Jonah,  the  son 
of  Amittai,  saying-,  arise,  go  to  Ninevah,  that  great  city,  and 
lecture  concerning  her ;  for  their  wickedness  is  come  up  be- 
fore me.  But  Jonah  rose  up,  to  flee  to  Tarshish,  from  be- 
fore the  presence  of  the  Lord,  and  went  down  to  Joppa, 
and  found  a  ship  going  to  Tarshish ;  he  paid  the  fare  there- 
of, and  went  into  it,  to  go  with  them  unto  Tarshish,  from 
the  presence  of  the  Lord.  But  the  Lord  cast  forth  a  great 
wind  upon  the  sea ;  and  there  was  a  mighty  tempest  on  the 
sea ;  and  it  was  thought  that  the  ship  would  wreck.  And 
the  mariners  were  afraid,  and  each  of  them  cried  unto  his 
god ;  and  they  cast  forth  the  freight  which  was  in  the  ship, 
into  the  sea,  to  be  lightened  of  it.  But  Jonah  was  gone 
down  into  a  corner  of  the  ship,  and  he  laid  down,  and  was 
in  a  sound  sleep.  And  the  ship-master  came  near  unto  him, 
and  said  unto  him,  what  meanest  thou,  O  sleeper?  arise,  call 
unto  thy  God ;  perhaps  God  will  think  upon  us,  that  we  per- 
ish not.  •  And  they  said  one  to  another,  come,  let  us  cast 
lots,  that  we  may  know  for  whose  cause  this  evil  hath  hap- 
pened unto  us.  They  cast  lots,  and  the  lot  fell  upon  Jonah. 
Then  they  said  unto  him,  tell  us,  we  pray  thee,  for  what 
cause  this  evil  hath  happened  unto  us?  What  is  thy  busi- 
ness, and  whence  comest  thou?  What  is  thy  country,  and  of 
what  nation  art  thou?  And  he  said  unto  them,  I  am  an 
Hebrew  (Ebri)  and  I  revere  the  Eternal !  the  God  of  heaven, 
who  made  the  sea  and  the  dry  land.  Then  were  the  men 
exceedingly  afraid,  and  said  unto  him,  what  hast  thou  done  ? 
for  the  men  knew  that  he  had  fled  from  the  presence  of  the 
Lord  ;  for  he  had  told  them.  And  they  said  unto  him,  .what 
shall  we  do  unto  thee,  that  the  sea  may  be  calm  unto  us ; 
for  the  sea  grew  more  and  more  tempestuous.  And  he  said 
unto  them,  take  me  up,  and  cast  me  forth  into  the  sea ;  and 
the  sea  shall  be  calm  unto  you,  for  I  know  that  because  of 
me,  this  dreadful  tempest  is  upon  you. 

Nevertheless  the  men  rowed  hard  to  bring  back  the  ship 
unto  the  shore,  but  they  could  not ;  for  the  sea  grew  more 
and  more  tempestuous.  And  they  cried  unto  the  Lord, 
and  said,  we  beseech  thee,  O  Lord !  let  us  not  perish, 
for  the  sake  of  this  man ;  and  comi)ute  it  not  unto  us, 
as  the  shedding  of  innocent  blood;  for  thou,  O  Lordl 
hast  done  as  it  hath  pleased  thee.  And  they  took  up 
Jonah,  and  cast  him  into  the  sea,  and  the  sea  ceased  from 
its  raging.  And  the  men  feared  the  Lord  greatly ;  and 
offered  and  made  vows.     And  the  Lord  prepared  a  great 
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Thou  shalt  not  lie  with  mankind,  as  with  womankind  r 
it  is  abomination.  Neither  shalt  thou  lie  with  any  beast, 
to  defile  thyself  therewith ;  neither  shall  any  woman  stand 
before  a  beast  to  lie  down  thereto ;  it  is  confusion.  Defile 
not  yourselves  in  any  of  these  things ;  for  in  all  these  the 
nations  are  defiled  which  I  cast  out  before  you.  And  the 
land  is  defiled ;  therefore  I  do  visit  the  iniquity  thereof  upon 
it,  and  the  land  itself  vomiteth  out  her  inhabitants.  Ye 
shall  therefore  keep  my  statutes  and  my  judgments,  and 
shall  not  commit  any  of  these  abominations ;  neither  any  of 
your  nation,  nor  any  stranger  that  sojourneth  among  you ; 
for  all  these  abominations  have  the  men  of  the  land  done, 
which  were  before  you,  and  the  land  is  defiled :  That  the 
land  spue  you  not  out  also,  when  ye  defile  it,  as  it  spued 
out  the  nations  that  were  before  you.  For  whosoever  shall 
commit  any  of  these  abominations,  even  the  souls  that  com- 
mit them  shall  be  cut  off  from  among  their  people.  There- 
fore shall  ye  keep  mine  ordinance,  that  ye  commit  not  any 
one  of  these  abominable  customs  which  were  committed  be- 
fore you,  and  that  ye  defile  not  yourselves  therein :  I  am  the 
Lord  your  God.  * 

And  this  is  the  law  which  Moses  set  before  the  children 
of  Israel,  by  the  command  of  the  Lord,  by  the  hand  of 
Moses.  It  is  a  tree  of  life  to  those  that  lay  hold  on  it ;  and 
the  supporters  thereof  are  happy.  Its  ways  are  ways  of 
pleasantness,  and  all  its  paths  are  peace.  Length  of  days  is 
on  its  right,  and  on  its  left  are  riches  and  honour.  The  Lord 
was  pleased  for  his  righteousness  sake,  to  magnify  the  law, 
and  adorn  it. 

Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  our  God !  King  of  the  universe, 
who  hath  chosen  good  prophets ;  and  delighted  in  their 
words,  which  were  delivered  in  truth.  Blessed  art  thou, 
O  Lord!  who  hath  chosen  the  law,  his  servant  Moses,  his 
people  Israel,  and  the  true  and  righteous  prophet. 
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And  the  Lord  spoke  unto  Moses,  saying,  speak  unto  the 
children  of  Israel,  and  say  unto  them,  I  am  the  Lord  your 
God.  After  the  doings  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  wherein  ye 
dwelt,  shall  ye  not  do ;  and  after  the  doings  of  the  land  of 
Canaan,  whither  I  bring  you,  shall  ye  not  do;  neither  shall 
ye  walk  in  their  ordinances.  Ye  shall  do  my  judgments, 
and  keep  mine  ordinances,  to  walk  therein  ;  I  am  the  Lord 
your  God.  Ye  shall  therefore  keep  my  statutes  and  my 
judgments ;  which  if  a  man  do,  he  shall  live  in  them ;  I  am 
the  Lord ! 

None  of  you  shall  approach  to  any  that  is  near  of  kin  to 
him  ;  to  uncover  their  nakedness :  I  am  the  Lord.  The  nak- 
edness of  thy  father,  or  the  nakedness  of  thy  mother,  shalt 
thou  not  uncover ;  she  is  thy  mother,  thou  shalt  not  uncover 
her  nakedness.  The  nakedness  of  thy  father's  wife  shalt 
thou  not  uncover ;  it  is  thy  father's  nakedness.  The  naked- 
ness of  thy  sister,  the  daughter  of  thy  father,  or  daughter 
of  thy  mother,  whether  she  be  born  at  home,  or  born  abroad, 
even  their  nakedness  shalt  thou  not  uncover.  The  naked- 
ness of  thy  son's  daughter,  or  of  thy  daughter's  daughter, 
even  their  nakedness  shalt  thou  not  uncover ;  for  their's  is 
thine  own  nakedness.  The  nakedness  of  thy  father's  wife's 
daughter  begotten  of  thy  father ;  she  is  thy  sister,  thou  shalt 
not  uncover  her  nakedness.  Thou  shalt  not  uncover  the 
nakedness  of  thy  father's  sister;  she  is  thy  father's  near 
kinswoman.  Thou  shalt  not  uncover  the  nakedness  of  thy 
mother's  sister;  for  she  is  thy  mother's  near  kinswoman. 
Thou  shalt  not  uncover  the  nakedness  of  thy  father's  bro- 
ther, and  thou  shalt  not  approach  to  his  wife ;  she  is  thine 
aunt.  Thou  shalt  not  uncover  the  nakedness  of  thy  daugh- 
ter-in-law ;  she  is  thy  son's  wife ;  thou  shalt  not  uncover  her 
nakedness.  Thou  shalt  not  uncover  the  nakedness  of  thy 
brother's  wife ;  it  is  thy  brother's  nakedness.  Thou  shalt 
not  uncover  the  nakedness  of  a  woman  and  her  daughter, 
neither  shalt  thou  take  her  son's  daughter,  or  her  daugh- 
ter's daughter,  to  uncover  her  nakedness ;  for  they  are  her 
near  kinswoman ;  it  is  wickedness.  And  thou  shalt  not  ap- 
proach unto  a  woman  to  uncover  her  nakedness,  as  long 
as  she  is  put  apart  for  her  uncleanness.  Moreover,  thou 
shalt  not  lie  carnally  with  thy  neighbour's  wife,  to  defile  thy- 
self with  her.  And  thou  shalt  not  let  any  of  thy  seed  pass 
through  the  fire  to  Molech,  neither  shalt  thou  profane  the 
name  of  thy  God :  I  am  the  Lord. 
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And  when  the  ark  set  forward,  Moses  said,  arise,  O  Lordl 
and  scatter  thine  enemies;  cause  those  that  hate  thee,  to 
flee  before  thee ;  for  from  Zion  shall  the  law  go  forth,  and 
the  word  of  the  Lord  from  Jerusalem. 

Blessed  be  he,  who  giveth  the  law  to  his  people  Israel,  in 
its  purity. 

Blessed  be  thy  name,  thou  who  art  Sovereign  of  the 
universe :  blessed  be  thy  crown  and  residence ;  mayest 
thou  delight  in  thy  people  Israel  for  ever;  shew  them  the 
redemption  of  thy  right  hand  in  thine  holy  temple;  and 
accept  their  supplication  with  mercy.  May  it  be  accepta- 
ble in  thy  presence,  to  grant  me  a  long  and  happy  life; 
and  that  we  may  be  numbered  among  the  righteous.  Have 
mercy  upon  me,  and  guard  me,  and  all  that  belong  to  me, 
and  to  thy  people  Israel.  Thou  art  He  who  feedeth  and 
maintaineth  all :  thou  art  He  who  ruleth  over  all ;  thou 
art  He  who  ruleth  over  all  kings;  for  the  kingdom  is 
thine.  I  am  the  servant  of  the  holy  and  blessed  God,  be- 
fore whom  and  his  precious  law,  I  bow  down;  I  rely  not 
on  man,  nor  on  any  celestial  being,  but  on  the  God  of 
heaven,  for  he  is  the  true  God ;  sufficient  to  do  good  and 
righteous  acts ;  on  him  do  I  rely,  and  to  his  holy  and  rev- 
erend name  I  continually  utter  praise.  O  may  it  be  accept- 
able in  thy  presence,  to  enlighten  me  in  thy  law,  and  to 
fulfil  the  desire  of  my  heart,  and  the  hearts  of  thy  people 
Israel,  to  a  good  and  peaceable  life.    Amen. 

O  magnify  the  Lord  with  me,  and  let  us  together  extol 
his  name. 

Thine,  O  Lord!  is  the  greatness,  power,  glory,  victory, 
and  majesty ;  for  all  that  is  in  the  heaven  and  in  the  earth, 
is  thine ;  thine  is  the  kingdom,  O  Lord !  and  thou  art  ex- 
alted as  the  Supreme  above  all. 

Extol  ye  the  Lord  our  God!  and  bow  down  at  his  foot- 
stool, for  holy  is  He.  Exalt  ye  the  Lord,  our  God!  and 
worship  at  his  holy  mount,  for  the  Lord  our  God  is  holy. 
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And  it  is  said,  For  by  me  thy  days  shall  be  muitipiied, 
and  the  years  of  thy  life  shall  be  increased.  O  inscribe  us 
to  a  happy  life.  O  thou  living  God,  write  us  in  the  Book  of 
life ;  as  it  is  written,  But  ye  who  clave  unto  the  Lord  your 
God,  are  all  of  you  alive  this  day. 

This  day  shalt  thou  strengthen  us ;  Amen.  This  day 
shalt  thou  bless  us ;  Amen.  This  day  shalt  thou  exalt  us ; 
Amen.  This  day  shalt  thou  seek  for  us  good  fortune ; 
Amen.  This  day  shalt  thou  hear  our  cry ;  Amen.  This  day 
shalt  thou  inscribe  us  to  a  happy  life;  Amen.  This  day 
shalt  thou  hear  our  prayer  with  favour  and  mercy ;  Amen. 
This  day  shalt  thou  support  us  with  thy  righteous  right 
hand;  Amen. 

As  on  this  day  shalt  thou  bring  us  joyful  and  glad  to 
thy  temple  [Salem]  ;  as  it  is  written,  By  the  hand  of  thy 
prophet,  and  I  will  bring  them  unto  my  holy  mountain,  and 
I  will  make  them  rejoice  in  my  house  of  prayer.  Their 
burnt-oflferings  and  their  sacrifices  shall  be  accepted  on 
mine  altar ;  for  my  house  shall  be  called  the  house  of  prayer 
for  all  the  people.  And  it  is  said,  And  the  Lord  our  Gk)d 
commanded  us  to  do  all  these  statutes,  to  fear  the  I^rd 
our  God,  that  it  may  be  well  with  us  continually,  and  to 
keep  us  alive,  as  at  this  day.  And  it  is  said,  And  it  will 
be  accounted  as  piety  if  we  observe  to  keep  all  the  com- 
mandments the  Lord  our  God  hath  commanded  us. 

And  righteousness,  blessing,  mercy,  life,  and  peace,  shall 
we  and  all  Israel  have  forever.  Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord 
who  maketh  oeace. 
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and  lengthen  my  days,  and  those  of  my  wife  and  children, 
that  we  may  enjoy  goodness  and  pleasantness,  and  abun- 
dant strength  and  peace.     Amen.     Selah. 

After  blessing  the  congregation  recites  the  follozving: 

O  thou  who  art  mighty  in  the  highest  heavens,  and 
dwellest  in  power ;  thou  art  peace  and  thy  name  is  peace ; 
mayest  thou  be  pleased  to  grant  peace  anto  us,  and  all  thy 
people,  the  house  of  Israel,  with  life,  blessing  and  the  pres- 
ervation of  peace. 

Grant  peace,  welfare,  blessing,  grace,  lovingkindness 
and  mercy  untD  us,  and  unto  all  Israel,  Thy  people.  Bless 
us,  O  our  father,  even  all  of  us  together,  with  the  light 
of  Thy  countenance,  for  by  the  light  of  Thy  countenance 
Thou  hast  given  us  O  Lord  our  God,  the  Law  of  life, 
lovingkindness  and  righteousness,  blessing,  mercy,  life  and 
peace,  and  may  it  be  good  in  Thy  sight  to  bless  Thy  people 
Israel  at  all  times  and  in  every  hour  with  Thy  peace. 

In  the  book  of  life,  blessing,  peace  and  good  sustenance 
may  we  be  remembered  and  inscribed  before  Thee,  we  and 
all  Thy  people  the  house  of  Israel,  for  a  happy  life  and  for 
peace.    Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord,  who  makest  oeace. 
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in  the  day  of  my  trouble,  incline  thine  ear  unto  me. 

Unto  thee,  Cong.  Unto  thee  do  I  lift  up  mine  eyes, 
O  thou,  who  dwellest  in  heaven. 

And  give.  Cong.  And  they  shall  put  my  name  upon 
the  children  of  Israel,  and  I  will  bless  them. 

Thee.  Cong.  Thine,  O  Lord !  is  the  greatness,  power, 
glory,  victory,  and  majesty ;  for  all  that  is  in  the  heaven 
and  in  the  earth  is  thine;  thine  is  the  kingdom,  O  Lord,  and 
thou  art  exalted  as  Supreme  above  all. 

Peace.  Cong.  Peace  to  him  that  is  afar  off,  and  to 
him  that  is  near,  said  the  Lord ;  and  I  will  heal  him. 

It  is  ivritten  in  the  "Gates  of  Zion,"  that  is  not  to  be 
recited  after ,  and  instead  this  should  be  read: 

May  it  be  acceptable  in  thy  presence,  O  Lord!  my  God, 
and  the  God  of  my  fathers,  to  grant  my  request  for  the  sake 
of  thy  holy  kindness,  and  wide-extended  mercy ;  and  for 
the  sake  of  thy  great,  mighty,  and  tremendous  name,  sol- 
emnly pronounced  by  Aaron  and  his  sons,  on  thy  sanctified 
people;  that  thou  wilt  be  near  unto  me  when  I  call,  hear 
my  prayer  and  supplication  continuously,  as  thou  didst  hear 
the  prayer  of  Jacob,  who  was  perfect  in  belief  of  thee ;  and 
was  therefore  called  the  perfect  man ;  and  grant  food  and 
sustenance  for  me  and  all  my  household,  liberally  and  not 
sparingly,  lawfully,  and  not  illegally,  in  tranquillity,  and 
not  in  trouble,  from  thy  bountiful  hand,  as  thou  didst  give 
bread  for  food,  and  raiment  for  clothing,  to  our  father 
Jacob,  who  was  called  the  perfect  man ;  and  grant  us  love, 
grace,  and  mercy  in  thy  sight,  and  in  the  sight  of  all  those 
that  behold  us :  and  may  my  words  be  obedient  to  thy  ser- 
vice ;  as  thou  didst  appoint  the  righteous  Joseph,  when  his 
father  invested  him  with  the  coat  of  many  colors,  to  grace, 
favor,  and  mercy  in  thy  sight,  and  in  the  sight  of  all  those 
who  beheld  him ;  and  perform  wonders  and  miracles  for 
me,  for  a  good  sign,  and  prosper  all  my  ways,  and  deliver 
me  from  errors,  and  purify  the  imaginations  of  my  heart, 
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The  Lord.  Cong.  O  Lord,  our  God,  how  excellent  i^ 
thy  name  in  all  the  earth ! 

And  preserve  thee.  Cong.  Guard  me,  ()  God!  for  I 
put  my  trust  in  thee. 

Sovereign  of  the  Universe !  I  am  thine,  and  my  dreams 
are  thine ;  I  have  dreamed  a  dream,  but  know  not  what  it 
portends.  May  it  be  acceptable  in  thy  presence,  O  Lord,  my 
God  1  and  the  God  of  my  fathers,  that  my  dreams  concern- 
ing myself,  and  concerning  all  Israel,  may  be  for  good ; 
whether  I  have  dreamt  concerning  myself  or  whether  I  have 
dreamt  concerning  others,  or  whether  others  have  dreamt 
concerning  me ;  if  they  be  good,  strengthen  and  fortify 
them,  that  they  may  be  accomplished  in  me,  as  were  the 
dreams  of  the  righteous  Joseph ;  and  if  they  require  cure, 
heal  them,  as  thou  didst  Hezekiah,  king  of  Judah,  from  his 
sickness — Miriam,  the  prophetless,  from  leprosy — and  as 
Naaman,  from  his  leprosy — as  the  bitter  waters  of  Marah, 
by  the  hands  of  our  legislator  Moses — and  those  of  Jericho, 
by  the  hand  of  Elisha.  And  as  thou  wast  pleased  to  turn 
the  curse  of  Balaam,  the  son  of  Beor,  to  a  blessing,  be 
pleased  to  convert  all  my  dreams  concerning  me,  and  all 
Israel,  to  a  good  end.  O  guard  me,  let  me  be  acceptable  to 
thee,  and  grant  me  life.    Amen. 

Make  Shine.  Cong.  May  God  be  gracious  unto  us, 
and  bless  us,  and  cause  his  face  to  shine  upon  us  for  ever. 

The  Lord.  Cong.  The  Lord,  the  Lord  God!  merciful 
and  gracious ;  long-suffering,  and  abundant  in  beneficence 
and  truth. 

His  Face.  Cong.  Turn  thou  unto  me,  and  be  gracious 
unto  me,  for  I  am  solitary  and  afflicted. 

Unto  Thee.  Cong.  Unto  thee,  O  Lord !  do  I  lift  up 
ray  soul. 

And  be  gracious  unto  thee.  Cong.  Behold,  as  the 
eyes  of  the  servants  look  unto  the  hand  of  their  masters; 
and  the  eyes  of  a  maiden  unto  the  hand  of  her  mistress !  so 
our  eyes  wait  upon  the  Lord  our  God  until  he  be  gracious 
unto  us. 

May  he  lift  up.  Cong.  He  shall  receive  a  blessing 
from  the  Lord,  and  righteousness  from  the  God  of  his  sal- 
vation ;  and  find  grace  and  good  understanding  in  the  sight 
of  God  and  man.

As  it  is  written  in  the  words  of  thy  holy  [Daniel],  O 
my  God,  incline  thine  ear,  and  hear ;  open  thine  eyes,  and 
behold  our  discomposure,  and  the  city  which  is  called  b^ 
thy  name  ;  for  y^e  do  not  presume  to  present  our  suppli- 
cations before  thee  for  our  righteousness,  but  for  ttiine 
abundant  mercy.  For  the  sake  of  the  honour  of  thy  name, 
be  thou  con>pliant  unto  us,  O  thou  who  hearest  piayer. 
Hear  our  pr*yer  for  the  sake  of  thy  name.  Who  is  Omnip- 
otent, equal  unto  thee  ?  O  thou,  who  art  most  mighty 
and  glorious ;  the  Creator  of  heaven  and  earth.  Who  if 
Omniootent.  enual  unto  thiw.  'i 
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And  for  the  sins  for  which  we  are  liable  to  the  penalty  of  forty 
stripes : 

And  for  the  sins   for  which  we  are  liable  to  the  penalty  of  death 
by  the  hand  of  heaven: 

And  for  the  sins  for  which  we  are  liable  to  the  penalty  of  excision 
and  childlessness: 

And  also  for  the  sins  for  which  we  are  liable  to  any  of  the  four 
death  penalties  inflicted  by  the  court, — stoning,  burning,  behead- 
ing, and  strangling;  for  the  violation  of  positive,  or  for  the  viola- 
tion of  negative  precepts,  whether  these  latter  do  or  do  not  admit 
of  a  remedy  by  the  subsequent  fulfilment  of  a  positive  command; 
for  all  our  sins,  whether  they  be  or  be  not  manifest  to  us.  Such 
sins  as  are  manifest  to  us,  we  have  already  declared  and  confessed 
unto  thee  while  such  as  are  not  manifest  unto  us,  are  manifest  and 
known  unto  thee,  according  to  the  word  that  hath  been  spoken. 
The  secret  things  belong  unto  the  Lord  our  God;  but  the  things 
that  are  revealed  belong  unto  us  and  to  our  children  for  ever, 
taht  we  may  do  all  the  words  of  this  Law. 

Thy  servant  David  declared  in  thy  presence,  Who  can  guard 
against  his  errors  ?  Cleanse  me,  0  Lord,  from  secret  thoughts. 
Cleanse  us,  O  Lord,  our  God,  from  all  our  transgressions,  and 
puriry  us  from  all  cur  impurities:  O  sprinkle  clean  water  upon 
us,  and  cleanse  us,  as  it  is  written  by  the  hand  of  thy  prophet, 
Then  will  I  sprinkle  clean  water  upon  you,  and  ye  shall  bo 
cleansed  from  all  your  defilements,  and  from  all  your  Idols  will 
I  cleanse  you. 

Fear  not,  O  Jacob;  turn,  0  ye  backsliders;  return,  O  Israel. 
Behold,  the  guardian  of  Israel  neither  sleeps  nor  slumbers!  Thus 
it  is  written  by  the  hand  of  thy  prophet,  "Return,  O  Israel,  unto 
the  Eternal,  thy  God,  for  thou  hast  stumbled  by  thine  iniquity." 
And,  again,  it  is  said,  "Take  with  you  prayers,  and  return  unto  the 
Eternal,  and  say  unto  him,  Pardon  thou  all  iniquity  and  receive 
us  graciously,  and  may  the  thanksgiving  of  our  lips  be  acceptabla 
unto  thee,  as  the  offering  of  oxen. 

And  thou,  being  merciful,  receivest  penitents;  for  from  the  be- 
ginning hast  thou  assured  us  of  the  efficacy  of  repentance;  and 
supported  by  penitence,  our  eyes  hope  unto  thee.

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  with  wan- 
ton looks : 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  with  haughty 
eyes; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  effront- 
ery: 

For  all  these,  0  God  of  forgiveness,  forgive  us,  pardon  us, 
grant  us  remission. 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  breaking 
off  the  yoke  of  thy  commandments; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  con-

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  with  con- 
tusion of  mind : 

For  all  these.  O  God  of  forgiveness,  forgive  us,  pardon  us,  grant 
us  remission.

certain  or  for  doubtful  trespass. 
And   for  the   sins   for   which   we   are   liable   to   the   penalty  of 
chastisement: 
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For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  under  compul- 
sion,  or  of  our  own  will; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  in  harden- 
ing of  the  heart: 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  unknowingly; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  cOftlftiitted  before  thee  with  utter- 
ance of  the  lips : 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  unchastity; 
And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  openly  anc? 
secretly : 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  knowingly  anc 
deceitfully: 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  in  speech : 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  wronging 
our  neighbor; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  the  sin- 
ful meditating  of  the  heart: 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  association 
with  impurity; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  con- 
fession with  the  mouth  alone : 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  despising 
parents  and  teachers; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  in  pre- 
sumption  or  in  error: 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  violence; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  the 
profanation  of  the  divine  Name: 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  unclean  lips; 

And  for  the  sin  wihich  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  folly 
of  the  mouth: 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  evil  inclina- 
tion; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  wittingly 
or  unwittingly: 

For   all   these,   O   God  of    forgiveness,   forgive   us,   pardon 
us,  grant  us  remission. 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  denying  and 

lying; 
And    for   the  sin   which  we   have   committed  before  thee  by  th< 

taking  of  bribes : 
For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  scoffing; 
And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  slander: 
For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  in  business; 
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turn  unto  thee ;  and  renovate  our  mind  to  observe  thy 
precepts ;  and  circumcise  our  hearts  in  love  to  revere  thy 
name ;  as  it  is  written  in  thy  law,  And  the  Eternal,  thy  God ! 
will  circumcise  thy  heart  and  the  heart  of  thy  seed,  to  love 
the  Eternal,  thy  God !  with  all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy 
soul,  that  thou  mayest  live.  Thou  are  acquainted  both 
with  our  presumptuous  and  ignorant  sins ;  those  committed 
either  voluntarily,  or  by  compulsion ;  whether  publicly,  or 
in  secret;  before  thee  they  are  all  known  and  revealed. 
What  are  we?  What  is  our  life?  What  is  our  piety? 
What  is  our  virtue?  What  is  our  help?  What  is  our 
power?  What  is  our  might?  What  then  shall  we  say  in 
ihy  presence,  O  Lord,  our  God !  and  the  God  of  our 
fathers?  Are  not  the  mightiest  heroes  as  naught  before 
thee?  men  of  renown  as  if  they  had  not  existed?  wise  men, 
as  if  they  were  without  knowledge?  and  the  intelligent,  as 
if  void  of  understanding  ?  for  the  majority  of  their  actions 
is  emptiness ;  and  the  days  of  their  life  but  vanity  in  thy 
presence:  even  the  pre-eminence  of  man  over  the  beast,  is 
naught,  for  all  is  vanity. 

O  what  shall  we  say  in  thy  presence,  O  thou  who  dwellest 
on  high?  Or  what  shall  we  declare  unto  thee,  who  residest 
above  the  skies  ?  Dost  thou  not  know  the  secret  things,  as 
well  as  the  revealed  ? 

Thou  knowest  all  the  secrets  of  the  world,  and  the  most 
hidden  transactions  of  all  living.  Thou  searchest  all  the  in- 
ward transactions  of  all  living.  Thou  searchest  all  the 
inward  parts,  and  examinest  the  reins  and  the  heart,  so  that 
there  is  nothing  concealed  from  thee,  neither  is  there  any 
thing  hidden  from  thy  sight.  O  may  it  then  be  accept- 
able in  thy  presence,  O  Eternal,  our  God!  and  the 
God  of  our  fathers,  to  pardon  all  our  sins,  and  forgive  all 
our  iniquities,  and  grant  us  remission  for  all  our  trans- 
gressions. 
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our  days  are  as  a  passing  shadow ;  but  thou  art  immutable, 
thy  years  have  no  end. 

O  may  our  prayers  come  before  thee,  and  withdraw  not 
thyself  from  our  supplications,  for  we  are  not  so  shameless 
of  face,  or  hardened,  as  to  declare  in  thy  presence,  O  Eter- 
nal, our  God  and  the  God  of  our  fathers,  that  we  are  right- 
eous, and  have  not  sinned;  verily,  (we  confess)  we  have 
sinned. 

We  have  trespassed,  we  have  dealt  treacherously,  we 
have  stolen,  we  have  spoken  slander,  we  have  committed 
iniquity,  and  have  done  wickedly ;  we  have  acted  presump- 
tuously ;  we  have  committed  violence ;  we  have  framed 
falsehood ;  we  have  counselled  evil ;  we  have  uttered  lies ; 
we  have  scorned ;  we  have  rebelled ;  we  have  blasphemed ; 
we  have  revolted ;  we  have  acted  perversely ;  we  have 
transgressed ;  we  have  oppressed ;  we  have  been  stiff- 
necked  ;  we  have  acted  wickedly ;  we  have  corrupted ;  we 
have  done  abominably ;  we  have  gone  astray,  and  have 
caused  others  to  err;  we  have  turned  aside  from  thy  ex- 
cellent precepts  and  institutions,  and  which  hath  not  prof- 
ited us ;  but  thou  art  just  concerning  all  that  is  come 
upon  us;  for  thou  hast  dealt  most  truly,  but  we  have  done 
wickedly.  We  have  acted  wickedly,  and  have  transgressed ; 
we,  therefore,  have  not  been  relieved.  O  incline  our  hearts 
to  forsake  the  path  of  wickedness,  and  hasten  our  salvation ; 
as  it  is  written  by  the  hand  of  thy  prophet,  Let  the  wicked 
forsake  his  way,  and  the  unrighteous  man  his  thoughts; 
and  let  him  return  unto  the  Lord,  for  he  will  receive  him 
with  compassion;  and  unto  our  God,  for  he  aboundeth  in 
forgiveness.

0  be  thou  entreated  of  us, 
blot  out  and  remove  our  transgressions  and  sins  from  be- 
fore thine  eyes ;  and  humble  our  imagination,  that  it  may 
be  subservient  unto  thee;  and   subdue  our  obstinacy,  to 
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out  from  thy  presence ;  nor  take  thy  holy  spirit  from  us. 
O  cast  us  not  oflf  in  old  age ;  forsake  us  not  when  our 
strength  faileth.  Forsake  us  not,  O  Eternal,  our  God,  and 
be  not  far  from  us.  O  perform  a  prodigy  for  our  welfare ; 
that  our  enemies  may  see,  and  be  ashamed,  when  thou,  O 
Eternal,  dost  help  and  comfort  us :  for  unto  thee  alone,  O 
Eternal,  we  attend  ;  answer  us,  O  Lord,  our  God. 

Our  God,  and  the  God  of  our  fathers,  forsake  us  not; 
cast  us  not  off;  put  us  not  to  shame;  nor  break  thy  cove- 
nant with  us.  Draw  us  nigh  unto  thy  law ;  teach  us  thy 
precepts,  and  shew  us  thy  ways.  Incline  our  hearts  to  re- 
vere thy  name,  and  circumcise  our  hearts  to  love  thee,  Hij  "• 
we  may  return  unto  thee  in  truth,  and  with  a  perfect  heart ; 
and  for  the  sake  of  thy  great  name,  pardon  and  forgive  our 
iniquities,  according  to  the  words  of  thy  holy  (David)  ; 
Pardon  mine  iniquities,  O  Eternal,  for  the  sake  of  thy  name, 
for  it  is  infinitely  great. 

Our  God,  and  the  God  of  our  ancestors,  pardon  us,  for- 
give us,  and  grant  us  expiation ;  for  we  are  thy  people,  and 
thou  our  God ;  we  thy  children,  and  thou  our  Father ;  we 
thy  servants,  and  thou  our  Lord ;  we  thy  congregation,  and 
thou  our  portion ;  we  thy  heritage,  and  thou  our  lot ;  we 
thy  sheep,  and  thou  our  pastor ;  we  thy  vineyard,  and  thou 
cur  keeper ;  we  thy  work,  and  thou  our  Creator ;  we  thy 
beloved,  and  thou  our  beloved ;  we  thy  peculiar  people, 
and  thou  the  Lord  our  God!  we  thy  subjects,  and  thou 
our  King!  we  are  thy  exalted  people,  and  thou  our  exalted 
God!  we  are  brazen-faced,  but  thou  art  merciful  and  gra- 
cious ;  we  are  stiff-necked,  but  thou  art  long-suffering ;  we 
are  full  of  iniquity,  but  thou  are  full  of  mercy ;  we  decay, 
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the  Eternal,  thy  God,  hath  scattered  thee.  O  gather  oui 
dispersed;  as  it  is  written,  If  any  of  thine  be  driven 
out  unto  the  remotest  climes  under  the  heaven, 
from  thence  will  the  Eternal,  thy  God,  gather  thee,  and 
from  thence  will  he  fetch  thee.  O  be  thou  found  of  us. 
when  we  seek  thee ;  as  it  is  written.  But  if  from  thence 
thou  shalt  seek  the  Eternal,  thy  God,  then  shalt  thou  find 
him,  if  thou  seek  him  with  all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy 
soul.  O  blot  out  our  transgressions  for  thine  own  sake,  as 
thou  hast  promised :  I,  even  I,  am  he,  who  blotteth  out 
thy  transgressions  for  mine  own  sake ;  and  thy  sins  I 
will  not  remember.  O  cause  our  transgressions  to  vanish 
as  a  cloud,  and  as  a  vapour ;  as  thou  hast  promised :  1 
have  made  thy  transgressions  vanish  away  like  a  cloud, 
and  thy  sins  like  a  vapour:  return  unto  me  for  I  have  re- 
deemed thee.  O  cause  our  sins  to  become  white  as  snow 
and  wool ;  as  it  is  written.  Come  now,  and  let  us  reason 
together,  saith  the  Eternal ;  though  your  sins  be  as  scarlet, 
they  shall  be  as  white  as  snow ;  though  they  be  as  red  as 
crimson,  they  shall  be  like  wool.  O  sprinkle  clean  water 
upon  us,  and  cleanse  us ;  as  it  is  written,  Then  will  I 
sprinkle  clean  water  upon  you,  and  ye  shall  be  cleansed 
from  all  your  uncleanness,  and  from  all  your  filthiness  will 
I  cleanse  you.  O  pardon  our  sins  on  this  day,  and  cleanse 
us ;  as  it  is  written^  For  on  this  day  an  atonement  is  made 
for  you,  to  cleanse  you ;  that  ye  may  be  clean  from  all 
your  sins  before  the  Eternal !  O  bring  us  unto  thy  holy 
mountain,  and  cause  us  to  rejoice  in  thy  house  of  prayer; 
as  it  is  written.  And  I  will  bring  them  unto  my  holy 
mountain,  and  I  will  make  them  rejoice  in  my  house 
of  prayer:  their  burnt-ofiferings  and  their  sacrifices  shall 
be  accepted  on  mine  altar;  for  my  house  shall  be  called, 
the  House  of  Prayer  for  all  people.  Hear  our  voice,  O 
Eternal,  our  God,  spare  and  compassionate  us,  and  accept 
our  prayers  with  favour  and  mercy.  Bring  us  back,  O 
Eternal,  unto  thee,  and  we  will  return ;  renew  our  days  as 
of  old.  Give  ear  unto  our  words ;  O  Eternal,  consider  our 
meditations.  May  the  words  of  our  mouth,  and  the  medi- 
tations of  our  heart,  be  acceptable  in  thy  presence,  O  Eter- 
nal, who  art  our  Rock  and  our  Redeemer.    C  cast  us  no* 
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they  have  persecuted  us  more  than  any  of  the  kings  of  the 
earth ;  they  have  slain  numbers  of  us,  and  also  murdered 
Rabbi  Judah,  the  son  of  Damah.  Thou  hast  said,  that  the 
house  of  Jacob  shall  be  a  fire,  and  the  house  of  Joseph  a 
flame,  and  the  house  of  Esau  stubble ;  but  now  tlie  stubble 
hath  quenched  their  fire.  O  thou  living  God,  hearken  to  my 
cry,  and  cause  the  day  of  their  annihilation  to  approach  ;  be- 
cause they  agreed,  in  enmity,  to  massacre  the  ten  righteous 
persons,  with  Rabbi  Judah,  the  son  of  Bava.  This  hath  be- 
fallen us,  and  which  we  have  fully  recited,  and  poured  out 
our  humble  and  mournful  heart ;  hearken  from  heaven,  and 
be  gracious,  O  Eternal  Omnipotent  God,  merciful  and  gra- 
cious. O  most  gracious,  view  from  heaven  the  blood  of  the 
righteous  that  was  shed,  and  remove  the  stains  thereof,  O 
rhou  Omnipotent  King,  who  sittest  on  the  throne  of  mercy. 
O  remember  unto  us  the  covenant  with  our  ancestors,  as 
thou  hast  promised,  And  I  will  remember  my  covenant  with 
Jacob,  and  also  my  covenant  with  Isaac,  and  also  my  cov- 
enant with  Abraham  will  I  remember,  and  the  land  will 
I  also  remember,  O  remember  unto  us  the  covenant  with 
the  patriarchs,  as  thou  hast  promised:  I  will,  for  their 
sakes,  remember  the  covenant  with  their  ancestors  when  I 
brought  them  forth  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  in  the  sight 
of  the  nations,  that  I  might  be  their  God ;  I  am  the  Eternal. 
Act  by  us,  as  thou  hast  assured  us:  And  yet  for  all  that, 
when  they  be  in  the  land  of  their  enemies,  I  will  not  reject 
them,  neither  will  I  abhor  them,  to  destroy  them  utterly, 
and  to  break  my  covenant  with  them ;  for  I  am  the  Eternal, 
their  God.  Have  mercy  on  us,  and  destroy  us  not ;  as  it 
is  written.  For  the  Lord,  thy  God,  is  a  merciful  God. 
he  will  not  fail  thee,  nor  will  he  destroy  thee ;  neither 
will  he  forget  the  covenant  with  thine  ancestors,  which 
he  sware  unto  them.  O  circumcise  our  hearts  to  love 
and  revere  thy  name;  as  it  is  written,  The  Eternal,  thy 
God,  will  circumcise  thine  heart,  and  the  hearts  of  thy  seed, 
that  thou  mayest  love  the  Eternal,  thy  God,  with  all  thine 
heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  for  thy  preservation's  sake. 
O  bring  us  back  out  of  captivity,  and  compassionate  us ;  as 
it  is  written,  The  Eternal,  thy  God,  will  bring  thee  back  out 
of  captivity,  and  gather  thee  from  all  the  nations  whither 
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This  served  but  to  enrage  the  worthless  wretch  ;  she  then  re- 
quested that  the  skin  of  his  face  might  be  flayed  of! ;  this  the 
tyrant  was  not  slow  to  grant ;  but  when  they  reached  the 
place  of  the  phylacteries,  he  [Rabbi  IshmaelJ  wept  bitterly 
and  called  aloud  on  Him  who  formed  his  soul.  The  heavenly 
seraphim,  in  bitterness  exclaimed,  Is  this,  then,  the  law,  and 
this  its  reward?  O  thou,  who  veilest  thyself  ztntli  light  as 
with  a  garment,  the  enemy  blasphemeth  thy  great  and  tre- 
mendous name,  he  also  reproacheth  and  blasphemeth  the 
words  of  thy  law.  A  voice  was  heard  from  heaven,  zvhich 
said,  "If  I  hear  another  exclamation,  I  will  instantly  turn  the 
world  to  water ;  I  will  make  the  earth  a  chaos ;  it  is  a  decree 
from  me ;  submit  to  it,  therefore,  O  ye  who  keep  the  law, 
which  was  reserved  two  thousand  years."  Thus  were  those 
who  were  strict  observers  of  the  law,  and  frequeniers  of  the 
synagogues,  slain  ;  they  were  full  of  precepts  as  a  pomegran- 
ite,  and  expanded  the  law,  in  all  places ;  they  then  brought 
forth  Rabbi  Akiba,  who  was  explaining  the  points  of  the 
letters ;  and  whose  flesh  they  tore  ofT  with  a  sharp  pointed 
card.  He  then  commanded  them  to  bring  forth  Rabbi  Chan- 
anya,  the  son  of  Teraydon,  from  his  study ;  they  burnt  his 
body  with  vine  branches,  and  laid  thin  wet  layers  of  wool  on 
his  heart,  to  prevent  his  sudden  dissolution ;  but  when  they 
were  taken  from  him,  he  was  suddenly  burnt,  together  with 
a  manuscript  of  the  pentateuch  he  had  with  him.  Mourn,  O 
ye  holy  people,  who  have  not  yet  been  entirely  forsaken ;  for 
a  small  matter  were  they  slain,  and  their  blood  shed :  it  was 
for  the  sake  of  God  that  they  willingly  suffered  martyrdom, 
as  was  the  case  of  the  martyr.  Rabbi  Chutspith,  the  inter- 
preter. Let  horror  seize  all  who  hear,  and  let  every  eye  flow 
with  tears,  and  all  joy  be  turned  to  mourning,  for  the  mur- 
der of  Rabbi  Eliezer,  the  son  of  Shamuang.  Mine  enemies 
and  oppressors  have  afflicted  me,  and  satiated  themselves 
with  my  delicacies ;  but  gave  me  hemlock,  wormwood,  and 
gall  to  drink,  vvhen  they  murdered  Rabbi  Chaninah,  the  son 
of  Chacheenay.  They  strove  with  all  their  might  to  oblige 
us  to  break  the  commandments ;  they  refused  to  take  ran- 
som, but  insisted  on  the  lives  of  those  who  were  eloquent  in 
the  law :  such  as  Rabbi  Yesheavav,  the  scribe.  The  sons  of 
/pluptuousness  have  destroyed  iis,  and  made  us  desolate ; 
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of  him,  and  selleth  him."     They   instantly  answered  him, 
"That  chief  shall  die."    He  then  said,  "Where  are  your  an- 
cestors, who  sold  their  brother  as  merchandise  to  the  Ish- 
maelites,  and  exchanged  him  for  shoes?   It  therefore  is  re- 
quisite that  ye  acknowledge  the  justice  of  heaven  ;  for  from 
their  time,  the  like  of  you  have  never  been ;  and  if  they  had 
been  living,  I  would  have  pronounced  sentence  against  them 
in  your  presence ;  but  nozo  ye  must  bear  the  iniquity  of  your 
fathers,"  They  answered,  "Grant  us  three  days,  that  we  may 
enquire,  whether  it  is  thus  decreed  by  heaven;  and  if  we  are 
guilty,  and  have  trespassed,  we  will  cheerfully  submit  to  the 
decree  of  Him  who  is  most  merciful."     They  all  trembled, 
and  were  seized  with  terrific  horror ;  their  e3'es  were  fixed 
on  Rabbi  Ishmael,  the  high  priest,  for  him  to  mention  the  in- 
effable name  of  God,  and  to  enquire  if  the  decree  was  from 
our  God.  Rabbi  Ishmael  purified  himself,  and  with  reverence 
mentioned  the  ineffable  name,  and  enquired  of  the  angel 
clothed  in  white  linen ;  who  answered,  "Submit,  my  beloved 
and  righteous  sages,  for  I  heard  that  God  hath  thus  decreed 
it."   He  then  informed  his  companions  of  the  word  of  God ; 
the  worthless  tyrant,  then,  instantly  commanded  the  execu- 
tion of  two  of  the  chief  sages  of  Israel,  Rabbi  Ishmael,  the 
high  priest,  and  Robban  Simeon,  the  son  of  Gamliel,  the  ruler 
of  Israel.  Then  Rabban  Simeon  requested  that  he  might  suf- 
fer first,  and  not  see  the  death  of  him  who  ministered  to  the 
Most  High   I  God].    The  cruel  tyrant  commanded  them  to 
cast  lots ;  when  the  lot  fell  on  Rabban  Simeon.     The  tyrant 
hastened  to  shed  his  blood,  as  though  it  was  that  of  an  ox ; 
and  when  his  head  was  cut  off,  he  [Rabbi  Ishmael]  took  it, 
and  loudly  and  bitterly  exclaimed,  Alas !  how  doth  the  tongue 
that  used  to  teach  the  law  with  eloquence  now  lick  the  dust ! 
How  exceedingly  did  he  weep  over  him  with  horror !   The 
tyrant's  daughter  standing  by  when  he  thus  wept  and  ob- 
serving his  beautiful  manly  form,  it  raised  such  a  passion  in 
her  breast  as  induced  her  to  request  her  father  to  spare  him 
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O  Lord,  remember  thy  mercy  and  benevolence ;  for  they 
are  everlasting.  O  remember  not  our  former  iniquities,  but 
hasten  and  prepare  thy  mercy,  for  we  are  brought  exceeding 
low.  Remember  us,  O  Lord,  with  thy  wonted  favor  to  thy 
people,  and  visit  us  with  thy  salvation. 

0  remember  thy  congregation,  which  thou  didst  purchase 
of  old,  the  tribe  which  thou  didst  redeem  for  thine  heritage, 
even  Mount  Zion,  whereon  thou  didst  dwell.  O  Lord,  re- 
member the  love  of  Jerusalem,  and  forget  not  for  ever  the 
affection  of  Zion.  Remember,  O  Lord,  the  children  of 
Edom,  in  the  day  of  Jerusalem,  who  said,  to  each  other, 
Rase  it,  rase  it,  unto  its  foundation.  Thou  wilt  arise,  and 
have  mercy  on  Zion ;  for  there  is  a  time  to  favour  her  when 
the  appointed  time  shall  come.  Remember  Abraham,  Isaac, 
and  Israel,  thy  servants,  to  whom  thou  didst  swear  by  thy- 
self, and  didst  say  unto  them,  I  will  multiply  your  seed  as 
the  stars  of  heaven  ;  and  all  this  land  of  which  I  have  spoken 
will  I  give  unto  your  seed,  and  they  shall  inherit  it  for  ever. 
Remember  thy  servants  Abraham,  Isaac,  and  Jacob,  and  re- 
gard not  the  stubbornness  of  this  people,  nor  their  wicked- 
ness, nor  their  sin.  O  impute  not  sin  unto  us,  in  that  we 
have  acted  foolishly,  and  in  that  we  have  sinned. 

We  have  sinned  against  thee,  O  our  Rock !  forgive  us,  () 
our  Creator. 

1  will  give  vent  to  my  soul,  and  recite  how  the  presumptu- 
ous have  eagerly  swallowed  us  up ;  for  in  the  reign  of  a  cer- 
tain emperor,  no  remedy  was  found  for  the  ten  sages  doomed 
to  death  by  his  command.  When  he  was  taught  by  the  sages, 
and  understood  to  criticise  the  law  and  scripture ;  when  he 
entered  on  the  passage,  "These  are  the  judgments" ;  he  imag- 
ined a  mischievous  device,  when  he  found  it  written,  "And 
he  that  stealeth  a  man,  and  selleth  him,  or  if  he  be  found  in 
his  hand,  he  shall  surely  be  put  to  death."  Then  the  heart  of 
this  worthless  idolator  exulted  ;  he  commanded  his  palace  to 
be  filled  full  of  sandals,  sent  for  ten  of  the  chief  rabbins  who 
were  all  versed  in  the  law  and  its  intricacies,  and  thus  ad- 
dressed them,  Judge  ye  this  matter  justly,  and  do  not  by  any 
means  attempt  to  impose  upon  me  by  a  false  sentence,  but 
explain  it  truly ;  "If  a  man  be  found  stealing"  any  of  his 
brethren,  of  the  children  of  Israel,  and  maketh  merchandise 
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Our  God,  and  the  God  of  our  ancestors. 

O  grant  a  good  end  to  thy  people ;  cause  the  temple  to  be 
again  established  in  the  midst  of  us.  Exalt  it  on  yon  high 
mountain,  and  raise  up  the  horn  that  is  cut  down. 

Enlighten  the  darkness  of  the  desirable  habitation,  and 
glorify  her  who  sitteth  alone.  Thou  alone  shalt  cover  her 
with  sovereignty,  and  remove  the  shame  of  the  city  (Jerusa- 
lem). Cast  out  the  strangers  from  thy  habitation,  and  grant 
righteousness  to  thy  congregation.  Make  a  new  covenant 
with  thy  beloved ;  may  her  soul  be  precious  in  thy  sight , 
cleanse  her  with  pure  water.  Cause  her  to  rest  in  the  city 
wherein  David  rested,  and  raise  up  the  stature  for  her  that 
is  compared  to  a  palm  tree.  Make  our  love  known  to  all ; 
walk  in  the  midst  of  our  camps. 

O  seek  the  redemption  of  our  captivity ;  reveal  the  period 
when  thou  wilt  recover  us ;  hasten  to  have  mercy  upon  us ; 
exalt  us  to  thee,  that  we  may  boast  in  thee. 

But  because  of  the  multitude  of  our  iniquities. 

For  we  have  strayed  from  thee ;  we  have  erred  from  thy 
precepts ;  therefore  we  are  removed  from  the  house  of  our 
iife ;  we  have  perverted  the  ways  of  morality. 

Our  steps  are  not  perfect ;  we  have  trespassed  against  thy 
holy  name ;  we  have  forsaken  thy  law  and  turned  aside  from 
the  words  of  thy  mouth ;  we  have  provoked  thee  with  the 
work  of  our  hands ;  we  have  been  altogether  rebellious 
against  thee.  We  did  not  attend  to  the  words  of  thy  proph- 
ets ;  we  provoked  thee,  and  have  not  sought  thee ;  we  have 
banished  thy  fear  from  our  hearts ;  we  have  defiled  that 
which  was  pure,  by  the  work  of  thy  hands ;  we  have  sinned 
against  thee,  O  Lord,  our  God ;  we  have  provoked  thee  by 
the  multitude  of  our  iniquities ;  we  have  hardened  our 
hearts,  and  been  stiffnecked. 

We  have  cast  thy  word  behind  us,  and  have  not  declared 
thy  greatness.  Thy  house  hath  been  destroyed,  because  of 
our  iniquities ;  thy  desirable  habitation  is  destroyed,  because 
of  our  sins.  And  what  shall  we  say  in  the  presence  of  him 
who  speaketh  rectitude?  And  what  can  we  answer  to  him 
from  whom  is  all  utterance  of  speech?  And  how  shall  we 
be  justified  in  the  presence  of  him  who  is  clothed  with 
righteousness  ?  He  hath  bestowed  good  on  us,  and  we  have 
returned  evil.  What  virtue,  then,  have  we  yet,  to  supplicate 
the  presence  of  thy  heavenly  King? 
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Our  God,  and  the  God  of  our  ancestors. 

O  cause  thy  light  to  shine  upon  her  who  is  in  darkness ; 
return  to  her  with  thine  abundant  mercy ;  reveal  unto  her 
the  day  of  vengeance,  which  is  in  thy  heart ;  O  send  thy 
word,  and  heal   us. 

Cause  thy  countenance  to  shine  upon  us  and  do  not  forget 
us  for  ever.  Remember  the  merit  of  the  ancient  mountains 
(the  patriarchs)  ;  but  remember  not  the  sins  of  our  youth. 
Put  away  impurity  from  us ;  forget  not  the  beloved  of  thy 
soul.  Remember  the  love  of  our  espousals,  when  we  went 
after  thee  in  the  wilderness.  Draw  us  dear  unto  thee,  and 
we  will  follow  thee ;  lead  us  and  bring  us  into  thy  chambers. 
Support  and  sustain  us,  that  we  may  live  at  the  time  that 
thou  wilt  cause  us  to  hear  thy  voice.  Deliver  us  from  the 
roaring  waves,  and,  in  thv  wrath,  destroy  those  who  over- 
whelm us.  Rise  up  in  thine  anger  against  the  proud  :  exalt 
thy  majesty,  and  exalt  the  humble.  Crush  the  power  of  the 
kvicked,  and  reign  thou  alone  over  those  who  invoke  thy  name. 

Make  it  known  in  the  sight  of  all  nations  that  there  is  no 
God  besides  thee,  when  thou  shalt  bring  us  to  thy  holy 
mount,  and  cause  us  to  rejoice  in  thy  holy  temple. 

Our  God,  and  the  God  of  our  ancestors. 

Enlighten  the  darkness  of  the  widow ;  clear  up  the  con- 
fusion of  her  who  weepeth,  cause  the  joy  of  the  solitary  to 
approach ;  and  still  her  flowing  tears.  Beautify  the  desert 
mountain,  return  unto  it,  and  shine  upon  it.  Cause  splen- 
dour of  thy  habitation  to  shine  forth,  and  renew  thy  bridal 
chamber  (the  temple).  Cleanse  her  filthy  pollution,  and 
found  her  beauteous  glory ;  establish  her  magnificence,  and 
lead  the  nations  by  her  light.  O  King!  fill  her  with  glory, 
and  exalt  her  for  ever  and  ever.  Satisfy  her  with  the  full- 
ness of  joy,  and  crown  her  with  the  cloud  of  the  smoke  of 
incense.  Glorify  the  side-posts  of  her  gates,  and  cause  the 
righteousness  of  the  modest  to  spring  forth.  Banish  the 
2nemies  of  her  congregations ;  cause  her  to  assemble  on  the 
:hree  festivals.  The  tribes  which  thou  hast  forgotten,  cause 
rnou  to  return,  by  calling,  hissing,  and  sounding,  when  thou 
^halt  bring  them  to  thy  holy  mount,  and  cause  them  to  re- 
joice in  thy  house  of  prayer. 
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Though  we  have  rebuked,  rebuke  us  not ;  though  we  have 
acted  wickedly,  expell  us  not. 

When  we  knock  at  thy  gates,  chase  not  our  prayer  away ; 
though  we  have  abhorred  thy  statutes,  abhor  s  not.  When 
we  come  unto  thee,  reject  us  not ;  though  we  have  tres- 
passed, destroy  us  not. 

We  have  not  obtained  the  desire  of  our  heart ;  we  hoped 
for  tranquilHty,  and  trouble  came ;  for  the  exaltation  of  our 
horn,  and  lo,  depression,  we  said  our  salvation  is  nigh,  but 
it  is  far  distant. 

We  looked  for  good,  but  it  fled  from  us ;  we  enter  our 
stores  with  a  sorrowful  heart ;  grief,  in  what  we  put  our 
hands  to  ;  joy  is  departed  from  the  earth.  The  increase  of  the 
field  (which  anciently  was  blessed)  is  cursed;  we  have 
gathered  little  from  abundant  seed.  Its  food  causeth  hun- 
ger, and  doth  not  satisfy ;  it  no  more  giveth  its  strength.  The 
hands  of  those  who  cultivate  it  are  enfeebled ;  they  cannot 
find  their  support  in  it.  Strangers  enjoy  its  best  produce ; 
its  delicious  vine  branches  are  in  the  hands  of  aliens.  The 
land  is  delivered  into  the  hands  of  the  wicked  ;  even  the  cov- 
etous have  found  no  substance  in  it. 

We  are  cut  off  from  all  assistance ;  there  is  no  gratitude 
among  mortals  ;  because  of  our  iniquities,  the  temple  of  God 
is  destroyed,  and  virtue  vanished  from  mankind. 

Our  God,  and  the  God  of  our  ancestors. 

O  command  our  trespasses  to  be  blotted  out ;  be  pleased 
to  renew  our  days ;  reveal  the  year  of  our  recompence ;  and 
exalt  our  name. 

Cast  out  those  who  rise  up  again  us,  from  the  earth ; 
shine  forth  from  heaven,  to  exalt  us.  Remember  thy  mercy 
and  have  mercy  upon  us,  and  hasten  the  comforter  to  com- 
fort us.  Cleanse  us  of  our  sins ;  cause  it  to  be  known  that 
thou  art  our  God.  Expiate  our  presumptuous  iniquity. -Par- 
don the  perverseness  of  our  rebellion ;  command  the  perfec- 
tion of  our  fruit.

Though  we  have  erred,  sweep 
us  not  away.  Though  we  have  acted  corruptly,  destroy  us 
fK)t ;  though  we  have  been  presumptuous,  remember  it  not. 
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evening  approacheth,  and  he  that  hired  himself  expects  his 
wages ;  but  lo,  sorrow.  The  borrower  and  lender  are  wroth 
with  each  other.  The  hands  of  the  lender  are  weary,  and 
the  rich  hath  no  mercy  on  the  poor.  Lo!  the  earth  is  de- 
livered into  the  hands  of  the  wicked,  that  the  multitude  can- 
not find  enlargement  therein.

And  shall  we  do,  for  our  sins  have 
caused  this?  Lo!  we  are  as  if  we  had  not  been.  We  are 
poor,  low,  and  despised ;  abhorred,  reproached  and  defamed. 

The  children  of  aliens  have  dominion  over  us ;  we  said, 
we  are  cut  off;  we  are  doomed  to  destruction.  O  Lord; 
lighten  our  yoke,  and  send  us  salvation  for  our  redemption

no  sweet  savour,  nor  libations ;  no  fine  flour,  nor  sweet 
spices ;  no  arrangement,  nor  burnt  offering ;  no  veil,  nor 
mercy-seat;  no  Zion,  nor  golden  plate;  no  perfume,  nor 
sweet  savour  of  offerings ;  no  present,  nor  peace-offerings ; 
no  thanksgiving-offering,  nor  continual  burnt-offerings. 

For  because  of  our  iniquities,  and  the  iniquities  of  our 
fathers,  have  we  wanted  these  things. 

And  from  the  time  that  we  have  been  deprived  of  all 
these. 

Troubles  have  come  hastily  upon  us ;  grief  hath  over- 
whelmed us ;  we  sought  for  salvation,  but  there  was  none ;

We  are  become  the 
tail,  and  not  the  head ;  we  have  been  obliged  to  pawn,  but 
none  have  pawned  with  us.  Our  power  hath  been  spent  in 
vanity  and  trouble,  consumed  without  reward.  Even  those 
who  have  acted  with  rect'tude,  have  been  reduced,  and 
there  is  none  to  strengthen  them.  We  have  been  removed 
from  sea  to  sea,  without  necessary  food  for  our  support.  The 
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soul.  Happy  the  eye  which  saw  the  rejoicing  of  those  who 
drew  the  water,  with  the  attraction  of  the  holy  liberal  spirit; 
but  verily,  to  hear  only  of  it,  afflicts  our  soul.  Happy  the 
eye  which  saw  the  distinguished  separation  of  the  high 
priest,  and  when  he  cried  aloud,  I  beseech  thee,  O  Lord  I  but 
to  hear  only  of  it,  afflicts  our  soul.  Happy  the  eye  which 
saw  the  holy  congregation,  praying  aloud  in  the  most  holy 
place ;  but,  verily,  to  hear  only  of  it,  afflicts  our  soul. 

Happy  the  eye  which  saw  the  scarlet  twist  which  was  on 
the  scape-goat,  turn  white ;  but,  verily,  to  hear  only  of  it, 
afflicts  our  soul.  Happy  the  eye  which  saw  the  con- 
tinual offerings  that  were  offered  in  the  gate  of  the  temple, 
that  was  thronged  by  the  congregation ;  but,  verily,  to  hear 
only  of  it,  afflicts  our  soul. 

But,  the  iniquities  of  our  fathers,  have  caused  the  desola- 
tion of  the  temple,  and  our  sins  have  prolonged  the  period  of 
our  captivity ;  O  may  the  rehearsal  of  these  things  procure 
forgiveness  for  us,  and  the  affliction  of  our  soul,  be  the 
means  of  our  pardon ;  thou  hast,  therefore,  in  thine  abun- 
dant mercy,  given  us  this  day  of  atonement,  and  this  day  of 
pardoning  iniquity ;  for  the  forgiveness  of  iniquity,  and  the 
expiation  of  transgression.

Happy  the 
eye  that  saw  our  joy,  and  the  gladness  of  our  soul ;  but, 
verily,  to  hear  only  of  it,  afflicts  our  soul. 

Happy  the  eye  that  saw  the  fingers,  when  tuning  every 
kind  of  song ;  but,  verily,  to  heaar  only  of  them,  afflicts  our 
soul.  Happy  the  eye  that  saw  the  established  habitation,  and 
the  divine  presence  of  the  living  God  resting  therein  ;  but, 
verily,  to  hear  only  of  it,  afflicts  our  soul.  Happy  the  eye 
that  saw  the  palaces,  and  the  band  of  young  priests,  consist- 
ing of  twenty-four  thousand ;  but,  verily,  to  hear  only  of  it, 
afflicts  our  soul.  Happy  the  eye  which  saw  the  candlestick, 
the  table,  and  its  vessels,  and  the  border  of  the  table,  and

As  the  majesty  with  which  the  Creator  attired  the  patri- 
arches,  was  the  countenance  of  the  priest.  As  the  rose  in  the 
midst  of  a  delightful  garden,  was  the  countenance  of  the 
priest.  As  the  diadem  put  on  the  forehead  of  a  king,  was  the 
countenance  of  the  priest.  As  the  amiable  tenderness  depict- 
ed on  the  face  of  the  bridegroom,  was  the  countenance  of  the 
priest.  As  the  beauty  of  the  pure  mitre,  was  the  counte- 
nance of  the  priest.  As  he  who  sat  in  concealment,  to  sup- 
plicate the  presence  of  the  Supreme  King !  was  the  counte- 
nance of  the  priest.  As  a  bright  star,  in  the  border  of  the 
east,  was  the  countenance  of  the  priest.  As  the  beautiful 
mantle,  and  the  breast-plate  of  righteousness,  was  the  coun- 
tenance of  the  priest.    As  the  angel  that  stood  at  the  head  of 
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they  were  made  pure  and  perfect  by  the  purity  of  his  hands ; 
that  all  might  know,  that  he  who  cleanseth  them,  is  the 
fountain  of  living  waters;  the  hope  of  Israel  cleansetii  them 
with  faithful  water.

The  high  priest  also  made  a  festival  for  all  his  friends,  of 
lis  entering  the  most  holy  place,  and  his  quitting  it  was 
successful,  and  without  any  evil  occurrence.  And  thus  was 
;he  prayer  of  the  high  priest,  on  the  day  of  atonement,  when 
le  came  out  of  the  most  holy  place,  without  any  evil  occur- 
rence. May  it  be  acceptable  in  thy  presence,  O  Lord,  our 
God !  and  the  God  of  our  fathers,  that  this  approaching  year 
may  be  in  respect  to  us,  and  all  thy  people  Israel. 

A  year  in  which  thou  mayest  open  the  repository  of  thy 
blessing,  a  plentiful  and  blessed  year  of  good  decrees  from 
thee ;  a  year  of  corn,  wine,  and  oil,  a  year  of  enlargement, 
prosperity,  and  establishment;  a  year  in  which  thou  mayest 
cause  thy  divine  presence  to  dwell  in  thy  holy  temple  ;  a  year 
of  abundance ;  a  prosperous  year  of  dew,  whether  it  be 
rainy  or  hot ;  a  year  that  the  precious  fruits  may  be  thor- 
oughly ripened ;  a  year  of  expiation  for  all  our  iniquities ;  a 
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He  (the  high  priest)  sent  it  (the  scape-goat)  with  a  prop- 
er person  to  the  strong  rock,  in  the  desert,  that  it  might 
carry  away  the  sins  of  this  people  to  an  uninhabited  coun- 
try ;  he  threw  it  down  from  the  point  of  the  rock,  and  rolHng 
over  as  it  descended,  its  bones  were  broken,  as  one  that 
breaketh  a  potter's  vessel.  He  then  took  a  sharp  knife,  and 
cut  up  the  bull  and  the  kid ;  he  rent  them  asunder,  took  out 
their  entrails,  and  suspended  their  flesh  on  hooks,  to  be 
hands  and  feet,  put  off  the  linen  garments,  bathed  the  third 
afterwards  burnt :  he  read  the  order  of  the  day,  washed  his 
time,  put  on  the  golden  garments,  and  washed  his  hands  and 
feet.  He  hastened  and  offered  his  ram,  and  the  people's 
ram ;  the  fat  of  the  sin-ofifering,  and  the  additional  offerings, 
he  offered  according  to  the  statute;  he  then  hastened  to 
wash  his  hands  and  feet,  put  off  the  garments  of  gold, 
bathed,  put  on  the  white  linen  garments,  washed  his  hands 
and  feet,  and  entered  into  the  holy  oracle,  to  fetch  out  the 
vessels  he  had  used  for  the  incense ;  then  washed  his  hands 
and  feet,  put  off  his  linen  garments,  and  hid  them  for  ever. 
He  then  bathed,  put  on  the  golden  garments,  washed  his 
hands  and  feet,  went  in  to  offer  the  continual  sacrifice,  as 
also  the  incense,  and  to  light  the  lamps.  At  the  end  of  the 
service  he  washed  his  hands  and  feet;  thus  he  bathed  five 
times,  and  washed  his  hands  and  feet  ten  times ;  the  lustre 
of  his  (the  high  priest's)  countenance,  was  as  the  sun  when 
he  goeth  forth  in  his  might ;  and  with  joy  he  hastened  and 
put  on  his  own  proper  garments.  The  perfect  nation  con- 
ducted the  faithful  messenger  to  his  house ;  she  (the  nation) 
rejoiced,  when  she  heard  the  good  tidings  that  the  piece  of 
wool  dyed  crimson  (which  was  sent  with  the  scape-goat) 
was  become  white,  for  she  (the  nation)  was  then  adorned 
with  salvation,  and  covered  with  the  robe  of  righteousness; 
she  showed  her  joy,  and  uttered  gladness.  The  high  heav- 
ens dropped,  and  flowed  with  dew ;  the  ridges  of  the  fields 
were  watered,  and  gave  their  fruit ;  they  gave  thanks  when 
they  gathered  the  produce  of  the  seed  in  peace;  they  who 
bore  the  sheaves,  uttered  praise  and  song.  The  nethermost 
parts  of  the  delightful  land,  caused  songs  to  be  heard,  and 
declared  his  righteousness  to  those  who  travelled  through 
the  highways;  the  faithful  messenger  did  not  frustrate  the 
hope  of  those  who  sent  him ;  their  hope  was  pleasing  to 
them,  as  a  cooling  breeze  in  the  day  of  harvest.  They  were 
washed  and  purified  from  the  filthiness  of  their  pollution; 
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ascend ;  he  then  went  out.  He  then  took  the  blood  from 
the  person  who  stirred  it,  and  quickly  entered  between  the 
staves ;  and  dipping  his  finger  into  the  blood,  performed 
the  expiation  by  sprinkling  according  to  the  number,  once 
above,  and  seven  times  below. 

And  thus  did  he  count : — one,  one  and  one  ;  one  and  two ;

He  quickly  went  forth,  and  left  it  (the  blood),  upon  the 
golden  seat ;  he  then  slew  the  kid,  and  hastened  to  receive 
its  blood  in  the  holy  bowl ;  he  then  went  to  the  appointed 
place  of  the  ark,  and  made  expiation  with  the  sprinklings, 
as  he  did  with  the  blood  of  the  bull. 

And  thus  did  he  count : — one  and  one ;  one  and  two ;  one 
and  three ;  one  and  four ;  one  and  five ;  one  and  six ;  one 
and  seven. 

He  hastened  and  left  the  blood  of  the  kid,  and  took  the 
blood  of  the  bull,  and  ran  and  stood  without  the  veil  of 
separation,  and  sprinkled  on  it,  as  he  had  before  sprinkled 
on  the  mercy-seat.  He  then  hastened  and  took  the  blood 
of  the  kid  a  second  time,  and  sprinkled  it  in  like  manner. 

He  returned,  and  mixed  the  blood,  and  purified  the 
golden  altar,  by  sprinkling  seven  times  on  the  middle  of 
it,  and  four  times  on  its  corners.  He  then  hastened  and 
drew  nigh  to  the  live  kid,  and  made  confession  to  God,  of 
the  sins  of  the  people,  committed  ignorantly  or  presumptu- 
ously. 

And  thus  did  he  say,  O  God!  I  now  acknowledge  that 
they  have  sinned ;  they  have  committed  iniquity ;  they  trans- 
gressed against  thee ;  even  thy  people,  the  house  of  Israel. 
I  beseech  thee  now  by  thine  ineffable  name,  to  forgive,  par- 
don, and  grant  expiation,  for  the  sins,  iniquities,  and  trans- 
gressions, which  they  have  committed  against  thee ;  even 
thy  people,  the  house  of  Israel ;  as  it  is  written  in  the  law 
of  thy  servant  Moses,  from  thy  glorious  mouth,  "for  on 
this  day  shall  he  (the  high  priest)  make  an  atonement  for 
you,  to  cleanse  you  from  all  your  sins,  before  the  Lord !" 

And  the  priests  and  the  people  who  stood  in  the  court, 
when  they  heard  the  glorious,  tremendous,  and  ineffable 
name,  proceed  from  the  mouth  of  the  high  priest,  with 
sanctity  and  purity,  they  kneeled  and  prostrated  them- 
selves, falling  on  their  faces,  and  saying,  blessed  be  the 
name  of  his  glorious  majesty,  for  ever  and  ever. 
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make  expiation  for  the  iniquity  of  the  backsliding  daughter 
(the  nation).  There  were  two  lots  of  gold,  which,  after 
shaking  them  in  a  box,  he  plunged  his  hand  in,  and  drew 
out  the  lot  for  the  Lord,  and  the  other  for  the  strong  rock ; 
having  put  the  lot  on  the  kid,  he  proclaimed  aloud,  a  sin 
offering  to  the  Lord!  those  who  heard  him,  answered  him 
by  blessing  the  Lord.  He  tied  a  scarlet  twist  on  the  head 
of  the  scape-goat,  and  placed  it  exactly  opposite  to  where 
it  was  to  be  sent ;  he  then  passed  by,  and  drew  near  a 
second  time  to  his  own  bull,  when  he  made  confession  to 
the  Creator,  of  his  sins,  and  the  sins  of  his  tribe. 

And  thus  did  he  say,  O  God !  I  now  acknowledge  that  I 
have  sinned ;  I  have  committed  iniquity ;  I  have  trangressed 
against  thee;  even  I,  and  my  household,  and  the  sons  of 
Aaron  thy  holy  people.  I  beseech  thee  now,  by  thy  inef- 
fable name  to  forgive,  pardon,  and  grant  expiation,  for  the 
sins,  iniquities,  and  transgressions,  which  I  have  committed 
against  thee ;  even  I,  and  my  household,  and  the  sons  of 
Aaron,  thy  sanctified  people ;  as  it  is  written  in  the  law  of 
thy  servant  Moses,  from  thy  glorious  mouth,  "for  on  this 
day  shall  he  (the  high  priest)  make  an  atonement  for  you, 
to  cleanse  you  from  all  your  sins,  before  the  Lord !" 

And  the  priests  and  the  people  who  stood  in  the  court, 
when  they  heard  the  glorious,  tremendous  and  ineffable 
name,  proceed  from  the  mouth  of  the  high  priest,  with 
sanctity  and  purity,  they  kneeled  and  prostrated  them- 
selves, falling  on  their  faces,  and  saying,  blessed  be  the 
name  of  his  glorious  majesty,  for  ever  and  ever. 

He  then  took  a  sharp  knife,  and  slew  it  according  to  rule ; 
he  received  the  blood  in  the  bowl,  and  gave  it  to  him  to 
stir  it,  that  it  might  not  congeal  before  the  time  of  sprink- 
ling ;  for  if  it  had  congealed,  so  that  it  could  not  have  been 
sprinkled,  it  would  have  rendered  the  expiation  abortive. 
He  took  a  censer  of  pure  gold,  which  was  thin,  light,  and 
had  a  long  handle,  and  put  into  it  three  Kabins  of  red  hot 
flaming  coals ;  they  then  brought  him  a  large  spoonful  of 
the  finest  beaten  incense,  of  which  he  took  two  handsfuU, 
and  put  into  the  lesser  spoon;  taking  the  censer  in  his 
right  hand,  and  the  spoon  in  his  left.  He  straight  went 
towards  the  veil,  and  approached  the  staves  of  the  ark  be- 
tween  which  he  put  the   incense,   causing  the   smoke  to 
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manded  another  (priest)  to  complete  it;  he  received  the 
blood  and  sprinkled  it ;  he  then  went  to  oflFer  incense,  and 
trim  the  lamps ;  he  then  offered  the  burnt-offering,  and 
poured  out  the  drink-offering,  performing  the  service  of  the 
burnt-oft'ering  according  to  order ;  he  then  entered  the  cham- 
ber, parvo  which  was  in  the  holy  temple,  where  they  again 
spread  a  veil  before  him  as  at  first ;  there  he  washed  his 
hands  and  feet,  and  put  off  his  golden  garments ;  he  then 
went  and  bathed,  put  on  the  white  garments,  and  washed 
his  hands  and  feet.  These  were  costly  garments  from 
Egypt,  of  the  value  of  eighteen  minim ;  they  were  niost 
beautiful,  and  fit  to  be  worn  by  him  who  ministered  to  the 
King  of  Glory !  He  then  drew  near  to  his  own  bull,  which 
was  placed  between  the  porch  and  the  altar,  with  his  face 
towards  the  west,  and  his  head  turned  towards  the  south , 
he  sustained  his  hand  on  his  head,  and  made  confession  oi 
his  transgressions,  not  concealing  any. 

And  thus  did  he  say,  O  God !  I  now  acknowledge  that  1 
have  sinned ;  I  have  committed  iniquity ;  I  have  transgressed 
against  thee ;  even  I,  and  my  household.  I  beseech  thee 
Tiow  by  thy  ineffable  name,  to  forgive,  pardon,  and  grant 
expiation,  fur  the  ains,  iniquities,  and  transgressions,  which 
I  have  committed  against  thee ;  even  I,  and  my  household ; 
as  it  is  written  in  the  law  of  thy  servant  Moses,  from  thy 
glorious  mouth,  "for  on  this  day,  shall  he  (the  high  priest) 
make  an  atonement  for  you,  to  cleanse  you  from  all  youi 
sins,  before  the  Lord." 

And  the  priests  and  the  people  who  stood  in  the  court 
when  they  heard  the  glorious,  tremendous,  and  ineffabk 
name,  proceed  from  the  mouth  of  the  high  priest,  witl' 
sanctity  and  purity,  they  kneeled  and  prostrated  them- 
selves, falling  on  their  faces,  and  saying,  blessed  be  the 
name  of  his  glorious  majesty,  for  ever  and  ever. 

He  (the  high  priest)  also  was  attentive,  to  finish  pro 
nouncing  the  ineffable  name  at  the  same  time,  when  the\ 
who  blessed  the  name  of  the  Lord  finished,  and  to  whom 
he  said,  "'ye  shall  be  clean."  And  thou,  in  thy  great  good- 
ness, didst  awaken  thy  mercy,  and  grantest  forgiveness  tc 
thy  pious  servant. 

He  then  proceeded  to  the  east  of  the  court,  where  tw( 
kids  were  placed,  purchased  by  the  congregation ;  the\ 
were  both  alike   in   form   and  height,   and  stood  there  to 
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them  as  stubble,  by  a  mighty  tempest  and  whirl  wind.  The 
beloved  (x-\braham)  who  came  from  the  other  side  of  the 
river,  made  thee  known  in  the  world ;  and  offered  unto  thee 
the  son  of  his  old  age  (Isaac)  for  a  burnt  offering.  As  a 
lamb  without  blemish,  was  the  perfect  man  (Jacob)  made 
choice  of ;  because  he  delighted  to  dwell  in  the  tents,  and 
adhered  unto  thee ;  a  beautiful  upright  race  didst  thou 
bring  forth  from  his  loins,  wholly  a  true  seed,  in  which 
there  is  no  contamination.  Thou  didst  delight  in  the  tribe 
of  Levi,  didst  distinguish  that  pious  man(Aaron)  who  was 
sanctified,  to  minister  unto  thee,  in  the  most  holy  place, 
whose  head  was  bound  with  the  holy  tiara  and  robed  with 
the  urim.  He  abode  seven  days  within  the  tabernacle,  for 
the  faithful  (the  elders),  separated  the  high  priest  a  week 
before  the  fast  of  the  tenth  day,  according  to  the  statute 
of  consecration  of  the  tabernacle. 

The  wise  elders,  who  sat  in  the  gate  joined  him,  and  said 
unto  him,  read  aloud  the  portion  of  the  law ;  on  the  morn- 
ing of  the  ninth  day,  he  was  placed  at  the  east  gate,  where 
the  beautiful  sacrifices  of  the  day  were  caused  to  pass  in 
his  presence,  when  the  sun  was  near  setting,  he  was  not 
suffered  to  eat  a  gross  meal,  for  fear  that  in  his  sleep  he 
might,  by  accident,  defile  himself;  the  elders  of  his  tribe 
led  him  to  be  instructed  in  what  manner  he  was  to  take  his 
hands  full  of  incense  in  the  holy  place.  His  flesh  trembled, 
and  his  tears  flowed,  because  he  was  suspected ;  they  also 
turned  aside,  and  wept  sore.  H  he  was  a  man  of  erudition, 
he  lectured  on  both  xhe  written  and  oral  law ;  if  not  those 
who  attended  him,  read  unto  him  till  midnight,  to  keep  him 
awake.  They  whose  lot  was  drawn  first  to  remove  the  ashes 
from  the  altar,  rejoiced ;  they  cast  lots  again  who  should 
remove  the  ashes  from  the  inner  altar,  and  the  candlestick ; 
for  the  offering  of  incense,  they  who  had  not  offered  in- 
cense before,  cast  the  lot  the  third  time ;  and  for  the  ar- 
rangement of  the  members  of  the  sacrifices  on  the 
altar,  they  cast  the  fourth  lot.  As  soon  as  the  watch- 
man proclaimed  that  the  morning  star  had  risen,  they 
spread  a  veil  of  fine  linen  to  conceal  him;  he  (the  high 
priest)  from  the  sight  of  the  people,  then  put  off  his 
linen  garments,  bathed  and  put  on  the  golden  garments; 
he  then  washed  his  hands  and  feet,  and  slew 
the     daily    burnt-ofiering    of    the    morning,     and    corn- 
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O  thou  most  mighty  in  power,  great  and  abundant  in 
strength;  for  who  can  do  according  to  thy  great  works? 
Thou  didst  lay  the  beams  of  the  mighty  chambers  upon  the 
cold  waters ;  thou  didst  also  found  the  earth  on  a  vacuum. 
When  the  universe  was  in  gloomy  darkness,  as  the  shadow 
of  death,  with  the  covering  of  thy  garment  didst  thou  cause 
the  morning  light  to  shine  forth ;  between  the  presumptuous 
waters  didst  thou  make  a  division ;  thou  didst  gather  the 
nethermost  waters  into  the  deep,  that  they  should  not  cover 
the  earth.  Thou  didst  cause  the  dry  land  to  appear,  and 
didst  cause  its  fruits  to  spring  forth  •  thou  didst  plant  a 
garden  eastward,  for  the  delight  of  thy  beloved.  Great 
luminaries  didst  thou  place  in  thy  mighty  heavens ;  with 
them  didst  thou  also  command  the  host  of  constellations. 
Multitudes  of  the  finny  brood,  and  feathered  race,  didst 
thou  form  from  the  waters;  as  also  the  leviathan,  for  a 
feast,  for  the  righteous ;  from  the  adhering  clods  didst 
thou  bring  forth  the  creeping  things,  as  also  Shor  Haboi 
(behometh)  who  feedeth  among  the  reeds  and  mire,  for  an 
entertainment  for  those  whom  thou  hast  invited.  Thou 
didst  prepare  meat  and  drink,  though  there  was  yet  none 
to  partake  of  them.  Thou  didst  then  form  a  body  of  clay, 
according  to  the  form  of  thy  signet,  and  didst  infuse  into 
it  a  pure  spirit ;  he  then  fell  into  a  deep  sleep,  and  of  his 
rib  didst  thou  prepare  an  help  for  him.  Thou  didst  also 
command  him  not  to  eat  of  the  tree  of  knowledge,  but  he, 
like  a  simpleton,  disobeyed  the  command  by  the  deception 
of  the  servant;  he  then  was  punished  by  seeking  his  daily 
food  by  the  sweat  of  his  brow,  the  foolish  woman  (Eve), 
with  the  pains  of  child-birth,  and  the  subtle  serpent,  with 
dust  for  his  food.  She  conceived  and  brought  forth  a 
husbandman  Kain  and  a  shepherd  Abel,  a  sacrifice  and 
present,  they  together  offered  unto  thee;  when  thou  wast 
wroth  with  the  elder,  but  didst  accept  the  presence  of  the 
younger.  Fraternal  love  was  extinguished  in  him,  and  he 
slew  his  brother ;  but  when  he  supplicated  thy  presence, 
thou  didst  fix  a  mark  on  him.  The  proud  ones  erred, 
when  they  said,  depart  from  us ;  but  they  were  destroyed 
by  the  raging  flood ;  they  were  burnt  and  cut  ofif ;  while 
he  (Noah)  who  was  supported  by  the  ark  of  Gopher  wood, 
was  saved,  because  thou  didst  shut  him  in,  his  offspring 
didst  thou  multiply,  that  they  filled  the  earth.  They  all  to-  : 
gether  took  counsel  to  ascend  to  heaven,  but  God  scattered 
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Our  God  and  the  God  of  our  fathers,  be  thou  with  the 
mouths  of  the  deputies  of  thy  people,  the  house  of  Israel, 
who  stand  in  thy  presence  to  pray  and  supplicate  for  thy 
people,  the  house  of  Israel.  Teach  them  what  they  shall 
say,  instruct  them  what  they  shall  speak,  answer  their  re- 
quest, and  cause  them  to  know  how  to  glorify  thee.  May 
they  walk  in  the  light  of  thy  countenance ;  they  bend  the 
knee  unto  thee,  and  with  their  mouth  bless  thy  people ;  O 
bless  them  altogether  with  the  blessing  of  thy  mouth.  They 
conduct  thy  people  into  thy  presence,  and  they  approach  into 
the  midst  of  them ;  the  eyes  of  thy  people  are  fixed  on  them 
and  their  eyes  wait  on  thee.  They  approach  the  ark  in 
dread,  to  appease  thy  wrath  and  anger ;  thy  people  compass 
them  about  as  a  wall ;  O  that  thou  wouldst  regard  them  with 
compassion  from  thy  eminence.  They  lift  up  the  eye 
towards  heaven,  and  pour  out  their  soul  before  thee  as 
water :  O  mayest  thou  hear  them  from  heaven.  O  may  they 
not  faulter  with  their  tongue,  nor  be  entangled  in  their 
speech,  nor  be  ashamed  of  their  support,  nor  their  congre- 
gation be  confounded  through  them ;  suffer  not  their  mouth 
to  utter  a  word  that  is  contrary  to  thy  will ;  for  those  who 
are  favoured  of  thee,  O  Lord,  our  God!  are  indeed  fa-' 
voured ;  and  those  on  whom  thou  hast  mercy,  are  treated 
with  the  tenderest  affection ;  we  know  it,  O  Lord,  our  God ! 
that  thou  wilt  be  gracious  to  whom  thou  pleasest,  and  wilt 
shew  mercy  to  whom  thou  art  inclined ;  as  it  is  written  in 
thy  law,  "I  will  be  gracious  to  whom  I  will  be  gracious, 
and  will  shew  mercy  to  whom  I  will  shew  mercy." 

And  it  is  said,  O  suffer  not  them  who  trust  in  thee,  O 
Lord  God  of  Hosts !  to  be  ashamed  for  my  sake ;  let  not 
those  who  seek  thee  be  confounded  through  me,  O  God 
of  Israel! 

I  will  hope  in  God!  I  will  entreat  his  presence;  and  be- 
s'^ech  him  to  grant  me  eloquence  of  language ;  that  in  the 
congregation  of  the  people,  I  may  sing  of  his  mighty  power, 
and  in  joyful  strains,  rehearse  his  wonderful  works.  The 
dispositions  of  the  heart  are  of  man,  but  the  utterance  of 
speech  is  from  the  Lord.  O  Lord !  open  thou  my  lips,  that 
my  mouth  may  declare  thy  praise. 

May  the  words  of  my  mouth,  and  the  meditations  of  my 
heart,  be  acceptable  in  thy  presence,  O  Eternal,  my  Rock, 
and  Redeemer! 
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souls,  ye  shall  do  no  manner  of  work.  And  ye  shall  offer  a 
burnt  offering  unto  the  Lord  for  a  sweet  savour ;  one  young 
bullock,  one  ram,  seven  he-lambs  of  the  first  year ;  they 
shall  be  unto  you  without  blemish.  And  their  meal  offering 
and  their  drink  offerings  as  hath  been  ordained ;  three  tenth 
parts  of  an  ephah  for  each  bullock,  and  two  tenth  parts  for 
the  ram,  and  one  tenth  part  for  each  lamb,  with  wine  ac- 
cording to  the  drink  offering  thereof,  and  two  he-goats 
wherewith  to  make  atonement,  and  the  two  continual  offer- 
ings according  to  their  enactment. 

[They  that  keep  the  Sabbath  and  call  it  a  delight  shall  re- 
joice in  thy  kingdom ;  the  people  that  hallow  the  seventh 
day,  even  all  of  them  shall  be  satiated  and  delighted  with  thy 
goodness,  seeing  that  thou  didst  find  pleasure  in  the  seventh 
day  and  didst  hallow  it ;  thou  didst  call  it  the  desirable  of 
days,  in  remembrance  of  the  creation.] 

It  is  peculiarly  our  duty  to  praise  the  Lord  of  all ;  to 
ascribe  greatness  to  him  that  formed  the  world  in  the  begin- 
ning; since  he  hath  not  made  us  alike  the  nations  of  the 
different  countries,  nor  placed  us  alike  the  families  of  the 
earth ;  neither  hath  he  appointed  our  portion  like  their's, 
nor  our  lot  like  their  multitude. — But  .we  prostrate  ourselves 
before  the  Supreme  King  of  kings!  the  holy  and  blessed 
One;  he  who  stretched  out  the  heavens,  and  laid  the  founda- 
tions of  the  earth ;  the  residence  of  whose  glory  is  in  the 
highest  heavens.  He  is  our  God,  and  there  is  no  other. 
Our  King  is  Truth,  and  there  is  none  besides  him ;  as  it  is 
written  in  thy  law,  know  therefore,  this  day,  and  reflect  in 
thine  heart,  that  the  Lord,  he  is  God,  in  heaven  above,  and 
on  the  earth  beneath  ;  there  is  none  else. 

Thou  hast  been  shown  to  understand  that  the  Lord  he  is 
God,  there  is  none  besides  him.  Know  therefore  this  day, 
and  reflect  in  thine  heart,  that  the  Lord  he  is  God,  in  heaven 
above,  and  on  the  earth  beneath ;  there  is  none  else.  Hear, 
O  Israel!  the  Lord  is  our  God,  the  Lord  is  one.  Behold, 
the  heavens,  and  the  heaven  of  heavens,  belong  to  the  Lord 
thy  God ;  the  earth,  and  all  that  is  thereon.  For  the  Lord, 
your  God,  is  the  God  of  gods,  the  Lord  of  lords,  the  great, 
mighty,  and  tremendous  God!  who  respecteth  not  persons, 
nor  taketh  a  bribe.  When  I  call  on  the  name  of  the  Lord, 
ascribe  ye  greatness  unto  our  God.  Blessed  be  the  name  of 
the  Lord,  from  henceforth  and  for  evermore. 
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abuudant    compassion    have    mercy    upon    us    edu  upon 
thy    sanctuary,    and    uiayest    spetdily    rebuild    it    and 
magnify    its    glory.     Our    father,    our    King,    do    ihou 
speedily  make  the  glory  of  thy  kingdom  manifest  upon 
ue;  shine  forth  and  exalt  thyself  upon  us  in  the  sight  of 
all  living;    bring  our  scattered    ones  among  the  nations 
near  unto  thee,  and  gallier  our  dispersed  from  the  ends 
of  the  earth.  Lead  us  with  exultation  unto  Zion  thy  city, 
and    Jerusalem    the    place    of  thy  sanctuary    with   ever- 
lasting joy;  and  there  we  will  prepare    before  thee  the 
offerings  that  aro  obligatory  for  us,  the  continual  offerings 
accerding    to  tiieir    order,   and    the    additional    offerings 
according  to  their  enactment;  and  the  additional  offerings 
of  [this  Sabbath  day  and]  this  day  of  Atonement  we  will 
prepare    and    offer   unto   thee   in  love   according  to  the 
precept    of  thy  will,    as  thon  hast   prescribed    for  us  in 
thy    Law    through    the    hand  of  Moses   thy  servant,    by 
the  mouth  of  thy  glory,    as  it  is  said:  — 

[And  on  the  Sabbath  day  two  he-lambs  of  the  first 
year  without  blemish,  and  two  tenth  parts  of  an  ephah 
of  fine  flour  tor  a  meal  offering,  mingled  with  oil,  and 
the  drink  offering  thereof,  this  is  the  burnt  offering  ot 
every  Sabbath,  beside  the  continual  burnt  offering  and 
the  drink  offering  thereof.] 

And  on  the  tenth  day  of  this  seventh  month  there  shall 
be  an  holy  convocation  unto  yuu ;  and  ye  shall  afflict  your 
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be  ashamed  of  their  graven  images,  incline  to  serve  thee 
with  one  accord ;  they  who  seek  thy  presence  will  revere 
and  worship  thee  at  sun-rise ;  they  will  discern  the  power 
of  thy  kingdom,  and  teach  understanding  to  those  who 
err.  They  will  also  speak  of  thy  mighty  power,  and  extol 
thee,  who  art  exalted  as  Supreme  above  all.  They  will 
praise  thee  with  reverence,  and  crown  thee  with  the  crown 
of  glory ;  the  hills  will  burst  forth  with  song,  and  the  is- 
lands rejoice,  when  thou  shalt  thus  reign ;  for  they  all 
will  submit  to  the  yoke  of  thy  kingdom,  and  loudly  extol 
thee  in  the  congregation  ot  the  people,  so  that  those  who 
are  far  off  will  hear  it,  and  come,  and  present  thee  with 
the  crown  of  dominion. 

And  thou,  O  Lord,  shalt  reign,  thou  alone  over  all  thy 
works  on  Mount  Zion,  the  dwelling  place  of  thy  glory,  and 
in  Jerusalem,  thy  holy  city,  as  it  is  written  in  thy  Holy 
Words,  The  Lord  shall  reign  forever,  thy  God,  O  Zion, 
unto  all  generations.  Praise  ye  the  Lord. 

Holy  art  thou,  and  dreaded  is  thy  name,  and  there  is  no 
God  beside  thee,  as  it  is  written.  And  the  Lord  of  hosts 
is  exalted  in  judgment,  and  the  holy  God  is  sanctified  in 
righteousness.    Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  the  holy  King. 

Thou  hast  chosen  us  trom  all  peoples ;  thou  hast  loved  us 
and  taken  pleasure  in  us,  and  hast  exalted  us  above  all 
tongues ;  thou  hast  sanctified  us  by  thy  commandments,  and 
brought  us  near  unto  thy  service,  O  our  King,  and  hast 
called  us  by  thy  great  and  holy  name. 

On  Sabbath  add  the  words  in  brackets. 

And  thou  hast  given  us  in  love,  O  Lord  our  God,  [this 
Sabbath  day  for  holiness  and  rest,  and]  this  day  of  Atone- 
-nent  for  pardon,  forgiveness,  and  atonement,  that  we  may 
[in  love]  obtain  pardon  thereon  for  all  our  iniquities ;  and 
holy  convocation,  as  a  memorial  of  the  departure  from 
Egypt. 

But  on  account  of  our  sins  we  were  exiled  from  our  land, 
and  removed  far  from  our  country  and  we  are  unable  to 
fulfill  our  obligations  in  thy  chosen  house,  that  great  and 
holy  temple  which  was  called  by  thy  name  because  of  the 
hand  that  hath  been  stretched  out  against  thy  sanctuary. 

May  it  be  thy  will,  O  Lord  our  God  and  God  of  our 
fathers,  merciful  King,  that  thou  mayest  again  in   thine 
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ance.  And  all  believe  that  his  hand  is  always  open  to  re- 
ceive the  penitent. 

Who  waiteth  for  the  wicked,  and  desireth  his  justifica- 
tion.    And  all  believe  that  he  is  righteous  and  perfect. 

Whose  anger  is  short,  and  who  is  long-suffering.  And 
all  believe  that  it  is  difficult  to  irritate  him. 

Who  is  most  merciful,  and  causeth  mercy  to  precede 
wrath.     And  all  believe  that  he  is  easily  to  be  reconciled. 

Who  is  immutable,  and  who  holdeth  both  high  and  low 
equal.     And  all  believe  that  he  is  a  just  Judge. 

Who  is  upright  and  dealeth  truly  with  the  faithful.  And 
all  believe  that  his  work  is  perfect. 

Thou  alone  wilt  be  exalted,  and  reign  over  all  in  unity. 

As  it  is  written  by  the  hand  of  thy  prophet,  and  the 
Lord  shall  be  king  over  all  the  earth ;  in  that  day  the  Lord 
alone  shall  be  acknowledged,  and  his  name  shall  also  be  one. 

Now,  therefore,  O  Lord  our  God,  impose  thine  awe 
upon  11  Thy  works,  and  Thy  dread  upon  all  that  Thou 
hast  created,  that  all  works  may  fear  Thee  and  all  creatures 
prostrate  themselves  before  Thee,  that  they  may  all  form 
a  single  band  to  do  Thy  will  with  a  perfect  heart,  even 
as  we  know,  O  Lord  our  God,  that  dominion  is  Thine, 
strength  is  in  Thy  hand,  and  might  in  Thy  right  hand, 
and  that  Thy  name  is  to  be  feared  above  all  that  Thou 
hast  created. 

Give  them  glory,  O  Lord,  unto  thy  people,  praise  to  them 
that  fear  thee,  hope  to  them  that  seek  thee,  and  free  speech 
to  them  that  wait  for  thee,  joy  to  thy  land,  gladness  to  thy 
city,  a  flourishing  horn  unto  David  thy  servant,  and  a  clear 
shining  light  unto  the  son  of  Jesse,  thine  anointed,  speedily 
in  our  days. 

Then  shall  the  just  also  see  and  be  glad,  and  the  upright 
shall  exult,  and  the  pious  triumphantly  rejoice,  while  in- 
iquity shall  close  her  mouth,  and  all  wickedness  shall  be 
wholly  consumed  by  smoke,  when  thou  makest  the  domin- 
ion of  arrogance  to  pass  away  from  the  earth. 

And  all  shall  come  to  serve  thee,  and  bless  thy  glorious 
name,  declare  thy  righteousness  among  the  isles,  and  the 
people  that  knew  thee  not  shall  seek  thee:  they  shall 
praise  thee  to  the  uttermost  ends  of  the  earth,  and  shall 
continually  say,  the  Lord  shall  be  extolled.  They  shall 
also  offer  their  sacrifices  to  thee ;  cast  away  their  idols, 
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Jerusalem  thy  city,  Zion  the  tabernacle  of  thy  glory,  the 
kingdom  of  the  house  of  David  thine  anointed,  and  thine 
establishment  and  temple.  Our  Lord  will  yet  remember 
in  favour  of  us  the  love  of  the  patriarch  (Abraham),  and  for 
the  sake  of  the  son  (Isaac)  who  was  bound,  will  be  put 
aside  our  adversaries ;  and  for  the  merit  of  the  perfect, 
(Jacob)  will  the  tremendous  God  bring  forth  judgment  to 
righteousness;  for  this  day  is  holy  to  our  Lord.  If  there 
is  an  advocate  for  us,  to  oppose  him  who  reports  our  trans- 
gressions, do  thou  instruct  Jacob  thy  word,  thy  statute,  and 
judgment,  and  justify  us  in  judgment,  O  thou  King  of  judg- 
ment, 

Who  taketh  hold  of  the  attribute  of  judgment.  And  all 
believe  that  he  is  the  God  of  truth. 

Who  searchest  and  proveth  the  secret  repositories.  And 
all  believe  that  he  searcheth  the  thoughts  of  man. 

Who  redeemeth  from  death,  and  delivereth  from  the 
grave.    And  all  believe  that  he  is  a  mighty  Redeemer. 

Who  alone  judgeth  all  who  come  into  the  world.  And 
all  believe  he  is  a  true  Judge. 

Who  is  called  the  immutable  Eternal  Being!  And  all 
believe  that  he  was,  is,  and  ever  will  be. 

It  is  he  whose  praise  is  equal  to  his  name.  And  all  be- 
lieve that  he  is  God,  and  none  else  besides  him. 

Who  remembers  to  do  good  to  those  that  make  mention 
of  him.    And  all  believe  that  he  remembers  the  covenant. 

Who  decreeth  the  life  of  all  living.  And  all  believe  that 
he  lives  and  exists  eternally. 

He  is  all  benignity,  and  is  beneficent  to  the  wicked  and 
righteous.    And  all  believe  that  he  is  good  to  all. 

Who  knoweth  the  inclination  of  all  cVeatures.  And  all  be- 
lieve that  he  formed  them  in  the  womb. 

Who  is  able  to  accomplish  all  things.  And  all  believe  that 
he  is  Omnipotent. 

Who  abideth  in  secret  in  that  impenetrable  shadow.  And 
all  believe  that  he  is  alone. 

Who  causeth  kings  to  reign,  for  the  kingdom  is  his.  And 
all  believe  that  he  is  the  sole  King  of  the  universe. 

Who  excerciseth  his  mercy  to  every  generation.  And  all 
believe  that  he  preserveth  mercy. 

Who  patiently  beareth  with,  and  turneth  his  eye  from 
the  rebellious.    And  all  believe  that  he  hearkens  to  prayers. 

Who  openeth  the  gate  to  those  who  knock  with  repent- 
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Our  Lord,  and  most  mighty  God,  now  excellent  is  thy 
name  in  all  the  earth.  The  Eternal  shall  be  King  over  all 
the  earth ;  in  that  day  the  Lord  alone  shall  be  acknowledged, 
and  his  name  shall  also  be  one. 

Before  that  he  created  any  thing,  he  established  these  seven 
things ;  he  intended  them  from  the  time  they  were  formed ; 
they  were  prepared  before  the  mountains  were  brought  forth. 
They  were  altogether  created  and  perfected  by  him,  before 
the  hills  were  formed.  He  joined  repentance  to  their  off- 
spring, and  naturally  prepared  it  for  the  backsliding  daugh- 
ter (the  nation).

He  appointed 
the  ten  days  preceding  the  tenth  day,  as  a  cure  for  the  back- 
sliding daughter.  Lo,  we  approach  thee,  O  thou  who  art 
tremendous ;  O  look  and  regard  the  broken-hearted  this  day, 
our  loins,  and  the  tottering  of  our  ankles.  They  approach 
glory  in  thee,  and  are  strengthened  by  thy  name ;  they  adore 
thy  might,  and  with  a  mighty  voice  declare,  that  thou  art  the 
most  Mighty. 

And  in  thy  holy  word,  it  is  written,  saying,  the  Lord  will 
reign  for  ever ;  thy  God,  O  Zion,  unto  all  generations,  Hal- 
lelujah. 

Throughout  all  generations  will  we  declare  thy  greatness, 
and  for  ever,  and  to  all  eternity,  will  we  sanctify  thy  holi- 
ness ;  and  thy  praise,  O  our  God !  shall  never  depart  from 
our  mouth,  for  thou  art  Omnipotent  King ;  great  and  holy. 

O  have  compassion  on  thy  works,  and  rejoice  in  them ; 
and  suffer  those  who  trust  in  thee,  when  thou  hast  justified 
those  who  have  been  borne  by  thee,  to  say,  O  Lord  I  be  thou 
sanctified  over  all  thy  works. 

For  those  who  sanctify  thee,  hast  thou  sanctified  with  thy 
holiness ;  and  praise  is  comely  to  the  Holy  One  from  those 
who  are  sanctified.  And  thus,  may  thy  name,  O  Lord 
our   God!   be   sanctified   over   thy   people    Israel,   and   ov. 
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appointed  a  day  of  judgment.  It  was  then  his  intention 
that  their  prayers  should  dehver  their  posterity  from  the 
dread  of  the  day  of  judgment.  Their  Redeemer  had  them 
in  mind  aforetime,  to  cleanse  the  transgression  of  those 
whom  he  had  purchased  of  old.  O  look  at  their  solemn 
assembly  this  day,  when  they  cry  aloud,  "O  pardon,  we  be- 
seech thee,  the  iniquity  of  tliis  people."  He  who  calleth  the 
generations  from  the  beginning,  hath  appointed  this  day  to 
enquire  for  the  merit  of  the  father  of  the  children.  His 
mercies  and  kindnesses  are  abundant,  to  accept  favourably 
those  who  love  him,  and  are  his  pious  servants ;  for  they 
are  his  beloved,  the  foundation  of  all  his  works,  and  who 
continually  testify  that  there  is  no  God  besides  him. 

Hear,  O  Israel,  the  Lord  of  our  God,  the  Lord  is  one. 
Our  God  is  a  Unity ;  he  is  our  Father,  Our  King,  and  our 
Saviour ;  and  through  his  infinite  mercy  will  cause  us  to 
hear  the  second  time  in  the  sight  of  all  living,  the  express- 
ion, "to  be  your  God." 

Before  he  created  any  thing,  he  established  his  dwelling 
(the  temple).  The  lofty  armoury  he  established  from  the 
beginning,  before  any  people  or  language.  He  counselled 
to  suffer  his  divine  presence  to  rest  there,  that  those  who  err 
may  be  guided  into  the  path  of  rectitude.  Though  their 
wickedness  be  flagrant,  yet  hath  he  caused  repentance  to  pre- 
cede it,  when  he  said,  "Wash  ye,  cleanse  yourselves."  Though 
he  should  be  exceedingly  angry  with  his  people,  yet  will  the 
holy  One  not  awaken  all  his  wrath.  We  have  hitherto  been 
cut  oflf  through  our  evil  deeds,  yet  hast  thou,  O  our  Rock, 
not  brought  consummation  on  rs.  Our  righteous  anointed  is 
departed  from  us :  horror  hath  seized  us,  and  we  have  none  to 
justify  us.  He  hath  borne  the  yoke  of  our  iniquities,  and  our 
transgression,  and  is  wounded  because  of  our  transgression. 
He  beareth  our  sins  on  his  shoulder,  that  he  may  find  pardon 
for  our  iniquities.  We  shall  be  healed  by  his  wound,  at  the 
time  that  the  Eternal  will  create  him  (the  Messiah)  as  a 
new  creature.  O  bring  him  up  from  the  circle  of  the  earth. 
Raise  him  up  from  Seir,  to  assemble  us  the  second  time  on 
Mount  Lebanon,  by  the  hand  of    pr . 

Our  God  is  Unity;    He  is  our  father.  He  is  our  King,  He  is 
our  Saviour;    and  through    his  infinite    mercy    will   cause  us  U 
hear  the  second  time    in  the  sight    of  all  living,    the  expressior 
'to  be  your  God". 

I  AM  THE  Lord  your  God. 
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tification ;  as  it  is  written  by  the  hand  of  thy  prophet,  and 
one  (angel)  called  unto  another,  and  said, 

Cong. — Holy,  holy,  holy,  is  the  Lord  of  Hosts,  the  whole 
earth  is  full  of  his  glory.  His  glory  filleth  the  universe  and 
his  ministering  angels  enquire  of  each  other,  Where  is  the 
place  of  His  glory?  whilst  they  alternately  proclaim, 
Blessed. 

Before  he  created  any  thing,  he  established  the  law  and 
his  throne;  it  [the  law]  remained  long  with  him,  concealed 
from  all,  till  he  explained  it  to  his  darlings  [Israel],  that 
through  it  the  sins  of  the  people,  who  supplicate  him,  may 
be  cleansed.  By  its  counsel  he  perfected  all  things  with  his 
word;  then  it  (the  law)  approached  to  supplicate  for  all 
those  who  were  formed  of  clay.  He  exalted  it  before  he 
established  the  heavens,  that  through  it  those  he  intended 
to  form  before  he  created  the  zvorld,  might  obtain  freedom 
and  salvation.  It  was  established  before  the  world  existed, 
that  it  might  be  an  upright  advocate  for  the  people  for 
tvhose  sake  the  world  ivas  created.  And  twice  ten  thousand 
bands  of  angels,  and  also  the  cherubim  assembled  among 
them.

He  who  beareth  all  of  them,  though  it  seems  as  if  he  were 
borne,  may  he  bear  the  burden  of  their  i^iiquity,  according 
to  the  expression.  Thou  wilt  pardon  all  iniquity.  O  may  the 
ophanim  and  the  orbs  be  strongly  moved  to  roll  away  the 
iniquity  of  this  people;  the  cherubs  and  the  (angels) 

who  fly  as  with  eagles'  wings,  may  they,  with  the  seraphim, 
alternately  pray  that  he  may  heal  the  wound  of  his  people 
(Israel). 

Blessed  is  the  glory  of  the  Lord,  from  the  place  of  his 
residence.  From  the  place  of  his  residence  may  he  regard 
with  mercy,  and  be  gracious  to  a  people,  who  evening  and 
morning  daily  proclaim  the  unity  of  his  name,  by  repeat- 
ing twice  every  day  continually,  with  fervent  love,  and  say, 
Shemang. 

Before  he  created  any  thing,  he  established  our  ancestors

their  sins.    He  foresav/  their  (the  ancestors')  rectitude,  he 
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thirst ;  who  by  an  earthquake,  or  who  by  the  plague ;  who  by 
strangling  or  who  by  lapidation ;  who  shall  be  at  rest,  and 
who  shall  be  wandering ;  who  to  remain  tranquil,  and  whc 
to  be  disturbed ;  who  shall  reap  enjoyment,  and  who  be 
painfully  afflicted ;  who  grow  rich,  and  who  become  poor  ; 
who  shall  be  cast  down,  and  who  exalted. 

But  Penitence,  Prayer,  and  Charity,  can  avert  the 
EVIL  decree.

)ur  God,  O  King. 

We  will  express  the  mighty  hoUness  of  this  day,  £or  it  aJ 
remendous  and  awful ;  on  which  thy  kingd  -m  is  exalted, 
ina  thy  throrfe  established  in  grace ;  whe'  ^'ipon  thou  ari 
'eatcd  in  truth.  Verily  it  is  thou  who  art  Judge  and  Arbi 
irator,  who  knowest  all,  and  art  witness,  writer,  sigiliatoi 
recorder,  and  teller ;  thou  callest  to  mind  all  things  long  for 
l^otten,  and  dost  open  the  book  of  records,  so  that  it  may 
be  read  of  itself;  every  man's  signature  is  in  it.  The  great 
trumpet  is  sounded,  a  dull  murmuring  noise  is  heard,  the 
angels  shudder,  fear  and  trembling  seize  them,  "Ha!  (they 
cry)  it  is  the  day  of  judgment,  the  heavenly  choir  are  to  be 
visited  in  judgment,"  for  in  justice,  even  they  are  not  found 
faultless  before  thee.  All  who  are  about  to  enter  into  the 
world  now  pass  before  thee,  as  a  herd  of  sheep ;  as  a  shep- 
herd mustereth  his  flock,  and  passeth  them  under  his  crook, 
so  dost  thou  cause  to  pass^  number,' appoint,  and  visit  every 
living  soul,  fixing  the  limitation  of  all  creatures,  and  pre- 
scribing their  destiny. 

On  the  First  Day  of  the  year  it  is  inscribed,  and  on  the 
Fast  Day  of  Atonement  it  is  sealed  and  determined,  how

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The  heavenly  princes,  whose  appearance  is  as  burnished 
brass,  praise  the  all-seeing  God,  who  is  their  shelter;  the 
angel  called  Jidoth  covereth  liis  face,  that  he  may  not  be 
weakened  by  terror.  And  two  of  the  wings  he  useth  in 
flying.     They  enquire,  etc. 

He,  the  Omnipotent,  is  my  God!  he  hath  not  despised 
the  cries  of  the  poor  and  despised  people,  who  ask  permis- 
sion of  each  other  t-o  sanctify  and  reverence  him.  And  one 
angel  called  unto  another.     They  enquire,  etc. 

The  Eternal  King!  who  is  perfectly  praised  by  theii 
mouth,  his  fear  is  continually  upon  them ;  they  are  cautious 
how  to  declare  the  praise  of  him  who  is  exalted  and  invis- 
ible. And  they  (the  angles)  called  alternately,  and  said. 
They  enquire,  etc. 

The  seraph  who  is  surnamed  one  saint,  offered  praise  to 
him  who  is  blessed  and  holy;  they  all  proclaim  the  sanctifi- 
cation,  and  blessed  God!  saying,  holy,  holy,  holy!  They 
enquire,  etc. 

With  joyful  shouting  the  angelic  host  burst  forth  in  glo- 
rious praise  to  the  Lord  of  Hosts !  thus  at  all  times  are  the 
heavenly  hosts  assembled,  saying,  the  Lord  of  Hosts.  They 
enquire,  etc. 

He  who  is  holy  and  tremendous,  dwelleth  above  them 
with  his  mighty  strength;  they  run  swiftly  to  the  ends  of 
the  earth;  he  who  is  high  and  exalted,  dwelleth  above 
the  circle  of  the  earth.  The  whole  earth  is  filled.  They 
enquire,  etc. 

The  heavens,  and  heavens  of  heavens,  are  covered  with 
his  glory:  the  heavens  above  are  the  work  of  his  hands:  the 
universe  hangeth  on  his  strong  hand.  The  whole  earth  is 
filled  with  his  glory. 

They  enquire,  and  say  to  each  other,  where  dwelleth 
the  Most  High  ?  That  they  may  reverence,  sanctify  and 
extol  him. 
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They  who  are  redecmerl  with  a  mighty  arm  to  their 
mifihty  Redeemer,  say,  Blessed! 

The  host  of  heavens,  to  him  who  dwelleth  above  the 
heavens,  say.  Holy! 

Tlie  holy  sheep,  the  holy  plantation  (Israel),  say.  Holy 
and  IJlesscd!    To  him  who  inhabiteth,  etc. 

Those  who  are  swift  in  the  service  of  their  Creator  calling 
him  who  formed  them,  saying,  Holy! 

The  congregations  of  Jacob,  without  a  perverse  heart,  say, 
Blessed! 

They  whose  feet  are  as  a  calf's,  and  as  the  ever  rolling 
Orphan,  say.  Holy! 

They  who  are  acceptal)le  to  their  Creator  (Israel),  to  the 
exalted  One,  who  created  them,  say.  Holy  and  Blessed!  To 
him  who  inhabiteth,  etc. 

They  who  dwell  in  the  shadow  of  the  Almighty,  and  whose 
years  are  not  circumscribed,  say,  Holy!

The  splendour  of  heaven  is  as  tlu^  appearance  of  his  chas- 
malim;  when  he  is  wroth  with  the  sea,  tlie  waves  thereof 
rage;  the  seraph  trembleth;  dread  is  on  him.  And  with  two 
of  the  wings  he  covereth  his  feet.    They  enquire,  etc. 
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The  princes  of  heaven,  to  liim  who  is  most  high,  say, 
Holy!  The  godly  who  dwell  in  his  tents,  even  their 
babes  and  sucklings,  say.

They  who  dwell  in  the  tent  and  tabernacle,  to  him  who 
resideth  in  the  midst  of  them,  say.  Holy  and  Blessed!  To 
liim  who  inhahiteth,  etc. 

The  numerous  hands  of  angels,  with  Chajoth  and  Opha- 
Jiim  say.  Holy! 

The  descendants  of  the  valiant  patriarchs,  acknowledge 
thee  their  Sovereign,  and  say.  Blessed! 

The  congregation  of  angels  who  are  formed  of  sparks 
nnd  flames  of  fire,  say.  Holy! 

The  singular  nation  (Israel),  to  the  name  of  the  Omnipo- 
tent God,  say,  Holy  and  Blessed!  To  him  who  inhahiteth, 
etc. 

Those  who  cover  themselves  with  their  fluttering  wings 
when  they  fly,  say.  Holy! 

Those  who  continually  every  day  chaunt  hymns,  say, 
l>lessed! 

They  who  are  justly  afraid,  being  terrified  with  his  awful 
wonders,  say.

They  (Israel)  who  removed  and  encamped,  to  him  who 
causeth  vapours  to  ascend,  say,  Holy,  and  Blessed!  To 
him  who   inhabiteth,   etc. 
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Though  thy  fear  is,  among  the  multitude  of  angels ;  the 
moving  camps  of  angels ;  in  the  assembly  of  thousands  of 
angels,  and  in  the  councils  of  myriads  of  angels ;  and  thy 
fear  is  upon  them.

Though  thy  fear  is ;  among  angels  of  fire ;  in  the  paths 
of  the  water ;  in  the  exalted  heavens ;  and  among  the 
groups  of  lofty  angels ;  and  thy  fear  is  upon  them. 

Yet  dost  thou  desire  praise ;  from  flesh  and  blood ;  from 
vain  and  empty  beings ;  from  those  who  are  like  the  with- 
ered grass ;  from  those  who  are  like  the  passing  shadow ; 
and  are  like  the  fading  flower;  from  those  whose  life  con- 
sumeth ;  from  those  whose  spirit  flieth  away,  and  who  are 
heard  in  judgment,  and  die  in  judgment,  are  brought  to  life 
again  in  mercy;  they  glorify  thee.  O  thou  Eternal  Being! 
and  thy  glory  is  upon  them.

The  work  of  our  God ;  he  glorified  in  the  assembly  of 
angels !  his  glory  is  above  and  beneath ;  he  will  confirm  his 
promise  to  his  servants,  therefore  shall  he,  of  whom  it  is 
said,  there  is  none  else  besides  him,  be  exalted.

He  hasteneth  forgiveness  to  his  congregation, 
that  all  of  them  may  see  his  mighty  power.  He  hath 
measured  the  waters  in  the  hollow  of  his  hand;  sing  and 
chaunt  hymns  unto  him. 

Extol  God.  He  is  the  Redeemer  of  his  holy  people,  who 
with  pardon  sanctify  him ;  he  will  establish  his  holy  temple 
for  the  posterity  of  Abraham,  his  holy  one ;  glory  ye  in  his 
holy  name.

O  visit  them  to  a  happy  life,  and  cleanse  them  in 
living  water,  for  thou  art  the  fountain  of  life  ;  because  thou 
art  merciful  to  all  creatures.  They  now  cry,  O  God,  we 
beseech  thee,  forgive  now  the  sin  of  those  of  whom  it  is  said, 
who  can  number  them?  because  thou  art  merciful  to  all 
creatures.  They  raise  their  voice,  both  fathers  and  children, 
and  cry  aloud,  Holy,  Holy,  Holy  !  because  thou  art  merciful 
to  all  creaturiBS.  Thou  art  the  first  and  the  last,  and  for 
thine  own  sake  grant  our  request  also  at  present,  for  thou  art 
merciful  to  all  creatures.  Hear  our  prayers,  and  answer  u 
when  we  call  unto  thee  ;  because  thou  art  merciful  to  all 
creatures.  They  Uft  up  their  eyes  unto  thee  ;  O  answer  them, 
and  hearken  to  the  voice  of  their  prayers  ;  O  pardon  now 
their  iniquities,  for  thou  art  gracious  and  merciful  to  all 
creatures.  And  thus  extol  God  ;  how  tremendous  are  thy 
works  !  Extol  God  !  He  is  the  omnipotent  King  over  his 
world ;  he  hasteneth  the  redemption  of  his  people,  to  confirm 
the  word  which  he  hath  spoken,  for  pardon  is  with  him.  0 
give  thanks  unto  the  Lord  ;  call  on  his  name. 
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every  day  shall  they  worship  thee ;  and  every  nation  and 
kingdom  shall  serve  thee.     And  thou,  etc.     Act  by  us  ac- 
cording to  thy  mercy,  for  we  call  daily  upon  thee,  saying, 
the  Lord  of  Hosts  be  with  us.    And  thou,  etc.    Thou  alone 
shalt  reign  as  at  the  beginning,  and  have  thine  eye  on  the 
holy  place  (the  holy  temple),  that  thou  didst  establish  from 
the  beginning.     And  thou,  etc.     Reveal  thy  kingdom  over 
us ;  shew  us  thy  tremendous  works,  that  we  may  be  exalt- 
ed ;  O  reveal  thyself  in  thy  mercy  from  Zion.     And  thou, 
etc.  Lead  us  in  thy  truth,  and  cause  us  to  rejoice  in  thy 
salvation ;  for  we  are  thy  people,  and  thine  heritage.    And 
thou,  etc.     Appoint  us  a  blessing  on  the  earth,  and  shake 
out  the  wicked  from  the  earth,  that  we  may  dwell  in  safety 
thereon.    And  thou,  etc.     Answer  us  with  the  word  of  thy 
truth,  and  save  us  with  thy  faithfulness ;  for  we  are  the 
sheep  of  thy  pasture.     And  thou,  etc.     Cause  thy  presence 
to  shine  upon  Zion,  reign  thou  over  us  with  delight,  and 
remove  all  pollution  from  Zion.    And  thou,  etc.     Thou  art 
most  righteous  in  all  things,  and  thy  mercy  is  great  over 
all;  fro;ii  thy  hand  we  receive  all  things,  for  every  thing 
is  thine.     And  thou,  etc.     Thou  art  near  to  all  who  call 
upon  thee;  have  mercy  upon  thos^  who  acknowledge  thy 
sovereignty,   for  they  are   the  work   of  thy  hands.     And 
thou,  etc.     O  most  merciful,  forgive  our  iniquity,  for  every 
man  is  full  of  iniquity ;  but  thou  dost  pardon  iniquity.  And 
thou,  etc.     We  are  called  by  thy  name;  O  forsake  us  not, 
when  we  call  thee,  answer  thou  us,  and  for  thine  own  sake 
enlighten  our  eyes.     And  thou,  etc.     Shew  us  the  appear- 
ance of  thy  divine  presence,  and  make  us  wise  in  thy  law, 
and  feed  us  in  a  good  and  fat  pasture ;  and  thou,  according 
to  thy  mercy,  pardon  us. 
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in  the  glorious  sanctuary :  account  the  fruit  of  the  holy  seed, 
as  the  holy  angels.  O  Lord !  &c.  The  angels  with  four 
faces,  who  praise  thee  with  the  ophanim,  dost  thou  search 
on  all  sides,  for  thou  dost  not  accept  any  face.  I  beseech 
thee  now,  &c.  Thou  who  art  exalted  above  all;  thou  who 
didst  counsel  the  latter  end  at  the  beginning ;  O  pardon  the 
f reward,  and  forgive  their  iniquity  as  aforetime.  O  Lord  I

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dant  posterity  from  trouble,  who  stand  to  implore  thee  foi 
cure  and  pardon.  Look  at  the  affliction  of  their  soul,  and 
regard  not  their  iniquity.  They  who  arrange  their  prayer 
in  firmness,  O  answer  them  in  truth  and  compliance.  Par- 
don those  who  turn  from  transgression,  and  let  forgiveness 
overbalance  wickedness;  accept  their  form  of  prayer,  and 
grant  them  their  hope  of  redemption  and  salvation.  And 
though  they  have  acted  as  mortals,  and  their  power  is 
greatly  declined ;  yet  thou  who  formest  man,  be  liberal  to 
them,  to  strengthen  them.  Look  at  their  hunger  and  thirst, 
and  regard  not  their  evil  deeds.  O  despise  not  their  prayer 
when  they  chaunt,  "Pardon,  we  beseech  thee,  the  iniquity 
of  this  people." 

The  Lord  reigneth  for  ever !  thy  God,  O  Zion !  unto  all 
generations.    Hallelujah! 

Thou,  most  Holy !  abidest  amongst  the  praises  of  Israel ; 
we  supplicate  thee,  O  Omnipotent ! 

May  we  be  accounted  as  he  (the  high  priest)  who  stood 
in  the  gate  of  Eathan,  that  with  our  prayer  we  may  also 
overthrow  the  perverse  accusser,  and  we  will  sanctify  thee 
on  this  sabbath  of  rest,  O  most  Holy. 

When  thou  dost  open  the  books  this  day,  be  gracious  tc 
the  people  who  glorify  thy  name,  and  we  will  sanctify 
thee  on  this  day  of  atonement,  O  most  Holy. 

0  bind  the  accuser  (satan)  in  fetters,  and  cause  the  glad 
tidings  to  be  heard  by  the  enchained  prisoners  who  wait 
with  hope,  and  we  will  sanctify  thee  on  this  fa=t  of  the 
tenth  day,  O  most  Holy! 

1  will  raise  my  idea  to  times  of  old,  he  (Abrahr.m)  who 
came  from  afar,  is  my  support.  For  the  sake  of  the  merit 
of  his  work,  let  mine  enemies  be  crushed.  I  will  declare 
his  praise  according  to  the  statute,  beseeching  him  not  to 
remove  his  presence  from  his  tabernacle.  O  may  he  in- 
scribe me  to  life.  May  he  suddenly  blot  out  the  spoiler 
(satan),  , that  he  who  warreth  against  me,  may  not  exult 
over  me.    Then  shall  my  mouth  be  filled  with  laughter. 
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yet  will  he  see  him ;  his  evil  deeds  and  wickedness  will 
testify  against  him ;  this  is  his  pre-eminence,  if  he  confesses 
during  his  life.  While  his  soul,  &c.  Lo !  even  the  heavens 
are  not  pure  in  his  sight,  how  much  less  man,  who  is  pol- 
luted with  his  trespasses  and  iniquities?  Wherefore  should 
not  then  the  presumptuous  sinner  consider  this  in  his 
thoughts?  Is  not  the  day  of  his  calamity  before  his  face? 
While  his  soul,  &c.  His  gold  and  beloved  riches  cannot 
profit  him,  to  be  given  as  ransom  to  save  him  on  the  day  of 
wrath ;  but  if  he  hath  pursued  beneficence  and  righteousness 
while  he  existed,  they  shall  go  before  him,  and  the  glory  of 
his  Creator  will  accept  of  him.  While  his  soul,  &c.  It  is 
good  for  man  to  bear  the  yoke  of  the  law,  to  perform  its 
statutes  in  love,  reverence,  and  purity:  the  days  of  his  life 
will  then  pass  gently  in  the  paths  of  rectitude ;  it  will  pre- 
serve him  even  in  the  grave,  and  at  the  resurrection  it  will 
be  his  advocate  to  save  him.  While  his  soul,  &c.  O  Al- 
mighty I  lo !  we  are  in  thy  hand,  as  the  clay  is  in  the 
potter's :  may  it  be  thy  will  to  let  us  live,  and  not  to  destroy 
us  entirely ;  rectify  our  hearts  to  extol  and  praise  thee  in 
reverence ;  keep  us  alive,  and  we  will  for  ever  praise  thee 
with  hymns. 

While  his  soul  is  yet  in  him,  dost  thou  hope  for  the  repen- 
tance of  him  who  was  formed  from  the  earth,  that  thou 
mayest  keep  him  alive,  and  cause  his  latter  end  to  be  happy. 

Who  is  like  unto  thee,  O  merciful  Father!  who  in  mercy 
remembereth  his  creatures  to  life? 

Thou  art  also  faithful  to  revive  the  dead.  Blessed  art 
thou,  O  Lord !   who  reviveth  the  dead. 

O  look  on  the  daughter  (the  nation)  who  suflFers  death 
for  thy  sake,  who  adheres  to  thee  on  the  fast  of  the  tenth 
day;  and  though  thy  sheep  (Israel),  are  deserving  of  death, 
yet  justify  them,  that  they  may  not  be  enslaved  forever.  And 
when  the  accuser  (satan)  cometh  to  particularize  our  sins, 
and  discover  the  perverse  imaginations  of  our  heart,  permit 
him  not  to  enter  his  plea,  and  to  contend  with  the  genera- 
tions of  Jacob.  When  thou  didst  establish  thy  throne,  then 
didst  thou  impress  his  (Jacob's)  form  thereon.  O  save  his 
offspring  who  are  included  in  thy  name,  for  the  sake  of  thy 
name.  Remember  him  (Jacob)  who  dwelt  in  thy  tent,  who 
wrestled  with  the  fiery  angel ;  for  his  sake,  deliver  his  abuti 
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On  this  day  of  atonement,  which  hath  been  distinguished 
and  chosen  above  all  other  days,  O  have  mercy,  and  be  gra- 
cious to  those  who  know  how  to  celebrate  it,  and  cast  their 
adversaries  into  the  abyss  of  hell.  They  were  wisely  in- 
structed to  hasten  to  make  confession  in  prayer,  to  rouse 
those  who  sleep  in  the  dust,  and  to  make  mention  of  the 
merit  of  the  ancient  patriarch,  that  it  may  be  an  advocate 
for  them.  The  merit  of  him  (Abraham)  who  bound,  and 
he  (Isaac)  who  was  bound;  from  that  time  hath  been  ap- 
pointed the  hidden  time  of  their  redemption,  when  the 
stumbling-block  (satan),  will  be  terrified  and  chastised;  as 
he  assured  him  who  offered  the  ram  that  was  caught  in  the 
thicket,  w^hich  was  his  redemption ;  and  whose  merit  is  pre- 
served for  his  posterity ;  thus  shalt  thou  also  strengthen 
the  power  of  those  who  bend  the  knee  to  thee,  day  and 
night.  May  his  dread  terrify  our  enemies,  that  they  may 
be  dumb-founded ;  may  thine  anger  be  restrained  from  his 
offspring.  O  deliver  them  from  the  talebearing  syco- 
phants ;  and  though  we  are  not  possessed  of  good  works, 
nor  is  there  any  to  ofifer  sacrifice  for  us ;  yet  remember 
the  merit  of  the  lowly  and  humble,  and  remove  wrath  from 
their  posterity.  O  thou  most  High !  look  to  thy  faithful 
creatures,  and  regard  those  who  worship  thee ;  in  unani- 
mity they  approach  thy  presence ;  O  most  merciful !  re- 
member thy  servants ;  let  their  iniquity  be  sought  for,  but 
none  be  found ;  O  cast  it  into  the  depths  of  the  sea ;  an- 
swer the  darling  child ;  may  the  upright  advocate  be  gra- 
cious unto  him.  Deliver  those  who  extend  the  time  of 
prayer,  from  the  sharp  glittering  sword;  fulfill  the  request 
of  their  supplication.  O  thou  most  merciful  and  gracious 
King!  Redeem  the  ransomed  soul,  that  is  sunk  deep  in 
the  mire ;  and  with  thy  refreshing  dew  revive  those  who, 
with  affliction  and  humiliation,  wait  for  thee. 

While  his  soul  is  yet  in  him,  dost  thou  hope  for  the  re- 
pentance of  him  who  was  formed  from  the  earth,  that  thou 
mayest  keep  him  alive,  and  cause  his  later  end  to  be  happy. 

How  can  man  be  justified  in  the  presence  of  his  Maker? 
for  every  thing  is  revealed  before  him,  even  his  most  hid- 
den and  secret  actions :  yet,  with  this  may  his  iniquity  be 
expiated,  and  his  wound  healed,  if  he  repents  before  his 
light  is  quenched.  While  his  soul,  etc.  Yea,  darkness  can- 
not conceal  any  thing  from  him:  though  man  should  hide 
himself,  , 
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Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  our  God !  and  the  God  of  our 
ancestors,  the  God  of  Abraham,  the  God  of  Isaac,  and  the 
God  of  Jacob ;  the  great,  mighty,  and  tremendous  God,  the 
most  High  God !  who  bestoweth  gracious  favours,  possessor 
of  all  things ;  who  remembereth  the  piety  of  the  patriarchs, 
and  will  in  love  send  a  Redeemer  to  their  posterity,  for  the 
sake  of  his  name. 

According  to  the  institution  of  the  wise  and  intelligent, 
and  their  instructive  knowledge,  will  I  open  my  mouth  with 
prayer  and  supplications,  to  implore  and  entreat  the  pres- 
ence of  the  King,  who  is  replete  with  mercy,  pardoner  and 
forgiver  of  iniquities. 

The  nation  that  is  compared  to  the  rose  of  the  valley,  is 
very  anxious  to  keep  (this  day)  the  sabbath  of  rest  strict- 
ly ;  fathers  and  children  are  unanimous  in  keeping  the  fast. 
Now  that  her  stronghold  (the  temple)  is  destroyed,  she 
depends  on  the  consequence  of  her  pillars  (the  ancestors)  ; 
on  them  she  fastens  her  nails ;  on  those  who  are  buried  in 
the  cave,  Makpelah  she  leans  her  tenons.  She  depends  on 
the  actions  of  the  patriarchs,  on  the  perfection  of  those  for 
whom  the  world  was  created ;  grant  a  cure  to  those  who 
are  assembled  to  sanctify  the  fast,  and  cause  the  malevolent 
to  dwell  in  darkness.  The  offspring  of  the  four  matrons 
(Israel),  who  are  numbered  by  four  banners,  pray  unto 
thee  with  four  forms  of  prayer;  accept  them,  and  justify 
them.  O  view  the  merit  of  him  who  walked  perfectly 
(Abraham),  in  whose  flesh  circumcision  was  impressed; 
for  his  righteousness  sake,  cleanse  us  from  sin,  at  this 
time,  when  deficient  of  the  Tomim  and  Uurim.  In  ex- 
change of  the  offering  of  the  bull,  accept  the  words  of  the 
prayer  of  those  who  blow  the  Shofar  on  the  new  moon ; 
pardon  their  sins  on  this  day  of  atonement.  Assuage  thy 
fierce  wrath,  and  be  gracious  to  the  residue  of  thy  people ; 
and  let  thy  beauty  be  upon  us,  that  we  may  again  be  ani- 
mated by  the  fountain  of  life  that  is  with  thee.  O  thou 
most  Glorious !  forgiveness  is  with  thee ;  hasten  to  prepare 
pardon  for  us ;  prosper  the  words  of  our  lips,  hear  our  cry 
and  forgive  us. 

Remember  us  unto  life,  O  King!  who  delighteth  in  life: 
and  write  us  in  the  book  of  life,  for  thy  sake,  O  God  of 
life.  O  King!  thou  art  our  Supporter,  our  Saviour,  and 
our  Shield.  Blessed  art  thou.  O  Lord !  the  Shield  of  Abra- 
ham. 
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And  also  for  the  sins  for  which  we  owe  a  burnt  ofifering: 

And  for  the  sins  for  which  we  owe  a  sin  offering: 

And  for  the  sins  for  which  we  owe  an  offering,  varying  according 

to  our  means : 
And  for  the  sins  for  which  we  owe  an  offering,  whether  for  cer- 
tain or  for  doubtful  trespass. 
And  for  the  sins  for  which   we  are  liable  to  the  penalty  of  chas- 
tisement : 
And  for  the  sins  for  which  we  are  liable  to  the  penalty  of  forty 

stripes : 
And  for  the  sins   for  which  we  are  liable  to  the  penalty  of  death 

by  the  hand  of  heaven : 
And  for  the  sins  for  which  we  are  liable  to  the  penalty  of  excision 
,    and  childlessness : 

And  also  for  the  sins  for  which  we  are  liable  to  any  of  the 
four  death  penalties  inflicted  by  the  court, — stoning,  burning, 
beheading,  and  strangling;  for  the  violation  of  positive,  or 
for  the  violation  of  negative  precepts,  whether  these  latter  do 
or  do  not  admit  of  a  remedy  by  the  subsequent  fulfilment  of  a 
positive  command ;  for  all  our  sins,  whether  they  be  or  be  not 
manifest  to  us.  Such  sins  as  are  manifest  to  us,  we  have  already 
declared  and  confessed  unto  thee  while  such  as  are  not  manifest 
unto  us,  are  manifest  and  known  unto  thee,  according  to  the 
word  that  hath  been  spoken.  The  secret  things  belong  unto  the 
Lord  our  God;  but  the  things  that  are  revealed  belong  unto  us 
and  to  our  children  for  ever,  that  we  may  do  all  the  words  of 
this  Law. 

O  my  God,  before  I  was  formed  I  was  nothing  worth, 
and  now  that  I  have  been  formed  I  am  but  as  though  I  had 
not  been  formed.  Dust  am  I  in  my  life:  how  much  more  so 
in  my  death.  Behold  I  am  before  thee  like  a  vessel  filled 
with  shame  and  confusion.  O  may  it  be  thy  will,  O  Lord 
my  God  and  God  of  my  fathers,  that  I  may  sin  no  more, 
and  as  to  the  sins  I  have  committed,  purge  them  away  in 
thine  abounding  compassion  though  not  by  means  of  afflic- 
tion and  sore  diseases. 

O  my  God !  guard  my  tongue  from  evil  and  my  lips 
from  speaking  guile,  and  to  such  as  curse  me  let  my  soul 
be  dumb,  yea,  let  my  soul  be  unto  all  as  the  dust.  Open 
my  heart  to  Thy  Law,  and  let  my  soul  pursue  Thy  com- 
mandments. If  any  design  evil  against  me,  speedily  make 
their  counsel  of  none  effect,  and  frustrate  their  designs. 
Do  it  for  the  sake  of  Thy  name,  do  it  for  the  sake  of  Thy 
right  hand,  do  it  for  the  sake  of  Thy  holiness,  do  it  for  the 
sake  of  Thy  Law.  In  order  that  Thy  beloved  ones  may 
be  delivered,  O  save  with  Thy  right  hand,  and  answer  me. 
Let  the  words  of  my  mouth  and  the  meditation  of  my  heart 
be  acceptable  before  Thee,  O  Lord,  my  Rock  and  my  Re- 
deemer.

Bless 
us,  O  our  father,  e-'en  all  of  us  together,  with  the  light 
of  Thy  countenance  for  by  the  light  of  Thy  countenance 
Thou  hast  given  us  O  Lord  our  God,  the  Law  of  life, 
lovingkindness  and  righteousness,  blessing,  mercy,  life  and 
peace,  and  may  it  be  good  in  Thy  sight  to  bless  Thy  people 
Israel  at  all  times  and  ^n  every  hour  with  Thy  peace. 
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[They  that  keep  the  Sabbath  and  call  it  a  delight  shall  re- 
joice in  thy  kingdom ;  the  people  that  hallow  the  seventh 
day,  even  all  of  them  shall  be  satiated  and  delighted  with  thy 
goodness,  seeing  that  thou  didst  find  pleasure  in  the  seventh 
day  and  didst  hallow  it ;  thou  didst  call  it  the  desirable  of 
days,  in  remembrance  of  the  creation.] 

Our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers,  pardon  our  iniquities 
[on  this  Sabbath  day,  and]  on  this  Day  of  Atonement;  blot 
out  our  transgressions  and  our  sins,  and  make  them  pass 
away  from  before  thine  eyes ;  as  it  is  said,  I,  even  I,  am  he 
that  blotteth  out  thy  transgressions  for  mine  own  sake ;  and 
I  will  not  remember  thy  sins.  And  it  is  said,  I  have  blotted 
out,  as  a  cloud,  thy  transgressions,  and,  as  a  mist,  thy  sins : 
return  unto  me,  for  I  have  redeemed  thee.  And  it  is  said. 
For  on  this  day  shall  atonement  be  made  for  you,  to  cleanse 
you ;  from  all  your  sins  shall  ye  be  clean  before  the  Lord. 
[Our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers,  accept  our  rest.]  Sanctify 
us  by  thy  commandments,  and  grant  our  portion  in  thy 
Law ;  satisfy  us  with  thy  goodness,  and  gladden  us  with  thy 
salvation ;  [and  let  us  inherit,  O  Lord  our  God,  in  love  and 
favour,  thy  holy  Sabbath ;  and  may  Israel,  who  hallow  thy 
name,  rejoice  thereon]  ;  and  purify  our  hearts  to  serve  thee 
in  truth;  for  thou  art  the  forgiver  of  Israel  and  the  par- 
doner of  the  tribes  of  Jeshurun  in  every  generation  and  be- 
side thee  we  have  no  king  who  pardoneth  and  forgiveth. 
Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  thou  King  who  pardonest  and  for- 
givest  our  iniquities  and  the  iniquities  of  thy  people,  the 
house  of  Israel,  who  makest  our  trepasses  to  pass  away 
year  by  year.  King  over  all  the  earth,  who  sanctifiest  [the 
Sabbath  and]  Israel  and  the  day  of  Atonement. 

Accept,  O  Lord  our  God,  Thy  people  Israel  and  their 
prayer;  restore  the  service  to  the  oracle  of  Thy  house;  re- 
ceive in  love  and  favor  both  the  fire-offerings  of  Israel  and 
their  prayer;  and  may  the  service  of  Thy  people  Israel  be 
ever  acceptable  unto  Thee. 
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sanctuary,  and  mayest  speedily  rebuild  it  and  magnify  it» 
glory.  Our  Father,  our  King,  do  thou  speedily  make  the 
glory  of  thy  kingdom  manifest  upon  us ;  shine  forth  and 
exalt  thyself  upon  us  in  the  sight  of  all  living;  bring  our 
scattered  ones  among  the  nations  near  unto  thee,  and  gather 
our  dispersed  from  the  ends  of  the  earth.  Lead  us  with 
exultation  unto  Zion  thy  city,  and  Jerusalem  the  place  of 
thy  sanctuary  with  everlasting  joy;  and  there  we  will  pre- 
pare before  thee  the  offerings  that  are  obligatory  for  us, 
the  continual  offerings  according  to  their  order,  and  the 
additional  offerings  according  to  their  enactment ;  and  the 
additional  offerings  of  [this  Sabbath  day  and]  this  day  of 
Atonement  we  will  prepare  and  offer  unto  thee  in  love  ac- 
cording to  the  precept  of  thy  will,  as  thou  hast  prescribed 
for  us  in  thy  Law  through  the  hand  of  Moses  thy  servant, 
by  the  mouth  of  thy  glory,  as  it  is  said : — 

[And  on  the  Sabbath  day  two  he-lambs  of  the  first  year 
without  blemish,  and  two  tenth  parts  of  an  ephah  of  fine 
flour  for  a  meal  offering,  mingled  with  oil,  and  the  drink 
offering  thereof,  this  is  the  burnt  offering  of  every  Sabbath, 
beside  the  continual  burnt  offering  and  the  drink  offering 
thereof.] 

And  on  the  tenth  day  of  this  seventh  month  there  shall 
be  an  holy  convocation  unto  you ;  and  ye  shall  afflict  your 
souls,  ye  shall  do  no  manner  of  work.  And  ye  shall  offer  a 
burnt  offering  unto  the  Lord  for  a  sweet  savour ;  one  young 
bullock,  one  ram,  seven  he-lambs  of  the  first  year;  they 
shall  be  unto  you  without  blemish.  And  their  meal  offering 
and  their  drink  offerings  as  hath  been  ordained ;  three  tenth 
parts  of  an  ephah  for  each  bullock,  and  two  tenth  parts  for 
the  ram,  and  one  tenth  part  for  each  lamb,  with  wine  ac- 
cording to  the  drink  offering  thereof,  and  two  he-goats 
wherewith  to  make  atonement,  and  the  two  continual  offer- 
ings according  to  their  enactment. 
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in  Jerusalem,  thy  holy  city,  as  it  is  written  in  thy  Holy 
Words,  The  Lord  shall  reign  forever,  thy  God,  O  Zion, 
unto  all  generations.     Praise  ye  the  Lord. 

Holy  art  thou,  and  dreaded  is  thy  name,  and  there  is  no 
God  beside  thee,  as  it  is  written.  And  the  Lord  of  hosts 
is  exalted  in  judgment,  and  the  holy  God  is  sanctified  in 
righteousness.    Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  the  holy  King. 

Thou  hast  chosen  us  from  all  peoples ;  thou  hast  loved  us 
and  taken  pleasure  in  us,  and  hast  exalted  us  above  all 
tongues ;  thou  hast  sanctified  us  by  thy  commandments,  and 
brought  us  near  unto  thy  service,  O  our  King,  and  hast 
called  us  by  thy  great  and  holy  name. 

And  thou  hast  given  us  in  love,  O  Lord  our  God,  [this 
Sabbath  day  for  holiness  and  rest,  and]  this  day  of  Atone- 
ment for  pardon,  forgiveness,  and  atonement,  that  we  may 
[in  love]  obtain  pardon  thereon  for  all  our  iniquities;  and 
holy  convocation,  as  a  memorial  of  the  departure  from 
Egypt. 

But  on  account  of  our  sins  we  were  exiled  from  our  land, 
and  removed  far  from  our  country  and  we  are  unable  to 
fulfill  our  obligations  in  thy  chosen  house,  that  great  and 
holy  temple  which  was  called  by  thy  name  because  of  the 
hand  that  hath  been  stretched  out  against  thy  sanctuary. 

May  it  be  thy  will,  O  Lord  our  God  and  God  of  our 
fathers,  merciful  King,  that  thou  mayest  again  in  thine 
abundant  compassion  have  mercy  upon  us  and  upon  thy 
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that  sleep  in  the  dust.  Who  is  Hke  unto  thee,  O  Lord! 
rrlost  mighty?  or  who  may  be  compared  with  thee?  the 
King  who  killeth,  and  again  restoreth  Hfe,  and  causeth 
salvation  to  flourish. 

Who  is  like  unto  thee,  O  merciful  Father !  who  in  mercy 
remembereth  thy  creatures  to  life. 

Thou  art  also  faithful  to  revive  the  dead.  Blessed  art 
thou,  O  Lord,  who  reviveth  the  dead. 

Thou  art  holy,  and  Thy  name  is  holy,  and  holy  beings 
praise  Thee  daily.     (Selah.) 

Now,  therefore,  O  Lord  our  God,  impose  thine  awe 
upon  all  Thy  works,  and  Thy  dread  upon  all  that  Thou 
hast  created,  that  all  works  may  fear  Thee  and  all  creatures 
prostrate  themselves  before  Thee,  that  they  may  all  form 
a  single  band  to  do  Thy  will  with  a  perfect  heart,  even 
as  we  know,  O  Lord  our  God,  that  dominion  is  Thine, 
strength  is  in  Thy  hand,  and  might  in  Thy  right  hand, 
and  that  Thy  name  is  to  be  feared  above  all  that  Thou 
hast  created. 

Give  then  glory,  O  Lord,  unto  thy  people,  praise  to  them 
that  fear  thee,  hope  to  them  that  seek  thee,  and  free  speech 
to  them  that  wait  for  thee,  joy  to  thy  land,  gladness  to  thy 
city,  a  flourishing  horn  unto  David  thy  servant,  and  a  clear, 
shining  light  unto  the  son  of  Jesse,  thine  anointed,  speedily 
in  our  days. 

Then  shall  the  just  also  see  and  be  glad,  and  the  upright 
shall  exult,  and  the  pious  triumphantly  rejoice,  while  in- 
iquity shall  close  her  mouth,  and  all  wickedness  shall  be 
wholly  consumed  by  smoke,  when  thou  makest  the  domin- 
ion of  arrogance  to  pass  away  from  the  earth. 

And  thou,  O  Lord,  shalt  reign,  thou  alone  over  all  thy 
vorks  on  Mount  Zion,  the  dwelling  place  of  thy  glory,  and 
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Magfnified  and  sanctified  be  His  great  name  in  the 
world  which  He  hath  created  according  to  His  will.  May 
He  establish  His  kingdom  during  your  life  and  during 
your  days,  and  during  the  life  of  all  the  house  of  Israel, 
even  speedily  and  at  a  near  time,  and  say  ye,  Amen. 

Congregation: 

Let  His  great  name  be  blessed  for  ever  and  to  all 
eternity. 

Minister: 

Blessed,  praised  and  glorified,  exalted,  extolled  and  hon- 
ored, magnified  and  lauded  be  the  name  of  the  Holy  One, 
blessed  be  He;  though  He  be  high  above  all  the  blessings 
and  hymns,  praises  and  consolations,  which  are  uttered  in 
the  world;  and  say  ye,  Amen. 
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O  Lord !  open  thou  my  lips,  and  my  mouth  shall  declare 
thy  praise. 

Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord!  our  God  and  the  God  of  our

Thou,  O  Lord !  art  for  ever  powerful ;  thou  restorest  life 
to  the  dead,  and  art  mighty  to  save. 

Sustaining  by  thy  benevolence  the  living,  and  by  thine 
abundant  mercies  animating  the  dead ;  supporting  those 
that  fall,  healing  the  sick,  setting  at  liberty  those  that  are 
in  bonds :  and  performeth  thy  faithful  words  unto  those 
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Prayer  said  by  the  Reader  before  commencing  the  service. 

0  behold  me,  destitute  of  good  worlcs,  trembling  and  terri- 
fied, in  dread  of  thee,  who  inhabitest  the  praises  of  Israel, 
standing  in  tliy  presence  to  suplicate  tnee,  for  thy  people  Israel, 
who  have  deputed  me:  although  1  am  not  properly  qualified  fur 
it,  yet  do  I  beseech  thee,  0  God  of  Abraham,  Isaac,  and  Jaccb, 
0  Lord,  mercilul  and  gracious.  Almighty  and  tremendous  God, 
prosper  my  attempt,  in  thus  standing  in  thy  prsence,  to  seek 
mercy  for  myself,  and  for  those  who  have  sent  me.  Do  not  ac- 
count them  guilty  for  my  sin,  nor  condemn  them  for  mine  in- 
iquities, for  I  am  a  sinner  and  transgressor.  0  suffer  them  not 
to  be  confounded  for  my  transgressions,  nor  be  ashamed  ot  me, 
nor  may  I  be  ashamed  of  them.  Accept  my  prayer  as  the  praye^ 
of  a  grave,  venerable,  and  righteous  person,  whose  voice  is 
sweet,  and  acceptable  to  manliind.  Rebulie  Satan  that  he  may 
not  accuse  us:  and  may  our  assembling  be  acceptable  to  thee 
and  in  love  cover  all  our  transgressions;  and  turn  all  our  fas- 
ting and  afflictions,  for  us  and  for  all  Israel,  to  joy  and  glad- 
ness, life  and  peace,  that  they  may  love  truth  and  peace ; 
and  there  may  be  no  manner  of  impediment  in  my  prayer. 

0  may  it  be  acceptable  in  thy  presence,  0  Lord,  the  God 
of  Abraham,  Isaac,  and  Jacob;  the  most  high  God,  known  by 
the  appellation  of  "I  am  that  I  am",  that  all  the  angels  who 
are  appointed  over  prayer,  may  convey  my  prayer  before  the 
throne  of  thy  glory,  and  exhibit  it  in  thy  presence,  for  the 
sake  of  al  those  who  were  righteous,  pi  us,  perfect,  and  up- 
right; and  for  the  sake  of  thy  glorious,  and  tremendous 
name ;  for  th  u  hearest  the  prayer  of  thy  people  Israel  in 
mercy.  Blessed  art  thou,  0  Lord,   who  hearest  prayer. 

0  Thou  who  art  the  Almighty  God,  the  faithful  and  n-ost 
high  King,  accept  my  prayer  which  I  offer  with  my  whole  heart 
favourably,  0  thou  who  art  the  only  living  God,  who  art  the 
true  and  just  Judge,  merciful  and  gracious.  0  have  mercy  up  n 
me,  and  hear  my  prayer,  which  I  offer  this  day  for  myself  and 
for  my  household,  and  for  my  congregation,  who  are  in  concord 
with  me,  in  prayer,  and  include  my  prayer  among  the  perfect 
and  pure  prayers  offered  by  Israel;  and  suffer  not  those  who 
have  deputed  me,  to  be  put  to  shame  through  me,  nor  I 
through  them.  May  the  words  of  my  mouth  and  the  medita- 
tion of  my  heart  be  acceptable  in  tiiy  presence. 
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Oh  Festivals  occuring  on  Saturday,  say:

The  voice  of  the  Lord 
is  upon  the  waters :  the  God  of  glory  thundereth,  even  the 
Lord  upon  the  great  waters.  The  voice  of  the  Lord  is 
powerful;  the  voice  of  the  Lord  is  full  of  majesty.  The 
voice  of  the  Lord  breaketh  the  cedars ;  yea,  the  Lord  break- 
eth  in  pieces  the  cedars  of  Lebanon.  He  maketh  them  also 
to  skip  like  a  calf ;  Lebanon  and  Sirion  like  a  young  wild- 
ox.  The  voice  of  the  Lord  cleaveth  flames  of  fire ;  the 
voice  of  the  Lord  maketh  the  wilderness  to  tremble ;  the 
Lord  maketh  tremble  the  wilderness  of  Kadesh.  The  voice 
of  the  Lord  maketh  the  hinds  to  travail,  and  strippeth  the 
forests  bare :  and  in  his  temple  everything  saith,  Glory.  The 
Lord  sat  as  king  at  the  flood ;  yea,  the  Lord  sitteth  as  king 
for  ever.  The  Lord  will  give  strength  unto  his  people ; 
the  Lord  will  bless  his  people  with  peace. 

While  the  Scroll  of  the  Latv  is  being  placed  in  the  Ark,  the 
following  is  said : 

And  when  it  rested,  he ,  said,  Return,  O  Lord,  unto  the 
ten  thousands  of  th&  thousands*  of  Israel.  Arise,  D  Lord, 
unto  Thy  resting  place ;  Thou,  and  the  ark  of  Thy  strength 
Let  Thy  priests  be  clothed  with  righteousness;  and  let  Thy 
loving  ones  shout  for  joy.  For  the  sake  of  David  Thy 
servant,  turn  not  away  the  face  of  Thine  anointed.  For  I 
give  you  good  doctrine ;  forsake  ye  not  my  Law.  It  is  a 
tree  of  life  to  them  that  grasp  it,  and  of  them  that  uphold 
it  every  one  is  rendered  happy.  Its  ways  are  ways  of 
pleasantness,  and  all  its  paths  are  peace.  Turn  Thou  us 
unto  Thee,  O  Lord,  and  we  shall  return:  renew  our  days 
as  of  old. 
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My  mouth  shall  speak  of  the  praise  of  the  Lord ;  and  Jet 
all  flesh  bless  His  holy  name  for  ever  and  ever. 
But  we  will  bless  the  Lord  from  this  time   forth  and 
for  evermore.    Hallelujah.

Lift  up  your  heads,  O  ye  gates;  and  be 
lifted  up,  ye  everlasting  doors,  that  the  King  of  glory  ma} 
come  in.  Who,  then,  is  the  King  of  glory?  The  Lore 
strong  and  mighty,  the  Lord  mighty  in  battle.  Lift  up  youi 
heads,  O  ye  gates;  yea,  lift  them  up,  ye  everlasting  doors 
that  the  King  of  glory  may  come  in.  Who,  then,  is  the 
King  of  glory?  The  Lord  of  hosts,  he  is  the  King  o' 
glory.     (Selah.) 
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Happy  are  they  that  dwell  in  Thy  house:  they  will  be 
ever  praising  Thee.  (Selah.)  Happy  is  the  people,  that 
is  in  such  a  case:  happy  is  the  people  whose  God  is  the 
L.ord. 

1  will  extol  Thee,  my  God,  O  King;  and  I  will  bless 
Thy  name  for  ever  and  ever.  Every  day  will  I  bless  Thee ; 
and  I  will  praise  Thy  name  for  ever  and  ever.  Great  is 
the  Lord,  and  exceedingly  to  be  praised:  and  His  great- 
ness is  unsearchable.  One  generation  shall  laud  Thy 
works  to  another,  and  shall  declare  Thy  mighty  acts.  On 
the  majestic  glory  of  Thy  splendour,  and  on  Thy  marvel- 
lous deeds,  will  I  meditate.  And  men  shall  speak  of  the 
might  of  Thy  awful  acts;  and  I  will  recount  Thy  great- 
ness. They  shall  pour  forth  the  fame  of  Thy  great  good- 
ness, and  shall  exult  in  Thy  righteousness.  The  Lord  is 
gracious  and  merciful;  slow  to  anger  and  of  great  loving- 
kindness.  The  Lord  is  good  to  all ;  and  His  tender  mer- 
cies are  over  all  His  works.  All  Thy  works  shall  give 
thanks  unto  Thee,  O  Lord ;  and  Thy  loving  ones  shall 
bless  Thee.

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May  the  Father  of  mercies,  who  dwelleth  on  high  in  his 
mighty  compassion,   remember  those   loving,   upright   and 
blameless   ones,   the   holy   congregations,   who   laid   down 
their  lives  for  the  sanctification  of  the  divine  name,  who 
were  lovely  and  pleasant  in  their  lives,  and  in  their  death 
were  not  divided ;  swifter  than  eagles,  stronger  than  lions 
to  do  the  will  of  their  Master  and  the  desire  of  their  Rock. 
May  our  God  remember  them   for  good  with  the  othei 
righteous  of  the  world,  and  avenge  the  blood  of  his  ser- 
vants which  hath  been  shed ;  as  it  is  written  in  the  Law 
of  Moses,  the  man  of  God,  Rejoice,  O  ye  nations,  with  his 
people,  for  he  will  avenge  the  blood  of  his  servants,  and 
will  render  vengeance  to  his  adversaries,  and  will  make 
atonement  for  his  land  and  for  his  people.

He  judgeth  among 
the  nations ;  the  land  is  full  of  corpses :  he  smiteth  the  head 
over  a  wide  land.     He  drinketh  of  the  brook  in  the  way; 
therefore  shall  he  lift  up  the  head 
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of  thy  wings  forever,  and  bind  up  his  soul  in  the  bond  of 
life;  may  the  Lord  be  his  inheritance,  and  may  he  repose 
in  his  resting-place  in  peace,  and  let  us  say,  Amen.

May  the 
Lord  of  heaven  be  our  help  at  all  times  and  seasons ;  and 
let  us  say,  Amen 
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seest  the  naked  that  thou  clothe  him ;  and  that  thou  hide  not 
thyself  from  thine  own  flesh.  Then  shall  thy  light  break 
forth  like  the  morning,  and  thy  health  shall  spring  forth 
speedily;  thy  righteousness  shall  go  before  thee,  and  the 
glory  of  the  Lord  will  receive  thee.  Then  shalt  thou  call, 
and  the  Lord  will  answer ;  thou  shalt  cry,  and  he  will  say, 
Lo!  I  am  here.  If  thou  remove  from  the  midst  of  thee 
every  oppression ;  the  threatening  finger,  and  the  injurious 
speech — If  thou  pour  out  thy  soul  to  the  hungry,  and  satiS' 
fy  the  afflicted  soul,  then  shall  thy  light  rise  in  obscurity, 
and  thy  darkness  shall  be  as  the  noon-day.

thee  on  the  inheritance  of  Jacob,  thy  father ;  for  the  oiouth 
of  the  Lord  hath  spoken  it. 

Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  our  God!  King  of  the  uni- 
verse! Former  of  all  the  worlds,  who  is  righteous  in  all 
generi*.i«,  ^,\  the  faithful  God  who  promiseth  and  perform- 
eth  :  speaketh  ''an J  «...  -  jinli'sheth  :  for  all  his  words  are 
true  and  just.  Faithful  art  thou,  O  Lord  our  God!  and 
thy  words  are  faithful :  for  not  one  of  thy  words  shall  re- 
turn  back  without  being  fulfilled ;  for  thou,  O  God,  art  a 
faithful  and  merciful  King.  Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  the 
God,  who  is  faithful  in  all  his  words. 

O  have  compassion  upon  Zion,  for  it  is  the  dwelling  of 
our  life;  and  speedily  in  our  days,  save  the  afflicted  soul. 
Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord!  who  wilt  cause  Zion  to  rejoice 
with  her  children. 
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Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  our  God !  King  of  the  universe, 
who  hath  chosen  good  prophets ;  and  dehghted  in  their 
words,  which  were  dehvered  in  truth.  Blessed  art  thou, 
O  Lord,  who  hath  chosen  the  law,  his  servant  Moses,  his 
people  Israel,  and  the  true  and  righteous  prophets. 

And  he  (the  prophet)  shall  say,  Make  a  path,  make  a 
path,  clear  the  way!  remove  all  obstructions  from  the  road 
of  my  people !  For  thus  saith  the  High  and  lofty  One,  who 
inhabiteth  eternity,  and  whose  name  is  Holy,  Yon  high  and 
holy  place  I  inhabit ;  and  I  am  also  with  the  contrite  and 
humble  of  spirit :  to  revive  the  spirit  of  the  humble,  and  to 
give  life  to  the  heart  of  the  contrite.  For  I  will  not  always 
contend,  neither  will  I  be  wroth  forever ;  when  the  spirit, 
and  the  souls  which  I  have  made,  shall  be  overwhelmed 
from  before  me.  Because  of  the  iniquity  of  his  covetous- 
ness,  and  because  he  departed,  and  went  on  forwardedly, 
in  the  way  of  his  own  heart,  I  was  wroth,  and  smote  him, 
hiding  my  face  in  mine  anger.  I  have  seen  his  ways ;  yet  I 
will  heal  him,  and  will  guide  him,  and  I  will  restore  com- 
forts to  him  and  to  his  mourners.  There  is  no  peace,  saith 
my  God  to  the  wicked.  Proclaim  aloud,  Spare  not ;  like  the 
sound  of  a  trumpet,  lift  up  thy  voice ;  and  declare  unto 
my  people  their  transgressions,  and  to  the  house  of  Jacob 
their  sins.  Yet  daily  they  seek  me,  and  desire  to  know  my 
ways,  as  a  nation  that  hath  done  righteousness,  and  hath  not 
forsaken  the  ordinance  of  God ;  they  continually  enquire  of 
me  concerning  the  ordinances  of  righteousness ;  they  take 
delight  to  draw  unto  God.  Wherefore  have  we  fasted,  and 
thou  seest  not?  Have  we  afflicted  our  souls,  and  thou  dost 
not  regard?  Behold,  in  the  day  of  your  fasting,  ye  enjoy 
pleasure,  and  all  demands  ye  exact  rigorously.  Behold,  ye 
fast  for  strife  and  contention,  and  to  smite  with  the  fist  of 
wickedness ;  but  ye  fast  not  as  this  day,  to  cause  your  voice 
to  be  heard  on  high.  Is  such,  then,  the  fast  which  I  have 
chosen,  that  a  man  should  afflict  his  soul  for  a  day?  Is  it, 
that  he  should  bow  down  his  head  like  a  bull-rush,  and 
spread  sackcloth  and  ashes  for  his  couch?  Shall  this  be 
called  a  fast,  and  a  day  acceptable  to  the  Lord  ?  Verily,  this 
fast  I  choose,  to  dissolve  the  bands  of  wickedness,  to 
loosen  the  oppressive  burthens,  and  to  let  the  oppressed 
(slaves)  go  free;  and  that  ye  should  break  asunder  every 
yoke.  To  distribute  thy  bread  to  the  hungry,  and  to  bring 
the  mise.»"able  poor  afflicted  into   thy  house.     When  thou 
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And  he  that  burneth  them  shall  wash  his  clothes,  and 
bathe  his  flesh  in  water,  and  afterwards  he  shall  come  into 
the  camp.  And  this  shall  be  a  statute  for  ever  unto  you ; 
that  in  the  seventh  month,  on  the  tenth  day  of  the  month, 
ye  shall  afflict  your  souls,  and  do  no  work  at  all,  whether 
it  be  one  of  your  own  country,  or  a  stranger,  that  sojoum- 
eth  among  you.  For  on  that  day  shall  the  priest  make  an 
atonement  for  you,  to  cleanse  you,  that  ye  may  be  clean 
from  all  your  sins  before  the  Lord. 

It  shall  be  a  sabbath  of  rest  unto  you,  and  ye  shall  af- 
flict your  souls  by  a  statute  forever.  And  the  priest  whom 
they  shall  anoint,  and  whom  they  shall  consecrate  to  min- 
ister in  the  priest's  office,  in  his  father's  stead,  shall  make 
the  atonement,  and  shall  put  on  the  linen  clothes,  even  the 
holy  garments.  And  he  shall  make  an  atonement  for  the 
holy  sanctuary,  and  he  shall  make  an  atonement  for  the 
tabernacle  of  the  congregation,  and  for  the  altar;  and  he 
shall  make  an  atonement  for  the  priests,  and  for  all  the 
people  of  the  congregation.  And  this  shall  be  an  everlast- 
ing statute  unto  you,  to  make  an  atonement  for  the  chil- 
dren of  Israel,  for  all  their  sins,  once  a  year.  And  he  did 
as  the  Lord  commanded  Moses. 

And  on  the  tenth  day  of  the  seventh  month,  ye  shall 
have  an  holy  convocation ;  and  ye  shall  afflict  your  souls ; 
ye  shall  not  do  any  work  therein.  But  ye  shall  oflFer  a 
burnt-offering  unto  the  Lord  for  a  sweet  savour,  one  young 
bull,  one  ram,  and  seven  lambs  of  the  first  year,  they  shall 
be  to  you  without  blemish.  And  their  meat-offering  shall 
be  of  fine  flour,  mingled  with  oil,  three  tenth-deals  to  a 
bull,  and  two  tenth-deals  to  one  ram ;  a  several  tenth-deal 
for  one  lamb,  throughout  the  seven  lambs ;  one  kid  of  the 
goats  for  a  sin-offering,  beside  the  sin-offering  of  atone- 
ment, and  the  continual  burnt-offering,  and  the  meat-of- 
fering of  it,  and  their  drink-offerings. 

And  this  is  the  law  which  Moses  set  before  the  children 
of  Israel,  by  the  command  of  the  Lord,  by  the  hand  of 
Moses.  It  is  a  tree  of  life  to  those  that  lay  hold  on  it :  and 
the  supporters  thereof  are  happy.  Its  ways  are  ways  of 
pleasantness,  and  all  its  paths  are  peace.  Length  of  days 
is  on  its  right,  and  on  its  left  are  riches  and  honour.  The 
word  was  pleased  for  his  righteousness  sake,  to  magnify 
the  law  and  adorn  it. 
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as  he  did  with  the  blood  of  the  bull,  and  sprinkle  it  upon 
the  mercy-seat,  and  before  the  mercy-seat.  And  he  shall 
make  an  atonement  for  the  holy  place,  because  of  the  un- 
cleanness  of  the  children  of  Israel,  and  because  of  their 
transgressions  in  all  their  sins;  and  so  shall  he  do  for  the 
tabernacle  of  the  congregation  that  remaineth  among  them, 
in  the  midst  of  their  uncleanness.  And  there  shall  be  no 
man  in  the  tabernacle  of  the  congregation,  when  he  goeth 
in  to  make  an  atonement  in  the  holy  place,  until  he  come 
out,  and  have  made  an  atonement  for  himself,  and  for  his 
household,  and  for  all  the  congregation  of  Israel. 

And  he  shall  go  out  unto  the  altar,  that  is  before  the 
Lord,  and  make  an  atonement  for  it ;  and  shall  take  of  the 
blood  of  the  bull,  and  of  the  blood  of  the  goat,  and  put  it, 
upon  the  horns  of  the  altar  round  about.  And  he  shall 
sprinkle  of  the  blood  upon  it  with  his  finger  seven  times, 
and  cleanse  it,  and  hallow  it  from  the  uncleanness  of  the 
children  of  Israel.  And  when  he  hath  made  an  end  of 
reconciling  the  holy  place,  and  the  tabernacle  of  the  con- 
gregation, and  the  altar,  he  shall  bring  the  live  goat;  and 
Aaron  shall  lay  both  his  hands  upon  the  head  of  the  live 
goat,  and  confess  over  him  all  the  iniquities  of  the  children 
of  Israel,  and  all  their  transgressions  in  all  their  sins, 
putting  them  upon  the  head  of  the  goat,  and  shall  send  him 
away  by  the  hand  of  a  fit  man  in  the  wilderness. 

And  the  goat  shall  bear  upon  him  all  their  iniquities, 
unto  a  land  not  inhabited ;  and  he  shall  let  go  the  goat  in 
the  wilderness.  And  Aaron  shall  come  into  the  tabernacle 
of  the  congregation,  and  shall  put  off  the  linen  garments, 
which  he  put  on  when  he  went  into  the  holy  place,  and  shall 
leave  them  there.  And  he  shall  wash  his  flesh  with  water  in 
the  holy  place,  and  put  on  his  garments,  and  come  forth 
and  offer  his  burnt-offering,  and  the  burnt-offering  of  the 
people,  and  make  an  atonement  for  himself,  and  for  the 
people. 

And  the  fat  of  the  sin-offering  shall  he  burn  upon  the 
altar.  And  he  that  let  go  the  goat  for  the  scape-goat,  shall 
wash  his  clothes,  and  ^the  his  flesh  in  water,  and  after- 
wards shall  he  come  into  the  camp.  And  the  bull  for  the 
sin-offering,  and  the  goat  for  the  sin-offering,  whose  blood 
was  brought  in  to  make  an  atonement  in  the  holy  place, 
shall  one  carry  forth  without  the  camp;  and  they  shall 
burn  in  the  fire  their  skins,  and  their  flesh,  and  their  dung. 
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And  the  Lord  spake  unto  Moses,  after  the  death  of  the 
two  sons  of  Aaron,  when  they  oflfered  before  the  Lord,  and 
died ;  and  the  Lord  said  unto  Moses,  speak  unto  Aaron, 
thy  brother,  that  he  come  not  at  all  times  into  the  holy 
place  within  the  veil,  before  the  mercy  seat,  which  is  upon 
the  ark,  that  he  die  not,  for  I  will  appear  in  the  cloud 
upon  the  mercy-seat.  Thus  shall  Aaron  come  into  the  holy 
place  with  a  young  bull  for  a  sin-offering,  and  a  ram  for 
a  burnt-offering. 

He  shall  put  on  the  holy  linen  coat,  and  he  shall  have 
the  linen  breeches  upon  his  flesh,  and  shall  be  girded  with 
the  linen  girdle  and  with  the  linen  mitre  shall  he  be  at- 
tired ;  these  are  holy  garments :  therefore  shall  he  wash  his 
flesh  in  water,  and  so  put  them  on.  And  he  shall  take  of 
the  congregation  of  the  children  of  Israel,  two  kids  of 
the  goats  for  a  sin-offering,  and  one  ram  for  a  burnt  offer- 
ing. Aaron  shall  offer  his  bull  of  the  sin-offering,  which  is 
for  himself,  and  make  an  atonement  for  himself,  and  for 
his  house. 

And  he  shall  take  the  two  goats,  and  present  them  before 
the  Lord,  at  the  door  of  the  tabernacle  of  the  congregation. 
And  Aaron  shall  cast  lots  upon  the  two  goats ;  one  lot  for 
the  Lord,  and  the  other  lot  for  the  Asosel.  And  Aaron 
shall  bring  the  gt)at  upon  which  the  Lord's  lot  fell,  and 
offer  him  for  a  sin-offering ;  but  the  goat  on  which  the  lot 
fell,  to  be  the  scape-goat,  shall  be  presented  alive  before 
the  Lord,  to  make  atonement  with  him,  and  to  let  him 
go  for  a  scape-goat  into  the  wilderness.  And  Aaron  shall 
bring  the  bull  of  the  sin-offering,  which  is  for  himself,  and 
shall  make  an  atonement  for  himself,  and  for  his  house; 
and  shall  kill  the  bull  of  the  sin-offering,  which  is  for 
himself. 

And  he  shall  take  a  censer  full  of  burning  coals  of  fire, 
from  off  the  altar  before  the  Lord,  and  his  hands  full  of 
sweet  incense  beaten  fine,  and  bring  it  within  the  veil. 
And  he  shall  put  the  incense  upon  the  fire  before  the  Lord, 
that  the  cloud  of  the  incense  may  cover  the  mercy-seat  that 
is  upon  the  testimony,  that  he  die  not.  And  he  shall  take 
of  the  blood  of  the  bull,  and  sprinkle  it  with  his  finger  upon 
the  mercy-seat,  eastward:  and  before  the  mercy-seat  shall 
ke  sprinkle  of  the  blood  with  his  finger  seven  times.  Then 
shall  he  kill  the  goat  of  the  sin-offering  that  is  for  the  people 
and  bring  his  blood  within  the  veil,  and  do  with  that  blood. 
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Magnified  and  hallowed,  praised  and  glorified,  exalted 
and  extolled  above  all  be  the  name  of  the  Supreme  King  of 
Kings,  the  Holy  One,  blessed  be  he,  in  worlds  which  he  hath 
created, — this  world  and  the  world  to  come, — in  accord- 
ance with  his  desire,  and  with  the  desire  of  them  that 
fear  him,  and  of  all  the  house  of  Israel :  the  Rock  ever- 
lasting, the  Lord  of  all  creatures,  the  God  of  all  souls ;  who 
dwelleth  in  the  wide-extended  heights,  who  inhabiteth  the 
heaven  of  heavens,  of  old ;  whose  holiness  is  above  the 
Chayoth  and  above  the  throne  of  glory.  Now,  therefore, 
thy  name,  O  Lord  our  God,  shall  be  hallowed  amongst  us 
in  the  sight  of  all  living.  Let  us  sing  a  new  song  before 
him,  as  it  is  written.  Sing  unto  God,  sing  praises  unto  his 
name,  extol  ye  him  that  rideth  upon  the  heavens  by  his 
name  Jah,  and  exult  before  him.  And  may  we  see  him,  eye 
to  eye,  when  he  returneth  to  his  habitation,  as  it  is  written, 
For  they  shall  see  eye  to  eye,  when  the  Lord  returneth  unto 
Zion.  And  it  is  said,  and  the  glory  of  the  Lord  shall  be 
revealed  and  all  flesh  shall  see  it  together ;  for  the  mouth  of 
the  Lord  hath  spoken  it. 

Those  who  are  called  to  the  Reading  of  the  Law  say 
the  following  Blessing: —

Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  whc' 
givest  life  in  our  midst.  Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  who 
givest  the  Law. 
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Blest  be  thy  name,  O  Sovereign  of  the  world!  Blest  be 
thy  crown,  and  thine  abiding-place !  May  thine  acceptance 
be  with  thy  people  Israel  for  ever;  and  the  triumphant 
power  of  thy  right  hand  do  thou  cause  thy  people  to  be- 
hold in  thy  sanctuary ;  let  the  beneficence  of  thy  splendor 
stream  upon  us,  and  receive  our  supplications  in  compas- 
sion. May  it  be  acceptable  before  thee,  benignantly  to  pro- 
long our  lives,  and  that  I  may  have  my  place  appointed  me 
among  the  righteous,  and  thou  have  mercy  on  me  and  pro- 
tect me  and  all  that  are  mine,  as  well  as  all  thy  people 
Israel.  Thou  feedest  all,  and  sustainest  all ;  thou  rulest 
over  all;  rulest  over  Kings,  and  the  kingdom  is  thine.  I, 
the  servant  of  the  Holy  One,  blessed  be  He,  bow  down  be- 
fore Him  and  the  splendor  of  His  Law  at  all  times  and  sea- 
sons. I  place  not  my  reliance  in  mortal  man,  or  in  any 
being  to  whom  divine  attributes  are  ascribed,  but  on  God 
in  heaven,  who  is  the  sole  true  God,  whose  doctrine  is  truth, 
and  whose  prophets  are  true,  and  who  abundantly  bestowed 
his  kindness  and  truth.  In  Him  do  I  trust,  and  unto  His 
name,  all  holy  and  revered,  will  I  ever  offer  praise. — May 
it  be  thy  gracious  will  to  open  my  heart  in  thy  Law,  and  to 
grant  my  heart's  desires,  and  those  of  all  thy  people  Israel, 
for  our  benefit,  throughout  a  peaceful  life. 

Hear,  O  Israel :  the  Lord  our  God,  the  Lord  is  One. 

One  is  our  God ;  great  is  our  Lord ;  holy  is  His  name. 

Magnify  the  Lord  with  me,  and  let  us  exalt  His  name 
together. 

(Cong.)  Thine,  O  Lord,  is  the  greatness  and  the 
power,  and  the  glory,  and  the  victory,  and  the  majesty: 
For  all  that  is  in  the  heaven  and  in  the  earth  is  thine;

Thy  kingdom 
is  an  everlasting  kingdom,  and  Thy  dominion  endureth 
throughout  all  generations.  The  Lord  reigneth ;  the  Lord 
hath  reigned ;  the  Lord  shall  reign  for  ever  and  ever.  The 
Lord  will  give  strength  unto  His  people ;  the  Lord  will  bless 
His  people  with  peace. 

Father  of  mercies,  do  good  in  Thy  favor  unto  Zion ;  build 
Thou  the  walls  of  Jerusalem.  For  in  Thee  alone  do  we 
trust,  O  King,  high  and  exalted  God,  Lord  of  Worlds. 

And  when  the  ark  set  forward,  Moses  said,  arise,  O  Lord  I 
and  scatter  thine  enemies ;  cause  those  that  hate  thee,  to 
flee  before  thee ;  for  from  Zion  shall  the  law  go  forth,  and 
the  word  of  the  Lord  from  Jerusalem. 

Blessed  be  he,  who  giveth  the  law  to  his  people  Israel,  in 
its  purity. 

The  Lord,  the  Lord  God,  merciful,  and  gracious,  long- 
suffering,  and  abundant  in  beneficence  and  truth ;  keeping 
mercy  unto  thousands,  forgiving  iniquity,  transgression,  and 
sin,  but  will  not  hold  guiltless. 

Sovereign  of  the  universe !  O  fulfill  my  requests  for  good  : 
further  my  desire,  and  grant  my  petition :  forgive  all  mine 
iniquities  and  the  iniquities  of  mine  household,  through  thy 
pardon  granted  in  benignity  and  mercy :  and  cleanse  me 
from  mine  iniquities  and  transgressions.  O  remember  me 
for  good  in  thy  presence ;  and  visit  me  with  the  visitation 
of  salvation  and  mercy :  appoint  me  to  a  long,  happy  and 
peaceable  life ;  to  good  maintenance  and  sustenance :  bread 
to  eat,  and  raiment  for  clothing :  long  life  to  study  thy  law 
and  keep  thy  precepts  therof:  knowledge  and  understand- 
ing, to  understand  and  comprehend  the  mysteries  thereof : 
send  us  a  remedy  for  all  our  sorrows :  and  bless  thou  the 
work  of  our  hands:  ordain  thou  for  us  nothing  but  good 
with  salvation  and  comfort :  and  remove  far  from  us  heavy 
and  sore  plagues :  inspire  the  heart  of  kings,  rulers,  coun- 
sellors, and  princes,  with  benevolence  towards  us.  May 
this  be  thy  holy  will,  amen.  May  the  words  of  my  mouth 
and  the  meditation  of  my  heart,  be  acceptable  in  thy  pres- 
ence, O  Lord !  who  art  my  Rock  and  Redeemer. 

May  my  prayer  ascend  unto  thee,  O  Lord !  in  an  accept- 
able time ;  in  thine  abundant  mercy,  O  God !  answer  me  in 
the  truth  of  thy  salvation.

Sanctify  us  by  thy  commandments,  and  grant  our 
portion  in  thy  Law;  satisfy  us  with  thy  goodness,  and 
gladden  us  with  thy  salvation ;  [and  let  us  inherit,  O  Lord 
our  God,  in  love  and  favour,  thy  holy  Sabbath ;  and  may 
Israel,  who  hallow  thy  name,  rejoice  thereon]  ;  and  purify 
our  hearts  to  serve  thee  in  truth ;  for  thou  art  the  forgiver 
of  Israel  and  the  pardoner  of  the  tribes  of  Jeshurun  in 
every  generation  and  beside  thee  we  have  no  king  who  par- 
doneth  and  forgiveth.  Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  thou 
King  who  pardonest  and  forgivest  our  iniquities  and  the 
iniquities  of  thy  people,  the  house  of  Israel,  who  makest 
our  trespasses  to  pass  away  year  by  year,  King  over  all 
the  earth,  who  sanctifiest  [the  Sabbath  and]  Israel  and  the 
day  of  Atonement. 

Accept,  O  Lord  our  God,  Thy  people  Israel  and  their 
prayer;  restore  the  service  to  the  oracle  of  Thy  house; 
receive  in  love  and  favor  both  the  fire-offerings  of  Israel 
and  their  prayer;  and  may  the  service  of  Thy  people  Is- 
rael be  ever  acceptable  unto  Thee. 
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but  there  shall  be  none ;  and  the  sins  of  Judah,  but  they 
shall  not  be  found ;  for  I  will  pardon  those  whom  I  reserve 
[Israel]. 

A  day  on  which  they  seek  thee,  thou  purifiest  and  cleans- 
est.

O 
my  God,  incline  thine  ear,  and  hear;  open  thine  eyes,  and 
behold  our  discomposure,  and  the  city  which  is  called  by 
thy  name ;  for  we  do  not  presume  to  present  our  supplica- 
tions before  thee  for  righteousness,  but  for  thine  abundant 
mercy.  O  Lord,  hear;  O  Lord,  pardon;  O  Lord,  be  gror 
ciously  attentive,  and  grant  our  requests;  delay  not,  for 
thine  own  sake,  O  my  God,  for  thy  city  and  thy  people 
are  called  by  thy  name. 

For  the  sake  of  the  honour  of  thy  name,  be  thou  com- 
pliant unto  us,  O  thou  who  hearest  prayer.  Hear  out 
prayer  for  the  sake  of  thy  name. 

Who  is  Omnipotent,  equal  unto  thee?  I  will  praise  thee 
with  a  loud  voice,  thou  Shield  of  Abraham.  Who  is  Om- 
nipotent, equal  unto  thee?  Let  me  be  of  those  who  die  by 
thy  hand,  because  thou  revivest  the  dead.  Who  is  Omni- 
potent, equal  unto  thee?  I  will  seek  thy  greatness,  O  thou 
holy  King.  Who  is  Omnipotent,  equal  unto  thee?  Who 
searchest  the  words  of  knowledge,  and  graciously  bestow- 
est  knowledge.  Who  is  Omnipotent,  equal  unto  thee?  Who 
sayest.  Return,  and  who  delightest  in  penitence.  Who  is 
Omnipotent,  equal  unto  thee?  Who  pardonest  and  forgiv- 
est ;  and  who  pardonest  abundantly.  Who  is  Omnipotent, 
equal  unto  thee  ?  IVith  the  voice  of  song  and  thanksgiving, 
it  is  proper  to  give  thanks  unto  thee,  who  art  all  goodness. 
Who  is  Omnipotent,  equal  unto  thee?  Thy  divine  pres- 
ence is  peace ;  thou  makest  peace.  Who  is  Omnipotent, 
equal  unto  thee. 

O  remove  the  trangression  of  a  people  who  return  from 
transgression. 

As  it  is  written  by  the  hand  of  thy  prophet.  Who  is 
Omnipotent,  ecjual  unto  thee,  who  j^ardonest  iniquity,  and 
passest  by  the  transgression  of  the  residue  of  his  heritage? 
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And  because  of  the  love,  O  Eternal,  our  God,  where- 
with thou  hast  loved  thy  people  Israel,  and  the  pity,  of  our 
King,  wherewith  thou  hast  pitied  the  children  of  thy  cove- 
nant, hast  tliou  given  us,  O  Lord,  our  God,  [on  the  Sab- 
bath, say,  this  Sabbath-day,  and]  this  day  of  atonement,  for 
remission  of  sin,  forgiveness  of  iniquity,  and  pardoning  of 
transgressions. 

A  day  on  which  our  trespasses  will  vanish  and  disappear. 
This  day  thou  forgivest  the  whole  congregation  of  the  chil- 
dren of  Israel,  and  the  stranger  that  sojoumeth  among 
them. 

As  it  is  written  in  thy  law,  And  it  shall  be  forgiven  to 
the  whole  congregation  of  Israel,  and  to  the  stranger  that 
sojourneth  among  them ;  for  all  the  people  act  ignorantly. 

A  day  on  zvhich  thou  dost  pardon  and  forgivest  our 
treacherous  dealings.  This  day  shall  thy  name  be  verified, 
that  thou,  O  God,  art  good,  and  ready  to  pardon. 

As  it  is  written  in  the  words  of  thy  holy  [David],  For 
thou,  O  Lord,  art  good,  and  ready  to  forgive,  and  of  abun- 
dant mercy  to  all  who  call  on  thee. 

A  day  on  zvhich  we  beseech  thee  now  to  bear  with  our 
reproach.  This  day  hearken  to  our  supplications,  and 
through  our  supplication  forgive  us  now. 

As  expressed  in  thy  law,  O  pardon,  I  beseech  thee,  the 
iniquity  of  this  people,  according  to  thy  great  mercy ;  as 
thou  hast  always  forborne  with  this  people,  from  their  exit 
from  Egypt,  even  until  now.  As  expressed.  And  the  Lord 
said,  I  have  pardoned  according  to  thy  word. 

For  the  sake  of  the  honour  of  thy  name,  be  thou  com- 
pliant unto  us,  O  thou  who  pardonest  and  fovgivest;  for- 
give us,  we  beseech  thee,  for  the  sake  of  thy  name. 

A  day  on  which  the  meek  [Moses]  besought  thee  for  us, 
.0  remember  it.  This  day  forgive  our  iniquities,  and  no 
more  remember  our  sin. 

As  it  is  written,  in  the  words  of  thy  holy  [David],  Re- 
member not  our  former  sins ;  hasten  and  prepare  thy  mercy 
for  us,  for  we  are  brought  very  low. 

A  day  on  which  our  errors  shall  be  sought  for  in  vain. 
This  day  confirm  the  word,  Iniquity  shall  be  sought  for, 
but  there  shall  be  none. 

As  it  is  written  by  the  hand  of  thy  prophet, 
In  those  days,  and  at  that  time,  saith  the  Eternal, 
the       iniquity       of       Israel       shall       be       sought       for, 
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A.nd  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  cause- 
less hatred : 
For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  breach  of 

trust : 
And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  with  con- 
tusion of  mind : 
For  all  these,  O  God  of  forgiveness,  forgive  us,  pardon  us,  grant 

us  remission. 
And  also  for  the  sins  for  which  we  owe  a  burnt  offering: 
And  for  the  sins  for  which  we  owe  a  sin  offering: 
And  for  the  sins  for  which  we  owe  an  offering,  varying  accord- 
ing to  our  means: 
And   for  the   sins   for  which  we  owe  an   offering,   whether   for 

certain  or  for  doubtful  trespass. 
And   for  the    sins   for   which   we    are   liable   to   the   penalty  of 

chastisement: 
And  for  the  sins  for  which  we  are  liable  to  the  penalty  of  forty 

stripes: 
And  for  the  sins  for  which  we  are  liable  to  the  penalty  of  death 

by  the  hand  of  heaven: 
And  for  the  sins  for  which  we  are  liable  to  the  penalty  of  exci- 
sion and  childlessness: 
And  also  for  the  sins  for  which  we  are  liable  to  any  of  the 
four  death  penalties  inflicted  by  the  court, — stoning,  burning, 
beheading,  and  strangling;  for  the  violation  of  positive,  or 
for  the  violation  of  negative  precepts,  whether  these  latter  do 
or  do  not  admit  of  a  remedy  by  the  subsequent  fulfilment  of  a 
positive  command;  for  all  our  sins,  whether  they  be  or  be  not 
manifest  to  us.  Such  sins  as  are  manifest  to  us,  we  have  already 
declared  and  confessed  unto  thee  while  such  as  are  not  manifest 
unto  us,  are  manifest  and  known  unto  thee,  according  to  the 
word  that  hath  been  spoken.  The  secret  things  belong  unto  the 
Lord  our  God;  but  the  things  that  are  revealed  belong  unto  us 
and  to  our  children  for  ever,  that  we  may  do  all  the  words  of 
this  Law. 

Thy  servant  David  declared  in  thy  presence,  Who  can  guard 
against  his  errors?  Cleanse  me,  O  Lord,  from  secret  thoughts. 
Cleanse  us,  O  Lord,  our  God,  from  all  our  transgressions,  and 
purify  us  from  all  our  impurities:  O  sprinkle  clean  water  upon 
us,  and  cleanse  us,  as  it  is  written  by  the  hand  of  thy  prophet: 
Then  will  I  sprinkle  clean  water  upon  you,  and  ye  shall  be  cleansed 
from  all  your  defilements  and  from  all  your  idols  will  I  cleanse 
you. 

Fear  not,  O  Jacob ;  turn,  O  ye  backsliders ;  return,  O  Israel.  Be- 
hold, the  guardian  of  Israel  neither  sleeps  nor  slumbers.  Thus  it 
is  written  by  the  hand  of  thy  prophets,  return,  O  Israel,  unto  the 
Eternal,  thy  God,  for  thou  hast  stumbled  by  thine  iniquity.  And, 
again,  it  is  said.  Take  with  you  prayers,  and  return  unto  the  Eter- 
nal, and  say  unto  him,  pardon  thou  all  iniquity  and  receive  us 
graciously,  and  may  the  thanksgiving  of  our  lips  be  acceptable  unto 
thee,  as  the  offering  of  oxen.  And  tliou,  being  merciful,  receivest 
penitents;  for  from  the  beginning  hast  thou  assured  us  of  the  effi- 
cacy of  penitence ;  and,  supported  by  penitence,  our  eyes  hope  unto 
thee. 
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For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  deny- 
ing and  lying ; 

\nd  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by 
the  taking  of  bribes : 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  scof- 
fing ; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by 
slander : 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  in  busi- 
ness ; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committeed  before  thee  in 
eating  and  drinking ; 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  usury 
and  interest ; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by 
the  stretched-forth  neck  of  pride ; 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  the 
conversation  of  our  lips  ; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  with 
wanton  looks : 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  with 
haughty  eyes 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by 
effrontery ; 

For  all  these,  O  God  of  forgiveness,  forgive  us,  par- 
don us,  grant  us  remission. 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  break- 
ing off  the  yoke  of  thy  commandments ; 

And  for  the  sin  v/hich  we  have  committed  before  thee  by 
contentiousness, 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by 
ensnaring  our  neighbor ; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by 
envy; 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  levity ; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by 
being  stiff-necked:

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  vain 
oaths ; 
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For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  under 
compulsion,  or  of  our  own  will ; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  in 
hardening  of  the  heart ; 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  unknow- 
ingly ; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  with 
utterance  of  the  lips ; 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by 
unchastity ; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee 
openly  and  secretly ; 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  know- 
ingly and  deceitfully : 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  in 
speech : 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by 
wronging  our  neighbor ; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by 
the  sinful  meditating  of  the  heart: 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by 
association  with  impurity ; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by 
confession  with  the  mouth  alone ; 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  de- 
spising parents  and  teachers ; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  in 
presumption  or  in  error; 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before"  thee  by  vio- 
«         lence ; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by 
the  profanation  of  the  divine  Name ; 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  un- 
clean lips ; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by 
folly  of  the  mouth : 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  evil 
inclination  ; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  wit- 
tingly or  unwittingly: 

For  all  these,  O  God  of  forgiveness,  forgive  us,  pardon  us,  gjant 
us  remission. 
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to  love  the  Eternal,  thy  God !  with  all  thy  heart,  and  with 
all  thy  soul,  that  thou  mayest  live.  Thou  art  acquainted 
both  with  our  presumptuous  and  ignorant  sins ;  those  com- 
mitted either  voluntarily,  or  by  compulsion ;  whether  pub- 
licly, or  in  secret ;  before  thee  they  are  all  known  and  re- 
vealed. What  are  we?  What  is  our  life?  What  is  oui 
piety?  What  is  our  virtue?  What  is  our  help?  What 
is  our  power?  What  is  our  might?  What  then  shall  we 
say  in  thy  presence,  O  Lord,  our  God !  and  the  God  of  our 
fathers?  Are  not  the  mightiest  heroes  as  naught  before 
thee  ?  men  of  renown  as  if  they  had  not  existed  ?  wise  men, 
as  if  they  were  without  knowledge?  and  the  intelligent,  as 
if  void  of  understanding?  for  the  majority  of  their  actions 
is  emptiness ;  and  the  days  of  their  life  but  vanity  in  thy 
presence :  even  the  pre-eminence  of  man  over  the  beast,  is 
naught,  for  all  is  vanity. 

O  what  shall  we  say  in  thy  presence,  0  thou  who  dwellest 
on  high?  Or  what  shall  we  declare  unto  thee,  who  residest 
above  the  skies?  Dost  thou  not  know  the  secret  things,  as 
well  as  the  revealed? 

Thy  name  hath  ever  been  He,  who  forbeareth  trans- 
presence  to  pray ;  forbear  the  transgressions  of  a  people 
gressions.  O  hear  our  supplication,  when  we  stand  in  thy 
who  repent.  O  blot  out  our  transgressions  from  befori 
thine  eyes. 

Thou  knowest  all  the  secrets  of  the  world,  and  the  mosi 
hidden  transactions  of  all  the  living.  Thou  searchest  all  the 
inward  parts,  and  examinest  the  reins  and  the  heart,  so  that 
there  is  nothing  concealed  from  thee,  neither  is  there  any- 
thing hidden  from  thy  sight. 
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O  may  our  prayers  come  before  thee,  and  withdraw  not 
thyself  from  our  supplications,  for  we  are  not  so  shameless 
of  face,  or  hardened,  as  to  declare  in  thy  presence,  O 
Eternal,  our  God  and  the  God  of  our  fathers,  that  we  are 
righteous,  and  have  not  sinned;  verily  (we  confess),  we 
have  sinned. 

We  have  trespassed,  we  have  dealt  treacherously,  we 
have  stolen,  we  have  spoken  slander,  w«  have  committed 
iniquity,  and  have  done  wickedly ;  we  have  acted  pre- 
sumptuously ;  we  have  committed  violence ;  we  have  framed 
falsehood ;  we  have  counselled  evil ;  we  have  uttered  lies ;  ; 
we  have  scorned ;  we  have  rebelled ;  we  have  blasphemed ;  i 
we  have  revolted ;  we  have  acted  perversely ;  we  have  trans-  \ 
gressed ;  we  have  oppressed ;  we  have  been  stiff-necked ; 
we  have  acted  wickedly ;  we  have  corrupted ;  we  have  done 
abominably;  we  have  gone  astray,  and  have  caused  others 
to  err ;  we  have  turned  aside  from  thy  excellent  precepts 
and  institutions,  and  which  hath  not  profited  us;  but  thou 
art  just  concerning  all  that  is  come  upon  us ;  for  thou  hast 
dealt  most  truly,  but  we  have  done  wickedly.  We  have 
acted  wickedly,  and  have  transgressed ;  we,  therefore,  have 
not  been  relieved.  O  incline  our  hearts  to  forsake  the 
path  of  wickedness,  and  hasten  our  salvation;  as  it  is 
written  by  the  hand  of  thy  prophet:  Let  the  wicked  for- 
sake his  way,  and  the  unrighteous  man  his  thoughts ;  and 
let  him  return  unto  the  Lord,  for  he  will  receive  him  with 
compassion ;  and  unto  our  God,  for  he  aboundeth  in 
forgiveness. 

Our  God  and  the  God  of  our  fathers,  pardon  and  for- 
give our  iniquities  {on  the  sabbath,  say,  on  this  day  of  rest, 
and)  on  this  day  of  atonement.  O  be  thou  entreated  of 
us,  blot  out  and  remove  our  transgressions  and  sins  from 
before  thine  eyes ;  and  humble  our  imagination,  that  it 
may  be  subservient  unto  thee ;  and  subdue  our  obstinacy, 
to  turn  unto  thee ;  and  renovate  our  mind  to  observe  thy 
precepts ;  and  circumcise  our  hearts  in  love  to  revere  thy 
name;  as  it  is  written  in  thy  law:  And  the  Eternal,  thy 
Sod!  will  circumcise  thy  heart  and  the  heart  of  thy  seed, 
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nal,  our  God !  and  be  not  far  from  us.  O  perform  a  prod- 
igy for  our  welfare ;  that  our  enemies  may  see,  and  be 
ashamed,  when  thou,  O  Eternal !  dost  help  and  comfort 
us :  for  unto  thee  alone,  O  Eternal !  we  attend ;  answer  us 
O  Lord,  our  God ! 

Our  God,  and  the  God  of  our  fathers,  forsake  us  not ; 
cast  us  not  off ;  put  us  not  to  shame ;  nor  break  thy  cove- 
nant with  us.  Draw  us  nigh  unto  thy  law ;  teach  us  thy 
precepts,  and  show  us  thy  ways.  Incline  our  hearts  to 
revere  thy  name,  and  circumcise  our  hearts  to  love  thee, 
that  we  may  return  unto  thee  in  truth,  and  with  a  perfect 
heart ;  and  for  the  sake  of  thy  great  name,  paraon  and 
forgive  our  iniquities,  according  to  the  words  of  thy  holy 
(David)  :  pardon  mine  iniquity,  O  Eternal!  for  the  sake  of 
thy  name :  for  it  is  infinitely  great. 

Our  God  and  the  God  of  our  ancestors  pardon  us,  for- 
give us,  and  grant  us  expiation  ;  for  we  are  thy  people  and 
thou  our  God ;  we  thy  children,  and  thou  our  Father ;  we 
thy  servants,  and  thou  our  Lord ;  we  thy  sheep,  and  thou 
our  pastor ;  we  thy  vineyard,  and  thou  our  keeper ;  we 
thy  heritage,  and  thou  our  lot. 

we  thy  work,  and  thou  our  Creator;  we  thy  beloved,  and 
thou  our  beloved ;  we  thy  subjects,  and  thou  our  King ; 
we  thy  people,  and  thou  our  God.  We  are  thy  exalted 
people,  and  thou  our  exalted  God! 

We  are  brazen-faced,  but  thou  art  merciful  and  gracious ; 
we  are  stiff-necked,  but  thou  art  long-suffering ;  we  are 
full  of  iniquity,  but  thou  art  full  of  mercy ;  we  decay,  our 
days  are  as  a  passing  shadow :  but  thwi  art  immutable, 
thy  years  have  no  end. 
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gather  our  dispersed ;  as  it  is  written :  if  any  of  thine  be 
driven  out  unto  the  remotest  climes  under  the  heaven, 
from  thence  will  the  Eternal,  thy  God,  gather  thee,  and 
from  thence  will  he  fetch  thee. 

O  be  thou  found  of  us  when  we  seek  thee ;  as  is  written, 
but  if  from  thence  thou  shalt  seek  the  Eternal,  thy  God, 
then  shalt  thou  find  hini,  if  thou  seek  him  with  all  thy 
heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul. 

O  blot  out  our  transgressions  for  thine  own  sake,  a.> 
thou  hast  promised.  I,  even  I,  am  he,  who  blotteth  out 
thy  transgressions  for  mine  own  sake ;  and  thy  sins  I  will 
not  remember.  O  cause  our  transgressions  to  vanish  as  a 
cloud,  and  as  a  vapour ;  as  thou  hast  promised ;  I  have  : 
made  thy  transgressions  vanish  away  like  a  cloud,  and  thy  ] 
sins  like  a  vapour ;  return  unto  me,  for  I  have  redeemed 
thee.

O  pardon  our  sins,  on  this  day,  and  cleanse  us ;  as  is 
written,  for  on  this  day  an  atonement  is  made  for  you,  to 
cleanse  you ;  that  ye  may  be  clean  from  all  your  sins  before 
the  Eternal !  O  bring  us  unto  thy  holy  mountain,  and  cause 
us  to  rejoice  in  thy  house  of  prayer,  as  is  written :  and  I 
will  bring  them  unto  my  holy  mountain,  and  I  will  make 
them  rejoice  in  my  house  of  prayer :  their  burnt-offerings 
and  their  sacrifices  shall  be  accepted  on  mine  altar ;  for  my 
house  shall  be  called  the  house  of  prayer  for  all  people. 
Hear  our  voice,  O  Eternal,  our  God !  spare  and  compassion- 
ate us,  and  accept  our  prayers  with  favour  and  mercy. 
Bring  us  back,  O  Eternal !  unto  thee,  and  we  will  return  ; 
renew  our  days  as  of  old. 

Give  ear  unto  our  words .  O  Eternal !  consider  our 
meditations.  May  the  words  of  our  mouth,  and  the  medi- 
tations of  our  heart,  be  acceptable  in  thy  presence,  O 
Eternal !  who  art  our  Rock,  and  our  Redeemer. 

O  cast  us  not  out  from  thy  presence ;  nor  take  thy  holy 
Spirit  from  us.  O  cast  us  not  off  in  old  age ;  forsake  us 
not  when  our  strength  faileth.     Forsake  us  not,  O  Eter- 
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This  is  my  God,  he  is  life  and  mercy ;  O  be  gracious  to  the 
remnant  of  this  people ;  they  approach  to  sanctify  thee  with 
the  voice ;  and  one  calleth  unto  the  other ;  this  inscribes  his 
hand  to  the  Holy  One,  and  this  with  a  song  is  renewed  every 
morning  when  from  both  this  and  the  other  is  offered  a 
threefold  sanctification ;  and  they  say,  Holy,  holy,  holy.  IVe 
have  sinned,  &c.  When  the  voice  arrives  to  the  Holy  One, 
he  will  cause  the  balance  of  the  wicked  nations  to  pre- 
ponderate ;  and  will  cleanse  those  who  call  upon  him,  as 
those  who  storm  ^fAth  the  voice ;  as  is  said.  And  I  heard  a 
voice  behind  me.  When  he  caused  the  great  voice  to  be 
heard  by  his  beloved,  saying,  Acknowledge  my  kingdom, 
ye  that  were  borne  from  the  womb;  may  he  remember  it 
this  day  to  those  who  are  scattered  in  all  borders.  O  Om- 
nipotent King,  who  sittest  on  the  throne  of  mercy. 

O  remember  unto  us  the  covenant  with  our  ancestors,  as 
thou  hast  promised.  And  I  will  remember  my  covenant  with 
Jacob,  and  also  my  covenant  with  Isaac,  and  also  my  cove- 
nant with  Abraham  will  I  remember^  and  the  land  will  I 
also  remember. 

O  remember  unto  us  the  covenant  with  the  patriarchs,  as 
thou  hast  promised,  I  will,  for  their  sakes,  remember  the 
covenant  with  their  ancestors  when  I  brought  them  forth  out 
of  the  land  of  Egypt,  in  the  sight  of  the  nations,  that  I 
might  be  their  God ;  I  am  the  Eternal.  Act  by  us,  as  thou 
hast  assured  us :  And  yet  for  all  that,  when  they  be  in  the 
land  of  their  enemies,  I  will  not  reject  them,  neither  will  I 
abhor  them,  to  destroy  them  utterly,  and  to  break  my  cove- 
nant with  them :  for  I  am  the  Eternal,  their  God. 

Have  mercy  on  us,  and  destroy  us  not ;  as  is  written : 
for  the  Lord,  thy  God,  is  a  merciful  God,  he  will  not  fail 
thee,  nor  will  he  destroy  thee ;  neither  will  he  forget  the 
covenant  with  thine  ancestors,  which  he  swore  unto  them. 
O  circumcise  our  hearts  to  love  and  revere  thy  name ;  as 
it  is  written,  the  Eternal,  thy  God,  will  circumcise  thine 
heart,  and  the  hearts  of  thy  seed,  that  thou  mayest  love 
the  Eternal,  thy  God,  with  all  thine  heart,  and  with  all 
thy  soul,  for  thy  preservation's  sake. 

O  bring  us  back  out  of  captivity,  and  compassionate  us ; 
as  it  is  written :  the  Eternal,  thy  God,  will  bring  thee  back 
out  of  captivity,  and  gather  thee  from  all  the  nations 
whither  the   Eternal,   thy   God,   hath   scattered   thee.     O 
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my  cause,  seek  for  my  rectitude ;  may  the  righteousness  of 
mine  ancestors  be  examined  in  thy  presence;  suffer  those 
who  justify  me,  to  approach  thee,  and  root  out  those  who 
accuse  me ;  for  the  mouth  of  those  who  speak  lies  shall  be 
stopped.  We  have  sinned,  &c.  They  who  speak  lies  shall 
not  come  in  thy  presence,  because  thou  dost  abhor  them ; 
preserve  me  from  treading  in  the  path  of  the  proud,  and 
from  the  destruction  of  the  wicked,  when  it  cometh  upon 
them;  may  the  desire  of  those  who  afflict  themselves  by 
fasting,  come  into  thy  presence,  O  Eternal  God.  May  their 
offering  be  pleasant  as  in  former  years ;  remember  thy  con- 
gregation, which  thou  hast  purchased  of  old.  We  have 
sinned,  &c.  Before  thou  didst  create  any  thing,  O  Eternal 
Lord,  didst  thou  counsel  to  write  the  instrument  of  my  por- 
tion ;  thou  didst  foresee,  and  didst  caution  me  to  keep  thy 
statutes.  Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  who  teachest  me  thy 
statutes :  teach  me  to  benefit,  O  thou  who  killest,  and  re- 
storest  to  life :  thou  didst  command,  and  it  was  established ; 
thou  didst  speak,  and  it  existed ;  teach  me  thy  ways,  that 
I  may  be  perfect ;  cause  me  ever  to  understand  thy  tes- 
timonies, that  I  may  live.  We  have  sinned,  &c.  May  I 
live,  and  my  seed  be  established  in  thy  presence,  and  may 
my  prayer  be  arranged  as  the  continual  burnt  incense,  when 
I  come  to  bow  down  in  behalf  of  thy  poor  ones ;  let  my 
heart  be  prepared,  O  thou  eternal,  and  ever-existing  God. 
Our  fathers  have  told  us  how  thou  hast  pardoned  our 
sins,  in  thy  abundant  goodness ;  whiten  them  (our  sins) 
also  at  present,  and  let  them  be  annulled,  that  we  be  not 
put  to  shame.  We  have  sinned,  &c.  The  face  of  those  who 
load  us  with  oppression  shall  be  put  to  shame ;  they  shall  be 
clothed  with  confusion  on  the  appearance  of  our  right- 
eousness ;  our  God  will  then  come,  and  he  will  not  be  silent 
to  justify  us;  for  the  Lord  is  our  Judge;  the  Lord  is  our 
Lawgiver.  O  our  Lawgiver,  let  thy  providence  be  known  to 
the  people  that  hath  been  saved  by  thee ;  cause  them  to  draw 
water  with  gladness  from  the  fountains  of  salvation ;  rejoice 
and  delight  our  souls  with  thy  statutes ;  cause  thy  counte- 
nance to  shine  upon  us,  and  we  shall  be  saved.  We  have 
sinned,  &c.  May  we  be  saved  when  we  pour  out  our  prayer 
before  thee ;  be  entreated  of  us  to  pardon  our  iniquity,  O 
thou  who  art  most  gracious,  for  pardon  is  with  thee ;  O 
Lord,  hear ;  O  Lord,  pardon ;  and  suffer  us  not  to  depart,  as 
those  vv-ho  are  cast  out ;  may  our  transgressions  vanish  as  a 
cloud ;  lead  us  into  light ;  even  the  light  of  everlasting  life ; 
for  with  thee  is  the  fountain  of  life.     We  have  sinned,  &c. 
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make  a  covenant  against  thee ;  they  have  cast  the  hosts 
of  thine  armies  [Israel]  out  of  thy  habitation ;  even  thy  host 
that  hath  committed  itself  unto  thee ;  thy  host  hideth  it- 
self in  dread  of  thy  destruction.  They  run  towards  thee,  to 
be  strengthened  in  thy  love ;  for  they  depend  on  thy  prom- 
ise, "And  he  will  love  thee,  and  bless  thee,  and  will  do  thee 
good."  O  how  abundant  is  thy  goodness.  We  have  sinned, 
&c.  The  remnant  of  Israel,  who  return  unto  thee,  crave  thy 
goodness;  they  prostrate  themselves  with  repentance  unto 
thee;  they  take  persuasive  words,  and  return;  and  he  tkat 
knoweth  that  he  hath  sinned,  let  him  repent :  turn  thy  wrath 
fro}n  us,  and  destroy  us  not ;  for  we  have  spent  our  years  as 
a  tale  that  is  told;  we  would  willingly  walk  in  this  (the 
right)  way,  that  we  may  prosper.  Lo,  behold  now,  we  all 
are  thy  people.  IVe  have  sinned,  &c.  We  all  of  us  together 
will  supplicate  in  his  presence ;  we  will  make  mention  of  the 
covenant  of  the  law,  which  is  more  precious  than  fine  gold, 
that  in  righteousness  we  may  see  the  light  of  his  coun- 
tenance, when  he  will  raise  us  up,  and  we  shall  live  in  his 
presence.  In  his  presence  we  will  beseech  him,  to  raise  up 
from  the  earth  the  people  who  proclaim  his  unity,  when 
they  lie  down,  and  when  they  rise  up ;  and  who  ever  hope 
for  the  day  of  his  rising  up ;  blessed  be  the  glory  of  the 
Lord  from  the  place  of  his  residence.  IVe  have  sinned, 
&c.  From  the  place  of  his  residence,  may  he  view  my 
meagreness.  O  may  he  change  depression  into  glory,  and 
cause  me  to  rest  from  sorrow,  and  severe  bondage ;  for 
my  soul  is  satiated  with  trouble.  My  soul  is  cast  down, 
because  of  the  destruction  of  the  path  and  highway 
through  which  the  multitude  passed  gently  to  thy 
habitation ;  but  thou  wilt  cause  me  to  hear  peace,  if  I  return 
from  folly ;  then  wilt  thou,  establish  it  for  ever.  Selah.  We 
have  sinned,  &c.  I  ever  sought  thee,  and  thou  hast  not  for- 
Faken  me ;  though  I  was  destitute  of  good  zvorks,  yet,  didst 
thou  hide  me  in  the  shadow  of  thy  hand ;  from  fire  and 
water  didst  thou  deliver  me,  to  enjoy  plenty  ;  thou  didst  also 
deliver  me  from  the  horns  of  the  unicorns.  At  all  times 
when  I  was  overwhelmed,  thou  didst  answer  me,  thou  didst 
stretch  out  thy  right  hand  to  embrace  me  in  love.  O  my 
Saviour,  do  not  forsake  me  now ;  my  mouth  shall  utter 
the  praise  of  the  Lord.  We  have  sinned,  &c.  My  adver- 
saries have  reaped  my  standing  corn,  and  my  fruit ;  they 
thought  to  cut  off  both  old  and  young  from  me.  I  call  on 
thee,  to  deliver  me  from  the  oppression  of  the  proud.  Judge 
me,  O  Eternal,  and  plead  my  cause.    When  thou  dost  search 
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people,  and  visit  us  with  thy  salvation.  O  remember  thy 
congregation,  which  thou  didst  purchase  of  old,  the  tribe 
which  thou  didst  redeem  for  thine  heritage,  even  Mount 
Zion,  whereon  thou  didst  dwell.  O  Lord,  remember  the  love 
of  Jerusalem,  and  forget  not  forever  the  affection  of  Zion. 
Remember,  O  Lord,  the  children  of  Edom,  in  the  day  of 
Jerusalem,  who  said,  to  each  other,  Rase  it,  rase  it,  unto  its 
foundation.  Thou  wilt  arise,  atid  have  mercy  on  Zion  ;  for 
there  is  a  time  to  favour  her  when  the  appointed  time  shall 
come.  Remember  Abraham,  Isaac,  and  Israel,  thy  servants, 
to  whom  thou  didst  swear  by  thyself,  and  didst  say  unto 
them,  I  will  multiply  your  seed  as  the  stars  of  heaven ;  and 
all  this  land  of  which  I  have  spoken,  will  I  give  unto  your 
seed,  and  they  shall  inherit  it  forever.  Remember  thy  serv- 
ants Abraham,  Isaac,  and  Jacob,  and  regard  not  the  stub- 
bornness of  this  people,  nor  their  wickedness,  nor  their  sin. 
O  impute  not  sin  unto  us,  in  that  we  have  acted  foolishly, 
and  in  that  we  have  sinned. 

We  have  sinned  against  thee,  O  our  Rock :  forgive  us,  O 
our  Creator. 

I  will  humbly  entreat  as  the  poor,  and  will  weep ;  with  an 
afflicted  soul  will  I  cry  for  my  congregation,  because  my 
branches  [the  righteous]  have  been  cut  off,  as  with  the  axe; 
therefore  the  people  wept  abundantly.  I  was  satiated  with 
weeping,  when  he  cut  off  my  horn,  he  glutted  me  with 
wormwood  and  gall.  I  was  struck  dumb  when  the  prophet 
exclaimed,  Arise,  cry  out ;  I  am  weary  of  crying :  my  throat 
is  dried.  We  have  sinned,  etc.  My  throat  is  parched,  by 
calling  for  a  remedy ;  I  hoped  for  rest,  and  lo,  discord ;  I 
was  made  to  wander  as  the  wandering  bird ;  my  way  is 
traversed,  because  of  the  bended  bow.  The  tongue  of  those 
who  envy  me  is  broad  and  bent ;  it  wrinkleth  my  face,  as  the 
flame  does  chaff ;  remove  them  from  their  establishment ; 
draw  them  out,  and  cast  them  forth,  and  the  day  that  cometh 
shall  burn  them  up.  IVe  have  sinned,  &c.  They,  in  their 
stubbornness,  imagined  to  oppose  thee ;  they  took  counsel  to 
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no  God  beside  thee,  as  it  is  written,  And  the  Lord  of  hosts 
is  exalted  in  judgment,  and  the  holy  God  is  sanctified  in 
righteousness.    Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  the  holy  King. 

Thou  has  chosen  us  from  all  peoples,  thou  has  loved  us 
and  taken  pleasure  in  us,  and  hast  exalted  us  above  all 
tongues ;  thou  hast  sanctified  us  by  the  commandments, 
and  brought  us  near  unto  thy  service,  O  our  King,  and 
hast  called  us  by  thy  great  and  holy  name. 

And  thou  hast  given  us  in  love,  O  Lord  our  God,  [this 
Sabbath  day  for  holiness  and  rest,  and]  this  day  of  Atone- 
ment for  pardon,  foregiveness,  and  atonement,  that  we 
may  [in  love]  obtain  pardon  thereon  for  all  our  in- 
iquities ;  and  holy  convocation,  as  a  memorial  of  the  depar- 
ture from  Egypt. 

Our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers!  May  our  remem- 
brance rise  and  come  and  be  accepted  before  thee,  with 
the  remembrance  of  our  fathers,  of  Messiah  the  son  of 
David  thy  servant,  of  Jerusalem  thy  holy  city,  and  of  all 
thy  people  the  house  of  Israel,  bringing  deliverance  and 
well-being,  grace,  loving  kindness  and  mercy,  life  and 
peace  on  this  day  of  Atonement.  Remember  us.  O  Lord 
our  God,  thereon  for  our  well-being;  be  mindful  of  us 
for  blessing,  and  save  us  unto  life:  by  thy  promise  of 
salvation  and  mercy,  spare  us  and  be  gracious  unto  us ; 
have  mercy  upon  us  and  cave  us ;  for  our  eyes  are  bent 
upon  thee,  because  thou  art  a  gracious  and  merciful  God 
and  King. 

O  Lord,  remember  thy  mercy  and  benevolence ;  for  they 
are  everlasting.  O  remember  not  our  former  iniquities,  but 
hasten  and  prepare  thy  mercy,  for  we  are  brought  exceeding 
low.    Remember  us,  O  Lord,  with  thy  wonted  favour  to  thy 
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with  the  crown  of  the  Law,  say,  The  Lord  is  our  God: 
those  who  were  taken  by  God  to  be  his  people,  answer,  the 
Lord  is  One.  Those  who  speak  with  sweetness  say.  The 
Lord  is  our  God!  those  who  were  amiably  born  from  the 
womb,  answer,  The  Lord  is  One.  Those  who  are  peculiarly 
beloved,  say.  The  Lord  is  our  God ;  those  who  are  sup- 
ported with  power,  answer.  The  Lord  is  One.  Those  whose 
redemption  was  glorious,  say,  The  Lord  is  our  God ;  those 
who  are  discreet  in  righteousness,  answer,  The  Lord  is 
One.  Those  who  are  accounted  to  fear  the  Lord  say,  The 
Lord  is  our  God ;  those  who  shout  in  song,  answer.  The 
Lord  is  One.  Those  who  pray  with  fervour,  say,  The  Lord 
is  our  God ;  those  who  are  supported  by  an  earnest  desire 
to  serve  God,  answer.  The  Lord  is  One. 

Thou  alone  shalt  be  exalted,  and  reign  over  all  in  unity. 
As  it  is  written  by  the  hand  of  thy  prophet,  and  the  Eternal 
shall  be  King  over  all  the  earth ;  in  that  day  the  Lord  alone 
shall  be  acknowledged  a  unity,  and  his  name  be  unity. 

Now,  therefore,  O  Lord  our  God,  impose  thine  awe 
upon  all  thy  works,  and  thy  dread  upon  all  that  thou 
hast  created,  that  all  works  may  fear  thee  and  all  creatures 
prostrate  themselves  before  thee,  that  they  may  all  form 
a  single  band  to  do  thy  will  with  a  perfect  heart, 
even  as  we  know,  O  Lord  our  God,  that  dominion  is 
thine,  strength  is  in  thy  hand,  and  might  in  thy  right  hand, 
and  that  thy  name  is  to  be  feared  above  all  that  thou  hast 
created. 

Give  them  glory.  O  Lord,  unto  thy  people,  praise  to 
them  that  fear  thee,  hope  to  them  that  seek  thee,  and  free 
speech  to  them  that  wait  for  thee,  joy  to  thy  land,  gladness 
to  thy  city,  a  flourishing  horn  unto  David  thy  servant,  and 
a  clear  shining  light  unto  the  son  of  Jesse,  thine  anointed, 
speedily  in  our  days. 

Then  shall  the  just  also  see  and  be  glad,  and  the  upright 
shall  exult,  and  the  pious  triumphantly  rejoice,  while  in- 
iquity shall  close  her  mouth,  and  all  wickedness  shall  be 
wholly  consumed  by  smoke,  when  thou  makest  the  dominion 
of  arrogance  to  pass  away  from  the  earth. 

And  thou,  O  Lord,  shalt  reign,  thou  alone  over  all  thy 
works  on  Mount  Zion,  the  dwelling  place  of  thy  glory, 
and  in  Jerusalem,  thy  holy  city,  as  it  is  written  in  thy  Holy 
Words,  The  Lord  shall  reign  forever,  thy  God,  O  Zion, 
unto  all  generations.     Praise  ye  the  Lord. 

Holy  art  thou,  and  dreaded  is  thy  name,  and  there  is 
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heavens,  and  the  heaven  of  heavens.  There  is  none  like 
thee  when  thou  didst  mingle  fire  and  water.  There  is  none 
like  thee,  when  thou  didst  roll  together  clouds,  darkness, 
and  obscurity.  There  is  none  like  thee,  when  thou  didst 
kindle  light  from  darkness.  There  is  none  like  thee,  when 
thou  didst  form  the  expanse  for  a  division.  There  is  none 
like  thee,  when  thou  didst  appoint  the  assemblage  of  the 
proud  presumptuous  waters.  There  is  none  like  thee,  when 
thou  didst  purify  the  pure  and  tremendous  hosts  (the 
angels).  There  is  none  like  thee,  when  thou  didst  strengthen 
thy  wonderful  hosts.  There  is  none  like  thee,  when  thou 
didst  ordain  the  vegetation  of  grass  and  herbage.  There  is 
none  like  thee,  when  thou  didst  form  a  garden  for  the  vege- 
tation of  delectable  fruit.  There  is  none  like  thee,  when  thou 
didst  enlighten  Arcturus,  Orion,  Pleiades,  and  all  the  con- 
stellations. There  is  none  like  thee,  when  thou  didst  say. 
Let  the  waters  bring  forth  abundantly.  There  is  none  like 
thee,  when  thou  didst  say  to  the  birds.  Fly  in  the  air.  There 
is  none  like  thee,  when  thou  didst  bring  forth  the  creeping 
things  from  the  bowels  of  the  dry  land.  There  is  none  like 
thee,  when  thou  didst  strengthen  the  life  of  the  cattle  and 
the  beasts.  There  is  none  like  thee,  when  thou  didst  intend 
to  create  behemoth  who  feeds  on  the  herjj^ge  of  a  thousand 
mountains.  There  is  none  like  thee,  when  thou  didst  create 
the  leviathan  to  sport  in  it  (in  the  ocean).  There  is  none 
like  thee,  when  thou  didst  gather  dust  from  the  clods  of  the 
earth.  There  is  none  like  thee,  when  thou  didst  work  a 
curious  signet,  a  form  full  of  wisdom.  There  is  none  like 
thee,  when  thou  didst  rest  on  the  sabbath  day,  in  preference 
to  the  other  days. 

Hear,  O  Israel,  the  Lord  is  our  God!  the  Lor^  is  one. 

Those  who  are  girt  with  his  love,  say.  The  Lord  is  our 
God ;  those  who  have  entered  the  covenant,  answer,  The 
L-ord  is  one,  Those  who  were  redeemed,  with  joy,  say.  The 
Lord  is  our  God ;  those  who  were  sought  for  with  knowl- 
edge, answer.  The  Lord  is  one.  Those  who  are  loud  in  pray- 
er, say,  The  Lord  is  our  God ;  those  who  are  strong  in  faith, 
in  their  assembly,  answer.  The  Lord  is  one.  Those  who  were 
allotted  for  God's  portion,  say.  The  Lord  is  our  God ;  those 
who  by  the  strength  of  penitence,  find  favour,  answer,  The 
Lord  is  one.  Those  who  are  adorned  with  eloquent  prayer, 
say.  The  Lord  is  our  God ;  those  who  are  eminent  by  their 
pedigree,  answer,  The  Lord  is  one.  Those  who  are  crowned 
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earth.  With  all  their  strength,  shall  they  chant  the  song  to 
praise  thee,  when  thou  shalt  cure  the  wound  of  thy  peculiar 
people.  In  every  clime  shall  they  sweetly  chant  hymns  to 
magnify  thee,  when  thou  shalt  humble  the  pride  of  the 
lofty  of  the  earth.

And  with  every  bless- 
ing shall  thy  name  be  extolled,  when  thou  shalt  renew  the 
youth  of  thy  faithful,  as  the  eagle's.     Therefore,  &c.

O  King !  for  thou  art  the  King  of  kings. 

Heaven  and  earth  shall  utter  thy  praise. 

The  numerous  multitudes  shall  aloud  proclaim  thy  ex- 
altation. 

Thy  holiness  and  strength  shall  be  established,  as  in  the 
mouths  of  sucklings. 

They  shall  declare  thy  righteousness  in  the  isles,  O  God 
of  the  mighty. 

The  holy  vineyard,   of  thy   planting,    shall   inherit   the 
beautiful  crown  of  the  kingdom. 

All  shall  ascribe  praise  to  thy  glorious  name  in  love. 

They  shall  burst  forth  in  song  to  declare  thy  works. 

All  countries  shall  be  filled  with  the  agreeable  knowl- 
edge how  to  revere  thee. 

Thy  kingdom  will  commence,  whr  1  thou  shall  make  an 
end  of  the  wicked  out  of  the  earth. 

Therefore,  when  thou  shalt  reign,  the  heavens  will  re- 
joice, and  the  earth  be  glad.

The  wise  make 
confession  in  the  service  of  the  day  of  pardon,  and  in  their 
supplication,  cry,  O  hear,  and  pardon.  The  wise  take  words 
and  return  unto  thee ;  they  cry,  we  beseech  thee,  remem- 
ber thy  servants,  our  ancestors.  The  wise  are  assured  of  the 
covenant  thou  hast  made,  concerning  thy  attributes;  O 
hearken  to  the  cry  of  those  who  knock  at  thy  gates.

pavement,  in  dread,  fear  thee :  the  flaming^  sparkling  angels 
with  understanding,  testify  of  thee :  they  who  hold  fast  in 
their  integrity  continually  praise  thee.

It  is  comely  to  declare  the  messages  of  him  who  is  tremen- 
dous in  praises ;  and  who,  like  thee,  could  publish  its  glad 
tidings  to  the  numerous  assembly.  It  is  comely  to  testify 
the  unity  of  his  honorable  name;  and  who  is  prepared  to 
bear  his  yoke  with  awe?  It  is  comely  ever  to  make  men- 
tion of  the  kindness  of  the  Creator ;  and  who  is  sufficiently 
pure  to  make  known  the  proper  adherence  to  his  ways? 
It  is  comely  to  praise,  with  song,  him  who  is  immutable, 
and  most  powerful ;  and  who  is  adequate  to  adapt  the  de- 
claration of  his  praise?  It  is  proper  to  seek  him  who  is 
righteous,  at  all  times ;  but  who  is  so  pure  as  to  dwell  with 
those  who  dwell  in  his  divine  presence  ?  It  is  comely  to  robe 
him  who  is  righteous,  with  blessings  and  praises ;  but  who 
am  I,  that  I  have  come  hither,  to  declare  his  praise? 

Therefore,  who  would  not  revere  thee,  O  King  of  the 
nations  ?  for  it  appertaineth  unto  thee ;  because,  ^c. 

The  angels  who  are  made  of  fire,  in  dread  praise  thee: 
those  who  have  the  covenant  in  their  flesh,  bless  thee,  and 
say,  there  is  none  beside  thee.  The  hosts  of  heaven  pros- 
trate, and  those  who  adhere  to  thy  word,  with  gladness 
move  towards  thee.  The  high  sounding  angels  praise  thee 
with  words ;  those  whose  meditation  is  in  thy  law,  when 
they  assemble  to  prayer,  attract  thee.  The  pure  in  thy 
dwelling  sing  a  portion  of  thy  praise:  the  pure  inhabit- 
ants of  the  earth,  with  their  mouth,  gladly  acknowledge 
thee :  the  pure  princes,  with  their  words,  encircle  thee 
V'ith  praise :  they  who  know  how  to  fear  thee,  in  fear  pro- 
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therefore  when  they  pour  forth  their  heart  before  thee,  thou 
dost  hearken  to  their  prayers  instantaneously.  Thou  are 
high,  and  exalted  above  all,  O  thou  most  Holy!  the  praise 
of  thy  name  is,  that  thou  bearest  iniquity.  Thy  righteous- 
ness is  conspicuous  as  the  mighty  mountains,  yielding  fruit, 
increase  and  seed  for  sustenance ;  for  mercy  and  forgiveness 
is  with  thee,  that  thou  mayest  be  feared  ;  for  the  path  of 
everlasting  life  hast  thou  shown  to  sinners.  Thou  hast 
regard  to  the  humble  and  broken-hearted  ;  for  thy  manner  is 
not  as  is  that  of  man,  who  looketh  on  the  outward  appear- 
ance ;  but  thy  look  penetrates  all  creatures :  that  which  is 
hidden  and  sealed,  is  apparent  before  thee.  Thy  hand  is 
stretched  out  to  receive  those  who  repent :  even  before  they 
call  and  cry  unto  thee,  they  are  answered.  For  thy  mercy  is 
great  above  the  mighty  heavens ;  they  who  sow  righteous- 
ness siiall  reap  fruit  accordingly.  The  power  of  thy  king- 
dom is,  that  thou  lovest  justice  ;  therefore  art  thou  called  the 
God  of  justice.  It  is  thy  way  to  associate  thy  attribute  of 
mercy  with  thy  attribute  of  strict  justice;  with  these  two 
attributes  didst  thou,  O  mighty  God  !  found  thy  world.  When 
the  sinner  humbles  himself,  thou  dost  repent  of  the  evil ;

Unto  thee  the  pious 
chant  praise  with  the  mouth ;  for  the  rich  are  not  regarded 
by  thee  more  than  the  poor,  as  is  said  of  thee.  Thou  are 
attired  with  majesty,  and  girded  with  power,  when  thou 
judgest  those  who  are  exalted  and  girt  with  strength.  Un- 
to thee  silence  is  praise ;  even  in  Zion,  the  perfection  of 
beauty ;  for  thy  threefold  praise  is  rehearsed  by  the  angels 
who  sparkle  as  the  polished  mirror.  The  raging  waves  ac- 
knowledge thy  mighty  power ;  for  thou  hast  appointed 
them  a  bound  which  they  dare  not  pass.  The  pillars  of 
heaven  are  shaken  at  thy  rebuke ;  the  seraphim  in  fear  of 
thee  cover  their  faces.  From  the  uttermost  parts  of  the 
earth,  they  address  songs  unto  thee ;  for  thine  eyes  per- 
vade every  side  of  it.  They  who  are  renewed  every  morn- 
ing, abundantly  declare  thy  faithfulness;  the  cherubin: 
hasten  to  obey  thy  command.  Thou  didst  span  the  might] 
heavens,  and  make  firm  the  earth  ;  the  mighty  angel,  anc 
the  righteous,  proclaim  thy  amiableness.  At  thy  command 
day  and  night  are  divided ;  from  the  time  of  their  crea- 
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served  as  the  apple  of  thy  eye,  (Israel),  know  thy  wonder- 
ful works.  Thou,  O  most  strong  and  mighty  King!  shalt 
be  praised  for  ever ;  King  of  glory,  thou  shalt  be  magnified 
and  praised  eternally.  Thou  art  the  tremendous  King!  thy 
praise  filleth  the  earth ;  thou  are  most  high  and  holy,  terrible 
to  the  kings  of  the  earth.  Thou  art  the  King  whose  great- 
ness is  unsearchable  and  unlimited  ;  may  he  cause  us  to  hear, 
in  his  temple,  the  good  tidings  of  the  restoration  of  the 
glory  of  his  hosts  (Israel).  Thou  art  the  King,  whose  hand 
is  strong,  and  thy  right  hand  is  highly  exalted;  the  pure 
ones  extol  thee,  saying,  the  Lord  is  good  for  a  strong  hold. 
Thou  King,  and  Omnipotent  God  ?  are  excellent  in  holiness ; 
the  pure  shall  worship  thee,  in  holy  attire,  O  Eternal! 
Thou  art  King  ?  thy  truth,  O  Lord,  is  eternal ;  praise  ye  the 
Lord  on  the  ten-stringed  instrument ;  let  every  thing  that 
hath  breath  praise  the  Lord.  Thou  art  the  King  who 
speaketh  righteousness  and  declareth  rectitude ;  thy  decrees 
are  laws  of  truth  and  upright  judgments.  Thou  art  the 
King,  who  is  blessed  with  the  mouth  of  every  body ;  thy 
mighty  glory  is  spoken  of  above  and  below. 

Therefore,  who  would  not  revere  thee,  O  king  of  the 
nations,  etc. 

The  nations  are  esteemed  as  nought  and  vanity  before  thee. 

Thy  tried  ones  dwell  alone  and  are  not  reckoned  with  them. 

Thy  adherents  adhere  to  thee,  who  art  the  living  God. 

Those   who  are   strong  in   thy    faith   explain   thy    unity 
morning  and  evening. 

They  who  tremble  at  thy  word,  prepare  themselves  to 
serve  thee  in  fear. 

They  who  are  befriended  by  thee,  bow  the  knee  to  thee, 
with  the  jutting  of  the  joints. 

Those  who  are  chosen   by  thee,  put  their  trust  in  the 
hiding-place  of  thy  strength. 

Those  who  have  been  borne  by  thee,  abhor  the  incitement 
to  incontinency  and  lewdness. 

Thy  people  testify  thy  sovereignty,  O  God  of  gods. 

Thy  hosts  (Israel)  declare  thou  art  holy,  and  that  thou 
abidest  amongst  their  praise. 

Thy  friends  depend  upon  thee,  who  teachest  what  will 
tend  to  their  profit. 

Thy  perfect  ones,  when  they  assemble  to  prayer,  declare 
their  firm  be-lief  of  thy  truth. 

Therefore,  who  would  not  revere  thee,  O  King  of  the 
nations?  because,  etc. 

Those  who  return  penitent  oflfer  thanksgiving  unto  thee ; 
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thy  secret.  Thou  didst  not  despise  thy  word  to  lie  as  man ; 
the  testimony  of  thy  word  is  established  in  heaven ;  it  will 
never  fail.  Thou  didst  never  take  delight  in  the  wicked ;  thy 
secret  place  is  a  refuge  to  lodge  thy  people  in  for  ever. 
Thou  didst  say,  "it  is  not  good  for  man  to  be  alone."  O 
thou  who  art  Omniscient !  exaltation  appertaineth  to  thee 
only.  The  righteousness  of  thy  judgments  didst  thou  not 
make  known  to  any ;  the  blotting  out  of  transgression  didst 
thou  make  known  to  this  people  (Israel).  Thou  wilt  not 
deal  with  us  according  to  our  sins,  O  thou  who  art  clothed 
in  righteousness,  but  wilt  respect  our  secret  prayer. this  day, 
as  the  ascending  smoke  of  the  finest  beaten  incense. 

Therefore,  who  would  not  revere  thee,  etc. 

Yea,  they  fear  thee,  O  Lord !  who  hast  made  all  things 
for  thine  own  sake ;  thou  are  magnified  and  exalted  exceed- 
ingly by  the  power  of  thy  works.  Every  thing  beneath  thee 
feareth  thee,  O  most  High !  the  glory  of  thy  resting-place  is 
conspicuous  in  the  exalted  heavens.  The  multitude  of  vigi- 
lant angels,  who  stand  around  thee,  revere  thee,  and  chant 
song,  when  renewed  in  thy  sparkling  river.  The  splen- 
did sparks,  and  the  thundering  orbs,  fear  thee ;  the  rocks 
were  split,  because  of  thy  wrath,  O  thou  living  God.  The 
swift  lightnings,  who  obey  thy  command,  fear  thee,  saying, 
behold,  we  are  ready  to  go  on  thy  mission  at  thy  command. 
The  cherubs  and  ophanim,  and  thousands  of  Shinanim 
(angels)  fear  thee:  even  those  who  are  as  splendid  as  the 
flaming  spear,  and  the  sharp  arrows.

Thy  peculiar  lot.  and 
beautiful  heritage  feareth  thee  ;  thy  people,  with  a  pure  heart, 
prepare  to  meet  thee.  Every  prince,  ruler  and  judge  feareth 
thee,  as  do  the  sheep  of  thy  hand  (Israel),  when  in  judg- 
ment this  day.  The  master  and  the  servant,  the  king  and 
his  army,  the  young  man  and  the  maiden,  the  weak  and  he 
who  graspeth  the  two-edged  dagger ;  all  fear  thee,  earl- 
doms, and  all  kingdoms  fear  thee ;  thou  shalt  be  exalted  for 
ever,  O  King !  who  art  the  King  of  kings. 

Therefore,  who  would  not  revere  thee,  O  king,  etc. 

Thou  are  the  King  who  searchest  the  most  hidden  se- 
crets ;  thy  name  shall  be  praised,  O  thou  most  wise  in  secret 
counsel.  O  King!  myriads  are  the  charities  of  thy  holy 
hosts:  they  who  are  near  thee,  (Israel)  say,  O  God,  thou 
art  tremendous  from  thy  holy  residence.  Thou  are  the  King 
who  formed  all  things  for  thy  glory ;  they  who  are   pre- 
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in  the  severest  drought,  that  they  may  not  suffer  hunger; 
who  giveth  food  to  those  who  revere  him,  to  reheve  them 
from  affliction ;  who  giveth  Hberal  showers  of  the  first  rain, 
and  the  latter  rain,  in  their  season ;  who  prepareth  forgive- 
ness for  the  backsHders,  that  they  may  return ;  who 
cleanseth  them  with  the  sprintchng  of  clean  water,  that  they 
may  dwell  in  his  shadow ;  who  prepareth  his  throne  for 
judgment,  to  restore  his  people ;  therefore  shall  the  many 
isles  rejoice  when  he  reigneth,  and  they  (Israel),  are  again 
settled  securely. 

Therefore  who  would  not  revere  thee,  O  King  olf  the 
nations !  for  it  appertaineth  unto  thee ;  because  among  all 
the  wise  men  of  the  nations,  and  in  all  their  kingdoms,  there 
is  none  like  thee. 

Therefore,  who,  etc. 

Who  is  excellent  besides  thee?  Who  is  blessed  except 
thee?  Who  is  mighty  like  thee?  Who  is  conspicuous  among 
his  hosts,  as  thou  art?  Who  is  gloriously  praised  as  thou 
art?  Who  is  immutable  as  thou  art?  Who  is  righteous  be- 
sides thee?  Who  is  strong  except  thee?  Who  is  as  pure  as 
thine  establishment?  Who  is  feared  as  thy  unity?  Who  can 
subdue  wrath  as  thou  in  thy  mercy  ?  Who  is  clothed  as  thou 
art  in  thy  pure  garments  ?  Who  is  exalted  besides  thee  ?  Who 
can  establish  his  throne  opposite  thee?  Who  can  mete,  as 
thou  metest  ?  Who  can  counsel  to  do  according  to  thy  works  ? 
Who  can  work  according  to  thy  wonders?  Who  can  shade 
(protect)  as  thou  dost  with  thy  shield?  Who  can  reach  the 
end  of  thy  holiness?  Who  can  be  satisfied  with  thy  praise? 
Who  can  make  known  thy  praise?  Who  can  complete  thy 
glorification  ? 

Therefore,  who  will  not,  etc. 

Thou  didst  not  assuredly  promise  any  good  to  Israel,  of 
which  thou  didst  not  perform  ;  thy  praise  is  continually  de- 
clared in  the  mouths  of  all.  Thou  didst  not  say,  "seek  ye 
me  in  vain" ;  thy  name  is  a  tower  of  strength  to  those  who 
flee  towards  thee.  The  mighty  waves  cannot  break  the 
bounds  thou  hast  set  them ;  they  swell  and  toss  themselves, 
but  in  vain  do  they  dash  themselves  to  break  thy  stated 
bounds.  It  is  not  a  vain  thing  to  keep  thy  charge ;  for  the 
truth  (thy  word)  is  certain  and  established  for  ever  and 
ever.  Thou  didst  not  say,  that  thou  wouldst  blot  out  the 
name  of  those  who  adhere  to  tlice ;  their  soul  thirsteth  for 
the  pleasant  embrace  of  thy  right  liand.  Thou  wilt  not  par- 
don the  blood  of  thy  pious  servants,  that  hath  been  spilt ;  a 
ix^aceable  visitation  hast  thou  promised  to  those  who  know 
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Who  established  the  universe  with  his  everlasting-  arms ; 
i/ho  vieweth  all  things,  and  nothing  is  hid  from  him ;  who 
healeth  the  broken-hearted,  and  bindeth  up  their  wounds. 
who  calleth  the  generations  from  the  beginning,  and  sustain- 
eth  them  ;  who,  with  his  name  jah  !  formed  the  universe, 
and  supporteth  them :  who  stretcheth  out  his  hand  to  those 
who  return  penitent,  and  receiveth  them  ;  who  helpeth  those 
who  put  their  trust  in  him  ;  who  treadeth  down  those  who 
err,  bearing  the  wood  of  their  idols ;  who  made  a  path  in 
the  mighty  waters  for  a  causey  for  them ;  who  prepared  the 
light  and  the  sun  to  guide  them  in  their  paths ;  whose  gar- 
ment is  white  as  snow,  to  cause  the  trespass  of  his  children 
to  become  white  ;  whose  hair  is  pure  as  wool,  to  cleanse  them 
of  their  pollution ;  who  is  upright,  and  teacheth  transgress- 
ors that  which  may  profit  them ;  who  is  good,  and  sheweth 
sinners  the  way  to  become  wise ;  who  bindeth  an  healing 
bandage  upon  those  who  have  been  borne  by  him,  (Israel), 
to  heal  them ;  who  remembereth  the  covenant  of  the  patri-

the  earth,  and  established  them ;  who  hath  appointed  the 
revolutions  of  the  seasons,  of  summer  and  winter;  who 
strengtheneth  those  who  hope  in  him,  who  cast  their 
burthen  upon  hirn ;  who  supporteth  them,  and  satisfieth  th^m 
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for  ever,  and  to  all  eternity,  will  we  sanctify  thy  holiness, 
and  thy  praise,  O  our  God !  shall  never  depart  from  our 
mouth,  for  thou  art  an  Omnipotent  King ;  great  and  holy.

name,  O  Lord,  our  God!  be  sanctified  over  thy  people 
Israel,  Jerusalem,  thy  city,  Zion  the  tabernacle  of  thy 
glory,  the  kingdom  of  the  house  of  David,  thine  anointed, 
and  thine  establishment,  and  temple. 

Who  is  excellent  in  the  highest  heavens ;  who  searcheth 
the  thoughts  and  the  reins,  who  fortelleth  the  prodigies  from 
the  beginning-;  who  judgeth  his  creatures  in  righteousness; 
who  existed  prior  to  all  beings ;  who  exists,  and  will  exist 
eternally ;  who  feedeth,  and  prepareth  food  for  all  living, 
who  resteth  above  the  four  Chajoth ;  who  spanned  the  high 
heavens;  who  founded  the  earth  above  the  waters;  who 
arrangeth  righteous  and  meritorious  actions ;  who  hearken- 
eth  and  hath  respect  to  the  prayer  of  his  people ;  who  gath- 
ereth  together  the  captive  outcasts ;  who  assembleth  the 
scattered  from  the  four  corners  of  the  earth ;  who  is  at- 
tentive to  the  prayer  of  all  mouths ;  who  answereth  those 
who  call  upon  him  from  the  depths  of  their  heart ;  who  re- 
deemeth  the  soul  of  his  servants  from  desolation  ;  who  is  the 
Creator,  most  powerful  in  his  works ;  who  calleth  the  waters 
of  the  sea,  and  casteth  them  into  the  abyss ;  who  is  high  and 
exalted  on  his  fiery  throne  who  dwelleth  among  the  tranquil 
angels,  who  are  formed  of  flames  of  fire ;  who  supporteth 
those  who  hope  in  him  and  with  their  eyes  look  towards  him. 
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our  Saviour!  and  through  his  infinite  mercy  will  cause  us 
to  hear  the  second  time  in  the  sight  of  all  living,  the  ex- 
pression, "to  be  your  God."    I  am  the  Lord  your  God. 

Our  Lord,  and  most  mighty  God!  how  excellent  is  thy 
name  in  all  the  earth !  The  Eternal  shall  be  king  over  all 
the  earth ;  in  that  day  the  Lord  alone  shall  be  acknow- 
ledged, and  his  name  shall  also  be  one. 

•Our  eyes  look  unto  thee,  O  Eternal,  our  Lord !  thou  art 
blessed  in  the  congregations  of  thy  people ;  how  glorious  is 
thy  name !  Redeem  us  the  second  time  from  those  who  afflict 
us,  O  Eternal,  our  Lord!  who  dwellest  in  thine  exalted 
heavens,  how  glorious  is  thy  name!  Lo!  we  praise  thee,  O 
Eternal,  our  Lord !  and  who  is  like  thy  people,  who  extol  thy 
name?  how  glorious  is  thy  name!  Remember  the  covenant 
of  our  ancestors,  O  Eternal,  our  Lord!  thou  alone  art  the 
living  God !  for  no  stranger  is  associated  with  thee ;  how 
glorious  is  thy  name !  O  thou  who  art  pure,  redeem  us  for 
the  sake  of  thy  name,  O  Eternal,  our  Lord !

Raise  us  up,  O  Eternal,  our 
Lord !  may  thy  mercy  precede  thine  anger ;  how  glorious 
is  thy  name ;  hear  the  voice  of  our  supplication,  O  Eternal, 
our  Lord !  thou  art  extolled  by  those  who  have  been  carried 
by  thee  from  the  womb ;  how  glorious  is  thy  name !

From  the  place  of  his  residence  may  he  regard  with  mercy 
and  be  gracious  to  the  people,  who,  evening  and  morning, 
daily  proclaim  the  unity  of  his  name,  by  repeating  twice, 
every  day,  continually  with  fervent  love,  and  say,  Shemah. 

Hear,  O  Israel,  the  Lord  is  our  God !  the  Lord  is  one. 
Our  God  is  an  unity ;  he  is  our  Father,  our  King,  and  our 
Saviour ;  and  through  his  infinite  mercy  will  cause  us  to  hear 
the  second  time  in  the  sight  of  all  living,  the  expression, 
"to  be  your  God." 

Unto  thee  all  flesh  shall  come  lo  address  thee  because  thy 
works  are  not  as  the  works  of  flesh ;  the  spirit  of  all  flesh 
shall  be  gathered  into  thy  hand ;  for  thou  art  the  God  of  the 
spirits  of  all  flesh ;  worms  also  proceed  from  abundant  flesh. 
An  evil  mouth  causeth  the  flesh  to  sin.  When  the  genera- 
tion that  was  destroyed  by  the  flood  was  corrupted,  and 
committed  lewdness  of  flesh,  thou  wast  wrath,  and  didst 
say,  "for  that  he  also  is  but  flesh."  Verily,  when  thou 
art  wrath  for  the  sins  of  flesh,  O  mayest  thou,  who  art  our 
Creator,  assuredly  remember,  that  they  are  but  flesh. 

Therefore,  I  would  rather  fall  into  thy  hand,  than  into  the 
hands  of  flesh ;  fqr  the  app(^iifitment  of  thy  judgment  is  not 
as  that  of  flesh ;  it  is  thou  who  art  the  God  of  the  spirits  of 
all  flesh ;  thou  preparest,  and  givest  food  to  all  flesh ;  thou, 
O  living  God,  hast  called  all  the  living  flesh  ;  thou  hast  form- 
ed them  of  nerves  and  bones,  and  covered  them  with  skin 
and  flesh  ;  those  who  are  clean  are  defiled  by  a  piece  of  flesh 
of  the  dead ;  therefore,  woe  to  the  flesh  that  does  not  pre- 
serve its  purity ;  the  sound  of  the  howling  of  our  enemies 
hath  caused  our  flesh  to  tremble ;  may  thy  tenderness  be 
moved  toward  all  flesh  ;  thy  glorious  holy  name  shall  be  bles- 
sed by  all  flesh ;  the  instruction  of  thy  law  healeth  all  flesh. 

Therefore,  at  the  time  thou  shalt  pour  forth  thy  spirit 
on  all  flesh,  the  manifestation  of  thy  glory  will  be  seen  by 
all  flesh ;  and  when  thou  shalt  cause  us  to  hear  the  sec- 
ond time,  I  am  your  God,  all  flesh  shall  be  silent. 

Our  God  is  a  unity;  he  is  our  Father,  our  King,  and 
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the  earth,  he  said,  "because  of  the  rebellious,  my  spirit  shall 
not  contend  with  man."  Before  they  cried  out,  and  said 
unto  the  Lord,  depart  from  us,  they  were  deprived  of  the 
spirit ;  before  anything  was  created,  he  was  called  the  God 
Df  the  Spirit;  before  the  wind  moved  upon  the  face  of  the 
waters,  he  did  not  delegate  the  power  of  controlling  the 
wind  to  any  creature ;  before  the  Psalmist  said,  "Where 
shall  I  go  to  avoid  the  evil  spirit  ?" 

Therefore  shall  everything,  in  whose  nostrils  is  the  breath 
of  life  (for  verily  in  man  is  the  living  spirit)  praise  and 
g^lorify  God,  the  Creator  of  the  spirit,  as  the  Chajoh  and 
Ophan  (names  of  angels)  do,  at  the  time  the  spirit  enters 
into  them. 

His  glory  filleth  the  universe,  and  his  ministering  angels 
inquire  of  each  other,  where  is  the  place  of  his  glory- 
whilst  they  alternately  proclaim,  blessed ! 

Blessed  is  the  glory  of  the  Lord,  from  the  place  of  his  res- 
idence. From  the  place  of  his  residence  may  he  regard 
with  mercy,  and  be  gracious  to  the  people,  who,  evening  and 
morning,  daily  proclaim  the  unity  of  his  name,  by  repeating 
twice  every  day,  continually  with  fervent  love,  and  say, 
Shemah. 

Every  soul  continually  lodgeth  in  thy  hand ;  the  soul 
:onfesseth  its  ignorant  and  presumptuous  sins  unto  thee; 
O  thou  who  are  most  holy,  didst  desire  to  grant  redemption 
to  the  soul,  that  every  soul  might  bless  thee ;  the  fast  thou 
didst  choose,  didst  thou  call  an  affliction  for  the  soul; 
transgression  without  instruction,  is  not  good  for  the  soul : 
all  labor  and  work  cannot  satisfy  the  soul ;  the  covered  mem- 
bers are  occupied  by  the  living  soul ;  the  shriek  of  the  soul, 
when  departing  from  the  body,  is  hidden  from  all;  death 
purifieth  the  iniquity  of  the  sin  of  the  soul. 

Therefore,  in  every  distress,  will  I  pour  out  my  soul  untc 
thee,  that  thou  wilt  deliver  our  soul,  as  the  bird  escapeth 
out  of  the  snare;  all  the  souls  together  are  considered  b> 
thee  as  but  one  soul ;  thou  hast  admonished  thy  pure  ones 
not  to  defile  the  soul :  at  the  time  that  the  soul  renders  an 
account  in  judgment,  if  the  soul  be  pure  and  clean,  God 
says  to  the  soul,  return  to  thy  rest ;  then,  verily,  will  the 
soul  be  bound  in  the  bundle  of  life:  thus  will  it  be  with 
those  who  seek  the  meditation  of  the  law,  that  quieteth  the 
soul.  But  when  the  soul  of  the  heathen  or  gentile  departs, 
their  souls  will  be  slung  out,  as  out  of  the  middle  of  a  sling,' 
therefore,  unto  thee,  O  God  !  I  lift  up  mv  soul  in  truth. 
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the  iniquity  of  thy  faithful  seed,  and  passest  by  the  trans- 
gressions of  the  amiable  plants?"  they  will  answer,  Hap- 
py the  people  who  are  thus  ;  they  will  sing,  happy  the  people 
whose  God  is  the  Lord ;  the  celestial  beings  shall  sanctify 
thee,  and  the  terrestrial  beings  shall  reverence  thee.  Then 
shall  the  mighty  angels  exultantly  adore  thee,  the  lightning 
angels  bless  thee,  bands  of  angels  ascribe  greatness  to  thee, 
burning  angels  seek  thee,  multitudes  of  angels  glorify  thee, 
the  powerful  angels  thank  thee,  the  pure  angels  make  men- 
tion of  thee,  the  hosts  of  angels  ascribe  strength  to  thee, 
the  clean  angels  reason  of  thee,  the  honourable  angels  ac- 
knowledge thy  unity,  the  strong  angels  acknowledge  thy 
sovereignty,  the  flaming  angels  love  thee,  the  tuneful  angel's 
praise  thee  with  music,  the  seraphim  praise  thee, 
the  vigilant  angels  extol  thee,  the  wonderful  angels 
glorify  thee,  the  hosts  of  angels  praise  thee  with  cymbals, 
the  swift  angels  sanctify  thee,  myriads  of  angels  exalt  thee, 
the  Shinanim  praise  thee,  the  Tarshishim  continually  praise 
thee  with  a  threefold  sanctification. 

As  it  is  written  by  the  hand  of  the  prophet,  and  one  (an- 
gel) cried  unto  another,  and  said, 

Holy,  holy,  holy,  is  the  Lord  of  Hosts !  the  whole  earth  is 
full  of  his  glory.  His  glory  filleth  the  universe,  and  his  min- 
istering angels  enquire  of  each  other,  where  is  the  place  of 
his  glory,  while  they  alternately  proclaim,  blessed ! 

With  abundant  wisdom  did  God  create  the  wind,  even  be- 
fore he  hastened  on  the  cherub ;  and  on  the  wings  of  the 
wind  he  hath  also  limited  the  wind ;  before  he  speaks,  the 
wind,  with  expedition,  performs  his  command;  before  the 
wind  was  let  loose  from  its  confines,  did  he  not  restrain  it 
from  being  too  boisterous  ?  In  the  great  sea  he  cast  the  wind, 
so  that  before  the  floods  stood  as  a  wall,  they  were  heaped 
up  by  the  wind ;  God  speaks  the  word,  and  the  wind  is 
stilled ;  before  the  waters  flow,  he  causeth  the  wind  to  blow. 

Therefore  is  every  spirit  committed  into  his  hand,  every 
night,  before  the  spirit  returns  unto  him;  he  breathed  the 
living  spirit  into  him  who  was  formed  in  his  image ;  before 
the  soul  and  spirit  were  infused  in  him,  God  formed  a  path 
for  him  in  the  garden  he  had  planted,  where  he  walked  in 
the  cool  of  the  day.    Before  he  caused  a  wind  to  pass  over 
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children,  great  and  small,  young  and  old,  all  supplicate, 
and  crave  thy  mercy ;  they  praise  and  entreat  thee,  O  Lord 
of  lords!  to  redeem  them  from  the  weight  of  their  iniqui- 
ties, and  to  cause  their  transgressions  to  vanish  as  the 
clouds ;  to  have  respect  to  their  prayer  from  the  heavens, 
to  hearken  to  the  words  of  their  cry,  for  they  are  poor  and 
needy;  they  seek  protection  in  thy  shadow,  shield  them- 
selves under  thy  wing,  hide  themselves  in  thy  covert,  and 
depend  on  thee ;  and  as  the  eyes  of  men-servants  look  unto 
the  hand  of  their  masters,  and  as  the  eyes  of  a  maid-ser- 
vant unto  the  hand  of  her  mistress,  so  do  they  look  unto 
thee ;  to  enlarge  their  redemption,  to  wash  them  from  the 
ill  savour  of  their  shame,  to  sink  their  presumptuous 
sins  in  the  depths  of  the  sea,  to  silence  their  accusers,  to  strike 
the  informers  dumb,  to  cause  those  who  sharpen  the  arrows 
and  spears,  to  return  the  sword  to  its  scabbard,  to  strengthen 
the  upright  and  pure  advocate,  and  to  muzzle  the  accusers, 
who  contend  with  them ;  for  they  prepare  the  order  of  for- 
giveness, direct  the  prayer  of  reconciliation,  and  the  cove- 
nant of  the  thirteen  attributes,  which  thou  in  a  vision  didst 
teach  to  the  faithful,  (Moses)  when  thy  glory  did  pass  by 
him  when  thou  didst  commune  with  him  face  to  face  ;  all  this 
day  they  repeat  them  (thy  divine  attributes),  and  diligently 
recite  the  order  of  confession,  speak  of  thy  righteousness, 
beseeching  thee  to  remember  to  them  the  piety  of  the  three 
patriarchs,  and  the  day  of  their  sanctified  espousals,  (when 
the  law  was  given)  to  deliver  them  from  the  venom  of  the 
adder,  to  free  them  from  the  rigor  of  affliction,  to  deliver 
them  from  the  bruises  of  the  dragons,  to  bring  them  up  from 
the  pit  of  torment,  to  loosen  them  from  the  fetters  of  their 
adversaries,  to  rid  them  of  the  reproach  of  the  presumptuous, 
to  deliver  them  from  the  proud,  to  cause  them  to  return  as 
the  doves,  to  deliver  them  from  the  punishment  of  Tofes 
(hell),  from  the  flaming,  burning  sword,  and  from  the  piles 
of  burning  fire,  flaming  coals,  sparks,  and  pillars  of  smoke, 
that  they  may  praise  thee  like  he  (David)  ;  who  praised 
thee  on  the  instrument  called  Shoshanim.  And,  when  the 
myriads  of  the  holy  heavenly  hosts  will  see  that  thou  hast 
justified  thy  children,  who  are  thy  purchased  servants,  they 
will  assuredly  look  at  each  other  with  amazement,  and  their 
numerous  bands  and  hosts  will  audibly  proclaim  in  eloquent 
language,  "\Vl)o  is  like  unto  thee,  O  God!  who  pardonest 
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fessions  didst  thou  number;  its  affliction  didst  thou  note 
in  thy  statutes ;  didst  speak  of  the  attire  of  the  priest  in  the 
white  Hnen  garments,  in  the  golden  garments ;  didst  ex- 
plain the  value  of  his  garments ;  didst  instruct  him  in  the 
change  of  garments ;  all  this  didst  thou  impart  to  thy  holy 
ones;  all  its  laws  didst  thou  also  make  known,  its  precepts 
didst  thou  search,  its  judgments  didst  thou  decide,  its  stat- 
utes didst  thou  engrave,  its  decrees  didst  thou  decree,  all 
its  subjects  didst  thou  pen,  its  lots  and  portion  didst  thou 
adorn  and  beautify  above  all,  didst  appoint  it  for  freedom  to 
the  bruised,  didst  mark  it  for  liberty  to  the  captives,  didst 
ordain  it  for  perfect  freedom  to  the  bounden :  this  tenth  day 
of  the  month  didst  thou  fix  for  Israel ;  thou  didst  appoint  it 
the  most  solemn  day  of  rest,  to  those  who  rest  on  the  Sab- 
bath ;  didst  give  the  day  of  atonement  to  those  who  bestow 
charity ;  to  expiate  iniquities,  to  blot  out  presumptuous  sins, 
to  destroy  transgressions,  to  make  an  end  of  sins,  to  cleanse 
the  defiled,  to  clear  away  the  spots,  to  wash  clean  the  filthy, 
to  make  the  scarlet  sins  as  white  as  snow,  to  make  the  red 
sins  as  white  as  wool,  to  scour  the  guilty,  cleanse  the  sinners, 
the  trespasses  vanish,  and  the  trespassers  are  pure :  thus  re- 
mission is  granted  to  the  fraternal  nation,  (Israel),  and  par- 
don to  the  perfect  congregation.  This  day  also  thy  people 
are  united,  they  assemble  in  thy  presence  to  supplicate  thee, 
and  to  attract  thy  divine  presence  among  them,  they  are 
assembled  and  detained  to  serve  thee  in  fear,  for  they  stand 
in  dread,  and  praise  thee  in  terror ;  they  also  confess  their 
transgressions,  they  bow  down  and  worship ;  they  bend  the 
knee,  and  prostrate  themselves  on  the  earth  to  thee;  they 
hasten  to  thy  gates ;  they  are  all  united,  to  acknowledge 
thy  u-nity,  to  testify  thy  holiness,  bear  witness  of  thy  faith- 
fulness, declare  thy  righteousness ;  they  do  not  deny  thy 
mercy  and  truth ;  the  stand  and  pray  unto  thee,  and  con- 
tinually praise  thee,  from  the  rising  of  the  sun  until  its  set- 
ting; they  have  prepared  five  forms  of  prayer,  including 
the  prayer  of  yesternight;  according  to  the  service  of  the 
five  sacrifices ;  they  praise  thy  name  with  all  their  strength 
and  might;  they  fast  and  afflict  themselves;  fathers  and 
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and  praise,  to  come  into  thy  presence  with  supplication,  to 
make  mention  of  those  (our  ancestors)  who  rest  in  the  cave 
of  Makbelah,  that  thou  mayest  hearken  to  prayer  in  an  ac- 
ceptable time,  to  cause  all  shame  and  infamy  co  pass  by,  to 
make  void  all  iniquity  and  folly,  to  cause  righteousness  and 
praise  to  spring  forth,  to  demolish  wrath,  and  to  multiply 
pardon ;  to  take  away  the  stumbling-block  and  remove  the 
snare,  to  clear  the  way  and  to  level  the  path,  to  give  ablu- 
tion and  purity  to  those  who  return  penitent,  to  cause  de- 
liverance and  enlargement  to  arise,  to  cast  iniquity  into  the 
deep  abyss,  and  to  pardon  trespasses  and  presumptuous  sins. 
This  day  also  hast  thou  sanctified  above  all  days ;  thou  hast 
exalted  it  and  chosen  it  above  all  days,  and  from  its  first 
formation  didst  thou  choose  it,  and  to  the  enlightened  gen- 
eration didst  thou  impart  its  power ;  for  on  it  didst  thou  par- 
don the  sin  of  the  golden  calf,  didst  give  the  written  tables, 
to  the  meek  (Moses)  didst  tell  him  the  good  tidings,  "I  have 
pardoned  according  to  thy  word" ;  didst  repent  thee  of  the 
evil,  hadst  compassion  on  thy  children,  and  as  high  as  the 
heaven  is  above  the  earth  didst  thou  strengthen  thy  tender 
mercy  to  them,  and  as  far  as  the  east  is  from  the  west,  so  far 
didst  thou  remove  their  transgression ;  didst  remember  the 
merit  of  the  ancient  patriarchs,  and  as -a  father  to  a  son 
didst  thou  favour  them  ;  thou  didst  raise  their  power  above 
all  people,  didst  exalt  their  hour  in  glory,  didst  lift  them 
up  from  an  humble  estate,  perform  prodigies  for  their  good, 
didst  show  and  proclaim  their  love  in  the  sight  of  all,  didst 
long  and  desire  to  dwell,  rest  and  abide  in  the  midst  of  their 
congregation ;  thou  didst  make  thyself  visible  unto  them, 
and  between  the  cherubims  didst  thou  includeth  thy  glory, 
and  over  the  mercy-seat  didst  thou  spread  thy  glorious  cloud 
and  didst  appoint  the  cloud  of  incense  to  cover  it  this  day. 
And  from  that  time  didst  thou  appoint  it  for  pardon  and  for 
expiation ;  and  its  precepts  didst  thou  command,  and  didst 
thrice  write  it  in  the  law ;  its  admonitions  didst  thou  explain, 
the  punishment  for  breach  of  it  didst  thou  reveal ;  the  num- 
ber of  its  offerings  didst  thou  determine ;  the  order  of  its 
services  didst  thou  arrange ;  the  acceptance  of  its  sprinklings 
didst  thou  number ;  the  mixture  of  its  incense  didst  thou 
multiply;  to  the  number  of  its  orders  didst  thou  add;  the 
abstertion  of  its  ablutions  dids<^  thoU  count ;  didst  reckon 
its  sanctified  washings   (ot  faandb  dad  ^^et)  ;  with  under- 
standing didst  thou  mark  its  memorials ;  its  laws  and  con- 
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sible  to  hide  any  thing  from  thy  sight,  or  to  conceal  any 
thing  from  thy  presence,  because  thine  eye  pervadeth  all 
things ;  it  is  well  known  to  thee  that  he  (man)  is  formed  of 
matter,  he  is  vanity  of  vanities,  he  is  a  blasted  leaf,  he  is  dry 
stubble,  he  is  an  earthen  potsherd ;  of  what  account,  then, 
is  he  ?  his  name  is  Enosh,  feeble ;  for  as  his  name  is,  so  is  he : 
nis  name  is  Adam,  man,  for  he  is  composed  of  dust,  blood 
and  bile ;  he  is  called  bosar,  flesh,  consisting  of  shame,  cor- 
ruption and  worm ;  he  is  conceived  in  sin  and  brought  forth 
In  iniquity,  and  the  imagination  of  his  heart  is  evil  from  his 
youth,  which  imagineth  evil  in  his  dwelling,  lieth  in  wait  for 
him  in  his  secret  places ;  he  nestles  as  a  serpent  in  his  hidden 
[)laces ;  as  a  fly  he  enters  the  doors  of  his  apartment,  and, 
with  his  filthy  leaven,  causeth  the  dough  to  send  forth  a 
stinking  savour,  entices  him  to  decline  from  the  right  path ; 
he  continually  troubles  him ;  is  accounted  as  his  enemy, 
for  he  is  the  principal  of  his  adversaries,  he  troubles  him  in 
all  his  borders,  hunts  him  on  all  sides,  disquiets  all  his 
members,  grieves  him  with  his  words,  causes  him  to  sin 
with  his  evil  cogitations,  causes  him  to  stumble,  so  that  he 
may  fall  in  his  net ;  thinks  to  cast  him  into  his  deep  pits,  and 
besieges  him  in  his  vulnerable  parts,  were  it  not  that  thou 
dost  help  him  against  his  adversaries.  He  also  every  day 
renews  his  attacks  on  him,  to  seek  occasion  against  him,  to 
fall  upon  him,  to  pervert  him  and  lead  him  into  the  perverse 
path,  to  make  him  trespass  with  his  abominable  trespasses, 
to  embitter  his  life  with  his  poisonous  drought;  for  he  never 
seeks  his  peace,  but  lays  snares  for  his  feet,  hides  nets  in 
his  paths,  puts  stumbling-blocks  in  his  ways,  diggeth  a  pit  in 
his  road  to  dishearten  him  and  multiply  his  stumblings ; 
and  as  one  who  strikes  the  anvil  with  hammers  and  hatchets, 
so  does  he  strike  him ;  therefore  do  they  who  speak  in  par- 
ables, say,  "Woe  to  that  house,  whose  destroyers  and  they 
that  lay  it  waste,  are  the  inhabitants  of  it !"  How,  then, 
shall  he  be  justified  by  his  works?  And  what  can  he  merit  by 
his  actions?  For  the  spoiler  hath  entered  his  borders  to 
spoil  him  and  war  against  him  by  the  multitude  of  his 
machinations ;  therefore  didst  thou  hasten  to  prepare  an 
healing  medicine ;  didst  ordain  a  remedy  for  the  faint  and 
wounded  ;  didst  prepare  balm  and  a  bandage  for  those  whose 
wound  has  not  been  bound  up,  and  didst  produce  a  cure  and 
plaister  for  the  wound ;  this  day  hast  thou  appointed  for 
pardon  and  forgiveness,  to  enter  thy  gates  with  thanksgiving 
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fied  from  the  splendour  of  thy  glory;  for  thy  glory  filletft 
heaven  and  earth.  And  who  is  like  thy  people,  Israel,  a  sin- 
gular nation  in  the  earth  ?  Who  praise  thy  sovereignty  ?  Who 
proclaim  the  unity  of  thy  divinity?  Who  bless  the  name  of 
the  glory  of  thy  kingdom?  Who  declare  thy  praise?  Who 
arrange  supplications  to  supplicate  thee?  Who  chaunt  sweet 
hymns  to  extol  thee?  Who  prolong  the  song  to  reconcile 
thee?  Who  pour  forth  their  speech  to  persuade  thee?  They 
are  thy  people,  and  thy  heritage,  thy  flock,  and  the  sheep  of 
thy  pasture;  thy  holly  first-fruits,  the  first  of  thy  creation, 
and  thy  peculiarly  beloved  people ;  thine  inheritance,  and  thy 
beautiful  lot;  Israel  is  thy  glory:  Jeshurun  is  thy  chosen 
portion,  who  adhere  to  thy  truth,  who  meditate  in  thy  de- 
cree, who  delight  in  thy  law,  who  are  employed  in  thy  fear, 
who  are  continually  engaged  in  thy  service,  who  desire  to 
enter  the  gates  of  thy  house,  who  long  to  see  thee  in  thy  holy 
temple,  who  delight  to  draw  near  to  thee,  who  are  slain  for 
thy  law,  who  are  stoned  for  love  of  thee,  who  are  burnt  for 
thy  testimony,  who  are  strangled,  slaughtered,  drowned, 
hung  up  and  buried  alive  for  testifying  thy  holy  unity ;  who 
are  called  thy  congregation,  the  aim  of  thy  creation.  And 
thou  art  God !  there  is  none  great  like  unto  thee ;  and  they 
are  thy  witnesses  that  there  is  none  besides  thee.  And  what 
can  the  power  of  him  who  is  born  of  woman,  and  formed 
from  a  fetid  drop,  avail  ?  Or  how  can  he  presume  to  seek  thy 
power,  to  explain  thy  praise  with  his  mouth,  with  words  de- 
clare thine  eternity,  to  pour  forth  prayer,  to  present  his  sup- 
plication and  request?  For  he  exists  with  difficulty,  his  way 
is  crooked,  his  path  is  marred  and  destroyed,  his  sin  is  en- 
graven on  a  tablet,  and  is  plainly  depicted ;  he  also  passes  by 
and  flies  away  swiftly,  expires  and  dies  of  debility,  and  his 
corpse  is  deposited  in  the  grave,  mouldering  in  the  depths  of 
the  earth,  covered  with  black  darkness,  hidden  and  bound  in 
miry  darkness ;  there  he  decays,  withers,  moulders  and  rots ; 
thus  he  dissolves  in  the  parched  earth,  altogether  covered 
with  turpitude;  how,  then,  can  man  presume  in  his  loud  and 
hasty'  prayer?     AP  this  thou  hast  foreseen,  nor  is  it  pes- 
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above  all  blessing  and  praise ;  above  all  strength  and  glory 
above  all   praise  and  song ;  above  all   song  and   inditing 
above  all  holiness  and  proclamation ;  above  all  speech  anc 
gladness ;  above  all  glory  and  shouting ;  above  all  strength 
and  emulation ;  above  all  declaration  and  discourse ;  above 
all  music  and  harmony ;  above  all  discourse  and   words : 
above  all  caressing  and  adulation ;  above  all  honour  and  re- 
spect ;  above  ail  unity  and  reverence ;  above  all  taste  and 
purity ;  above  all  power  and  parable ;  above  all  hymn  and 
psalmody ;  above  all  confession  £nd  thanksgiving ;  above 
all  praise  and  laud ;  above  all  speech  and  knowledge ;  above 
all  greatness  and  triumph ;  above  all  utterance  and  blessing  ■ 
above  all  iatention  and  eloquence.     Thou  art  the  God  ol 
gods,  and  King  over  all  kings ;  Ruler  over  all  rulers ;  tre- 
mendous above  all  that  are  terrible ;  feared  above  all  that 
are  dreadful ;  extolled  above  all  that  are  extolled ;  majestic 
above  all  that  are  majestic ;  lofty  above  all  that  are  lofty ; 
exalted  above  all  that  are  exalted ;  the  highest  above  all  that 
are  high ;  yet  thou  hast  respect  to  the  poor  and  abject ;  even 
those  who  are  bowed  down  and  bruised ;  to  revive  the  heart 
of  the  oppres£:ed,  and  those  who  are  humble  and  broken- 
spirited.

The  celestial  host  declare  his 
righteousness ;  the  terrestrial  host  thank  him.  O  King, 
etc.  The  Holy!  abidest  among  the  praises  of  Israel  and 
pardonest  them.  He  is  high !  he  is  the  Most  High !  most 
lofty  and  exalted  being;  yet  hath  he  regard  to  the  humble 
and  lowly.  Who  hearkenest,  etc.  He  dwelleth  above  the 
highest  heavens,  and  hath  dominion  in  the  deep  abyss ; 
he  supports  the  foundations  of  the  world ;  he  is  all  mighty 
and  inconceivable ;  O  King !  who  inhabitest  eternity,   etc. 

Thou  who  art  most  merciful,  O  pardon  us. 

We  beseech  thee,  O  thou  God  of  life,  to  inscribe  those 
who  Tidhere  to  thee  to  life;  for  with  thee  is  the  fountain  of 
life.  And  thou,  etc.  O  answer  my  suuplication  in  an  accept- 
able time;  hear,  O  righteous  Lord,  and  hearken  to  my 
prayer ;  hide  not  thine  ears  at  my  breathing  and  at  my  cry. 
Thou,  etc.  Accept  the  cry  of  those  who  call  on  thee  at  the 
morning  prayer,  and  cause  their  red  sins  to  become  white  as 
wool.  O  Lord'  be  attentive,  grant  our  request  and  delay 
not.  Thou,  etc.  I  air  miserable,  O  help  me !  for  thou  wilt 
not  condemn  those  who  hope  in  tJ^.f«  •  ^  ♦^hou  who  speakesl 
in  righteousness,  and  art  mighty  to  save.     Thou,  etc.    The 
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Lord  upholdeth  all  who  fall.  May  the  supplication  of  those 
who  assemble  together  to  declare  thy  goodness,  be  ac- 
counted as  the  offering  of  failings ;  the  eyes  of  all  wait 
upon  thee.  We  beseech  thee  now  to  forgive,  etc.  O  may 
their  confession  be  accounted  in  thy  presence  as  the  sweet 
savour  of  an  offering,  and  the  supplication  of  those  who 
testify  thy  unity,  as  the  payment  of  bulls ;  thou  openest 
liberally  thy  hand :  he  in  his  mercy  will  look  down  from 
his  heavenly  abode,  and  multiply  his  pardon  to  his  blessed 
people ;  the  Lord  is  righteous  in  all  his  ways.  He  will 
have  respect  to  the  supplication  of  the  nation  who  call  on 
him,  and  be  exceedingly  gracious  to  those  who  celebrate  his 
festivals ;  the  Lord  is  near  to  all  who  call  upon  him.  We 
beseech  thee,  who  art  merciful,  etc.  This  is  my  God  who 
worketh  wonders ;  he  will  accept  our  cry  and  subdue  our 
calumniators ;  he  will  fulfil  the  desire  of  those  who  revere 
him.  May  he  grant  a  good  hope  to  those  who  cast  their 
burthen  upon  him ;  the  Holy !  he  covers  our  transgressions 
with  his  love,  for  the  Lord  preserveth  all  who  love  him. 
Accept  the  humble  prayer  that  I  now  pour  out  as  thou 
didst  in  thy  beautiful  temple.  O  hearken  to  my  voice,  and 
cast  my  shame  into  the  deep;  my  mouth  shall  utter  the 
praise  of  the  Lord.  We  beseech  thee  now  to  forgive  our 
transgression,  and  to  pardon  our  iniquity,  that  thy  power 
may  now  be  magnified,  O  thou  most  Holy ! 

O  King!  who  inhabitest  eternity,  thou  alone  reignest  for- 
ever and  ever.  Omnipotent !  Holy  ! 

O  King!  who  hearkenest  to  prayer,  hasten  salvation  for 
thy  people,  thou  tremendous  and  Holy! 

The  glory  of  my  God's  rhajesty  shall  be  the  tenor  of  my 
words ;  with  my  mouth  will  I  sing  sweet  songs,  with  my 
lips  continually  speak  of  his  praise.  O  King!  etc.  Who 
can  declare  his  mighty  acts,  or  who  can  conceive  his  great- 
ness? The  heavens  tremble  at  his  rebuke,  his  path  is 
storm  and  whirlwind.  Who  hearkenest,  etc.  He  is  mightier 
than  the  voice  of  the  assembled  waters ;  his  glory  covereth 
the  heavens,  mighty  angels'  Seraphim  encircle  him,  who 
are  terrified  and  tremble  in  dread  of  him.  O  King!  etc. 
The  most  pure  in  the  empyrean  is  attentive  to  the  prayer 
of  those  who  afflict  themselves.  The  combination  of  clouds 
round  his  pavilion  prevent  even  the  angel  Cliesmal  from 
seeing  him.  Who  hearkenest,  etc.  He  who  is  the  source 
of  goodness  knowest  those  who  trust  in  him;  he  will  justify 
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We  beseech  thee,  O  most  Merciful,  to  pardon  the  inquity 
of  those  who  stand  to  declare  thy  praise,  that  they  may  be 
inscribed  in  the  book  for  a  happy  life,  O  thou  most  Holy ! 

Thou  showest  sinners  the  path  in  which  they  should  walk, 
and  teacheth  me  the  way  I  am  to  tread ;  I,  therefore,  will 
extol  thee,  my  God,  O  King!  Morning  and  evening  will  I 
homage  thy  unity;  O  tliou  who  inhabitest  eternity,  and  art 
incomparable,  daily  will  I  bless  thee.  My  heart  hasteneth 
continually  to  thy  service,  to  reverence  thy  holiness  will  I 
stand  in  my  station;  the  Eternal  is  great  and  exalted  in 
praise.  We  beseech  thee  now  to  forgive,  etc.  The  offspring 
of  thy  votaries  hope  for  thy  mercy;  fulfil  tlieir  desire,  that 
they  who  trust  in  thee  may  rejoice;  one  generation  shall 
praise  thy  works  to  another.  With  prayer  and  fasting  they 
approach  to  serve  thee,  for  they  were  created  to  glorify 
thee.  I  will  speak  of  the  glorious  honour  of  thy  majesty. 
With  reverence  they  praise  thy  glorious  majesty :  no  strange 
deity,  only  thee  do  they  worship;  and  they  speak  of  the 
might  of  thy  tremendous  acts.  We  beseech  thee,  who  art 
merciful,  etc.  They  offer  four  forms  of  prayer  before  thee, 
this  day,  besides  the  seven  praises  offered  to  thee  on  the 
other  days  of  the  year;  the  memorial  of  thine  abundant 
goodness  they  perpetually  utter.  In  the  morning  will  I 
arrange  my  supplications  to  thee,  and  towards  evening 
mayest  thou  blot  out  my  presumptuous  sins ;  most  gracious 
and  merciful  is  the  Eternal!  The  Omnipotent  Creator  and 
Pardoner  will  suppress  our  iniquities :  then  shall  all  say,  the 
Lord  is  good  to  all.  We  beseech  thee  now  to  forgive,  eK;c. 
O  raise  up  thy  desirable  and  delightful  city,  when  thou 
shalt  set  up  the  sancitified  crowned  trophies;  then  shall  all 
thy  works  praise  thee,  O  Lord !  thy  levites  and  pious  ser- 
vants shall  then  chaunt  hymns,  and  the  priest  clothed  in 
ministering  garments  shall  burn  incense,  and  cause  a  smoke 
to  ascend,  and  speak  of  the  glory  of  thy  kingdom.  They 
shall  be  planted  in  thy  habitation,  and  bloom  in  thy  courts ; 
and  in  their  old  age  shall  they  bring  forth  flourishing  fruit 
in  his  palaces,  to  make  known  his  mighty  acts  to  the  sons 
of  men.  We  beseech  thee,  who  art  merciful,  etc.  The 
pious  and  faithful  shall  sing  thine  eternity,  when  thou  shalt 
exalt  thy  throne  in  thine  everlasting  house,  for  thy  kingdom 
is  an  everlasting  kingdom.  When  thou  shalt  assemble  the 
redeemed  together  to  thy  habitation,  they  shall  clothe  thee 
with  might,  as  those  who  passed  through  the  waves ;  the 
Vol.  n.  Machzor. 
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Thou  art  also  faithful  to  revive  the  dead.     Blessed  art 
thou,  0  Lord!  who  reviveth  the  dead. 

Thou  hast  chosen  this  one  day  in  the  year,  and  appointed 
it  as  a  halm  and  a  cure  for  (Israel),  likened  to  the  rose;  when 
thy  temple  existed  aforetime  in  Jerusalem,  its  service  made 
atonement  for  thy  people.  But,  now  that  they  are  driven 
from  thy  dwelling,  and  scattered  far  distant,  they  pour  out 
their  prayer,  to  bind  up  their  bruised,  broken,  and  scattered 
spirit.  0  thou  most  Holy,  estimate  it  as  the  sacrifice  of  the 
burnt-offering.  For  tlie  sake  of  him  (Jacob)  who  was  perfect 
from  the  womb,  and  dwelt  in  the  tents,  and  whose  image  is 
engraven  under  the  gloricws  throne,  be  gracious  to  his  off- 
spring, who  arc  solemnly  assembled  to  proclaim  thy  glory, 
and  to  praise  thy  name.  Thou  hast  joined  a  party  of  thy 
name  to  their's;  they  are  allied  to  thee;  0  keep  them  as  a 
seal  on  thy  heart;  keep  them  from  wrath,  that  they  be  not 
destroyed,  and  let  them  be  noted  in  the  book  of  life.  0  cast 
the  enormous  weight  of  their  iniquity  into  the  deep,  blot  it 
out,  and  consume  it;  may  the  prayer  of  those  who  are 
afflicted  and  trodden  under  foot,  be  more  pleasant  than  the 
savoury  burnt-offerings  of  thy  temple.  We  beseech  thee  to 
remember  the  love  of  our  espousals,  and  no  more  remember 
the  shame  of  my  youtli;  but  assuredly  remember  thy  precious 
son,  for  the  sake  of  him  (Moses)  who  supplicated  thee,  and 
said.  Remember  thy  servants. 

Tlie  Lord  reigneth  for  ever;  thy  God,  0  Zion,  unto  all 
generations.    Hallelujah! 

Thou,  most  Holy!  abidest  amongst  the  praises  of  Israel; 
we  supplicate  thee,  0  Omnipotent! 

Thou  art  our  God.  In  heaven  and  earth.  Mighty  and 
powerful.  His  standard  is  supported  by  many  thousands. 
He  spoke,  and  it  was.  He  commanded,  and  all  was  created. 
His  memorial  is  eternal.  He  liveth  eternally.  He  is  pure 
of  sight.  He  dwelleth  in  secret.  His  crown  is  salvation. 
His  garment  is  righteousness.  His  robe  is  jealousy.  He  is 
girded  M'ith  just  vengeance.  In  his  privacy  is  rectitude.  His 
counsel  is  faithfulness.  His  work  is  in  truth.  He  is 
righteous  and  just.  He  is  near  to  those  who  call  on  him  in 
truth.  He  is  high  and  exalted:  he  dwelleth  above  the  skies: 
he  hangeih  the  world  on  a  vacuum.  The  living  and  eternal 
is  most  tremendous,  most  exalted,  and  most  holy. 

"We  beseech  thee  now,  to  forgive  our  transgression,  and  to 
pajfdon  our  iniquity,  that  thy  po\rer  may  now  be  magnified, 
0  thou  most  Holy! 
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Until  the  day  of  man's  death,  dost  thou  wait  for  him  to 
repent,  that  he  may  incline  to  the  right  way,  to  enjoy  im- 
mortal life. 

How  can  a  mortal  be  pure,  when  even  the  heavenly  host 
are  not  pure  in  thy  sight.  If  the  fire  is  kindled  in  those 
trees  which  are  green,  how  much  easier  will  it  consume 
those  that  are  dry  and  withered?  Darkness  is  revealed  be- 
fore thee  as  light,  for  thine  eye  pervadeth  all  things.  Thy 
habitation  is  in  secret,  yet  all  things  are  laid  open  before 
thee.  Thou  art  sole  Judge,  art  one  in  mind,  and  who  can 
turn  thee  from  thy  purpose  ?  On  a  whole  nation,  as  well  as 
an  individual,  dost  thou  extend  the  line  of  judgment,  and 
who  can  oppose  thee  ?  This  very  creature  ought  to  consider ; 
his  evil  imagination  will  then  not  be  able  to  lead  him  astray, 
to  sin  against  his  Creator.  He  should  remember  that  he  was 
bound  in  the  womb,  will  be  buried  in  the  grave,  and  must 
give  an  account  before  his  Creator ;  that  the  seed  of  pollu- 
tion is  in  his  flesh,  during  his  life  he  is  susceptible  of  being 
defiled,  and  after  death  he  becomes  an  infectious  unclean- 
ness.  The  days  of  his  life  are  emptiness,  his  nights  are 
void,  and  all  his  business  is  vanity.  He  is  like  one  that 
awakens  out  of  a  dream;  terror  affrights  him  continually. 
At  night  he  cannot  sleep,  in  the  day  he  cannot  rest,  until 
he  sleeps  in  the  grave.  Wherefore  should  a  living  man 
complain?  it  is  enough  that  he  lives.  Born  to  labour  and 
sedulity,  happy  is  he,  if  his  labour  is  in  the  study  of  the 
law  of  trrth.  His  end  will  determine  it ;  wherefore  should 
he  then  dissemble?  His  own  signature  will  hereafter  testify 
against  him,  wherefore  should  he  then  practise  deception 
against  him  who  cannot  be  imposed  upon  ?  If  he  performs 
righteous  acts,  they  will  accompany  him  to  a  future  state. 
If  he  studies  wisdom,  it  will  abide  with  him  in  old  age.  If 
he  angers  the  Supreme,  by  being  guilty  of  deceit  and  mur- 
der, his  days  will  be  cut  off.  But  if  he  delights  in  virtue, 
and  is  willing  to  receive  reproof,  he  shall  bring  forth  fruit 
in  a  good  old  age.  If  he  acquires  himself  a  good  name,  it 
will  be  better  for  him  than  titles  obtained  otherwise.  Hence 
the  day  of  death  is  better  than  the  day  of  one's  birth. 

Until  the  day  of  man's  death,  dost  thou  wait  for  him  to 
repent,  that  he  may  incline  to  the  right  way,  to  enjoy  im- 
mortal life. 

Who  is  like  unto  thee,  O  merciful  Father!  who  in  mercy 
remembereth  his  creatures  to  life? 
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not.  Enlighten  the  countenance  of  those  who  are  support- 
ed by  thy  right  hand,  and  purify  and  pardon  their  sins  and 
errors. 

O  enlighten  our  judgment  as  at  noon-day,  and  save  the 
remnant  of  those  who  hope  in  thee  for  good,  O  search 
for  and  purify  our  righteousness,  that  we  may  be  shielded 
in  thy  shield,  and  be  glorified. 

Remember  us  unto  life,  O  King!  the  King,  who  delight- 
eth  in  life ;  and  write  us  in  the  book,  for  thy  name  sake,  O 
God  of  life.  O  King,  thou  art  our  Supporter,  our  Saviour 
and  our  Shield.  Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  the  Shield  of 
Abraham. 

Thou,  O  Lord !  art  mighty,  etc. 

In  thy  name,  and  in  the  remembrance  of  thee,  is  the  de- 
sire of  our  soul ;  hasten  to  have  mercy  on  those  who  bless 
thy  memorial ;  may  they  be  considered  by  thee  with  the 
love  of  a  father  to  his  young  and  tender  child;  for  they  are 
called  and  noted  thy  first-born.  Thou  didst  bring  out  thy 
holy  hosts  from  the  furnace  of  the  Egyptians ;  to  redeem 
them  from  bondage  the  angels  went.  O  deliver  those  who 
have  been  born  by  thee  from  the  womb  (Israel),  from 
tumult ;  support  them ;  do  not  mete  unto  them  as  they 
have  meted.  Thy  covenant  was  given  to  them  for  a  statute 
in  their  flesh,  which  they  received  from  the  rock  whence 
they  were  hewn  (Abraham).  O  have  respect  to  the  cov- 
enant, wash  away  their  guilt,  wash  them  thoroughly,  and 
cause  their  brightness  to  shine  forth.  May  the  binding  of 
the  only  child  (Isaac)  be  visible  in  thy  presence,  for  the 
sacrificer  (Abraham),  and  the  sacrifice  (Isaac),  were  both 
in  dread  for  the  performance  of  thy  word.  And  though 
we  have  been  perverse,  yet  remember  thy  mercy,  and  ex- 
change not  thine  attribute  of  mercy.  May  our  pursuit  of 
justice  be  an  advocate  to  plead  for  us ;  to  strengthen  those 
who  are  shielded  by  thee  with  the  erection  of  thy  temple. 
Accept  the  meditations  of  the  children  of  thy  beloved, 
have  respect  to  their  ancestors,  and  cleanse  them  from  sin; 
notice  not  the  iniquity  of  those  who  supplicate  thee,  but 
hear,  and  accept  their  cry  and  humble  prayer. 

O  cause  those  who  afflict  their  soul  to  hear  the  glad 
tidings  of  pardon ;  deliver  them  from  the  deep  pit ;  cut  off 
those  who  rise  up  against  us,  revive  us  with  thy  dew,  that 
we  may  declare  the  truth. 
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Whilst  I  bend  the  knee,  and  arrange  supplications,  in  the 
mission  of  thy  people  unto  thee,  terror  overtakes  me:  0  thou 
who  hast  drawn  me  forth  from  the  womb,  enlighten  my 
darkness,  grant  me  a  pure  delivery,  and  guide  me  in  the 
truth.  Teach  me  to  pour  forth  sweet  speech,  take  me  into 
thy  protection,  and  suffer  me  to  draw  nigh  unto  thee. 
Prayer  comes  from  the  intention  of  the  heart,  with  which  I 
supplicate  thee.  0  accept  of  me  with  thy  benignity.  0 
thou  all-seeing  and  most  exalted,  instruct  me  in  the  knowl- 
edge of  arranging  prayer,  that  I  may  supplicate  thee  justly, 
and  not  insipidly,  to  procure  pardon  and  relief  for  those 
who  sent  me.  0  purify  and  perfect  the  opening  of  my  lips; 
rectify  and  accept  the  free-will  offering  of  my  mouth,  ilay 
the  form  of  my  words  be  accounted  as  an  offering  and  a 
present;  and  the  beginning  of  my  prayer  as  the  drink-offer- 
ing. Prepare  my  feet,  and  save  me*  from  stumbling.  0 
Creator,  support  my  steps  that  I  be  not  cast  out  of  the  right 
path.  0  support  and  strengthen  me,  that  I  may  not  be 
weakened  or  debilitated;  accept  my  words,  and  suffer  me 
not  to  stumble.  Preserve  me  as  the  apple  of  the  eye  from 
dread  terror;  regard  my  low  estate  and  come  to  save  me.  0 
be  gracious  to  my  debilitated  congregation,  as  thou  didst 
promise  to  thy  prophets,  and  have  mercy  on  the  branch 
(Israel),  as  thou  didst  strengthen  for  thyself. 

Thou  hast  established  the  tenth  day  to  pardon  the  unde- 
filed  nation,  thereon  to  purify  her  impure  spots,  remove  her 
ill-favor,  and  make  an  end  of  her  iniquity;  so  that  her  judg- 
ment may  be  brought  forth  to  light,  and  be  sealed  to  life. 
She  is  terrified  at  the  sound  of  the  alarm,  and  hath  taken 
words  to  rend  her  evil  thoughts,  saying.  This  is  my  God! 
She  bows  to  him  with  a  pure  heart,  exclaiming,  The  living, 
the  living  shall  shout  and  praise  thee.  Her  young  and  old 
faint  because  of  afiliction.  0  behold  how  they  all  stand 
barefooted  and  robed  in  white,  to  glorify  thee  with  holiness, 
as  the  flyi-ng  seraphim;  they  depend  on  thee,  who  wast  the 
shield  of  their  principal  ancestors;  they  confide  in  their 
merit,  take  refuge  in  thy  shadow,  and  rely  on  the  covenant 
of  the  three  patriarchs.  0  strengthen  them  to  silence  their 
adversary.  Respect  the  righteousness  of  him  (Abraham) 
who  came  from  the  other  side  of  the  river,  when  thou 
causest  thy  sheep  (Israel)  to  pass  under  the  rod;  grant  them 
thy  mercy  without  anger,  0  thou  who  art  merciful,  and 
passest  by  transgression.  Cleanse  them  from  their  pre- 
sumptuous sins;   hearken  to  their  supplication,  and  dela;* 
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O  my  God !  guard  my  tongue  from  evil  and  my  lips  from 
speaking  guile ;  and  to  such  as  curse  me  let  my  soul  be 
dumb,  yea,  let  my  soul  be  unto  all  as  the  dust.  Open  ny 
heart  to  the  Law,  and  let  my  soul  pursue  thy  command- 
ments. If  any  design  evil  against  me,  speedily  make  their 
counsel  of  none  effect,  and  frustrate  their  designs.  Do  it 
for  the  sake  of  thy  name,  do  it  for  the  sake  of  thy  right 
hand,  do  it  for  the  sake  of  thy  holiness,  do  it  for  the  sake 
of  the  Law.  In  order  that  thy  beloved  ones  may  be  deliv- 
ered, O  save  with  thy  right  hand,  and  answer  me.  Let  the 
words  of  my  mouth  and  the  meditation  of  my  heart  be  ac- 
ceptable before  thee,  O  Lord,  my  Rock  and  my  Redeemer. 
He  who  maketh  peace  in  his  high  places,  may  he  make  peace 
for  us  and  for  all  Israel,  and  say  ye.  Amen. 

May  it  be  thy  will,  O  Lord  our  God  and  God  of  our  fath- 
ers, that  the  temple  be  speedily  rebuilt  in  our  days,  and 
grant  our  portion  in  thy  Law.  And  there  we  will  serve  thee 
with  awe,  as  in  the  days  of  old,  and  as  in  ancient  years. 
Then  shall  the  offering  of  Judah  and  Jerusalem  be  pleasant 
unto  the  Lord,  as  in  the  days  of  old,  and  as  in  ancient  years. 


O  Lord,  open  Thou  my  lips,  and  my  mouth  shall  declare 
Thy  praise. 

Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord  our  God  and  God  of  our  fath- 
ers, God  of  Abraham,  God  of  Isaac,  and  God  of  Jacob,  the 
great,  mighty  and  revered  God,  the  most  high  God,  whc 
bestowest  loving  kindnesses  and  possessest  all  things ;  who 
rememberest  the  piojus  deeds  of  the  patriarchs,  and  in  love 
wilt  bring  a  redeemer  to  their  children's  children  for  Thy 
name's  sake. 

According  to  the  institution  of  the  wise  and  intelligent, 
and  their  instructive  knowledge,  willl  open  my  mouth  with 
prayer  and  supplications,  to  implore  and  entreat  the  pres- 
ence of  the  King,  who  is  replete  with  mercy,  pardoner  and 
forgiver  of  iniquities. 
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For  all  these,  O  God  of  forgiveness,  forgive  us,  pardon  us,  grant 
us  remission. 

And  also  for  the  sins  for  which  we  owe  a  burnt  offering: 

And  for  the  sins  for  which  we  owe  a  sin  offering: 

And  for  the  sins  for  which  we  owe  an  offering,  varying  accord- 
ing to  our  means: 

■Vnd   for   the   sins   for   which   we   owe   an   offering,    whether   for 
certain  or  for  doubtfuJ  trespass. 

And   for   the    sins   for   which   we    are   liable    to    the    penalty  of 
chastisement: 

And  for  the  sins  for  which  we  are  liable  to  the  penalty  of  forty 
stripes: 

And  for  the  sins  for  which  we  are  liable  to  the  penalty  of  death 
by  the  hand  of  heaven: 

And  for  the  sins  for  which  we  are  liable  to  the  penalty  of  exci- 
sion and  childlessness: 

And  also  for  the  sins  for  which  we  are  liable  to  any  of  the  four 
death  penalties  inflicted  by  the  court, — stoning,  burning,  behead- 
ing, and  strangling;  for  the  violation  of  positive,  or  for  the  viola- 
tion of  negative  precepts,  whether  these  latter  do  or  do  not  admit 
of  a  remedy  by  the  subsequent  fulfilment  of  a  positive  command ; 
for  all  our  sins,  whether  they  be  or  be  not  manifest  to  us.  Such 
sins  as  are  manifest  to  us,  we  have  already  declared  and  confessed 
unto  thee  while  such  as  are  not  manifest  unto  us,  are  manifest  and 
known  unto  thee,  according  to  the  word  that  hath  been  spoken. 
The  secret  things  belong  unto  the  Lord  our  God;  but  the  things 
that  are  revealed  belong  unto  us  and  to  our  children  for  ever, 
taht  we  may  do  all  the  words  of  this  Law.

Behold  I  am  before  thee  like  a  vessel  filled 
with  shame  and  confusion.  O  may  it  be  thy  will,  O  Lord 
my  God  and  God  of  my  fathers,  that  I  may  sin  no  more, 
and  as  to  the  sins  I  have  committed,  purge  them  away  m 
thine  abounding  compassion  though  not  by  means  of  afflic- 
tion and  sore  diseases. 
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For   all    these,    O    God   of    forgiveness,    forgive    us,    pardon 
us,  grant  us  remission. 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  denying  and 
lying ; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  the 
taking  of  bribes : 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  scoffing; 
And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  slander : 
For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  in  business; 
And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  in  eating  and 
drinking : 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  usury  and 
interest ; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  the 
stretched-forth  neck  of  pride; 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  the  con- 
versation of  our  lips; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  with  wan- 
ton looks : 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  with  haughty 
eyes; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  effront- 
ery: 

For  all  these,  O  God  of  forgiveness,  forgive  us,  pardon  us, 
grant  us  remission. 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  breaking 
off  the  yoke  of  thy  commandments; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  con- 
tentiousness, 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  en- 
snaring our  neighbor ; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  envy : 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  levity ; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  being 
stiff-necked : 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  running  to 
do  evil ; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  tale- 
bearing: 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  vain  oaths: 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  cause- 
less hatred : 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  breach  of 
trust : 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  with  con- 
fusion of  mind : 
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Thou  knowest  the  secrets  of  eternity  and  the  most  hid- 
den mysteries  of  all  living.  Thou  searchest  the  innermost 
recesses,  and  triest  the  reins  and  the  heart.  Nought  is 
concealed  from  thee,  or  hidden  from  thine  eyes.  May  it 
then  be  thy  will,  O  Lord  our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers, 
to  forgive  us  for  all  our  sins,  to  pardon  us  for  all  our  ini- 
quities, and  to  grant  us  remission  for  all  our  transgres- 
sions. 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  under  compul- 
sion, or  of  our  own  will; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  in  harden- 
ing of  the  heart: 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  unknowingly; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  with  utter- 
ance of  the  lips : 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  unchastity; 
And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  openly  and 
secretly : 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  knowingly  and 
deceitfully: 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  in  speech : 
For  the   sin   which  we  have  committed  before   thee   by   wronging 

our  neighbor; 
And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  the  sin- 
ful meditating  of  the  heart: 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  association 

^      with  impurity ; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  con- 
fession with  the  mouth  alone : 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  despising 
parents  and  teachers; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  in  pre- 
sumption or  in  error : 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  violence; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  the 
profanation  of  the  divine  Name : 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  unclean  lips; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  folly 
of  the  mouth : 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  evil  inclina- 
tion; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  wittingly 
or  unwittingly: 
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Grant  peace,  welfare,  blessing^,  grace,  lovingkindness 
and  mercy  unto  us,  and  unto  all  Israel,  Thy  people.  Bless 
us,  O  our  father,  even  all  of  us  together,  with  the  light 
of  Thy  countenance,  for  by  the  light  of  Thy  countenance 
Tiiou  hast  given  us  O  Lord  our  God,  the  Law  of  life, 
lovingkindness  and  righteousness,  blessing,  mercy,  life  and 
peace,  and  may  it  be  good  in  Thy  sight  to  bless  Thy  people 
Israel  at  all  times  and  in  every  hour  with  Thy  peace. 

In  the  book  of  life,  blessing,  peace  and  good  sustenance 
may  we  be  remembered  and  inscribed  before  Thee,  we  and 
all  Thy  people  the  house  of  Israel,  for  a  happy  life  and  for 
peace.    Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord,  who  makest  peace. 

Our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers,  let  our  prayer  come 
before  thee ;  hide  not  thyself  from  our  supplication,  for 
we  are  not  arrogant  and  stiff-necked,  that  we  should  say 
before  thee,  O  Lord  our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers,  we 
are  righteous  and  have  not  sinned ;  but  verily,  we  have 
sinned. 

We  have  trespassed,  we  have  been  faithless,  we  have 
robbed,  we  have  spoken  basely,  we  have  committed  iniq- 
uity, we  have  wrought  unrighteousness,  we  have  been  pre- 
sumptuous, we  have  done  violence,  we  have  forged  lies,  we 
have  counselled  evil,  we  have  spoken  falsely,  we  have 
scoffed,  we  have  revolted,  we  have  blasphemed,  we  have 
been  rebellious,  we  have  acted  perversely,  we  have  trans- 
gressed, we  have  persecuted,  we  have  been  stiff-necked, 
we  have  done  wickedly,  we  have  corrupted  ourselves,  we 
have  committed  abomination,  we  have  gone  astray,  and  we 
have  led  astray. 

We  have  turned  aside  from  thy  commandments  and 
good  judgments,  and  it  hath  profited  us  nought.  But  thou 
art  righteous  in  all  that  is  come  upon  us ;  for  thou  hast 
acted  truthfully,  but  we  have  wrought  unrighteousness. 

What  shall  we  say  before  thee,  O  thou  who  dwellest  on 
high,  and  what  shall  we  recount  unto  thee,  thou  who  abid- 
est  in  the  heavens?  dost  thou  not  know  all  things,  both 
the  hidden  and  the  revealed? 
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Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  thou  King  who  pardonest  and  for- 
givest  our  iniquities  and  the  iniquities  of  thy  people,  the 
house  of  Israel,  who  makest  our  trepasses  to  pass  away 
year  by  year.  King  over  all  the  earth,  who  sanctifiest  [the 
Sabbath  and]  Israel  and  the  day  of  Atonement. 

Accept,  O  Lord  our  God,  Thy  people  Israel  and  their 
prayer;  restore  the  service  to  the  oracle  of  Thy  house; 
receive  in  love  and  favor  both  the  fire-offerings  of  Israel 
and  their  prayer ;  and  may  the  service  of  Thy  people  Israel 
be  ever  acceptable  unto  Thee. 

And  let  our  eyes  behold  thy  return  in  mercy  to  Zion. 
Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord,  who  restorest  Thy  divine  pres- 
ence unto  Zion. 

We  reverentially  acknowledge  that  thou  art  the  Lord  our 
God  and  the  God  of  our  fathers  for  evermore ;  thou  art  our 
strength,  the  support  qf  our  life,  and  the  shield  of  our  sal- 
vation;  from  generation  to  generation  will  we  render 
thanks  unto  thee,  and  relate  thy  praise,  for  our  lives  are 
ever  in  thine  hand,  and  our  souls  always  depending  on  thy 
care ;  thy  miraculous  providence,  which  we  daily  experi- 
ence ;  and  for  thy  wonders,  and  thy  goodness  which  are  at 
all  times,  evening,  morning,  and  at  noon  exercised  over  us. 
Thou  art  good,  for  thy  mercies  never  fail ;  thou  art  mer- 
ciful, for  thy  loving  kindnesses  are  without  end ;  wherefore 
we  put  our  trust  in  thee. 

For  all  these  things  Thy  name,  O  our  King,  shall  be  con- 
tinually blessed  and  exalted  for  ever  and  ever. 

O  inscribe  all  the  children  of  Thy  covenant  for  a  happy 
life. 

And  everything  that  liveth  shall  give  thanks  unto  Thee 
for  ever,  and  shall  praise  Thy  name  in  truth,  O  God,  our 
salvation  and  our  help.  Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord,  whose 
name  is  All-good,  and  unto  whom  it  is  becoming  to  give 
thanks. 
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holy  convocation,  as  a  memorial  of  the   departure   from 
Egypt. 

Our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers!  May  our  remem- 
brance rise  and  come  and  be  accepted  before  thee,  with 
the  remembrance  of  our  fathers,  of  Messiah  the  son  of 
David  thy  servant,  of  Jerusalem  thy  holy  city,  and 
of  all  thy  people  the  house  of  Israel,  bringing  deliver- 
ance and  well-being,  grace,  lovingkindness  and  mercy,  life 
and  peace  on  this  day  of  Atonement.  Remember  us,  O 
Lord  our  God,  thereon  for  our  well-being;  be  mindful  of 
us  for  blessing,  and  save  us  unto  life:  by  thy  promise  of 
salvation  and  mercy,  spare  us  and  be  gracious  unto  us ;  have 
mercy  upon  us  and  save  us;  for  our  eyes  are  bent  upon 
thee,  because  thou  art  a  gracious  and  merciful  God  and 
King.

Yea,  faithful  art  Thou  to  quicken  the  death.  Blessed 
art  Thou,  O  Lord,  who  quickenest  the  dead. 

Thou  art  holy,  and  Thy  name  is  holy,  and  holy  beings 
praise  Thee  daily.     (Selah.) 

And  therefore  extend  thy  fear,  O  Lord,  our  God !  ove? 
all  thy  works,  and  thy  dread  over  all  thou  hast  created , 
that  all  thy  works  may  fear  thee,  and  all  creatures  bow 
down  before  thee;  so  that  they  may  all  form  one  band  to 
perform  thy  will  with  an  upright  heart,  and  be  all  con- 
vinced, as  we  are,  O  Lord,  our  God!  that  dominion  apper- 
taineth  unto  thee,  that  strength  is  in  thy  hand,  might  in 
thy  right  hand,  and  that  thy  name  is  tremendous  over  all 
thou  hast  created. 
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plead  their  cause.  True  it  is  that  Thou  art  indeed  the 
first  and  Thou  art  the  last,  and  beside  Thee  we  have  no 
King,  Redeemer  and  Saviour.  From  Egypt  Thou  diJst

Wherefore  the  beloved  praised  and  extolled  God,  and 
offered  hymns  songs,  praises,  blessings  and  thangsgiv- 
ings  to  the  King  and  God,  who  liveth  and  endureth ;  who  is 
high  and  exalted,  great  and  revered;  who  bringeth  low 
the  haughty,  and  raiseth  up  the  lowly,  leadeth  forth  the 
prisoners,  delivereth  the  meek,  helpeth  the  poor,  and 
answereth  His  people  when  they  cry  unto  Him;  even 
praises  to  the  Most  High  God,  blessed  is  He,  and  ever  to 
be  blessed.  Moses  and  the  children  of  Israel  sang  a  song 
unto  Tliee  with  great  joy,  saying,  all  of  them. 

Who  is  like  unto  Thee,  O  Lord,  among  the  mighty 
ones?

Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord  our  God  and  God  of  our 
fathers,  God  of  Abraham,  God  of  Isaac,  and  (jod  of  Jacob, 
the  ^reat,  mighty  and  revered  God,  the  most  high  God, 
who  bestoweet  loving  kindnessce,  and  possessest  all  things; 
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•nd  do  all  My  commandments,  and  be  holy  unio  your 
God.  I  am  the  Lord  your  God,  who  brought  you  out  of 
the  land  of  Egypt,  to  be  your  God :  I  am  the  Lord  your 
God. 

True  and  firm,  established  and  enduring,  right  and 
faithful,  beloved  and  precious,  desirable  and  pleasant, 
revered  and  mighty,  well-ordered  and  acceptable,  good 
and  beautiful  is  this  Thy  word  unto  us  for  ever  and  ever. 
It  is  true,  the  God  of  the  universe  is  our  King,  the  Rock 
of  Jacob,  the  Shield  of  our  salvation :  throughout  all  gen- 
erations He  endureth  and  His  name  endureth ;  His  throne 
is  established,  and  His  kingdom  and  His  faithfulness 
endure  for  ever.  His  words  also  live  and  endure;  they 
are  faithful  and  desirable  for  ever  and  to  all  eternity,  as 
for  our  fathers  so  also  for  us,  our  children,  our  genera- 
tions, and  for  all  the  generations  of  the  seed  of  Israel 
His  servants. 

For  the  first  and  for  the  last  ages  Thy  word  is  good 

and  endureth  for  ever  and  ever ;  it  is  true  and  trustworthy, 
a  statute  which  shall  not  pass  away.  True  it  is  that  Thou 
art  indeed  the  Lord  our  God  and  the  God  of  our  fathers, 
our  King,  our  fathers'  King,  our  Redeemer,  the  Re- 
deemer of  our  fathers,  our  Maker,  the  Rock  of  our  salva- 
tion ;  our  Deliverer  and  Rescuer  from  everlasting,  such 
is  Thy  name ;  there  is  no  God  beside  Thee. 

Thou  hast  been  the  help  of  our  fathers  from  of  old,  a 
Shield  and  Saviour  to  their  children  after  them  in  every 
generation:  in  the  heights  of  the  universe  is  Thy  habi- 
tation, and  Thy  judgments  and  Thy  righteousness  reach 
to  the  furthest  ends  of  the  earth.  Happy  is  the  man  who 
hearkeneth  unto  Thy  commandments,  and  layeth  up  Thy 
Law  ana  Thy  word  in  his  heart.  True  it  is  that  Thou  art 
indeed  the  Lord  of  Thy  people,  and  a  mighty  King  to 
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And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  if  ye  shall  hearken  diligently 
unto  my  coimnan(Jinents  which  I  command  you  this  day, 
to  love  the  Lord  your  God,  and  to  serve  Him  with  all  your 
heart  and  with  all  your  soul,  that  I  will  give  the  rain  of 
your  land  in  its  season,  the  former  rain  and  the  latter 
rain,  that  thou  maycst  gather  in  thy  corn,  and  thy  wine, 
and  thine  oil.  And  I  will  give  grass  in  thy  field  for  thy 
cattle,  and  thou  slialt  eat  and  be  satisfied.  Take  heed 
to  yourselves,  lest  your  heart  be  deceived,  and  ye  turn 
aside,  and  serve  other  gods,  and  worship  them ;  and 
the  anger  of  the  Lord  be  kindled  against  you,  and  He 
shut  up  the  heaven,  that  there  be  no  rain,  and  that  the 
land  yield  not  her  fruit ;  and  ye  perish  quickly  from  off 
the  good  land  which  the  Lord  giveth  you.  Therefore  shah 
ye  lay  of  these  My  words  in  your  heart  and  in  your  soul ; 
and  ye  shall  bind  them  for  a  sign  upon  your  hand,  and 
they  shall  be  for  frontlets  between  your  eyes.  And  ye 
shall  teach  them  your  children,  talking  of  them  when 
thou  sittest  in  thine  house,  and  when  thou  walkest  by  the 
way,  and  when  thou  iiest  down,  and  when  thoti  risest  up. 
And  thou  shalt  write  them  upon  the  door  posts  of  thine 
'lOUse,  and  upon  thy  gates :  that  your  days  may  be  multi- 
icd,  and  the  days  of  your  children,  up'-n  the  land  which 
ihe  Lord  sware  unto  your  fathers  to  give  them,  as  the 
days  of  the  heavens  above  the  earth. 

And  the  Lord  si>ake  unto  Moses,  saying.  Speak  unto 
the  children  of  isratl.  and  bid  them  that  they  make  them  a 
fringe  upon  the  corners  of  their  garments  throughout 
their  generations,  and  that  they  put  upon  the  fringe  of 
each  comer  a  cord  of  blue :  and  it  shall  be  unto  you  for  a 
fringe,  that  ye  may  look  upon  it,  and  remember  all  the 
commandments  of  the  Lord,  and  do  them;  and  that  ye 
go  not  about  after  your  own  heart  and  your  own  eyes, 
titer  which  ye  used  to  go  astray  that  ye  may  remember 
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be  also  gracious  unto  us  and  teach  us.  O  our  Father, 
merciful  Father,  ever  compassionate,  have  mercy  upon  us ;

my  bones  shall  say,  Lx)rd,  who  is  like  unto  Thee?  Thou 
deliverest  the  poor  from  him  that  is  stronger  than  he,  the 
poor  and  the  needv  from  him  that  robbeth  him.  Who  is 
like  unto  Thee,  who  is  equal  to  Thee,  who  can  be  compared 
unto  Thee,  O  God,  great,  mighty,  and  awful,  most  high 
God,  Possessor  of  heaven  and  earth  ?  We  will  praise,  laud 
and  glorify  Thee,  and  we  will  bless  Thy  holy  hame,  as  it  is 
sz'A,  (A  Psalm  of  David,)  Bless  the  Lord,  O  my  soul ;  and 
all  that  is  within  me,  bless  His  holy  name.  Thou  art  God 
in  Thy  power  and  might,  great  in  Thy  glorious  name, 
mighty  for  ever  and  awful  by  Thy  awful  acts. 
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Lord's.  And  the  Lord  shall  be  King  over  all  the  earth: 
on  that  day  shall  the  Lord  be  One  and  His  name  One. 
And  in  Thy  law  it  is  written,  saying,  Hear,  O  Israel:  the 
Lord  our  God,  the  Lord  is  One. 

The  breath  of  every  living  being  shall  bless  Thy  name, 
O  Lord  our  God,  and  the  spirit  of  all  flesh  shall  contin-

And 
n  the  grt:itness  of  Thy  majesty  Thou  overilirowest  them 
that  rise  up  against  Thee :  Thou  sendest  forth  Thy  wrath, 
it  consumeth  them  as  stubble.  And  with  the  blast  of  Thy 
nostrils  the  waters  were  piled  up,  the  streams  stood  up- 
right as  a  heap ;  the  floods  were  congealed  in  the  heart 
of  the  sea.  The  enemy  said,  I  will  pursue,  1  will  over- 
take, I  will  divide  the  spoil :  my  lust  shall  be  satisfied 
upon  them ;  I  will  draw  my  sword,  my  hand  shall  destroy 
them.  Thou  didst  blow  with  Thy  wind,  the  sea  covered 
them :  they  sank  as  lead  in  the  mighty  waters.

world  stand  in  awe  of  Him.  For  He  spake,  and  it  was:

To  Him  that  smote  the 
Egyptians  in  their  firstborn:  for  His  lovingkindness  en- 
dureth for  ever :  and  brought  out  Israel  from  among  them : 
for  his  lovingkindness  endureth  for  ever:  with  a  strong 
hand,  and  with  a  stretched  out  arm:  for  His  loving- 
kindness endureth  for  ever.  To  Him  who  parted  the 
Red  Sea  in  sunder:  for  His  lovingkindness  endureth  for 
ever:  and  made  Israel  to  pass  through  the  midst  of  it: 
for  His  lovingkindness  endureth  for  ever:  but  over- 
threw Pharaoh  and  his  host  in  the  Red  Sea:  for  His 
lovingkindness  endureth  for  ever.  To  Him  who  led  His 
people  through  the  wilderness:  for  His  lovingkindness 
endureth  for  ever.  To  Him  who  smote  great  kings :  for 
His  lovingkindness  endureth  for  ever:  and  slew  mighty 
kings:  for  His  lovingkindness  endureth  for  ever:  Sihon 
king  of  the  Amorites:  for  His  lovingkindness  endureth 
for  ever:  and  Og  king  of  Bashan:  'for  His  lovingkindness 
endureth  for  ever :  and  gave  their  land  for  an  heritage : 
for  His  lovingkindness  endureth  for  ever :  even  an  heritage 
unto  Israel  His  servant :  for  His  lovingkindness  endureth 
for  ever.  Who  remembered  us  in  our  low  estate :  for  His 
lovingkindness  endureth  for  ever:  and  hath  released  us 
from  our  adversaries :  for  His  lovingkindness  endureth  for 
ever.  He  giveth  food  to  all  flesh :  for  His  lovingkindness 
endureth  for  ever.  O  give  thanks  unto  the  God  of 
heaven :  for  His  lovingkindness  endureth  for  ever. 

Exult  in  the  Lord,  O  ye  righteous  praise  is  seeming 
for  the  upright.

O  give  thanks  unto 
the  God  of  gods:  for  His  lovingkindness  endureth  for 
ever.  O  give  thanks  unto  the  Lord  of  lords:  for  His 
lovingkindness  endureth  for  ever.  To  Him  who  alone 
doeth  great  marvels :  for  His  lovingkindness  endureth  for 
ever.  To  Him  that  by  understanding  made  the  heavens: 
for  His  lovingkindness  endureth  for  ever.  To  Him  that 
spread  forth  the  earth  above  the  waters:  for  His  loving- 
kindness endureth  for  ever.  To  Him  that  made  great 
lights:  for  His  lovingkindness  endureth  for  ever:  the 
sun  to  rule  by  day:  for  His  lovingkindness  endureth  for 
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ingness ;  for  it  is  soon  g^one  by,  and  we  fly  away.  Who 
knoweth  the  power  of  Thine  anger,  and  Thy  wr-th  ac- 
cording to  the  fear  that  is  due  unto  Thee?  So  teach 
us  to  number  our  days,  that  we  may  get  us  a  heart  of 
wisdom.

They 
shall  bear  thee  upon  their  hands,  lest  thou  strike  thy  foot 
against  a  stone.  Thou  shalt  tread  upon  the  lion  and  the 
adder;  upon  the  young  lion  and  the  serpent  shalt  thou 
trample. — Because  he  hath  set  his  love  upon  Me,  there- 
fore will  I  deliver  him:  I  will  set  him  on  high,  because 
he  knoweth  My  name.  When  he  calleth  upon  Me,  I  will 
answer  him;  I  will  be  with  him  in  trouble:  I  will  deliver 
him  and  honor  him.  With  length  of  days  will  I  satisfy 
him,  and  will  let  him  see  My  salvation.  [Repeat  the  last 
verse.] 

Praise  ye  the  Lord.  Praise  ye  the  name  of  the  Lord ; 
praise  Him,  O  ye  servants  of  the  Lord :  ye  that  stand  in 
the  house  of  the  Lord,  in  the  courts  of  the  house  oi  our 
God.     Praise  ye  the  Lord;  for  the  Lord  is  good:  sing 
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round  about  them  that  fear  Him,  and  delivereth  them. 
O  taste  and  see  that  the  Lord  is  good :  happy  is  the 
man  that  taketh  refuge  in  Him.  O  fear  the  Lord,  ye  His 
holy  ones :  for  there  is  no  want  to  them  that  fear  Him, 
Young  lions  do  lack,  and  suffer  hunger :  but  they  that  seek 
the  Lord  shall  not  want  any  good.  Come,  ye  children, 
hearken  unto  me :  I  will  teach  you  the  fear  of  the  Lord. 

What  man  is  he  that  delighteth  in  life,  and  loveth  many 
days  that  he  may  see  good?  Keep  thy  tongue  from  evil, 
and  thy  lips  from  speaking  guile.  Depart  from  evil  aad 
do  good ;  seek  peace  and  pursue  it.  The  eyes  of  the  Lord 
are  towards  the  righteous,  and  His  ears  are  towards  their 
cry.  The  face  of  the  Lord  is  against  them  that  do  evil, 
to  cut  off  the  remembrance  of  them  from  the  earth. 
(The  righteous)  cry,  and  the  Lord  hearkeneth,  and  de- 
livereth them  out  of  all  their  troubles.  The  Lord  is  nigh 
unto  them  that  are  of  a  broken  heart,  and  saveth  such  as 
are  of  a  contrite  spirit.  Many  are  the  evil  fortunes  of  the 
righteous:  but  the  Lord  delivereth  him  out  of  them  all. 
He  keepeth  all  his  bones:  not  one  of  them  is  broken. 
Evil  shall  slay  the  wicked ;  and  they  that  hate  the  right- 
eous shall  be  condemned.  The  Lord  setteth  free  the  soul 
of  His  servants ;  and  none  that  take  refuge  in  Him  shall 
be  condemned.

Let  the  heavens  rejoice, 
and  let  the  earth  be  glad ;  and  let  them  say  among  the 
nations,  The  Lord  reigneth.  Let  the  sea  roar,  and  the 
fulness  thereof ;  let  the  plain  exult,  and  all  that  is  therein. 
Then  shall  the  trees  of  the  forest  exult  before  the  Lord, 
for  He  cometh  to  judge  the  earth.  O  give  thanks  unto 
the  Lord :  for  He  is  good :  for  His  lovingkindness  en- 
dureth  for  ever.  And  say  ye,  Save  us,  O  God  of  our 
salvation,  and  gather  us  and  deliver  us  from  the  nations, 
to  give  thanks  unto  Thy  holy  name,  and  to  triumph  in 
Thy  praise.  Blessed  be  the  Lord,  the  God  of  Israel,  from 
everlasting  even  to  everlasting.  And  all  the  people  said. 
Amen,  and  praised  the  Lord.  Exalt  ye  the  Lord 
our  God,  and  worship  at  His  footstool:  holy  is 
He.

be  He  who  redeemeth  and  delivereth :  blessed  be  His 
name. — Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the 
universe,  O  God  and  merciful  Father,  praised  by  the 
mouth  of  Thy  people,  lauded  and  glorified  by  the  tongue 
of  Thy  loving  ones  and  Thy  servants.  We  also  will  praise

II.  If  anyth  is  included  in  a  general  proposition,  and 
is  then  made  tlie  subject  of  a  fresh  statement  (not  in  har- 
mony with  the  former),  the  terms  of  the  general  proposi- 
tion will  not  apply  to  it,  unless  the  Scripture  distinctly  in- 
dicates that  they  shall  apply.  12.  The  meaning  of  a  pas- 
sage may  be  deduced  from  its  context,  or  from  some  sub- 
sequent passage.

They  might  be  shin  W  any  part  of  the 
court;  of  their  blocd  two  sprinklings  hi.d  to  oe  made  at  the  altar 
in  such  a  manner  as  to  constitute  tour;  and  they  might  be  eaten, 
dressed  after  any  manner,  by  any  person,  in  any  part  of  the  city, 
the  same  day  and  until  midnight.  To  the  portions  thereof  be- 
longing to  the  priests  the  same  rule  applied  as  to  the  rest,  except 
that  the  former  might  only  be  eaten  by  the  priests,  their  wives, 
their  children,  and  their  slaves.  7.  The  peace  offerings  were  also 
holy  in  a  minor  degree.  They  might  be  slain  in  any  part  of  the 
court;  of  their  blood  two  sprinklings  had  to  be  made  at  the  altar 
in  such  a  manner  as  to  constitute  four,  and  they  might  be  eaten, 
dressed  after  any  manner,  by  any  person,  in  any  part  of  the  city, 
during  two  days  and  one  night.  To  the  portions  thereof  belong- 
ing to  the  priests  the  same  rule  applied  as  to  the  rest,  except  that 
the  former  might  only  be  eaten  by  the  priests,  their  wives,  their 
children  and  their  slaves.  8.  The  first-born,  the  tithe  of  cattle 
find  the  paschal  lamb  were  likewise  holy  in  a  minor  degree.  They 
might  be  slain  in  any  part  of  the  court;  only  one  sprinkling  of 
*heir  blood  had  to  be  made;  this,  however,  had  to  be  done  towards 
the  base  of  the  altar.  In  respect  to  their  consumption  the  follow- 
ing differences  prevailed :  the  first-born  might  be  eaten  only  by 
the  priests,  while  the  tithe  might  be  eaten  by  any  person:  both 
might  be  eaten,  dressed  after  any  manner,  in  any  part  of  the  city, 
during  two  days  and  one  night.  The  paschal  lamb  might  only  be 
eaten  the  same  evening  until  midnight;  it  might  be  partaken  of 
hy  none  but  the  previously  appointed  number  of  persons,  and  it 
might  only  be  eaten  roasted. 

Rabbi  Ishmael  says :  The/e  are  thirteen  exegetical  principles  by 
Arhich  the  Law  is  expounded : — 1.  The  inference  from  minor  to 
major.  2.  The  inference  from  a  similarity  of  phrases.  3.  A  gen- 
eral law  may  be  derived  by  induction  from  different  cases  which, 
occurring  in  the  same  or  in  different  verses,  have  yet  some  feature 
in  common.  4.  A  general  proposition  followed  by  the  enumeration 
of  particulars  already  comprehended  in  the  general  proposition 
(in  which  case  the  scope  of  the  proposition  is  limited  by  the  thmgs 
specified).  5.  An  enumeration  of  particulars  followed  by  a  gen- 
eral proposition  in  which  they  are  also  comprehended  (in  which 
case  the  scope  of  the  proposition  extends  also  to  the  things  not  spe- 
cified). 6.  Two  general  propositions,  separated  fr^m  each  other  by 
an  enumeration  of  particulars,  include  only  such  things  as  are  simi- 
lar to  those  specified.  7.  An  inference  drawn  from  a  general 
proposition  complemented  by  a  particular  term,  and  an  inference 
drawn  from  a  pr-irticular  term  complemented  by  a  general  proposi- 
tion. 8.  If  anything  is  included  in  a  general  proposition  and  is 
then  made  the  subject  of  a  special  statement,  that  which  is  predicated 
of  it  is  not  to  be  understood  as  limited  to  itself  alone,  but  is  to  be 
applied  to  the  whole  of  the  general  proposition.  9.  If  anything  is 
included  in  a  general  proposition,  and  is  then  singled  out  in  order 
to  be  made  the  subject  of  a  .special  statement,  similar  to  the  general 
proposition,  this  particularization  is  intended,  so  far  as  its  subject 
is  concerned,  to  lessen  and  not  to  add  to  its  restrictions.  10.  If 
anything  is  included  in  a  general  proposition,  and  is  then  sineled  out 
in  order  to  be  made  the  subject  of  a  special  statement,  not  similar 
to  the  general  proposition,  this  particularization  is  intended  in  some 
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1.  Which  are  the  places  where  the  sacrifices  were  offered? — 
Those  that  were  most  holy  were  slain  on  the  north  side  of  the 
altar:  the  bull  and  the  he-goat  of  the  Day  of  Atonement  were 
slain  on  the  north  side;  their  blood  was  received  in  a  vessel  of 
ministry  on  the  north  side,  and  had  to.be  sprinkled  between  the 
staves  of  the  ark,  and  towards  the  veil,  and  upon  the  golden  altar: 
one  of  these  sprinklings  omitted  rendered  the  whole  ceremony 
mvalid.  The  remaining  blood  the  priest  poured  out  at  the  western 
base  of  the  outer  altar;  if,  however,  he  did  not  do  so,  the  omission 
did  not  render  the  ceremony  invalid.  2.  The  bulls  and  he-goats 
which  were  to  be  wholly  burnt  were  slain  on  the  north  side ;  their 
blood  was  received  in  a  vessel  of  ministry  on  the  north  side,  and 
had  to  be  sprinkled  towards  the  veil  and  upon  the  golden  altar; 
one  of  these  sprmklings  omitted  rendered  the  whole  ceremony 
invalid.  The  remaining  blood  the  priest  poured  out  at  the  western 
base  of  the  outer  altar;  if,  however,  he  failed  to  do  so,  it  did 
not  render  the  ceremony  invalid :  both  these  and  the  preceding 
offerings  were  burnt  in  the  repository  of  ashes.  3.  The  sin  offer- 
ings of  the  congregation  and  of  the  individual. — These  are  the  sin 
offerings  of  the  congregation :  the  he-goats  offered  on  the  new 
moon  and  on  the  festivals.  They  were  slain  on  the  north  side; 
their  blood  was  received  in  a  vessel  of  ministry  on  the  north  side, 
and  of  this  blood  four  sprinklings  had  to  be  made,  one  upon  each 
of  the  four  corners  of  the  altar.  How  was  this  done?  The  priest 
went  up  the  ascent,  passed  on  to  the  middle  terrace  that  surrounded 
the  altar  and  came  successively  to  the  southeast,  the  northeast,  the 
northwest  and  the  southwest  corners.  The  remaining  blood  he 
poured  out  at  the  southern  base  of  the  altar.  These  sacrifices 
might  be  eaten,  dressed  after  any  manner,  by  the  males  of  the  priest- 
hood, within  the  hangings  of  the  court,  the  same  day  and  evening 
until  midnight.  4.  The  burnt-offering  belonged  to  the  class  of  the 
most  holy.  It  was  slain  on  the  north  side;  its  blood  was  received 
in  a  vessel  of  ministry  on  the  north  side ;  and  of  its  blood  two 
sprinklings  had  to  be  made  (at  opposite  angles  of  the  altar)  so  as 
to  constitute  four  (a  portion  of  the  blood  thus  reaching  each  of  the 
four  sides  of  the  altar).  This  offering  had  also  to  be  flayed,  dis- 
membered and  totally  consumed  by  fire.  5.  The  peace  offerings  of 
the  congregation  and  the  trespass  offerings — These  are  the  tres- 
pass offerings :  the  trespass  offerings  for  robbery,  for  profane  ap- 
propriation of  sanctified  objects,  for  carnally  knowing  a  handmaid 
already  promised  in  marriage ;  the  trespass  offering  of  a  Nazirite 
who  has  become  defiled  by  a  dead  body;  the  trespass  offering  of  a 
leper  at  his  cleansing;  the  trespass  offering  of  one  who  is  in 
doubt  whether  he  has  committed  an  act  that  has  to  be  atoned  for 
by  a  sin  offering.  All  these  were  slain  on  the  north  side;  their* 
blood  was  received  in  a  vessel  of  ministry  on  the  north  side;  and 
of  their  blood  two  sprinklings  had  to  be  made  at  the  altar  in  such 
a  manner  as  to  constitute  lour.  These  sacrifices  might  be  eaten, 
dressed  after  any  manner,  by  the  males  of  the  priesthood,  within 
the  hangings  of  the  court,  the  same  day  and  evening  until  mid- 
night.    6.  The  thank  offering  and  the  ram   of   the    Nazirite    were 
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the  continual  offering;  and  the  sprinkling  of  the  blood  of  the  con- 
tinual offering  preceded  the  dressing  of  the  two  lamps ;  and  the 
dressing  of  the  two  lamps  preceded  the  burning  of  incense ;  and  the 
incense  preceded  the  offering  of  the  members  of  the  sacrifice;  and 
the  offering  of  the  members  preceded  the  meat-offering ;  and  the 
meat-offering  preceded  the  baked  meat-offering ;  and  the  baked 
meat-offering  preceded  the  drink-offerings ;  and  the  drink-offerings 
preceded  the  additional  offerings ;  and  the  additional  offerings  pre- 
ceded the  two  spoons  of  frankincense ;  and  the  two  spoons  of  frank- 
incense preceded  the  continual  evening  offering;  as  it  is  said,  "And 
he  shall  lay  the  burnt-offering  in  order  upon  it,  and  he  shall  burn 
thereon  the  fat  of  the  peace-offerings";  i.  e.,  he  shall  therewith 
finish  all  the  offerings  of  the  day. 

O  Lord !  "we  beseech  thee  to  loosen,  with  the  greatness  of  thy 
powerful  right  hand,  those  that  are  bound  in  captivity.  Accept  the 
cry  of  thy  people;  exalt  and  purify  us,  O  thou  who  art  tremen- 
dous !  O,  most  powerful  God !  we  beseech  thee  to  preserve,  as  the 
apple  of  the  eye,  those  that  seek  thee,  who  art  God  alone.  Bless,  and 
purify  them,  and  continually  requite  them  according  to  thy  merciful 
righteousness.  Thou,  who  art  most  mighty  and  holy !  guide  thy 
congregate  people  with  thine  abundant  goodness.  Thou,  who  art 
God  alone,  and  most  excellent,  regard  thy  people,  who  continually 
make  mention  of  thy  -holiness.  Accept  our  prayers,  and  hearken 
to  our  cries,  O  Thou !  to  whom  all  secrets  are  known. 

Blessed  be  the  name  of  the  glory  of  his  kingdom  for  ever  and 
ever! 

Sovereign  of  the  universe!  thou  didst  command  us  to  offer  the 
daily  sacrifice  in  its  appointed  time;  and  that  the  i»riests  should 
officiate  in  their  proper  service,  and  the  Levites  at  their  desk,  and 
the  Israelites  in  their  station.  But,  at  present,  on  account  of  our 
sins,  the  temple  is  laid  waste,  and  the  daily  sacrifice  hath  ceased; 
for  we  have  neither  an  officiating  priest,  nor  a  Levite  on  the  desk, 
nor  an  Israelite  at  his  station.  But  thou  hast  said,  that  the  prayers 
of  our  lips  shall  be  accepted  as  the  offering  of  steers.  Therefore, 
let  it  be  acceptable  before  thee,  O  Lord  our  God !  and  God  of  our 
ancestors,  that  the  prayers  of  our  lips  may  be  accounted,  accepted, 
and  esteemed  before  thee,  as  if  we  had  offered  the  daily  sacrifice 
in  its  appointed  time,  and  had  stood  in  our  station. 

On  Sabbath 

And  on  the  sabbath  day  two  he-lambs  of  the  first  year  withou' 
blemish,  and  two  tenth  parts  of  an  cphah  of  fine  flour  for  a  meat 
offering,  mingled  with  oil,  and  the  drink  offering  thereof:  this  is 
the  burnt  offering  of  every  sabbath,  beside  the  continual  burnt 
offering,  and  the  drink  offering  thereof.

Cyprus  wine  could  not  be  liad,  strong  white  wine  was  substituted 
for  it;  salt  of  Sodom,  the  fourth  part  of  a  kab;  and  of  an  herb 
called  ma'aleh  'ashan,  a  small  quantity.  Kabbi  Nathan,  the  Baby- 
lonian said,  "Also  a  small  quantity  of  the  amber  of  Jordan.  If 
honey  was  mixed  with  it,  it  was  profaned;  and  if  it  was  deficient 
in  any  one  of  its  ingredients,  he  was  accounted  to  have  incurred 
the  penalty  of  death.  Rabbi  Simeon,  the  son  of  GamlicI,  saith, 
That  the  balm  issues  from  an  incision  in  the  tree  called  balsamum. 
And  for  what  purpose  did  they  use  the  soap  of  Carsina?  to  refine 
the  onycha  (or  cloves),  that  it  might  have  a  handsome  appear- 
ance; and  for  what  purpose  was  the  wine  of  Cyprus  brought?  to 
soak  the  cloves  (or  onycha)  therein,  that  it  might  become  hard: 
and  though  another  substance  was  also  proper  for  the  purpose, 
yet  was  it  not  used,  because  it  was  not  decent  to  bring  it  into  the 
temple. 

It  was  learned,  Rabbi  Nathan  says :  When  he  pounds  it  he  says : 
Pound  it  thin,  well,  well,  thin  pound  it,  because  the  voice  is  good 
for  the  spices.  If  he  prepared  one  half  thereof  it  is  also  right; 
but  if  he  prepared  one  third  part  or  one  fourth  part  thereof,  we  have 
not  heard  it  to  be  right.  Rabbi  Judah  said:  This  is  the  rule,  if 
according  to  its  measure  it  is  right  even  one  half  thereof;  but  if 
he  omitted  one  of  its  spices  he  was  liable  to  the  penalty  of  death. 
It  was  learned  Bar  Kappara  says :  Once  in  sixty  or  in  seventy 
years  it  was  prepared  from  the  remainders  about  one  half.  And 
furthermore  has  Bar  Kappara  learned,  if  he  had  put  therein  a  small 
quantity  of  honey,  no  man  could  stand  because  of  its  odor;  and 
why  was  not  mixed  therein  honey?  because  the  Law  says:  For  any 
leaven,  nor  any  honey,  you  shall  not  burn  of  it  as  a  fire-offering' 
to  the  Lord. 

(say  three  times:)  The  Lord  of  hosts!  is  with  us;  A  strong- 
hold for  us  is  the  God  of  Jacob  Selah.  (say  three  times:)  O 
Lord  of  hosts !  Happy  is  the  man  that  trusteih  in  thee,  (say  three 
times:)  O  Lord,  save;  the  King  may  answer  us  in  the  day  in  when 
we  call.  Thou  art  a  hiding  place  to  me ;  from  distress  thou  wilt 
preserve  me;  With  songs  of  deliverance  thou  wilt  surround  nie, 
Selah.  Then  shall  be  pleasant  to  the  Lord  the  offering  of  Judah 
and  Jerusalem,  as  in  the  days  of  old  and  as  in  ancient  years. 

Abayyeh  disposed  the  order  of  the  daily  service  in  the  temple, 
as  appointed  by  the  Talmudists;  and  according  to  the  opinion  of 
Ahba  Saul.  The  great  order  preceded  the  second  order  of  the 
incense;  and  the  second  order  of  incense  preceded  the  ranging  of 
the  two  pieces  of  wood  upon  the  altar;  and  the  ranging  of  the  two 
pieces  of  wood  preceded  the  removal  of  the  ashes  from  the  inner 
altar;  and  the  removal  of  the  ashes  from  the  inner  altar  pre- 
ceded the  dressing  of  the  five  lamps  of  the  candlestick ;  and  the 
dressing  of  the  five  lamps,  preceded  the  sprinkling  of  the  blood  of 
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sprinkle  its  blood  upon  the  altar  round  about. 

May  be  the  will  of  the  Lord  our  God  and  the  God  of  our  fathers, 
that  this  prayer  be  accounted  for  and  accepted  as  if  we  had  sacri- 
ficed daily  sacrifice  in  its  proper  time  and  on  its  proper  place  and 
according  to  its  laws. 

Thou  art  the  Lord !  our  God !  before  whom  our  ancestors  burnt 
incense,  whilst  the  holy  temple  was  standing,  as  thou  didst  com- 
mand them  through  Moses  thy  prophet,  as  it  is  written  in  thy 
law. 

And  the  Lord  said  unto  Moses,  Take  unto  thee  sweet  spices, 
stacte,  and  onycha,  and  galbanum ;  these  sweet  spices  with  pure 
frankincense :  of  each  there  shall  be  an  equal  weight.  And  thou 
slialt  make  it  a  perfume,  a  confection  after  the  art  of  an  apothe- 
cary, tempered  together,  pure  and  holy.  And  thou  shalt  beat 
some  of  it  very  small,  and  put  of  it  before  the  testimony  in  the 
tabernacle  of  the  congregation,  where  I  will  meet  with  thee:  it 
shall  be  unto  you  most  holy.  And.  it  is  said,  "And  Aaron  shall 
burn  thereon  (on  the  altar)  incense  of  spices  every  morning; 
when  he  dresseth  the  lamps  he  shall  burn  incense  upon  it.  And 
when  Aaron  lighteth  the  lamps  at  evening,  he  shall  burn  incense 
upon  it;  a  perpetual  burning  of  incense  before  the  Lord  through- 
out your  generations." 

The  rabbins  have  taught  how  the  mixture  of  the  perfume  of  in- 
cense was  made :  it  contained  three  hundred  and  sixty-eight 
manehs.  Three  hundred  and  sixty-five  of  which  were  according  to 
the  number  of  days  of  the  solar  year;  and  of  the  three  remain- 
ing manehs,  the  high  priest  was  to  take  his  hands  full,  on  the 
day  of  atonement:  these  were  again  put  into  the  mortar  on  the 
eve  of  the  day  of  atonement,  to  perform  the  commandmmt,  "Take 
of  the  finest  beaten  incense."  It  was  composed  of  eleven  sorts  of 
spices;  viz.,  balm,  onycha,  galbanum,  frankincense,  of  each  an 
equal  weight,  viz.,  seventy  manehs ;  myrrh,  cassia,  spikenard, 
and  saffron,  of  each  an  equal  weight,  sixteen  manehs; 
costus,  twelve  manehs;  the  rind  of  an  odoriferous  tree,  three 
manehs;  cinnamon,  nine  manehs;  soap  of  Carsina,  nine  kabs; 
wine  of  capers   (or  Cyprus),  three  seahs,  and  three  kabs;  and  if 
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a  name  and  a  praise  among  all  the  peoples  of  the  earth, 
when  I  bring  back  your  captivity  before  your  eyes,  saith 
the  Lord. 

And  the  Lord  spake  unto  Moses,  saying,  Thou  shalt  also  make 
a  laver  of  br:iss,  and  his  foot  also  of  brass,  to  wash  withal ;  and 
thou  shalt  put  it  between  the  tabernacle  of  the  congregation  and 
the  altar,  and  thou  shalt  put  water  therein.  For  Aaron  and  his 
sons  shall  wash  their  hands  and  their  feet  hereat.  When  they 
go  into  the  tabernacle  of  the  congregation,  they  shall  wash  with 
water,  that  they  die  not,  or  when  they  come  near  to  the  altar  to 
minister,  to  make  burnt-offerings  unto  the  Loid.  So  they  shall 
wash  their  hands,  and  their  feet,  that  they  die  not;  and  it  shall  be 
a  statute  for  ever  to  them,  even  to  him  and  to  his  seed  throughout 
their  generations. 

May  it  be  acceptable  in  thy  presence,  O  Lord,  our  God !  and 
God  of  our  ancestors,  to  have  compassion  on  us,  to  pardon  all 
our  sins,  to  forgive  all  our  iniquities,  and  to  grant  us  remission 
for  all  our  transgressions;  and  that  the  holy  temple  may  speedily 
be  rebuilt  in  our  days,  that  we  may  offer  in  thy  presence  the  daily 
burnt-offering,  that  it  may  atone  for  us;  as  thou  hast  commanded 
us  in  thy  law,  written  and  delivered  by  the  hands  of  thy  servant 
Moses;  as  it  is  said, 

And  the  Lord  spake  unto  Moses,  saying.  Command  the  children 
of  Israel,  and  say  unto  them,  My  oblation.  My  food  for  My  offer- 
ings made  by  fire  of  a  sweet  savour  unto  Me,  shall  ye  observe  to 
offer  unto  Me  in  its  due  season.  And  thou  shalt  say  unto  them. 
This  is  the  offering  made  bj'  fire  which  ye  shall  offer  unto  the 
Lord;  he-lambs  of  the  first  year  without  blemish,  two,  day  by  day, 
for  a  continual  burnt  offering.  The  one  lamb  shalt  thou  offer  in 
the  morning,  and  the  other  lamb  shalt  thou  offer  at  even;  and  the 
tenth  part  of  an  ephah  of  fine  flour  for  a  meal  offering,  mingled 
with  the  fourth  part  of  an  hin  of  beaten  oil.  It  is  a  continual 
burnt  offering  which  was  ordained  in  Mount  Sinai  for  a  sweet 
savour,  an  offering  made  by  fire  unto  the  Lord.  And  the  drink 
offering  thereof  shall  be  the  fourth  part  of  an  hin  for  the  one 
lamb :  in  the  holy  place  shalt  thou  pour  out  a  drink  offering  of 
strong  drink  unto  the  Lord.  And  the  other  lamb  shalt  thou  offer 
at  even:  as  the  meal  offering  of  the  morning,  and  as  the  drink 
oflfering  thereof,  thou  shalt  offer  it,  an  offering  made  by  fire,  of 
a  sweet  savour  unto  the  Lord. 

And  he  shall  slay  it  on  the  side  of  the  altar  northward 
before    the    Lord;    and    Aaron's    sons,   the    priests,    shall 
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It  i»,  therefore,  our  duty  to  thank,  praise  and  glorify 
Thee,  to  bless,  to  sanctify  and  to  offer  praise  and  thanks- 
giving unto  Thy  name.  Happy  are  we!  how  goodly  is 
our  portion,  and  how  pleasant  is  our  lot,  and  how  beau- 
tiful our  heritage!  Happy  are  we  who,  early  and  late, 
morning  and  evening,  twice  every  day,  declare : 

Hear,  O  Israel :  the  Lord  our  God,  the  Lord  is  One. 

Blessed  be  His  name,  whose  glorious  kingdom  is  for  ever 

and  ever. 

Thou  wast  the  same  ere  the  world  was  created ;  Thou 
hast  been  the  same  since  the  world  hath  been  created ; 
Thou  art  the  same  in  this  world,  and  Thou  wilt  be  the 
same  in  the  world  to  come.  Sanctify  Thy  name  upon 
them  that  sanctify  it,  yea,  sanctify  Thy  name  throughout 
Thy  world;  and  through  Thy  salvation  let  our  horn  be 
exalted  and  raised  on  high.  Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord, 
who  sanctifiest  Thy  name  amongst  the  many. 

Thou  art  the  Lord  our  God  in  heaven  and  on  earth, 
and  in  the  highest  heaven  of  heavens.  Verily  Thou  art 
the  first  and  Thou  art  the  last,  and  beside  Thee  there  is 
no  God.  O  gather  them  that  hope  for  Thee  from  the 
four  corners  of  the  earth.  Let  all  the  inhabitants  of  the 
world  perceive  and  know  that  Thou  art  God,  Thou  alone, 
over  all  the  kingdoms  of  the  earth.  Thou  hast  made  the 
heavens  and  the  earth,  the  sea  and  all  that  is  therein ; 
and  which  among  all  the  works  of  Thy  hands,  whether 
among  those  above  or  among  those  beneath,  can  say  unto 
Thee,  What  docst  Thou  ?  Our  Father  who  art  in  heaven, 
deal  kindly  with  us  for  the  sake  of  Thy  great  name  by 
which  we  are  called ;  and  fulfil  unto  us,  O  Lord  our  God, 
that  which  is  written.  At  that  time  will  I  bring  you  in, 
Uid  at  that  time  will  I  gather  you;  for  I  will  make  you 
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Sovereign  of  the  universe!  May  it  be  the  will  from  be- 
fore Thee,  O  Lord  our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers,  to  re- 
member to  us  the  covenant  of  our  fathers,  as  Abraham  our 
father  suppressed  his  compassion  to  his  only  son,  and  he 
wanted  to  slaughter  him,  in  order  to  perform  thy  will.  So 
may  thy  compassion  suppress  thy  anger  against  us ;  and  let 
thy  compassion  be  added  unto  thy  other  measures,  and  deal 
■with  us  better  than  the  order  of  thy  Law  requires ;  and 
let  thy  conduct  with  us  be :  Lord  our  God,  with  the  measure 
of  loving  kindness  and  with  the  measure  of  compassion ; 
and  with  thy  great  goodness  may  turn  aside  the  fierceness 
of  thy  wrath  from  thy  people,  from  thy  city  and  from  thy 
land.  Fulfil  to  us,  O  Lord  our  God,  the  word  which  thou 
hast  promised  us  through  the  hands  of  Moses  thy  servant ; 
as  it  is  said.  And  I  will  remember  my  covenant  with  Jacob, 
also  my  covenant  with  Isaac,  and  my  covenant  with  Abra- 
ham I  will  remember ;  and  the  land  I  will  remember. 

At  all  times  let  a  man  fear  God  as  well  in  private  as 
In  public,  acknowledge  the  truth,  and  speak  the  truth  in 
his  heart;. and  let  him  rise  early  and  say: 

Sovereign  of  all  worlds !  Not  because  of  our  righteous 
acts  do  we  lay  our  supplications  before  Thee,  but  be- 
cause of  Thine  abundant  mercies.  What  are  we? 
What  is  our  life?  What  is  our  piety?  What  our  right- 
eousness? What  our  helpfulness?  What  our  strength? 
V/hat  our  might?  What  shall  we  say  before  Thee,  O  Lord 
our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers  Are  not  all  the  mighty 
men  as  nought  before  Thee,  the  men  of  renown  as  though 
they  had  not  been,  the  wise  as  if  without  knowledge,  and 
the  men  of  understanding  as  if  without  discernment?  For 
most  of  their  works  are  void,  and  the  days  of  their  lives  are 
vanity  before  Thee,  and  the  pre-eminence  of  man  over  the 
beast  is  nought,  for  all  is  vanity. 

Nevertheless  we  are  Thy  people,  the  children  of  Thy 
covenant,  the  children  of  Abraham,  Thy  friend,  to  whom 
Thou  didst  swear  on  Mount  Moriah ;  the  seed  of  Isaac, 
his  only  son,  who  was  bound  upon  the  altar;  the  congre- 
gation of  Jacob,  Thy  first  born  son,  whose  name  Thou 
didst  call  Israel  and  Jeshurun  by  reason  of  the  love  where- 
with Thou  didst  love  him,  and  the  joy  wherewith  Thou 
didst  rejoice  in  him. 
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his  hand,  and  a  knife;  and  they  went  both  of  them  together. 
And  Isaac  spoke  unto  Abraham,  his  father,  and  said,  My 
father ;  and  he  said,  Here  am  I,  my  son.  And  he  said.  Be- 
liold,  the  fire  and  the  wood;  but  where  is  the  lamb  iot  a 
burnt-oflfering?  And  Abraham  said,  My  son,  God  will  pro- 
vide himself  a  lamb  for  a  burnt-offering ;  so  they  went  both 
of  them  together.  And  they  came  to  the  place  which  God 
had  told  him  of,  and  Abraham  built  an  altar  there,  and 
laid  the  wood  upon  it,  and  bound  Isaac,  his  son,  and  placed 
him  on  the  altar  upon  the  wood.  And  Abraham  stretched 
forth  his  hand,  and  took  the  knife  to  slay  his  son.  And 
the  angel  of  the  Lord  called  unto  him  out  of  heaven,  and 
said,  Abraham,  Abraham,  and  he  said.  Here  am  I.  And  he 
said,  Lay  not  thine  hand  upon  the  lad,  nor  do  any  harm 
unto  him ;  for  I  know  that  thou  f earest  God,  seeing  thou 
hast  not  withheld  thy  son,  thine  only  son,  from  me.  And 
Abraham  lifted  up  his  eyes  and  looked,  and  behold,  behind 
him  a  ram  caught  in  the  thicket  by  his  horns ;  and  Abraham 
went  and  took  the  ram,  and  oflfered  him  up  for  a  burnt- 
offering,  in  the  stead  of  his  son.  And  Abraham  called  the 
name  of  the  place  Adony  Yireh ;  as  it  is  said  to  this  day, 
in  the  mount  of  the  Lord  it  shall  be  seen.  And  the  angel 
of  the  Lord  called  unto  Abraham  out  of  heaven  the  second 
time,  and  said,  By  myself  have  I  sworn,  said  the  Lord,  for 
because  thou  hast  done  this  thing,  and  hast  not  withheld 
thy  son,  thine  only  son,  I  will  bless  thee,  and  I  will  multiply 
thy  seed  as  the  stars  in  the  heaven,  and  as  the  sand  which  is 
upon  the  sea  shore ;  and  thy  seed  shall  possess  the  gate  of 
its  enemies ;  and  in  thy  seed  thall  all  the  nations  of  the  earth 
be  blessed,  because  thou  hast  obeyed  my  voice.  So  Abra- 
ham returned  to  his  young  men,  and  they  rose  up,  and 
went  together  to  Beer-sheba ;  and  Abraham  dwelt  at 
Beer-sheba. 
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every  day,  grace,  favor  and  mercy  in  Thine  eyes,  and  in 
the  eyes  of  all  who  behold  us ;  and  bestow  lovingkind- 
nesses  upon  us.  Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord,  who  bestow- 
est  lovingkindness  upon  Thy  people  Israel. 

May  it  be  Thy  will,  O  Lord  my  God  and  God  of  my 
fathers,  to  deliver  me  this  day,  and  every  day,  from  arro- 
gant men  and  from  arrogance,  from  a  bad  man,  from  a  bad 
companion  and  from  a  bad  neighbor,  and  from  any  mis- 
hap, and  from  the  adversary  that  destroyeth;  from  a  hard 
judgment,  and  from  a  hard  opponent,  whether  he  be  a  son 
of  the  covenant  or  be  not  a  son  of  the  covenant. 

Our  God!  and  the  God  of  our  Fathers!  O  remember  us 
with  a  good  memorial  before  thee,  and  visit  us  with  the  visi- 
tations of  salvation  and  mercy,  from  the  ancient  heaven 
of  heavens ;  and  remember  unto  us,  O  Lord !  our  God !  the 
covenant,  the  mercy,  and  the  oath,  which  thou  didst  swear 
unto  our  ancestor  (Abraham),  upon  Mount  Moriah,  and 
may  the  act  of  binding  his  son  (Isaac)  upon  the  altar,  as  it 
is  written  in  thy  law. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  after  those  things  that  God  tempted 
(l.i.)  Abraham,  and  said  unto  him,  Abraham,  and  he  said, 
Behold,  here  am  I.  And  he  said.  Take  now  thy  son,  thine 
only  son  Isaac,  whom  thou  lovest,  and  get  thee  into  the  land 
of  Moriah,  and  offer  him  up  there  for  a  burnt-offering,  upon 
one  of  the  mountains  which  I  will  tell  thee  of.  And  Abra- 
ham rose  up  early  in  the  morning,  and  saddled  his  ass,  and 
took  two  of  his  young  men  with  him,  and  Isaac  his  son ;  and 
cleaved  the  wood  for  the  burnt-offering,  and  went  unto  the 
place  of  which  God  had  told  him.  Then,  on  the  third  day.  did 
Abraham  lift  up  his  eyes,  and  saw  the  place  afar  off.  And 
Abraham  said  unto  his  young  men,  abide  you  here  with  the 
ass,  and  I  and  the  lad  will  go  yonder,  and  worship  and  come 
again  to  you.  And  Abraham  took  the  wood  of  the  burnt-offer- 
jng,  and  laid  it  upon  Isaac,  his  son,  and  he  took  the  fire  in 
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Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  mrf* 
verse,  who  hast  not  made  me  a  bondman. 
Men  say: — 
Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  uni- 
verse, who  hast  not  made  me  a  woman. 
Women  say: — 
Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King^  of  the  uni- 
verse, who  hast  made  me  according  to  Thy  will. 

Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  uni- 
verse, who  openest  the  eyes  of  the  blind. 

Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  uni- 
verse, who  clothest  the  naked. 

Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  uni- 
verse, who  loosest  them  that  are  bound. 

Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  uni- 
verse, who  raisest  up  them  that  are  bowed  down. 

Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  uni- 
verse, who  spreadest  forth  the  earth  above  the  waters. 

Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  uni- 
verse, who  hast  supplied  my  every  want. 

Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  uni- 
verse, who  hast  made  firm  the  steps  of  man. 

Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  uni- 
verse, who  girdest  Israel  with  might. 

Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  uni- 
verse, who  crownest  Isratl  with  glory. 

Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  uni- 
verse, who  givest  strength  to  the  weary. 

Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  uni- 
verse, who  removest  sleep  from  mine  eyes  and  slumber 
from  mine  eyelids. 

And  may  it  be  Thy  will,  O  Lord  our  God  and  God  of 
our  fathers,  to  make  us  familiar  with  Thy  Law.  and  to 
make  us  cleave  to  Thy  commandments.  O  lead  us  not 
into  the  power  of  sin,  or  of  transgression  or  iniquity,  or 
of  temptation,  or  of  scorn :  let  not  the  evil  inclination 
have  sway  over  us :  keep  us  far  from  a  bad  man  and  a 
bad  companion :  make  us  cleave  to  the  good  inclination 
and  to  good  works :  subdue  our  inclination  so  that  it  may 
•ubmk  itself  unto  Thee;  and  let  us  obuin  this  day,  and 
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with  our  offspring  and  the  oiispnag  of  Thy  people,  th« 
house  of  Israel,  may  all  know  Thy  name  and  learn  Thy 
Law.  Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord,  who  teachest  the  Law 
to  Thy  people  Israel.  Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord  our  God, 
King  of  the  universe,  who  hast  chosen  us  from  all  na- 
tions and  given  us  Thy  Law.  Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord, 
who  givest  the  Law. 

The  Lord  bless  thee,  and  keep  thee :  the  Lord  make 

His  face  to  shine  upon  thee,  and  be  gracious  unto  thee: 
the  Lord  turn  His  face  unto  thee,  and  give  thee  peace. 

These  are  the  things  which  have  no  fixed  measure  (by 
enactment  of  the  Law)  :  the  corners  of  the  field,  the  first 
fruits,  the  offerings  brought  on  appearing  before  the 
Lord  at  the  three  festivals,  the  practice  of  charity  and  the 
study  of  the  Law. — These  are  the  things,  the  fruits  of 
which  a  man  enjoys  in  this  world,  while  the  stock  re- 
mains for  him  for  the  world  to  come:  viz.,  honoring 
father  and  mother,  the  practice  of  charity,  timely  at- 
tendance at  the  house  of  study  morning  and  evening, 
hospitality  to  wayfarers,  visiting  the  sick,  dowering  the 
bride,  attending  the  dead  to  the  grave,  devotion  in  prayer, 
and  making  peace  between  man  and  his  fellow ;  but  the 
study  of  the  Law  is  equal  to  them  all. 

O  my  God,  the  soul  which  Thou  gavest  me  is  pure; 
Thou  didst  create  it,  Thou  didst  form  it.  Thou  didst 
breathe  it  into  me :  Tliou  perseverest  it  within  me ;  and 
Tliou  wilt  take  it  from  me,  but  wilt  restore  it  unto  me 
hereafter.  So  long  as  the  soul  is  within  me,  I  will  give 
thanks  unto  Thee,  O  Lord  my  God  and  God  of  my 
fathers.  Sovereign  of  all  works,  Lord  of  all  souls ! 
Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord,  who  restorcst  souls  unto  dead 
bodies. 

Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  uni- 
verse, who  hast  given  to  the  cock  intelligence  to  distin- 
guish between  day  and  night. 

Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  uni- 
verse, who  hast  not  made  me  a  heathen. 
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MORNING  SERVICE. 


He  hath  neither  bodily  form  nor  substance:  we  can  com- 
pare nought  unto  Him  in  His  hoHness. 

He  was  before  anything  that  hath  been  created — even 
the  first;  but  His  existence  had  no  beginning. 

Behold  He  is  the  Lord  of  the  universe :  to  every  creature 
He  teacheth  His  greatness  and  His  sovereignty. 

The  rich  gift  of  His  prophecy  He  gave  unto  the  men  of 
His  choice,  in  whom  He  gloried. 

There  hath  never  yet  arisen  in  Israel  a  prophet  like  unto 
Moses,  one  who  hath  beheld  His  similitude. 

The  Law  of  truth  God  gave  unto  His  people  by  the  hand 
of  His  prophet,  who  was  faithful  in  His  house. 

God  will  not  alter  nor  change  His  law  to  everlasting  for 
any  other. 

He  watcheth  and  knoweth  our  secret  thoughts :  He  be- 
holdeth  the  end  of  a  thing  before  it  existeth. 

He  bestoweth  lovingkindness  upon  a  man  according  to 
his  work ;  He  giveth  to  the  wicked  evil  according  to  His 
wickedness. 

He  will  send  our  anointed  at  the  end  of  days,  to  redeem 
them  that  wait  for  the  end — His  salvation. 

In  the  abundance  of  His  lovingkindness  God  will  quicken 
the  dead.     Blessed  for  evermore  be  His  glorious  name. 

Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  uni- 
verse, who  hast  sanctified  us  by  Thy  commandments,  and 
given  us  command  concerning  the  washing  of  the  hands. 

Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  uni- 
verse, who  hast  formed  man  in  wisdom,  and  created  in 
him  many  orifices  and  vessels.  It  is  revealed  and  known 
before  the  throne  of  Thy  glory,  that  if  one  of  these  be 
opened,  or  one  of  those  be  closed,  it  would  be  impossible 
to  exist  and  to  stand  before  Thee.  Blessed  art  Thou,  O 
Lord,  who  healest  all  flesh  and  doest  wondrously. 

Blessed  art  Thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  uni- 
verse, who  hast  sanctified  us  by  Thy  commandments,  and 
commanded  us  to  occupy  ourselves  with  the  words  of  the 
Law. 

Make  pleasant,  therefore,  we  beseech  Thee,  O  Lord 
our  God,  the  words  of  Thy  Law  in  our  mouth  and  in 
the  mouth  of  Thy  people,  the  house  of  Israel,  so  that  we 
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rKAYER  ON  ENTERING  fHE  SYNAGOGUE. 
On  entering  the  Synagogue  say  the  following  : 

As  for  me,  in  the  abundance  of  thy  loving  kindness 
will  I  come  into  thy  house :  I  will  worship  toward  thy 
holy  temple  in  the  fear  of  thee. 

How  goodly  are  thy  tents,  O  Jacob,  thy  tabernacles, 
O  Israel !  As  for  me,  in  the  abundance  of  Thy  loving 
kindness  will  I  come  into  Thy  house:  I  will  worship 
toward  Thy  holy  temple  in  the  fear  of  Thee.  Lord,  I  love 
the  habitation  of  Thy  house,  and  the  place  where  Thy  glory 
dwelleth.  As  for  me,  I  will  worship  and  bow  down:  I 
will  bend  the  knee  before  the  Lord,  my  Maker.  And  as 
for  me,  may  my  prayer  unto  Thee,  O  Lord,  be  in  an 
acceptable  time :  O  God,  in  the  abundance  of  Thy  loving 
kindness,  answer  me  in  the  truth  of  Thy  salvation. 

He  is  Lord  of  the  universe,  who  reigned  ere  any 
creature  yet  was  formed : 

At  the  time  when  all  things  were  made  by  His  desire, 
then  was  His  name  proclaimed  King.

Before  putting  on  the  "Tallith"  examine  the  fringes  and 
say  the  following: 

Bless,  O  my  soul,  the  Lord.  O  Lord  my  God,  thou  art 
very  great,  with  splendor  and  majesty  thou  hast  clothed 
Thee.  Thou  coverest  Thyself  with  light  as  with  a  garment. 
Thou  spreadest  out  the  heavens  like  a  curtain. 

I  am  here  enwrapping  my  body  in  the  fringed  robe,  so 
shall  be  enwrapped  my  soul  and  the  248  members  of  my 
body  and  the  365  of  my  veins  with  the  light  of  the  fringes 
which  amount  to  613.  And  even  as  I  cover  myself  with  a 
Tallith  in  this  world,  so  may  I  be  worthy  of  a  robe  of  the 
learned  and  of  a  beauteous  Tallith  in  the  world  to  come,  in 
the  Garden  of  Eden.  And  through  the  commandment  of  the 
fringes  shall  be  delivered  my  soul,  and  my  spirit,  and  my 
prayer  from  outside  evils ;  and  the  Tallith  may  spread  its 
wings  over  them,  and  deliver  them  as  an  eagle  that  stirreth 
up  her  nest,  that  flutter  eth  over  her  young.  And  may  be 
counted  the  commandment  of  the  fringes  before  the  most 
Holy,  blessed  be  He,  as  if  I  had  fulfilled  it  with  all  its 
details,  and  its  particulars,  and  its  meanings,  and  the  613 
commandments  that  depend  on  it.     Amen!  Selah!

Sweet  hymns  will  I  sing,  and  sonKs  will  I  indite,  for  unto  thee 
my  soul  panteth.  My  soul  longeth  to  dwell  In  tne  shadow  of  thy 
power,  to  learn  all  the  secrets  of  thy  mysteries.  Whilst  I  speak 
of  thy  glory,  my  heart  yearneth  for  thy  love.  Therefore  will  1 
speak  of  thy  glorious  things,  and  thy  Name  will  I  honour  with 
songs  of  love.  Shall  I  relate  thy  glory,  when  I  have  not  seen 
thee;  shall  I  compare,  shall  I  liken  thee,  when  I  know  thee  not? 
Through  the  means  of  thy  prophets,  thy  trusty  servants,  thou 
hast  given,  a  similitude  of  the  glorious  honour  of  thy  majesty. 
Thy  greatness  and  thy  might  they  surnamed  after  the  powerful 
things  of  thy  creation.  They  compared  thee,  but  not  according 
to  thy  actual  Being,  and  they  likened  thee  according  to  thy 
works.  They  represented  thee  In  a  multitude  of  visions,  yet 
thou  wert  but  One  in  all  the  comparisons.  And  they  saw  in 
thee  age  and   youth,  and   the  hair  of   thy  head   in    whiteness  and 

In  images  they  told  of  thee,  but  according  to  thine  essence;

Offerings  of  righteousness  will  we  there  j 
sacrifice,  and  as  at  aforetime,  shall  our  meat-offerings  be 
pleasant  unto  thee.  Bless  also  thy  people  with  the  light 
of  thy  countenance,  for  they  are  desirous  to  perform  thy 
will  and  may  it  be  thy  will  to  do  what  we  desire ;  look 
down,  we  pray  thee,  we  are  all  thy  people.  Thou  hast 
chosen  us  to  be  unto  thee  a  peculiar  nation,  and  may  thy 
blessing  be  on  this  thy  people,  Selah.  And  for  ever  will 
we  rehearse  thy  praise,  and  we  will  extol  thy  glorious 
name.  And  through  thy  blessing  shall  thy  people  be 
blessed,  for  whomsoever  thou  blessest  is  blessed.  And 
whilst  I  live  will  I  praise  thee,  my  Creator;  and  I  will 
bless  thee  all  the  days  of  my  limited  existence.  Yea,  let 
the  name  of  the  Lord  be  blessed  for  ever,  from  eternity 
to  eternity.  As  it  is  written,  "Blessed  be  the  Lord,  the 
God  of  Israel,  for  ever  and  ever ;  and  all  the  people  said, 
Amen,  and  Praise  unto  the  Lord."  Daniel  began  and  said, 
"Blessed  be  the  name  of  Cod  for  ever  and  ever,  because 
wisdom  and  might  are  his."  And  it  is  said,  "Then  said  i 
the  Levites  Joshua,  and  Kadmiel,  Boni,  Hashabniah,  She- 
rebiah,  Hodiah,  and  Petrachiah,  Rise  ye  blessed  be  the 
Lord  your  God  for  ever  and  ever,  and  let  them  bless  thy  ; 
glorious  name,  which  is  exalted  above  all  blessing  and  , 
praise."  And  it  is  said,  "Blessed  be  the  Lord,  the  God 
of  Israel,  for  ever  and  ever,  and  all  the  people  said.  Amen. 
Halleluiah." 
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Of  old,  then,  thou  didst  rest  on  the  seventh  day,  where- 
fore thou  didst  bless  the  sabbath-day.  Therefore  is  each 
one  of  thy  works  ready  to  praise  thee,  and  thy  pious  ones 
will  bless  thee  at  all  times.  Blessed  be  thou,  O  Lord!  the 
Creator  of  all,  the  God  of  life,  and  the  everlasting  King. 
For  from  the  beginning  was  extended  over  thy  servants 
the  abundance  of  thy  mercies  and  thy  kindness.  On  the 
Egyptian  also  thou  didst  commence  to  make  it  known  that 
thou  art  greatly  exalted  above  all  gods,  since  thou  didst 
display  among  them  great  judgment,  and  on  their  gods. 
When  thou  dividedst  the  Red  Sea  thy  people  saw  thy  great 
power  and  were  afraid.  Thou  didst  lead  thy  people  to 
make  unto  thyself  a  glorious  name,  to  display  thy  great- 
ness. And  thou  spokest  with  them  from  heaven,  and  the 
clouds  also  dropped  water.  Thou  didst  well  regard  their 
journeying  in  the  wilderness,  in  a  waste  land,  through 
which  no  man  had  passed.  Thou  gavest  to  thy  people 
corn  from  heaven,  flesh  in  quantity  as  the  dust,  and  water 
from  the  rock.  Thou  didst  drive  out  many  nations  and 
tribes,  that  they  might  inherit  their  land  and  the  acquisi- 
tions of  nations.  In  order  that  Israel  might  observe  the 
statutes  and  laws,  thy  words,  O  Lord !  which  are  pure 
words ;  and  they  were  fed  and  delighted  with  fat  pasture, 
and  from  the  flinty  rock  they  had  streamlets  of  oil.  When 
they  were  at  rest  they  built  thy  holy  city,  and  erected  and 
adorned  thy  holy  house.  And  then  thou  saidst,  "Here  will 
I  dwell  to  the  utmost  length  of  days,  I  will  support  it  with 
my  blessing"  for  there  they  shall  sacrifice  offerings  of 
righteousness,  thy  priest  also  shall  be  clothed  with  right- 
eousness. And  the  house  of  Levi  shall  sing  sweet  hymns, 
yea,  to  thee  shall  they  shout  and  utter  songs  of  praise ; 
the  house  of  Israel  also,  and  they  who  fear  the  Lord,  shall 
honour  and  give  thanks  to  thy  name,  O  Lord !  In  the  meas- 
ure as  thou  hast  been  exceedingly  good  to  the  early  gen- 
erations, mayest  thou  be  good  likewise  to  the  latter  ones. 
O  Lord !  rejoice  over  us,  we  beseech  thee,  as  thou  was  re- 
joiced over  our  fathers ;  to  multiply  us,  and  to  do  good  to 
u3,  so  that  we  ni?y  for  ever  give  thanks  unto  thee  because 
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ficient  or  redundant  to  thy  desire.  Thou  didst  not  forgoi 
aught  of  what  thou  didst  desire,  nor  wast  thou  defective  in 
any  one  thing  :  thou  wast  not  deficient  or  redundant,  nor 
didst  thou  form  any  useless  thing  among  them.  Thou  didst 
praise  them,  and  who  can  despise  them,  for  no  reproachful 
thing  hath  been  heard  of  them  ;  thou  didst  begin  their  forma- 
tion in  wisdom,  and  with  knowledge  and  understanding  didst 
perfect  them.  From  the  beginning  to  end  they  are  formed 
in  truth  and  rectitude,  and  are  truly  good  ;  thou  didst  cause 
thine  abundant  mercy  and  kindness  to  preach  the  work  of  thr 
hands.  For,  verily,  thy  mercy  and  kindness  hath  ever  been  on 
thy  servants  ;  for  before  any  living  creature  was  formed,  food 
was  prepared  ;  so  that  before  the  eater  existed,  thou  didst  pre- 
pare his  food.  The  canopy  of  heaven,  and  the  waters  of  the 
sea,  didst  thou  form  to  supply  the  necessity  of  all  creatures; 
thus  were  the  creations  of  the  first  three  days,  preparatory 
to  the  last  three  days.  Then  didst  thou  cover  thyself  with 
light  as  with  a  garment,  and  wast  clothed  with  a  robe  of  light : 
before  any  creature  was  formed,  thou  wast  exceedingly  great, 
and  after  all  ivas  made  thou  wast  exceedingly  exalted.  Thus 
before  any  garment  existed,  thou  wast  clothed  in  honour  and 
glory  ;  and  before  any  weaver  was  created,  wast  thou  clothed 
in  majesty  :  thou  wast  covered  with  light,  as  with  a  garment 
and  a  robe,  and  the  heavens  were  expanded  as  a  curtain,  in 
which  thou  didst  form  paths  for  the  luminaries  which  run  and 
return  in  due  order.  Thou  didst  make  a  division  betweep 
the  waters  with  the  heavenly  expanse  ;  in  xohich  element,  tht 
moving  creatures  have  their  habitations  and  food  ;  and  fowl 
that  may  fly  in  the  open  air,  under  the  expanse  of  heaven  • 
the  earth  was  clothed  with  grass  and  herbage,  food  lor  beasts 
and  cattle.  In  a  rich  soil  didst  thou  plant  a  garden  for  man 
whom  thou  hadst  made  ;  a  help-mate  didst  thou  make  for 
him,  to  supply  his  wants  and  necessities.  All  thy  works  didst 
thou  deliver  into  his  hand,  and  didst  place  all  things  under 
his  feet ;  that  he  might  thereof  offer  bulls,  and  sheep,  to  be 
accepted  on  thine  altar.  Thou  didst  make  him  a  garment  tc 
minister  in  holiness,  honour,  and  glory  ;  and  didst  endow 
him  with  the  wisdom  of  God,  for  thou  didst  form  him  in 
ihine  image.  Thou  didst  not  withhold  from  the  face  of  the 
earth  any  thing  necessary  for  man,  hut  didst  form  all  in  wisdom  : 
thy  works  are  exceedingly  great  and  abundant ;  and  they  all 
shall  praise  thy  name,  O  Lord.  Thy  works  are  exceedingly 
great  and  abundant,  and  all  thy  works  shall  praise  thee,  O 
Lord,  for  thou  didst  form  all  for  thip*'  own  sake,  and  created 
»11  for  thy  glory. 
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When  he  renews  them  all  daily,  we  know  t'aat  he  is  th« 
everlasthig  God  ;  and  as  he  existed  befoie  all  of  them,  we 
know  that  he  is  the  living  and  ever-existing  God.  We  must 
not  form  imaginations  concerning  him  who  formed  lis,  eithe? 
in  our  heart  or  our  discourse,  so  as  to  estimate  him  b^  exten 
sion,  or  like  him  by  union  and  form.  Neither  dare  we  con 
aider  him  as  a  root  or  pUint,  nor  as  a  species,  power,  or  limited 
thing,  ;  all  the  ocular  tilings,  intelligent  beings,  mid  sciences^ 
are  included  in  ten  terms,  seven  essentials,  and  six  accidentals ; 
three  decrees,  seasons,  and  measures.  But,  lo,  none  of  these, 
not  even  one  of  them,  is  applicable  to  the  Creator  ;  for  he 
hath  created  them  all :  they  all  shall  wax  old,  and  be  changed  ; 
they  shall  perish,  and  be  utterly  consumed  ;  but  tliou  shalt 
continue  while  they  all  waste  away  :  for  thou  art  the  living, 
ever-exjating,  and  eternal  God. 
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Thou  alone  art  the  Former  of  all  things  ;  and  it  is  manifesi 
that  the  work  cannot  be  likened  to  its  maker  ;  all  the  coun- 
tries cannot  contain  thee,  and  even  the  heavens  cannot  sup- 
port thee.  Aforetime  the  living  waters  were  in  dread  of  thy 
presence,  O  thou  living  God  ?  The  earth  trembled,  and  the 
waters  fled,  and  dropped  from  the  heavens.  Thou  alone  didst 
expand  the  heavens,  and  stretchedst  out  the  earth  above  the 
waters  ;  thou  didst  perform  all  thy  desire  alone,  and  didst 
not  need  any  help.  There  is  none  able  to  suppov-t  thee,  for 
all  is  from  thee,  and  thy  hand  *.  as  thy  power  and  knowledge 
was  in  former  times,  so  are  they  now  ;  and  thy  glory  shall 
ever  be  with  thee.  Thou  wert  not  faint,  or  weaiy,  for  thou 
didst  not  labour  in  thy  work  ;  for  all  that  thou  didst  desire 
to  make  and  form,  was  done,  by  thy  word  and  command  only, 
'rhou  didst  not  delay  it,  nor  hasten  it,  but  didst  make  every 
thing  beautiful  in  its  tin^e  ;  thou  didst  create  every  thing  from 
nought,  and  didst  fonn  all  things  from  nothing.  Before  any 
foundation  existed,  tliou  didst  found  aU ;  and  didst  suspend 
all  things  by  the  will  of  thy  spirit ;  tliy  everlasting  arms  sui> 
por(.  all  things  from  the  beginning  to  the  end,  and  are  not 
wearied.  Nothing  is  difficult  in  thy  sight,  and  whatever  thou 
desxreth,  thy  spirit  jjerformeth  ;  thou  canst  not  be  likened  to 
thy  work  ;  nor  be  equalled  with  any  form.  No  work  preceded 
thy  work  ;  thy  wisdom  arranged  all ;  they  did  not  exist  ear- 
'itt  «>•  latoz  thau  was  ay;reeable  to  thy  will,  nor  were  they  d& 
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form  of  witchcraft  overcome  thee.  All  the  wise  men,  sooth 
Bayers,  and  magicians,  cannot  conquer  thee  ;  thou  dost  reverse 
the  devices  of  the  sages :  the  subtle  prognosticatorb  cannot 
reverse  thy  purposes,  nor  frustrate  the  secret  counsel  of  thy 
decree  ;  they  cannot  obstruct  thy  will,  neither  can  they  hasten 
3r  retard  thee.  Thy  counsel  frustrates  the  counsel  of  all  the 
counsellors,  and  thy  strength  weakens  the  heart  of  the  mighty : 
thou  dost  command,  and  thy  dread  leads  them  into  the  straight 
path  ;  but  there  is  none  to  superintend,  or  command  thee. 
Thou  art  the  hope  of  all,  but  thou  dost  not  hope  ;  and  all  who 
hope  in  thee  satisfy  their  soul ;  and  all  creatures  v)ith  all  theut 
high  conceited  imaginations  cannot  be  estimated  with  thee. 
Their  thoughts  are  not  like  thy  thoughts ;  for  there  is  no 
Creator  besides  thee ;  no  similitude  can  reach  our  God,  nor 
can  any,  search  the  exaltation  of  our  Lord.  Thou  art  more 
concealed  and  hidden  than  any  concealed  or  hidden  treasure  : 
thou  art  more  subtle  than  the  most  imperfect  tenuity  :  more 
private  than  any  privacy ;  and  more  powerful  than  any  power. 
Thou  art  exalted  above  every  exaltation,  and  more  secret  than 
any  thing  hidden  ;  and  thy  name  is  Eternal.  Thou  art  elevated 
above  all  elevation,  and  high  above  all  heights,  and  every  hid- 
ing place.  He  is  hidden,  and  more  profound  than  all  pro- 
fundity, and  every  intelligent  heart  is  bewildered  t7i  searching 
for  him  :  for  no  intelligence,  knowledge,  or  wisdom,  can  liken 
any  thing  to  him.  No  quality  or  quantity  can  be  applied  to 
him,  nor  any  likeness,  accident,  chance,  mutability,  union, 
association,  dependence,  light,  or  darkness,  be  attributed  to 
him.  No  form  or  colour  can  be  attributed  to  him,  nor  any 
natural  substance,  essential,  or  incidental ;  all  thoughts  are 
therefore  perplexed,  and  all  number  confused  ;  and  all 
thoughts  and  imaginations  are  wearied  in  forming  concep- 
tions, to  estimate,  or  circumscribe  him,  to  mark  his  form,  or 
reveal  him.  We  have  diligently  searched  him  with  all  our  in- 
tellectual powers,  to  find  out  what  he  is ;  but  were  not  able  to 
find  him,  nor  to  know  him  ;  however,  by  his  works  we  under- 
stand that  he  alone  is  the  only  Creator,  the  living,  Almighty, 
and  peculiar  wise  Being  ;  that  he  existed  before  all ;  and  ia 
therefore  called  the  Eternal  God.  When  he  made  all  things 
from  nought,  we  knew  that  he  was  Almighty  ;  when  all  his 
works  are  dona  in  wisdom,  we  know  that  he  formed  them  in 
tHaderg^nding 
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UNITY,  as  we  are  thy  servants :  no  god  ever  preceded  thee,  nof 
-was  any  strange  god  concerned  with  thee  in  thy  work.  Thou 
wast  not  advised,  nor  taught,  when  thou  didst  create  the 
creatures,  for  thou  didst  understand  all  from  the  depth  of 
thine  own  thoughts,  and  all  thy  works  are  from  thine  owe 
heai't  Verily,  we  have  declared  a  part  of  thy  ways,  and  which 
we  know  but  through  thy  works ;  that  thou  art  the  God  who 
hast  alone  created  all,  without  diminishing  aught  from  thyself. 
Neither  wast  thou  straitened  in  the  performance  of  thy  work, 
nor  didst  thou  need  help ;  for  thou  didst  exist  before  all : 
when  there  was  none,  thou  couldstnot  require  help  of  any.  For 
the  love  of  thy  servants  hast  thou  created  all  thy  glory  ;  and 
thenceforward,  it  hath  not  been  heard,  that  any  have  aiisen, 
existed,  or  been  seen,  neither  is  any  good  known  except  thee, 
nor  any  like  thee,  nor  any  besides  thee  ;  and  after  thee  no 
good  will  exist,  for  thou  art  the  first  and  the  last,  even  the 
God  of  Israel.  Blessed  be  the  liord,  who  is  the  peculiar  One  ; 
the  Lord  is  One,  and  his  name  is  One  ;  for  who  is  there,  that 
is  able  to  do  according  to  thy  work,  thy  actions,  and  thy 
mighty  works?  There  is  no  formation  but  what  thou  hast 
formed,  nor  is  there  any  creature  but  what  thou  hast  created ; 
whatever  thou  desirest,  thou  canst  perform  in  all  thinys,  because 
thou  art  exalted  above  all.  There  is  none  like  thee,  nor  is 
there  any  except  thee  ;  for  there  is  no  god  besides  thee  ;  thou 
art  the  God  who  workest  wonderfully,  and  nothing  is  hidden 
from  thee.  Who  is  iike  unto  thee,  tremendous  in  praises? 
Thou,  O  God !  performeth  great  things  alone  ;  there  are  no 
prodigies  like  thy  prodigies,  nor  any  wonders  like  thy  won- 
ders. There  is  no  understanding  like  thy  understanding,  noi 
any  greatness  like  thy  greatness  ;  for  thy  thoughts  are  ex- 
oeedingly  profound,  and  the  paths  of  thy  ways  are  high 
There  is  no  majesty  like  thy  majesty,  nor  any  meekness  like 
thy  meekness.  There  is  no  holiness  like  thy  holiness.  Noi 
my  society  Mke  thy  society.  There  is  no  righteousness  like 
thy  righteousness,  nor  any  salvation  like  thy  salvation.  There 
is  no  power  like  thy  power  ;  nor  any  voice  like  the  roaring  of 
thy  mighty  thunder.  There  is  no  mercy  like  thy  mercy,  nor 
any  graciousness  like  thy  graciousness.  There  is  no  divinity 
like  thy  divinity,  nor  any  thing  wonderful  like  thy  glorious 
name.  For  thy  names  are  the  swift  angels,  who  when  thou 
rememberest  the  oppressed,  hasten  to  perform  wonders  for 
thevi ;  the  astrologer  and  magician  cannot  force  tbee.  nor  any 
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salvation,  and  is  near  to  them  who  call  on  him  ;  he  is  far  Ironi 
all,  yet  he  seeth  all  ;  for  though  the  Lord  is  high,  yet  hath  he 
respect  to  the  lowly.  The  Lord  is  my  shepherd,  I  shall  not 
want  anything  ;  he  is  gi-eat  in  power,  and  of  abundant  mercj 
to  all ;  the  Lord  is  merciful,  he  healeth,  and  hindeth  up  the 
broken-hearted,  and  suppresseth  iniquity.  My  friend  is  al 
together  lovely  ;  his  judgments  are  true,  sweet,  and  desirable  , 
he  is  the  first  and  the  last,  from  eternity  to  eternity  ;  for  thou, 
O  God,  inhabitest  eternity.  He  beareth  rule,  and  is  the  King 
of  heaven  ;  throughout  aU  generations  will  we  praise,  extoj^ 
and  glorify  him.  The  Lord  God  is  a  ruler  and  a  shield  ;  he  ie 
the  righteous  Judge,  and  casteth  down  those  that  are  on  high. 
His  excellent  power  we  cannot  find  out ;  he  is  exalted  by  his 
power,  and  who  is  Uke  him  ?  His  name  is  peace,  for  peace  is 
his  ;  for  he  speaks  peace  to  his  pious  servants.  The  name  o1 
the  Lord  is,  I  am  that  I  am  ;  he  is  strong  as  the  powerful  uni- 
corn, as  the  young  lion,  and  as  the  great  lion.  The  Almightj 
is  my  light,  my  King,  and  my  God  ;  praise  ye  the  Lord.  0 
my  soul,  praise  his  name.  Thou  wilt  shew  thyseK  upright  tc 
the  righteous,  even  the  posterity  of  the  three  shepherds  ;  thou 
wilt  shew  thyself  merciful  and  pure  with  them  ;  but  with  the 
perverse,  wilt  thou  shew  thyself  froward  to  destroy  them. 
Thy  ways  are  perfect,  O  thou  who  art  mighty  above  all ;  thou 
alone  canst  perform  all  things  ;  thou  art  my  hope  for  whom  1 
wait,  the  earnest  desire  and  wish  of  my  souL  He  is  mj 
praise,  glory,  and  strength  ;  he  brought  me  forth,  and  tool' 
me  out  of  my  mother's  bowels.  He  is  perfect  in  knowledge  ; 
for  he  is  the  God  of  knowledge,  the  one  God,  who  searcheth 
all  hearts  at  once. 
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WHO  is  like  unto  thee,  who  teachest  knowledge?  Thfi 
speech  of  the  lips  hast  thou  created  :  thy  thoughts  are  pro- 
found and  high,  and  there  is  no  end  to  thy  years.  No  one 
taught  thee  thy  wisdom,  and  instructed  thee  in  thine  under- 
standing :  thou  didst  not  receive  thy  kingdom,  nor  inheril 
thy  dominion.  For  it  tiath  been,  and  ever  will  be  thine  only, 
atid  none  else  shall  partake  of  tliy  glory  and  majesty  ;  neithei 
wilt  thou  give  thy  praise  to  strange  gods,  or  molten  images 
For  all  honour  and  glory  is  from  Qiee,  but  no  stranger  shall 
share  thy  glory  with  thee  :  thou,  thy  law,  and  thy  servants  all 
testify  of  thy  unity.     Our  God,  tkou  art  a  true  Vitness  of  thj 
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all  generations.  O  that  thou  wert  as  a  brother  to  me  in  dis 
tress :  save,  O  Lord,  for  thy  power  is  not  shortened.  He  it 
the  fountain  of  life,  the  hope  of  Israel,  I  will  not  forsake  him. 
for  God  is  my  strength.  He  is  the  shield  of  my  salvation,  and 
the  sword  of  mine  excellency.  My  soul  longelii  for  thy  name 
and  thy  memorial :  he  is  the  shield  to  all  those  who  trust  in 
him.  Happy  is  the  man  whose  strength  is  in  him.  He  is 
pure  and  amiable,  glorious  and  tremendous :  his  name  is 
adorned,  and  he  is  girt  with  might :  he  is  faithful,  the 
strength  of  Israel,  and  his  Redeemer :  he  will  not  lie.  Happy 
are  they  who  trust  in  him.  He  is  the  strength  of  Jeshurun, 
the  faithful  God,  and  Judah  is  not  forsaken  by  his  God.  He 
is  wonderful  above  all  wonders,  and  exalted  above  all  who  are 
exalted.  My  holy  God  is  sanctified  and  reverenced ;  he  is 
sure  and  exalted :  the  Lord  is  my  signal :  he  is  an  avenging 
Ood,  wrathful,  and  reserveth  indignation  to  his  adversaries 
and  enemies :  he  is  an  invincible  warrior.  The  Lord  is  my 
light ;  when  his  lamp  shone  upon  my  head,  and  his  word  was 
a  lamp  to  my  feet :  the  Lord  is  my  Bock,  my  support,  and 
my  stay ;  he  bears,  pardons,  and  forgives  my  transgressions. 
The  Lord  is  my  witness,  my  Rock,  and  hiding-place  ;  he  par- 
dons and  supports  me  ;  he  is  my  support  and  my  hope.  The 
Lord  is  our  Rock,  and  stronghold,  our  help,  and  ou»  deUver- 
ance.  He  is  strong  and  mighty ;  he  is  my  strength  and  my 
help.  O  may  the  Most  High  be  my  strength,  and  not  be 
mine  enemy  ;  holy  angels  encompass  his  retirement :  for  ver- 
ily, thou,  O  God,  art  concealed /rom  all.  He  is  already  a  wit- 
ness to  render  a  recompense  to  his  enemies,  and  keeps  hia 
covenant  and  mercy  to  those  who  love  him  ;  he  redeemed  his 
beloved,  Abraham,  and  he  will  redeem  his  servant  Israel  He 
who  is  the  fear  of  Isaac,  will  send  his  dread  on  the  adversa- 
ries of  the  children  of  his  servant  Jacob  ;  he  forms,  explores, 
searches,  and  scrutinizes  all  hearts ;  to  him  wiU  I  ascribe 
righteousness.  He  is  as  a  bundle  of  myrrh,  as  a  cluster  of 
camphire  unto  me  ;  and  gives  his  adversaries  for  a  redemp- 
tion for  his  people.  My  beloved  is  white  and  ruddy,  he  is 
conspicuous  among  his  hosts ;  his  name  is  therefore  called 
the  Lord  of  Hosts.  The  Lord  is  righteous,  he  is  the  perfect 
Rock  ;  I  will  ever  and  ever  trust  in  his  everlasting  strength  ; 
the  host  of  heaven  worship  him  ;  the  Seraphim  stand  near 
him,  to  minister  to  him.  He  is  holy  in  all  manner  of  holiness ; 
three  bands  of  holy  angels  thrice  rehearse  a  holy  praise  to  him. 
The  living  God  exists  eternally  ;  he  is  the  Ijord  of  heaven, 
and  the  Lord  of  the  earth.  He  is  my  life's  support  froiw  the 
viromb  :  he  is  jealous  qI  his  exkomies  ;  he  is  tjw  Vonr  cf   mi^ 
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will  he  hasten  to  perform  liis  word ;  as  the  almond-rod  he  is 
mighty  in  power,  his  heart  is  as  a  fierce  lion,  and  his  spirit  as 
a  mighty  flood  ;  he  is  lofty  as  a  choice  cedar,  but  meek  as  the 
green  fir-tree  :  his  love  is  strong  as  a  flavoured  apple  ;  his  ex< 
cellency  is  over  Israel.  As  the  apple-<r«e  is  conspicuous  over 
the  trees  of  the  wood,  so  is  my  beloved  with  those  who  sit 
in  the  gates :  he  is  of  mighty  power,  and  taketh  vengeance 
on  those  who  provoke  him  ;  but  is  as  the  hcnejicial  dew  to 
Isi'aeL  He  is  my  cup,  the  portion  of  mine  inheritance,  and 
my  lot ;  I  am  the  inheritance  of  my  beloved,  and  my  beloved 
is  mine  ;  the  Lord  is  my  glory,  I  will  not  exchange  him  ;  we 
have  extolled  him,  and  he  hath  exalted  us.  He  will  rage  as  a 
lion,  and  roar  as  a  young  lion  ;  ho  will  not  be  as  an  alien,  and 
as  a  man  astonished  ;  as  a  shepherd  that  cannot  deliver  his 
flock,  but  leaves  them  for  a  prey  ;  as  a  mighty  man  who  hath 
no  power  ;  and  as  a  traveller  who  runs  and  flees  yVom  place  to 
•place,  and  cries  bitterly.  But  he  will  be  as  a  destroying  lion, 
and  as  a  young  lion,  to  those  who  forsake  him  ;  and  as  the 
devouring  moth  to  his  enemies.  With  his  mighty  power  mil 
he  destroy  them  as  the  brier  and  the  thorn,  and  will  not  leave 
them  aught  at  the  shaking  of  the  olive-tree.  He  will  break 
his  enemies  in  pieces  as  the  brier  and  the  thorn,  but  will  fly 
as  the  swift  bird  to  the  protection  of  his  city.  He  will  come 
to  us  as  the  liberal  rain,  as  the  latter  rain  and  the  dew  to 
those  who  adhere  to  him  ;  as  the  eagle  hovereth  over  its 
young,  and  in  the  shadow  of  his  wings  will  he  shield  those 
who  hope  in  him.  As  the  birds  tvill  he  hover  over  and  shield 
his  city  ;  and  in  the  shadow  of  his  wings  will  we  sing  joyful 
songs :  the  Lord  alone  performeth  gi'eat  and  wondrous  things, 
he  is  the  God  whose  works  are  tremendous.  My  beloved  is 
like  the  swift  hart  and  young  roe  ;  for  the  God  of  mercy  will 
precede  me  :  he  will  make  the  crooked  paths  straight  before 
his  people,  and  will  exalt  them  as  on  eagles'  wings.  The 
Lord  is  my  portion  for  ever  ;  he  is  the  strength  of  my  heart, 
the  desire  of  my  flesh,  and  my  heart  is  towards  thee  ;  the 
Lord  alone  performeth  great  and  wondrous  things,  and  is 
great  in  tremendous  things.  Thou  art  the  place  and  habita- 
tion of  thy  world  ;  but  no  one  knows  thy  place :  Gk)d  is  my 
fear,  my  Shepherd,  and  Protector ;  the  Kock  who  brought 
me  forth,  my  Creator  and  Former.  He  is  my  high  and  ex- 
alted refuge  ;  the  name  of  the  Lord  is  as  a  strong  tower  foi 
me  to  flee  to  ;  the  King  of  Jacob  is  our  refuge,  he  is  our  Law-- 
giver  and  Saviour.  The  greatness  of  his  salvation  is  my  sup- 
port ;  the  Lord  God  is  my  confidence  and  my  strength  ;  thy 
kingdom  is  an  everlasting  dominion,  and  thy  rule  throughout 
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fire,  and  a  jealous  God.  The  Lord  ia  ever  true  ;  he  is  a  faitb' 
ful  God,  he  is  my  light,  my  salvation,  and  the  strength  ol 
my  life  ;  £ill  my  desires  centre  in  him.  He  is  the  God  oi 
truth ;  the  living  God,  the  nations  and  isles  cannot  support 
his  wrath :  he  is  glorious  in  power  and  the  mightiest  in 
strength  ;  the  God  of  gods,  and  the  Lord  of  lords.  My  God, 
my  Maker  and  Lord,  the  guide  of  my  youth,  my  Guardian 
and  Protector,  the  Creator  of  all  things,  and  the  Redeemer  of 
Israel ;  blessed  be  God,  the  God  of  Israel  Creator  of  the 
wind,  and  former  of  the  mountains ;  no  thought  can  be  with- 
held from  thee.  He  is  excellent,  and  will  render  a  reward  tc 
the  proud,  to  the  high  and  lofty.  He  is  mighty  ;  when  he 
ariseth  to  strike  the  earth  with  terror  in  his  wrath,  who  will 
not  be  terrified  at  the  glory  of  his  majesty  ?

comprehend  thee.  For  thy  attribute  ia  as  tliy  wisdom,  thj 
understanding  according  to  thy  greatness  ;  thou  art  wise  ol 
thyself,  and  thy  existence  is  of  thyself ;  nor  is  there  any  like 
thee.  Except  thy  wisdom,  there  is  no  wisdom  ;  exclusive  o( 
thine  \inderstanding,  there  is  no  understanding,  nor  discretion. 
Thou  hast  portioned  the  heart  of  the  Avise  with  intelligence, 
and  thy  spirit  fills  them  with  knowledge  and  understanding. 
Exclusive  of  thy  power,  there  is  no  strength ;  and  without 
thy  power  there  is  no  help.  There  is  none  Iraly  honourable, 
unless  thou  hast  honoured  him  ;  nor  is  there  any  truly  great, 
unless  thou  hast  exalted  him.

When  thou  didst 
make  the  heavens  and  the  earth,  and  the  waters,  they  did 
neither  attract,  nor  distance  thee  ;  for  no  thoughts  can  sep- 
arate thee  ;  the  rapid  flood  cannot  overflow  thee  ;  nor  can  the 
mighty  wind  drive  thee  ;  neither  can  any  defilement  affect 
thee  :  nor  consuming  fire  burn  thee.  There  is  no  deficiency 
in  thy  existence,  nor  redundancy  in  thy  unity  :  as  thou  hast 
been,  so  wilt  thou  ever  be  ;  less  or  more  have  no  existence  in 
thee  :  thy  name  also  testifieth  of  thee,  that  thou  hast  been, 
art,  and  ever  wilt  be  in  all  ;  thou  dost  exist  eternally,  as  thou 
hast  made  known,  and  which  wo  testify ;  for  thus  hast  thou 
testified  of  thyself,  that  thou  art  he  who  existeth  in  aU,  that 
ttU  is  thine,  and  from  thee  we  receive  all  things  ;  thy  exalted 
ames  bear  witness  and  testify  of  thy  mighty  power.

moment  dost  thou  pass  the  decrcG  upon  all  nations,  and  aB 
mankind  together  ;  and  in  a  moment  dost  thou  distinctly  hear 
their  voices,  crios,  prayers,  and  suppHcations.  Thou  dost  also 
comprehend  all  their  works,  and  in  a  moment  dost  search  all 
their  hearts.  Thou  art  not  long  in  forming  thy  thoughts,  nor 
tarriest  in  thy  counsel :  but  thy  counsel  is  instantaneously 
with  thy  decree,  to  the  appointed  time  that  thou  hast  pro- 
claimed ;  and  all  which  is  done  in  perfect  truth  and  rectitude, 
without  redundancy  or  deficiency.  Nothing  is  lost  from  thee, 
nor  is  any  thing  too  difficult  for  thee  ;  all  that  thou  desirest 
thou  canst  do,  and  there  is  no  one  that  is  able  to  control  thee. 
The  power  of  the  Lord  is  united  to  his  will  :  and  what  the 
Lord  wills,  is  not  delayed.  There  is  nothing  hidden,  nor  con- 
cealed from  thee  ;  the  past  and  the  future  are  the  same  with 
thee.  Whatever  hath  been,  or  is  to  be,  all  depend  on  thee,  and 
are  all  under  thy  particular  providence.

empty,  or  hidden  from  thee  :  accident  and  chance  exist  not  in 
thee,  nor  time,  contention  or  reproach.  All  times  and  seasons 
hast  thou  prepared  ;  thou  dost  appoint  them,  and  changes! 
ther^ ;  jjo  knowledge  ♦^^    reach  thee,   ^or  underBt^pdin/j 
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Verily,  I  know  that  thou  art  the  Ood  of  Jacob,  and  that  thoi, 
hast  formed  all.  Thou  art  the  Creator  ;  but  thou  wast  not 
created.  Thou  art  the  Former  ;  but  thou  wast  not  formed. 
Thou  dost  kill,  and  seed  the  consummation  of  all  things. 
Thou  bringeat  down  to  the  grave,  and  thou  also  bringest  up 
again.  Thou  art  also  faithful  tO'  revive  the  dead,  as  thou  hast 
made  known  by  the  hands  of  thy  prophets.  But  thou  who 
art  the  living  God,  wilt  never  die :  for  thou  existest  froir 
eternity  to  eternitj'.  Thou  dost  bring  to  the  birth,  and  caus- 
«st  to  bring  forth  ;  but  thou  wast  not  brought  forth.  Thou 
dost  wound,  and  dost  heal ;  but  wast  never  sick.  Death  and 
sorrow  are  not  in  thy  presence  ;  sleep  and  slumber  are  not  in 
thine  eyes.  Verily,  thou  art  the  living  God,  eternal,  and 
unchangeable.  Thou  wilt  ever  be  unchangeable,  and  shalt 
aever  be  degraded  from  thy  divinity  :  new  and  old  cannot 
reach  thee  :  for  thou  diidst  renovate  all,  but  wast  not  renovated. 
Old  age,  or  childhood,  cannot  be  applied  to  thee,  nor  grey 
hairs,  nor  youth  :  neither  have  joy,  or  sorrow  ever  rested  on 
thee  ;  nor  the  likeness  of  any  form  or  size.  For  nobody  can 
encompass  thee ;  nor  canst  thou  be  likened  to  any  thing 
breathing  :  but  thou  hast  encompassed  all  creatures  with  a 
boundary,  from  their  beginning  to  their  end.  For  all  creatures 
hast  thou  placed  within  bounds  ;  and  their  appointed  days 
hast  thou  encircled  with  a  border  :  but  there  are  no  bounda 
to  thee,  thy  days,  and  years  ai'e  endless.  Thou  therefore  hast 
no  need  of  any  ;  but  all  have  neetl  of  thy  bountiful  hand  and 
tender  mercy  ;  all  have  need  of  thy  righteousness,  but  thou 
hast  no  need  of  thy  creatures.  Before  any  created  being  was 
formed,  thou  didst  exist  alone,  and  wast  not  in  want  of  aught. 
The  beginning  and  end  of  all  things  are  aiTanged  in  thy  hand  ; 
thou  art  the  life  of  them,  and  they  adhere  to  thy  will ;  even 
all  that  were  at  the  beginning,  and  that  will  be  at  the  end. 
Thou  art  fully  acquainted  with  all  the  works  of  all  creatures, 
their  words,  and  imaginations,  from  the  beginning  unto  the 
end,  and  wilt  not  forget  them,  for  thou  art  near  them.  Thou 
didst  create  them,  and  thy  wisdom  didst  aiTange  them  :  thou 
alone,  tkerefore,  knowest  their  place  and  their  way.  Lo,  there 
is  nothing  hid  from  thee,  but  all  is  arranged  before  thee ; 
chcre  is  no  darkness,  refuge,  or  hidiagplace  to  flee  to  and 
hide  one's  self  from  thy  presence.  What  thou  seekest  thou 
canst  instantly  find  when  thou  de&irest,  without  inclining 
towiurds  them  ;  for  thou  dost  see  all  things  at  once,  and  per- 
lormest  all  thyself,   wiffiout  being  wearied.     For,   in  one

dous  acts,  Mild  talk  of  thy  wondrous  works.  I  will  make  men. 
tion  of  thy  goodness,  and  thy  righteousness,  thy  tender 
kindness,  and  thy  mighty  acts  ;  for  I  know  that  thou  art 
great,  and  exceedingly  exalted  above  all  gods.  Lo,  they 
cannot  render  a  recompense  to  those  who  serve  them  ;  where- 
fore, then,  do  they  adorn  them?  In  the  time  of  distress, 
they  pray  unto  them,  but  they  answer  them  not,  because  they 
cannot  profit  them  ;  they  seek  with  all  their  heart  that  which 
hath  no  spirit  in  it  (the  idols)  ;  but  the  Lord  is  near  to  the 
people  (Israel),  who  are  near  to  him ;  for  all  the  gods  of  the 
aations  are  dumb  idols,  there  is  no  spirit  in  them.  But  he 
who  hath  formed  all,  he  is  our  God  ;  he  halh  made  us  ;  we 
are  the  people  of  his  pasture,  and  the  sheep  of  his  hand  :  we 
will  bless  his  name,  for  his  mercy  endureth  for  ever.  When 
we  were  in  exceeding  great  distress,  thou  wast  found  of  us  ; 
for  thou  hast  not  forsaken  those  who  seek  thee ;  thy  praise 
shall  there/ore  be  continually  in  our  mouths,  and  we  will 
praise  thy  glorious  name.  By  thy  works  thou  dost  bear  wit- 
ness of  thyself,  and  of  thy  glory  ;  as  also  of  thy  ministers, 
and  tliy  servants  ;  for  the  whole  earth  is  full  of  thy  glory ; 
and  thy  glory  is  all  over  tlie  earth.  And  our  ancestors  made 
choice  of  tiiee,  to  serve  thee  alone,  and  not  admit  any  strange 
god  with  thee  ;  we  will  also  serve  thee  only  ;  we  will  serve 
thee,  a:i  a  son  aervelh  his  father,  and  will  honour  thee.  Lo,  we 
are  read}',  all  of  us  together,  both  day  and  night,  with  our 
mouths,  and  our  heart,  to  testify  of  thy  unity,  and  that  thou 
alone  art  our  God.  Thou  art  our  God,  and  we  are  thy 
servants,  and  the  witnesses  of  thy  unity  :  there  is  no  com- 
mencement to  thy  existence  ;  nor  is  there  any  end  to  it 
Thou  art  the  first  and  the  last,  without  beginning  or  end  ? 
and  which  it  is  not  for  heart  to  conceive.  There  is  no  limit 
to  thy  exaltation,  nor  any  end  to  the  depth  of  thy  attributoa 
There  is  no  enclosure  about  thee,  nor  is  there  any  extremity 
to  thee  ;  it  is,  therefore,  that  no  living  creature  could  ever 
see  thee  ;  we  cannot  attribute  locality  to  thee,  for  length  and 
breadth  cannot  comprehend  thee.  There  is  no  angle  to  in- 
tersect thee,  nor  can  any  diameter  be  applied  to  thee  :  there 
is  no  wisdom  can  know  thee  ;  nor  can  any  knowledge  reach 
thee.  No  knowledge  can  comprehend  thee,  nor  any  intelli- 
gence can  un<lpi*stand,  or  know  aught  of  thee  ;  or  how  tho»' 
didst  create  all  from  nought 
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tiiou  hast  endowed  them  with.  The  heavens  acknowledge  thy 
wonders,  and  the  voice  of  tlie  mighty  waters  glorify  thee.  The 
whole  earth  shouts  unto  thee,  and  the  kings  of  the  earth  praise 
thee.  All  the  nations  likewise  return  thanks  unto  thee,  and 
all  the  people  praise  thee.  All  tbe  seed  of  thy  servant  Jacob, 
because  thy  merciful  kindness  hath  been  great  towards  them  ; 
all  together  praise  the  name  of  the  Lord  ;  for  thou,  O  Qod, 
art  the  God  of  truth,  and  the  Eternal  King.

them,  is  in  thy  power ;  and  they  are  all  satisfied  from  thy 
hand.  And  we  are  thy  people,  and  thy  sheep,  and  earnestly 
desire  to  perform  thy  will ;  but,  how  can  we  serve  theo,  when 
it  is  not  in  our  power,  on  account  of  our  holy  temple  being 
burnt  with  fire  ?  Or  how  can  we  serve  thee,  when  there  is 
neither  sacrifice  nor  meat-ofifering,  because  we  are  not  yet  ar- 
rived at  a  place  q/'rest.  Neither  have  we  water  to  wash  away  our 
defilements,  while  we  are  on  unhallowed  land.  I  rejoice  at  thy 
word,  and  come  in  confidence  of  thy  word  ;  as  it  is  written,  I 
will  not  rebuke  thee  for  thy  sacrifices,  or  thy  bumt-offerings  ;

What  I  asked,  and  what  I  required  oi 
thee,  was  but  to  fear  me.  To  serve  me  with  joy,  and  a  glad 
heart ;  for  to  obey  is  better  than  to  offer  sacrifice  ;  and  a  con- 
trite heart  better  than  a  pure  meat-offering  :  the  sacrifices  oi 
Grod  are  a  contrite  spirit.  Thou  didst  not  desire  sacrifice  and 
meat-offering  ;  nor  didst  thou  require  sin-offering,  or  burnt- 
offering.  I  wiU  build  an  altar  with  my  contrite  heart,  and 
will  also  humble  my  spirit  within  me.  My  haughty  heart,  and 
the  haughtiness  of  mine  eyes,  will  I  humble  ;  and  rend  my 
heart  because  of  the  Lord  ;  the  shi'eds  of  my  spirit  are  thy 
sacrifices  ;  O  may  they  be  accepted  favourably  upon  thine 
altar.  I  will  also  loudly  proclaim  thy  praise,  and  declare  all 
thy  wonders  ;  whatsoever  my  soul  knoweth,  will  I  compose 
and  will  speak  of,  and  declare  thy  mighty  acts.  But,  what 
praise  can  I  arrange,  when  I  know  not  aught,  nor  am  able  to 
express  any  thing  ;  for  his  greatness  is  unsearchable,  and  hia 
understanding  is  infinite.

Thy  people  and  thine  heritage  are  lan- 
guishing for  thy  goodness,  panting  for  thy  grace,  and  long- 
ing for  thy  help:  0  let  them  know  and  understand,  that  to 
the  Eternal,  our  God!  appertaineth  mercy  and  pardon.

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  the 
stretched-forth  neck  of  pride; 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  the  con- 
versation of  our  lips; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  with  wan- 
ton looks :

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  wronging 
our  neighbor; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  the  sin- 
ful meditating  of  the  heart: 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  association 
with  impurity; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  con- 
fession with  the  mouth  alone : 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  despising 
parents  and  teachers; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  in  pre- 
sumption or  in  error : 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  violence; 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  the 
profanation  of  the  divine  Name: 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  unclean  lips, 

And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  folly 
of  the  mouth: 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  evil  inclina- 
tion;

We  have  acted  fool- 
ishly, through  the  evil  imagination  implanted  in  us  from 
our  youth ;  it  is  concealed  within  us,  as  a  snare  for  our 
steps.  O  deliver  us  from  them  for  thine  own  sake,  for 

from  the  time  that  thou  didst  create  us,  didst  thou  investi- 
gate and  didst  know,  that  our  actions  were  perverse  and 
iniquitous.  O  regard  our  souls,  for  every  living  creature 
is  in  thy  power.  I  beseech  thee,  let  my  soul  be  precious 
among  those  who  afflict  themselves  for  thy  sake ;  the  reason 
of  the  punishment  of  stoning,  burning,  beheading,  and 
strangling,  hast  thou  revealed  to  those  who  know  thy  truth, 
O  God!  pardon  all  our  transgressions,  as  well  those  which 
are  known  unto  us,  as  those  which  are  unknown  unto  us. 
O  thou  who  searchest  every  heart,  redeem  us  from  sin  and 
cleanse  us  from  iniquity.  O  thou  Rock!  regard  not  the  sins 
of  man,  who  withered  like  grass ;  but  acting  charitably 
by  us,  as  thou  hast  acted  by  every  living  creature,  we  hasten 
in  the  evening  twilight,  we  approach  thee  with  prayer;  O 
bring  us  nigh  unto  thee ;  O  hearken  to  our  call ;  regard 
not  our  wickedness,  but  have  mercy  on  us,  that  we  may 
justify  ourselves.  May  thy  mercy  come  to  our  aid, 
O  thou,  who  art  most  merciful  and  gracious. 

Thy  name  hath  ever  been  He  who  forbeareth  transgres- 
sions. O  hear  our  supplications,  when  we  stand  in  thy  pres- 
ence to  pray ;  forbear  the  transgressions  of  a  people  who  re- 
pent.   O  blot  out  our  transgressions  from  before  thine  eyes. 
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We  have  acted  wickedly,  and  have  transgressed ;  we, 
therefore,  have  not  been  reHeved.  O  inchne  our  hearts  to 
forsake  the  path  of  wickedness,  and  hasten  our  salvation ;  as

Our  God  and  the  God  of  our  fathers,  pardon  and  forgive 
our  iniquities,  {on  the  sabbath,  say,  on  this  day  of  rest,  and) 
on  this  day  of  atonement.  O  be  thou  entreated  of  us,  blot 
out  and  remove  our  transgressions  and  sins  from  before 
thine  eyes ;  and  humble  our  imagination,  that  it  may  be  sub- 
servient unto  thee ;  and  subdue  our  obstinacy,  to  turn  unto 
thee ;  and  renovate  our  mind  to  observe  thy  precepts ;  and 
circumcise  our  hearts  in  love  to  revere  thy  name,  as  it  is 
written  in  thy  law :  And  the  Eternal,  thy  God !  will  circum- 
cise thy  heart  and  the  heart  of  thy  seed,  to  love  the  Eter- 
nal, thy  God !  with  all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  that 
thou  mayest  live.  Thou  art  acquainted  both  with  our  pre- 
sumptious  and  ignorant  sins ;  those  committed  either  volun- 
tarily, or  by  compulsion ;  whether  publicly,  or  in  secret ; 
before  thee  they  are  all  known  and  revealed.  What  are  we? 
What  is  our  life?  What  is  our  piety?  What  is  our  virtue? 
What  is  our  help  ?  What  is  our  power  ?  What  is  our  might  ? 
What  then  shall  we  say  in  thy  presence,  O  Lord,  our  God! 
and  the  God  of  our  fathers?  Are  not  the  mightiest  heroes 
as  naught  before  thee?  men  of  renown  as  if  they  had  not 
existed?  wise  men,  as  if  they  were  without  knowledge?  and 
the  intelligent,  as  if  void  of  understanding?  for  the  majority 
of  their  actions  is  emptiness ;  and  the  days  of  their  life  but 
vanity  in  thy  presence :  even  the  pre-eminence  of  man  over 
the  beast,  is  naught,  for  all  is  vanity. 

O  what  shall  we  say  in  thy  presence,  O  thou  who  dwell- 
est  on  high  ?  Or  what  shall  we  declare  unto  thee,  who  resid- 
est  above  the  skies?  Dost  thou  not  know  the  secret  things, 
as  well  as  the  revealed? 
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Our  God,  and  the  God  of  our  ancestors,  pardon  us,  for- 
give us,  and  grant  us  expiation ;  for  we  are  thy  people,  and 
thou  our  God  ;  we  thy  children,  and  thou  our  Father ;  we  thy 
servants,  and  thou  our  Lord ;  we  thy  congregation,  and  thou 
our  portion ;  we  thy  heritage,  and  thou  our  lot ;  we  thy 
sheep,  and  thou  our  pastor;  we  thy  vineyard,  and  thou  our 
keeper;  we  thy  work,  and  thou  our  Creator;  we  thy  be- 
loved, and  thou  our  beloved ;  we  thy  peculiar  people,  and 
thou  the  Lord  our  God !  we  thy  subjects,  and  thou  our  King ! 
we  are  thy  exalted  people,  and  thou  our  exalted  God!  we 
are  brazen-faced,  but  thou  art  merciful  and  gracious ;  we 
are  stiff-necked,  but  thou  art  long-suffering;  we  are  full 
of  iniquity,  but  thou  art  full  of  mercy;  we  decay,  our 
days  are  as  a  passing  shadow :  but  thou  art  immutable,  thy 
years  have  no  end. 

O  may  our  prayers  come  before  thee,  and  withdraw  not 
thyself  from  our  supplications,  for  we  are  not  so  shameless 
of  face,  or  hardened,  as  to  declare  in  thy  presence,  O  Eter- 
nal, our  God  and  the  God  of  our  fathers,  that  we  are 
righteous,  and  have  not  sinned;  verily,  (we  confess)  we 
have  sinned. 

We  have  trespassed,  we  have  dealt  treacherously,  we 
have  stolen,  we  have  spoken  slander,  we  have  committed 
iniquity,  and  have  done  wickedly ;  we  have  acted  presump- 
tuously ;  we  have  committed  violence ;  we  have  framed  false- 
hood ;  we  have  counselled  evil ;  we  have  uttered  lies ;  we 
have  scorned ;  we  have  rebelled ;  we  have  blasphemed ;  we 
have  revolted ;  we  have  acted  perversely ;  we  have  trans- 
gressed ;  we  have  oppressed ;  we  have  been  stiff-necked ;  we 
have  acted  wickedly ;  we  have  corrupted ;  we  have  done 
abominably ;  we  have  gone  astray,  and  have  caused  others  to 
err ;  we  have  turned  aside  from  thy  excellent  precepts  and 
institutions,  and  which  hath  not  profited  us ;  but  thou  art 
just  concerning  all  that  is  come  upon  us ;  for  thou  hast 
dealt  most  truly,  but  we  have  done  wickedly. 
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as  white  as  snow ;  though  they  be  as  red  as  crimson,  they 
shall  be  Hke  wool.  O  sprinkle  clean  water  upon  us,  and 
cleanse  us;  as  is  written:  then  will  I  sprinkle  clean  water 
upon  you,  and  ye  shall  be  cleansed  from  all  your  uncleanli- 
ness,  and  from  all  your  filthiness  will  I  cleanse  you. 

O  pardon  our  sins,  on  this  day,  and  cleanse  us ;  as  is 
written,  for  on  this  day  an  atonement  is  made  for  you,  to 
cleanse  you ;  that  ye  may  be  clean  from  all  your  sins  before 
the  Eternal !  O  bring  us  unto  thy  holy  mountain,  and  cause 
us  to  rejoice  in  thy  house  of  prayer,  as  is  written :  and  I 
will  bring  them  unto  my  holy  mountain,  and  I  will  make 
them  rejoice  in  my  house  of  prayer:  their  burnt-offerings 
and  their  sacrifices  shall  be  accepted  on  mine  altar ;  for  my 
house  shall  be  called  the  house  of  prayer  for  all  people. 
Hear  our  voice,  O  Eternal,  our  God !  spare  and  compassion- 
ate us,  and  accept  our  prayers  with  favour  and  mercy. 
Bring  us  back,  O  Eternal!  unto  thee,  and  we  will  return; 
renew  our  days  as  of  old. 

Give  ear  unto  our  words ;  O  Eternal !  consider  our  medi- 
tations. May  the  words  of  our  mouth,  and  the  meditations 
of  our  heart,  be  acceptable  in  thy  presence,  O  Eternal!  who 
art  our  Rock,  and  our  Redeemer. 

O  cast  us  not  out  from  thy  presence;  nor  take  thy  holy 
spirit  from  us.  O  cast  us  not  off  in* old  age;  forsake  us 
not  when  our  strength  faileth.  Forsake  us  not,  O  Eternal, 
our  God!  and  be  not  far  from  us.  O  perform  a  prodigy 
for  our  welfare ;  that  our  enemies  may  see,  and  be  ashamed, 
when  thou,  0» Eternal!  dost  help  and  comfort  us:  for  unto 
thee  alone,  O  Eternal!  we  attend;  answer  us  O  Lord,  our 
God! 

Our  God,  and  the  God  of  our  fathers,  forsake  us  not; 
cast  us  not  off ;  put  us  not  to  shame ;  nor  break  thy  coven- 
ant with  us.  Draw  us  nigh  unto  thy  law ;  teach  us  thy 
precepts,  and  show  us  thy  ways.  Incline  our  hearts  to  re- 
vere thy  name,  and  circumcise  our  hearts  to  love  thee,  that 
we  may  return  unto  thee  in  truth,  and  with  a  perfect  heart ; 
and  for  the  sake  of  thy  great  name,  pardon  and  forgive 
our  iniquities,  according  to  the  words  of  thy  holy  (David)  : 
pardon  mine  iniquity,  O  Eternal !  for  the  sake  of  thy  name ; 
for  it  is  infinitely  g-eat. 
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sumptuous  sins  as  done  in  ignorance,  as  is  said,  for  all  the 
people  did  it  ignorantly. 

O  remember  unto  us  the  covenant  with  the  patriarchs. 
as  thou  hast  promised,  I  will,  for  their  sakes  remember 
the  covenant  with  their  ancestors  when  I  brought  theni 
forth  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  in  the  sight  of  the  nations 
that  I  might  be  their  God ;  I  am  the  Eternal !  Act  by  us, 
as  thou  hast  assured  us ;  and  yet  for  all  that,  when  they  be 
in  the  land  of  their  enemies,  I  will  not  reject  them,  neither 
will  I  abhor  them,  to  destroy  them  utterly,  and  to  break 
my  covenant  with  them ;  for  I  am  the  Eternal,  their  God ! 
Have  mercy  on  us,  and  destroy  us  not ;  as  is  written :  for 
the  Lord,  thy  God,  is  a  merciful  God,  he  will  not  fail 
thee,  nor  will  he  destroy  thee;  neither  will  he  forget  the 
covenant  with  thine  ancestors,  which  he  swore  unto  them. 
O  circumcise  our  hearts  to  love  and  revere  thy  name ;  as  it 
is  written,  the  Eternal,  thy  God,  will  circumcise  thine 
heart,  and  the  hearts  of  thy  seed  that  thou  mayest  love  the 
Eternal,  thy  God,  with  all  thine  heart,  and  with  all  thy 
soul,  for  thy  preservation  sake. 

O  bring  us  back  out  of  captivity,  and  compassionate  us; 
as  it  is  written :  the  Eternal,  thy  God,  will  bring  thee  back 
out  of  captivity,  and  gather  thee  from  all  the  nations  whith- 
er the  Eternal,  thy  God  hath  scattered  thee.  O  gather  our 
dispersed ;  as  it  is  written :  if  any  of  thine  be  driven  out  un- 
to the  remotest  climes  under  the  heaven,  from  thence  will 
the  Eternal,  thy  God,  gather  thee,  and  from  thence  will  he 
fetch  thee. 

O  be  thou  found  of  us  when  we  seek  thee ;  as  is  written, 
but  if  from  thence  thou  shalt  seek  the  Eternal,  thy  God, 
then  shalt  thou  find  him,  if  thou  seek  him  with  all  thy  heart, 
and  with  all  thy  soul. 

O  blot  out  our  transgressions  for  thine  own  sake,  as  thou 
hast  promised.  I,  even  I,  am  he,  who  blotteth  out  thy 
transgressions  for  mine  own  sake ;  and  thy  sins  I  will  not 
remember.  O  cause  our  transgressions  to  vanish  as  a  cloud, 
and  as  a  vapour ;  as  thou  hast  promised ;  I  have  made  thy 
transgressions  vanish  away  like  a  cloud,  and  thy  sins  like  a 
vapour;  return  unto  me  for  I  have  redeemed  thee. 

O  cause  our  sins  to  become  white  as  snow  and  wool,  as 
is  written.  Come  now,  and  let  us  reason  together,  saith 
the  Eternal!  though  your  sins  be  as  scarlet,  they  shall  be 
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Lo  I  it  is  not  fit  for  the  most  righteous  God  to  punish ;  for 
he  is  greatly  above  man.  I  am  only  afraid  and  terrified  at 
the  works  of  man,  lest  I  stumble  as  I  have  trespassed.  Lo ! 
I  am  still,  and  v^^ait  for  the  Lord !  for  that  is  my  hope ;  for 
after  I  repented,  I  found  consolation.  We  have  sinned,  etc. 
I  find  consolation  after  I  have  afflicted  my  soul ;  I  will  this 
day  make  confession  after  I  have  affllicted  my  soul ;  I  will 
day  make  confession  of  both  public  and  private  sins ;  for, 
lo!  this  day  hath  ever  been  ordained  for  a  day  of  atonement, 
appointed  by  an  everlasting  covenant ;  he  hath  appointed 
it  for  a  day  of  pardon,  profitably  to  instruct  me,  that  true 
repentance  atones  for  sin,  as  the  daily  sacrifices.  Lo !  he 
hath  thus  marked  repentance,  that  I  might  again  abide  un- 
der his  shadow,  foi  he  knoweth  the  frailty  of  my  nature. 
We  have  sinned,  etc.  Thou  wilt  show  mercy  unto  me,  when 
thou  shalt  work  wondrously  in  searching  for  thy  sheep  and 
lambs  (Israel).  Lo!  thy  host  (Israel)  trust  in  thee;  for 
they  remember  thy  wonders  of  old.  O  work  thy  wonders 
to  preserve  those  who  fear  thee,  that  the  fear  of  the  Lord 
may  be  their  only  treasure.  O  let  our  enemies,  who  judge 
us,  know  and  proclaim,  that  their  rock  is  not  like  our  Rock. 
We  have  sinned,  etc.  The  heathens  will  proclaim,  it  is 
Israel's  Rock  and  Sanctifier,  when  he  shall  be  sanctified 
in  their  sight ;  behold,  he  will  cause  righteousness  to  spring 
forth  to  those  who  sanctify  him ;  he  will  look  down  from 
his  holy  habitation ;  he  will  erect  his  holy  temple,  that  they 
may  offer  the  holy  sacrifices,  and  the  glory  of  his  divine 
presence  will  reside  in  the  midst  of  them.  Lo !  when  he 
shall  rise  to  judge  the  earth,  those  who  contend  with  them, 
will  tremble,  for  the  Eternal  will  plead  their  cause.  We 
have  sinned,  etc.  O  plead  their  cause,  and  close  the  mouths 
of  their  adversaries ;  O  strike  their  accusers  dumb.  Lo ! 
those  whom  thou  hast  called  thy  beloved  (Israel)  will  sing 
praise  unto  thee,  for  their  end  will  be  peace ;  ordain  peace 
to  shine  on  us  with  splendour ;  and  regard  our  meditation 
as  a  pure  meat-offering.  O  suffer  thy  divine  presence  to 
illuminate  us,  for  from  Zion  will  the  law  be  extended.  We 
have  sinned,  etc.  Thy  faithful  people  heard  the  law  on 
Mount  Sinai;  they  willingly  accepted,  preserved,  and  at- 
tentively considered  it.  Lo!  this  day  will  he  pardon  his 
faithful  ones,  for  the  Omnipotent  is  a  merciful  God.  The 
Eternal  will  guide  us  until  death,  and  will  remove  pre- 
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I  will  seek  thee,  and  unto  thee  will  I  confess ;  thou  art 
G^reat  in  Judah,  and  known  in  Israel ;  Lo !  thou  hast  searched 
us,  and  knowest  that  I  confess  my  transgressions :  I  verily 
know  that  we  are  guilty;  but  because  of  thy  abundant 
nercy  we  are  not  cast  off.  Lo !  we  spread  forth  our  hands 
unto  him,  for  we  trust  in  his  holy  name.  We  have  sinned, 
etc.  We  trust  in  thy  name,  for  that  is  the  desire  of  our 
ioul,  and  humbly  seek  thy  protection.  Lo !  in  tliy  strength 
is  the  hope  of  the  poor,  for  those  who  humble  themselves 
iost  thou  exalt.  The  proud  and  haughty  exalt  themselves 
Dver  me ;  they  cease  not  to  satiate  their  anger ;  lo !  we  are 
mpoverished  by  means  of  the  oppressor,  who  destroyed  the 
poor  before  he  gave  over.  We  have  sinned,  etc.  The  poor 
ire  afraid  and  terrified  because  of  thy  judgment ;  they 
:ome  as  one  who  confesses  and  forsakes  his  sins,  that  God 
may  have  mercy  on  him.  O  behold,  and  pardon  their  dis- 
grace this  day,  for  it  is  the  day  of  atonement.  Thou  who 
art  clothed  with  honor  and  glory,  compassionate  us,  and 
suppress  our  iniquity ;  lo !  as  sweet  to  my  taste  as  honey,  is 
the  expression  he  (God)  woundeth,  he  also  healeth.  We 
have  sinned,  etc.  He  will  heal  our  wound,  thanks  to  his 
holy  name ;  he  will  remove  the  weight  of  our  burden ;  lo ! 
his  people  make  confession  before  him,  of  their  presumptu- 
Dus  sins ;  for  they  have  committed  many  sins,  both  pre- 
sumptuously and  ignorantly ;  O  pardon  them  now,  accord- 
ing to  their  request ;  O  grant  them  life,  for  with  thee,  is  the 
fountain  of  life.  We  have  sinned,  etc.  Graciously  bestow 
Hfe  and  favour  on  the  people  who  extol  thee ;  annihilate 
the  perverseness  of  their  heart,  sprinkle  them  with  purify- 
ing water,  and  with  reviving  dew.  O  may  thy  lambs  (Is- 
rael), be  purified  with  thy  dew  ;  and  at  this  time  grant  them 
pardon  and  redemption.  O  cleanse  them,  as  is  said  in  the 
book,  for  on  this  day  shall  he  make  an  atonement.  We 
have  sinned,  etc.  O  may  my  prayer  be  accepted,  and  effect 
my  pardon,  as  when  I  could  offer  sacrifices,  even  as  when 
the  altar  was  in  the  exalted  and  strong  place  (the  temple). 
Lo!  thou  knowest  the  construction  of  my  joints,  for  thou 
tiast  formed  my  reins ;  I  will  prepare  my  reins  and  inward 
parts  to  serve  him.  O  may  the  supplication  of  his  servant 
be  sweet  in  his  presence ;  for  behold  he  honoureth  those 
who  honour  him ;  for  his  name  alone  is  exalted.  We  have 
linned,  etc.  Unto  him  alone,  all  mankind  ought  to  suppH- 
!ate;  for  will  he  not  strictly  consider  the  iniquity  of  man? 
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pleases  forms  it,  and  when  he  pleases  dissolves  it,  thus  are 
we  in  thy  hand.  O  thou  who  causest  presumptuous  and 
ignorant  sins  to  pass  by;  look,  therefore,  to  the  covenant, 
and  regard  not  the  accuser.  (O  behold,  &c.)  O  behold!  as 
the  hanging  is  in  the  hand  of  the  embroiderer,  who  at  his 
pleasure  works  it  straight,  or  crooked;  thus  are  we  in  thy 
hand,  O  thou,  who  art  a  jealous  and  avenging  God;  look, 
therefore,  to  the  covenant,  and  regard  not  our  accuser.  (O 
behold,  &c.)  O  behold!  as  the  silver  is  in  the  hand  of  the 
refiner,  who  at  his  pleasure  adulterates  it,  or  refines  it,  thus 
are  we  in  thy  hand,  O  thou  who  preparest  a  cure  for  our 
wound :  look,  therefore,  to  the  covenant,  and  regard  not  the 
accuser.    (O  behold,  &c.) 

O  Lord  I  remember  thy  mercy  and  benevolence ;  for  they 
are  everlasting.  O  remember  not  our  former  iniquities, 
but  hasten  and  prepare  thy  mercy,  for  we  are  brought  ex- 
ceeding low.  Remember  us,  O  Lord!  with  thy  wonted 
favour  to  thy  people,  and  visit  us  with  thy  salvation.  O 
remember  thy  congregation,  which  thou  didst  purchase  of 
old,  the  tribe  which  thou  didst  redeem  for  thine  heritage, 
even  Mount  Zion,  whereon  thou  didst  dwell.  O  Lord!  re- 
member the  love  of  Jerusalem,  and  forget  not  for  ever  the 
aflfection  of  Zion.  Remember,  O  Lord!  the  children  of 
Edom,  in  the  day  of  Jerusalem,  who  said  to  each  other, 
rase  it,  rase  it,  unto  its  foundation.  Thou  wilt  arise,  and 
have  mercy  on  Zion :  for  there  is  a  time  to  favour  her,  when 
the  appointed  time  shall  come.  Remember  Abraham,  Isaac, 
and  Israel,  thy  servants,  to  whom  thou  didst  swear  by  thy- 
self, and  didst  say  unto  them,  I  will  multiply  your  seed  as 
the  stars  of  heaven ;  and  all  this  land  of  which  I  have  spok- 
en, will  I  give  unto  your  seed,  and  they  shall  inherit  it  for 
ever.  Remember  thy  servants  Abraham,  Isaac  and  Jacob, 
and  regard  not  the  stubbornness  of  this  people,  nor  their 
wickedness,  nor  their  sin.  O  impute  not  sin  unto  us  in  that 
we  have  acted  foolishly,  and  in  that  we  have  sinned. 

We  have  sinned  against  thee,  O  our  Rock;  forgive  us, 
O  our  Creator. 
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to  purify  us,  and  cause  our  transgressions  to  vanish  as  a 
cloud ;  O  blot  out  the  transgressions  of  the  people  that  have 
been  saved  (Israel),  and  say,  I  have  pardoned. 

O  behold !  as  the  clay  is  in  the  hand  of  the  potter,  who 
when  he  pleases,  extends  it,  and  when  he  pleases  circum- 
scribes it :  thus  are  we  in  thy  hand,  most  gracious  pre- 
server; look,  therefore,  to  the  covenant,  and  regard  not  the 
(satan).  (O  behold,  &c.)  O  behold!  as  the  stone  is  in  the 
hand  of  the  mason,  who  at  his  pleasure  retains  it,  or  breaks 
it'in  pieces,  thus  are  we  also  in  thy  hand,  O  thou  who  killest 
and  restorest  to  life  again,  look,  therefore,  to  the  covenant, 
and  regard  not  the  accuser.  (O  behold,  &c.)  O  behold! 
as  the  iron  is  in  the  hand  of  the  smith,  who  when  he  pleases 
puts  it  in  file  fire,  and  when  he  pleases  takes  it  out,  thus 
are  we  in  thy  hand,  O  thou  Supporter  of  the  poor  and  the 
needy;  look,  therefore,  unto  the  covenant,  and  regard  not 
the  accuser.  (O  behold,  &c.)  O  behold!  as  the  rudder  is 
in  the  hand  of  the  pilot,  who  at  his  pleasure  takes  hold  of 
it,  or  lets  it  go,  thus  are  we  in  thy  hand,  O  God !  who  art 
good,  and  ready  to  pardon ;  look,  therefore,  to  the  covenant, 
and  regard  not  the  accuser.  (O  behold,  &c.)  O  behold! 
\s  the  glass  is  in  the  hand  of  the  maker,  who  when  he 
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It  is  certainly  so,  that  the  evil  imagination  is  predominant 
within  us;  we  therefore  depend  on  thee  to  justify  us,  O 
thou,  who  aboundeth  in  charity:  O  answer  us,  I  have  par- 
doned. O  abhor  the  tale-bearer  (satan),  and  abominate  his 
tale;  and  let  me  hear,  beloved  God!  thy  voice  proclaim,  I 
have  pardoned.  O  silence  the  accuser  (satan),  and  suffer 
the  advocate  to  take  his  place;  and  be  thou,  O  Eternal! 
his  support,  and  in  consequence  of  his  pleading,  declare, 
I  have  pardoned.  O  may  the  merit  of  the  Oriental  patri- 
arch (Abraham),  bloom  forth  to  the  lily  (Israel).  O  re- 
move our  sins  and  let  thy  mighty  voice  be  heard  from  thy 
dwelling,  proclaiming,  I  have  pardoned.  O  thou  who  art 
good,  and  ready  to  forgive,  pardon  and  forgive  our  tres- 
passes ;  be  attentive  to  our  prayer,  O  Lord !  and  answer  us 
from  heaven,  I  have  pardoned.  O  bind  up  my  wound,  and 
hide  mine  iniquity  in  the  deep ;  for  it  is  thy  glory  to  pro- 
nounce the  words,  I  have  pardoned.  O  blot  out  the  trans- 
gressions, and  the  evil  deeds  of  the  children  of  thy  cove- 
nant ;  exercise  thy  kindness  towards  us,  for  that  is  thy 
glory;  and  say  to  the  remnant  (Israel)  I  have  pardoned. 
O  hearken  to  my  prayer,  and  accept  my  supplication ;  par- 
don mine  iniquity,  O  do  it  for  thine  own  sake ;  and  say,  I 
have  pardoned.  O  regard  our  contrition,  and  in  lieu  of  it 
pardon  our  iniquity ;  O  put  away  our  sin,  and  proclaim 
the  good  tidings  to  those  who  hope  in  thee,  by  saying  I 
have  pardoned.  O  hear  my  voice,  and  behold  the  tears 
which  flow  from  mine  eyes ;  O  plead  my  cause,  have  regard 
to  my  words,  and  answer  me,  I  have  pardoned.    O  hasten 
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O  pardon  now,  the  presumptuous  and  igpnorant  sins  of 
those  who  were  created  to  promulgate  the  unity  of  thy 
name ;  and  cleanse  their  sin  and  iniquity  with  thy  liberal 
rain. 

O  pardon  now,  the  foolishness  that  cleaves  to  the  wicked 
of  thy  people ;  and  may  the  iniquity  of  thy  beloved  people 
be  sought  for,  and  none  be  found,  as  thou  hast  said. 

O  pardon  now,  the  deceit  of  those  who  kneel  down  and 
prostrate  themselves  before  thee ;  and  forgive  the  iniquity 
of  those  who  received  thy  law,  according  to  thy  good 
promise. 

O  pardon  now,  the  disobedience  of  those  who  hope  in 
thee,  and  proclaim  thy  unity  in  thy  world ;  blot  out  the  iniq- 
uity of  those  who  are  scattered,  and  rebuild  thy  temple. 

O  pardon  now,  their  perverseness,  and  shield  them  in  thy 
pavilion  of  peace ;  conceal  the  iniquity  of  thy  servants,  and 
hide  it  in  thy  secret  place. 

O  pardon  them  now,  lest  they  should  be  punished  from 
th>  heavenly  abode ;  O  forget  the  iniquity  of  thy  sheep,  for 
that  is  thy  praise  and  exaltation. 

O  pardon  now,  their  shame,  and  compassionate  them 
from  thy  exalted  residence ;  O  bear  with  the  iniquity  of 
those  who  love  thee,  and  rescue  them  from  pain  and  afflic- 
tion. 

O  pardon  now,  the  infamy  of  the  errors  and  abomina- 
tions of  those  who  love  thee;  and  pass  by  the  iniquity  of 
thy  perfect  people,  according  to  thine  abundant  mercy. 

O  enter  not  into  judgment  with  us,  for  no  living  creature 
can  be  justified  in  thy  presence.  What  shall  we  say  in  thy 
presence,  O  Eternal,  our  God!  what  shall  we  declare? 
or  how  shall  we  justify  ourselves?  Our  God!  we  are 
ashamed  because  of  our  works ;  and  we  are  confounded 
because  of  our  iniquities.  Our  God !  we  are  so  ashamed 
and  confounded,  as  not  to  be  able  to  lift  up  our  faces  unto 
thee.  We  know  we  have  sinned,  and  there  is  none  to  in- 
Urcede  for  us;  but  we  hope  thy  great  name  will  intercede 
tor  us  in  time  of  trouble.

O  Lord!  give  car  to  our  prayers,  and  hearken  to  the 
voice  of  our  supplications.  O  hearken  to  the  voice  of  our 
prayer,  our  King,  and  our  God!  when  we  pray  unto  thee 
O  may  thine  ears  be  attentive,  and  thine  eyes  open,  unto 
the  prayer  of  thy  servants,  even  thy  people  Israel.  O  hear 
from  heaven,  thy  dwelling  place,  their  prayer  and  their 
supplication ;  and  maintain  their  cause.  O  pardon  thy 
people  who  have  sinned  against  thee. 

Like  a  father  hath  compassion  on  his  children,  so  have 
thou  compassion  on  us.  O  Lord!  salvation  belongeth  unto 
the  Eternal !  thy  blessing  be  upon  thy  people.  Selah !  The 
Lord  of  Hosts  is  wuth  us,  the  God  of  Jacob  is  our  refuge. 
Selah.  O  Lord  of  Hosts  happy  is  the  man  that  trusteth  in 
thee.  Save  us,  O  Eternal!  let  the  King  hear  us  when  we 
call. 

O  pardon,  I  beseech  thee,  the  iniquity  of  this  people,  ac- 
cording to  thy  great  mercy,  and  according  as  thou  hast 
always  foreborne  with  this  people,  from  their  exit  from 
Egypt,  even  until  now;  (as  expressed.) 

And  the  Lord  said,  I  pardon  according  to  thy  word. 

O  my  God !  incline  thine  ear  and  hear,  open  thine  eyes, 
and  behold  our  desolations,  and  the  city  whereon  thy  name 
is  called ;  for  it  is  not  on  account  of  our  righteousness,  that 
we  lay  our  supplications  before  thee,  but  depending  upon 
thy  boundless  mercy.  O  Lord !  hear,  O  Lord !  pardon,  O 
Lord !  hearken,  and  comply ;  defer  not,  for  thine  own  sake : 
O  my  God !  for  thy  city,  and  thy  people  are  called  by  thy 
name. 

Our  God,  and  the  God  of  our  fathers. 

O  pardon  now  the  trespasses  and  transgressions  of  thy 
people ;  and  suffer  not  thine  anger  to  be  kindled  because  of 
the  iniquity  of  thy  children. 

O  pardon  now  their  abomination,  and  grant  them  life 
from  thy  fountain  of  life ;  pardon  the  iniquity  of  those  who 
bore  thy  standard  (Israel),  and  have  mercy  on  them  as 
thou  hast  said. 

O  pardon  tliem  now,  as  they  all  confess,  and  promise  to 
forsake  their  sins,  as  thou  hast  noteji;  and  pardon  their 
iniquity  and  transgression  for  thy  name's  sake. 
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pure,  for  he  cometh  from  seed  deposited  in  the  grave  of  the 
womb,  and  walketh  in  vanity.  Our  God !  this  is  thy  custom, 
&.C.  We  were  looked  upon  as  a  mark  and  wonder  on  the 
earth ;  for  we  were  marked  with  the  covenant,  and  are 
possessed  of  perfect  statues ;  we  were  accounted  the  holy 
seed,  children  of  the  living  God;  but  having  polluted  our- 
selves, we  are  called  the  defiled  people,  by  name.  Our  God  f 
grant  our  request  for  thine  own  sake,  &c.  O  thou  who  art 
too  pure  of  sight,  to  behold  evil,  and  didst  not  aforetime 
see  perverseness  in  Israel ;  but  for  the  sin  of  coveting  prop- 
erty that  was  not  our  own,  we  were  slain,  both  great  and 
small,  and  swallowed  up  as  the  fish.  Our  God!  it  is  thy 
custom,  &c.  O  Lord !  in  our  poverty,  thou  didst  graciously 
bestow  charity  on  us,  and  didst  hold  us  fast  by  the  hand, 
when  our  power  declined;  and  didst  instruct  us,  saying; 
this  do,  and  live ;  but  not  obeying,  we  were  destroyed  in  a 
moment.  Our  God !  for  thine  own  sake  grant  our  request, 
&c.  O  grant  a  cure  for  those  who  are  terrified  at  the  shak- 
ing of  a  leaf,  have  compassion  on  those  who  are  but  dust 
and  ashes  ;  cast  away  our  sins,  and  have  mercy  on  thy  work ; 
consider  that  there  is  not  a  man  to  intercede  for  us :  act, 
therefore,  charitably  by  us.  Our  God !  it  is  thy  custom,  &c. 
Omnipotent  King!  who  sitteth  on  the  throne  of  mercy, 
governing  with  beneficence;  pardoning  the  iniquities  of  his 
people,  by  causing  them  to  pass  away  in  due  order,  extend- 
ing pardon  unto  sinners,  and  forgiveness  unto  transgressors, 
acting  charitably  towards  all  flesh  and  spirit,  not  rewarding 
them  according  to  their  wickedness.  O  Omnipotent !  thou 
hast  taught  us  to  repeat  the  thirteen  attributes  of  thy  mercy. 
Remember  unto  us,  we  beseech  thee,  this  day,  the  covenant 
of  the  thirteen,  in  like  manner  as  thou  didst  once  reveal 
them  unto  the  meek  (Moses)  ;  for  thus  it  is  written  in  thy 
law — and  the  Eternal  descended  in  the  cloud,  and  stood 
with  him  there,  and  proclaimed  the  name  of  the  Eternal ! 

And  the  Eternal  passed  by  before  him  (Moses),  and  pro- 
claimed, &c.

merciful  and  gracious  God  is  thy  name.  For  the  sake  of 
thy  name,  O  Lord !  pardon  our  iniquity,  for  it  is  great. 

Verily,  our  trespasses  are  more  than  can  be  numbered; 
the  troubles  of  our  generations  are  too  abundant  to  be  ex- 
pressed: because  we  hearkened  not  to  rebuke  as  rational 
beings  ought  to  do,  but  did  act  as  the  presumptuous  fool; 
we,  therefore,  are  compassed  with  plagues.  Our  God!  it  is 
thy  custom,  &c.  When  thou  didst  speak  unto  us,  saying, 
return,  we  hid  our  faces ;  full  of  guile  did  we  pray  unto 
thee ;  for  with  our  hearts  did  we  not  turn  unto  thee.  In  pros- 
perity, we  sought  thee  not;  when  blessed  with  abundance, 
we  forgot  thee ;  how  then  can  we  expect  to  find  thee  pro> 
pitious  to  us  in  time  of  trouble?  Our  God!  grant  our  re- 
quest for  thine  own  sake,  &c.  We  have  not  confidence  to 
approach  thee :  for  we  are  destitute  of  good  actions ;  when 
thou  givest  reward  to  the  righteous,  we  are  ashamed ;  we 
have  entirely  consumed  the  reward  of  the  righteousness  of 
our  ancestors,  for  neither  principal  nor  interest  could  suffice 
us.  Our  God !  it  is  thy  custom,  &c.  The  most  lovely  work 
of  art  hath  been  taken  from  us ;  as  also  those  who  used 
to  knock  at  thy  gates  with  confidence ;  we  are  become  like 
those  who  speak  haughtily,  and  have  nothing  to  recommend 
us :  act  by  us,  therefore,  according  to  thy  mercy,  and  chase 
from  us  the  judgment  of  the  devouring  sword.  Our  God! 
grant  our  request  for  thine  own  sake,  &c.  We  stand  here 
as  straw  that  hath  been  thrashed  of  its  corn ;  we  are  as 
chaff,  which  no  one  seeketh  to  gather:  verily,  the  righteous 
have  been  taken  from  us,  as  the  corn  is  taken  away  in  its 
season ;  and  we  are  left  as  the  dry  stubble  set  on  fire.  Our 
God!  it  is  thy  custom,  &c.  O  what  shall  we  say,  or  how 
shall  we  justify  ourselves?  Or,  what  can  we  say,  to  find 
grace  with  the  utterance  of  our  lips?  Where  is  the  eloquent 
orator,  who  can  speak  correctly,  so  as  not  to  be  put  to 
shame,  when  he  opens  his  mouth.  Our  God!  grant  our  re- 
quest for  thine  own  sake,  &c.  This  is  our  frail  nature ;  as 
the  fool  we  have  inherited  folly ;  we  are  presumptuous  sin- 
ners, gluttons,  and  drunkards :  who  can  say,  my  heart  is 
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heaven  or  on  earth,  that  can  do  according  to  thy  works,  and 
according  to  thy  mighty  acts?  Who  should  not  rever  thee, 
O  King  of  the  nations  ?  for  it  appertaineth  unto  thee ;  be- 
cause among  all  the  wise  men  of  the  nations,  and  in  all  theit 
kingdoms,  there  is  none  like  unto  thee.  There  is  none  like 
unto  thee,  O  Lord !  Thou  art  great,  and  thy  name  is  great 
in  power.  Thine  is  power  and  valour,  triumphant  thy  hand, 
and  highly  exalted  is  thy  right  hand :  the  day  is  thine,  and 
the  night  is  also  thine :  thou  hast  arranged  the  light  and 
the  sun.  In  whose  hands  are  the  depths  of  the  earth :  the 
summits  of  the  hills  are  his  also.  Who  can  declare  the 
mighty  acts  of  the  Lord,  who  proclaim  all  his  praise? 
Thine,  O  Eternal !  is  the  greatness,  power,  glory,  victory, 
and  majesty :  for  all  that  is  in  the  heaven  and  on  the  earth, 
is  thine ;  thine  is  the  kingdom,  O  Lord !  and  thou  art  exalted 
as  Supreme  above  all.  The  heavens  are  thine,  the  earth 
also  is  thine ;  thou  hast  founded  the  earth,  and  the  fullness 
thereof.  Thou  hast  fixed  the  boundaries  of  the  earth ;  sum- 
mer and  winter  hast  thou  formed.  Thou  didst  break  in 
pieces  the  heads  of  crocodiles,  and  didst  give  them  to  be 
meat  to  the  people  going  into  the  wilderness.  Thou  didst 
cleave  the  fountain  and  the  brook;  thou  didst  dry  up  the 
mighty  rivers.  By  thy  strength  didst  thou  divide  the  sea, 
and  didst  break  the  heads  of  the  sea  monsters  in  the  waters.

O  may  our  supplication  ascend  at  eventide ;  approach 
thee  in  the  morning;  and  may  the  effect  of  it  be  conspicu- 
ous to  us  until  even. 

O  thou  who  hearest  prayer,  all  flesh  come  to  address 
thee;  all  flesh  come  to  worship  before  thee,  O  Eternal! 
They  come  and  bow  down  before  thee,  O  Lord !  and  glorify 
thy  name.  Come,  let  us  bow  down,  bend  the  knee,  and 
prostrate  ourselves  before  the  Eternal,  our  Creator!  Enter 
ye  his  gates  with  thanksgiving,  and  his  courts  with  praise ;

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And  the  heavens  and  the  earth  were  finished,  and  all 
fhcir  host.  And  on  the  seventh  day  God  ended  his  work 
A  liich  he  had  made ;  and  he  rested  on  the  seventh  day  from 
ill  his  work  which  he  had  made.  And  God  blessed  the 
seventh  day  and  sanctified  it ;  because  he  thereon  rested 
from  all  his  work,  which  God  created  and  made. 

Blessed  art  thou,  O  Eternal,  our  God!  and  the  God  of 
our  ancestors,  the  God  of  Abraham,  the  God  of  Isaac,  and 
the  God  ot  Jacob,  the  great,  mighty,  and  tremendous  God ; 
the  most  high  God,  Creator  of  the  heavens  and  the  earth. 

He  was  the  shield  of  our  ancestors,  with  his  word;  he 
revi'veth  the  dead  at  his  command;  he  is  the  holy  Kingl 
for  there  is  none  like  unto  him,  who  grantest  rest  unto  his 
people  on  his  holy  sabbath ;  for  delighting  in  them,  he  was 
pleased  to  grant  them  rest ;  we,  therefore,  will  worship  him 
with  reverential  awe,  and  will  continually  praise  his  name 
daily,  the  source  of  all  blessings !  the  God  to  whom  thanks- 
givings are  due?  the  Lord  of  peace,  who  sanctifieth  the 
sabbath,  and  blesseth  the  seventh  day,  and  granteth  holy 
rest  to  his  people,  enjoying  the  delicacies  of  delight,  as  a 
memorial  of  the  work  of  the  creation. 

Our  God,  and  the  god  of  our  fathers,  we  beseech  thee  to 
be  pleased  with  our  day  of  rest.  O  sanctify  us  with  thy 
commandments,  and  let  thy  law  be  our  portion ;  satisfy  us 
with  thy  goodness ;  rejoice  our  souls  with  thy  salvation, 
and  purify  our  hearts  to  serve  thee  in  truth ;  and  cause  us, 
O  Lord,  our  God !  to  inherit  thy  holy  sabbath  with  love  and 
delight ;  and  grant  that  all  Israel,  who  sanctify  thy  name, 
may  have  rest  thereon.

O  may  our  voice  ascend  at  eventide ;  our  righteousness 
approach  the  divine  presence  in  the  morning;  and  our  re- 
demption be  conspicuous  until  even. 

O  may  our  aftliction  ascend  at  eventide ;  our  pardon 
come  forth  from  the  divine  presence  in  the  morning ;  and 
our  crv  be  conspicuous  until  even. 

O  mav  our  sui)pHcation  ascend  at  eventide ;  api")roach 
thee  in  the  morning:  and  may  the  effect  of  it  be  conspicu- 
ous to  us  until  even. 
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And  for  the  sins  for  which  we  are  Hable  to  the  penalty  of 

death  by  the  hand  of  heaven: 
And  for  the  sins  for  which  we  are  liable  to  the  penalty  of 

excision  and  childlessness : 

And  also  for  the  sins  for  which  we  are  Hable  to  any  of  the 
four  death  penalties  inflicted  by  the  court, — stoning,  burning, 
beheading,  and  strangling;  for  the  violation  of  positive,  or 
for  the  violation  of  negative  precepts,  whether  these  latter  do 
or  do  not  admit  of  a  remedy  by  the  subsequent  fulfilment  of  a 
positive  command ;  for  all  our  sins,  whether  they  be  or  be  not 
manifest  to  us.  Such  sins  as  are  manifest  to  us,  we  have  already 
declared  and  confessed  unto  thee  while  such  as  are  not  manifest 
unto  us,  are  manifest  and  known  unto  thee,  according  to  the 
word  that  hath  been  spoken.  The  secret  things  belong  unto  the 
Lord  our  God;  but  the  things  that  are  revealed  belong  unto  us 
and  to  our  children  for  ever,  that  we  may  do  all  the  words  of 
this  Law.  For  thou  art  the  torgiver  vl  Israel  and  the  pardoner 
of  the  tribes  of  Jeshurun  in  every  generation,  and  beside  thee 
we  have  no  king,  who  pardoneth  and  forgiveth. 

O  my  God,  before  I  was  formed  I  was  nothing  worth, 
and  now  that  I  have  been  formed  I  am  but  as  though  I  had 
not  been  formed.  Dust  am  I  in  my  life:  how  much  more  so 
in  my  death.  Behold  I  am  before  thee  like  a  vessel  filled 
with  shame  and  confusion.  O  may  it  be  thy  will,  O  Lord 
my  God  and  God  of  my  fathers,  that  I  may  sin  no  more, 
and  as  to  the  sins  I  have  committed,  purge  them  away  in 
thine  aboundmg  compassion  though  not  by  means  of  afflic- 
tion and  sore  diseases. 

O  my  God!  guard  my  tongue  from  evil  and  my  lips 
from  speaking  guile,  and  to  such  as  curse  me  let  my  soul 
be  dumb,  yea,  let  my  soul  be  unto  all  as  the  dust.  Open 
my  heart  to  Thy  Law,  and  let  my  soul  pursue  Thy  com- 
mandments. If  any  design  evil  against  me,  speedily  make 
their  counsel  of  none  effect,  and  frustrate  their  designs. 
Do  it  for  the  sake  of  Thy  name,  do  it  for  the  sake  of  Thy 
right  hand,  do  it  for  the  sake  of  Thy  holiness,  do  it  for  the 
sake  of  Thy  Law.  In  order  that  Thy  beloved  ones  may 
be  delivered,  O  save  with  Thy  right  hand,  and  answer  me. 
Let  the  words  of  my  mouth  and  the  meditation  of  my  heart 
be  acceptable  before  Thee,  O  Lord,  my  Rock  and  my  Re- 
deemer. He  who  maketh  peace  in  His  high  places,  may 
He  make  peace  for  us  and  for  all  Israel,  and  say  ye,  Amen. 
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And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  with 

wanton  looks : 
For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  with 

haughty  eyes; 
And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  b)' 

effrontery ; 

For  all  these,  O  God  of  forgiveness,  forgive  us,  par- 
don us,  grant  us  remission. 
For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  break- 
ing off  the  yoke  of  thy  commandments ; 
And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by 

contentiousness, 
And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  bj 

ensnaring  our  neighbor ; 
And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by 

envy; 
For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  levity , 
And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by 

being  stiff-necked: 
For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by  run- 
ning to  do  evil ; 
And  for  the  sin  w'.iich  we  have  committed  before  thee  by 

tale-bearing : 
For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  Tjefore  thee  by  vain 

oaths ; 
And  for  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  before  thee  by 

causeless  hatred:

Now,  therefore,  O  Lord  our  God,  impose  thine  awe 
upon  all  Thy  works,  and  Thy  dread  upon  all  that  Thou 
hast  created,  that  all  works  may  fear  Thee  and  all  creatures 
prostrate  themselves  before  Thee,  that  they  may  all  form 
a  single  band  to  do  Thy  will  with  a  perfect  heart,  even 
as  we  know,  O  Lord  our  God,  that  dominion  is  Thine, 
strength  is  in  Thy  hand,  and  might  in  Thy  right  hand, 
and  that  Thy  name  is  to  be  feared  above  all  that  Thou 
hast  created. 

Give  then  glory,  O  Lord,  unto  Thy  people,  praise  to  them

Cause  us,  O  Lord  our  God,  to  lie  down  in  peace,  and 
raise  us  up,  O  our  King,  unto  life.  Spread  over  us  the 
tabernacle  of  Thy  peace ;  direct  us  aright  through  Thine 
own  good  counsel ;  save  us  for  Thy  name's  sake ;  be  Thou 
a  shield  about  us ;  remove  from  us  every  enemy,  pestilence, 
sword,  famine  and  sorrow ;  remove  also  the  adversary 
from  before  us  and  from  behind  us.  O  shelter  us  be- 
neath the  shadow  of  Thy  wings ;  for  Thou,  O  God,  art 
our  Guardian  and  our  Deliverer ;  yea,  Thou,  O  God,  art 
a  gracious  and  merciful  King ;  and  guard  our  going  out  and 
our  coming  in  unto  life  and  unto  peace  from  this  time 
forth  and  for  evermore ;  yea,  spread  over  us  the  tabernacle 
of  Thy  peace.

send  a  Redeemer  to  their  posterity  for  His  name's  sake  in 
love. 

Remember  us  unto  life,  O  King,  who  delightest  in  life, 
and  inscribe  us  in  the  book  of  life,  for  Thine  own  sake,  O 
living  God. 

O  King,  Helper,  Saviour  and  Shield.  Blessed  art  Thou, 
O  Lord,  the  Shield  of  Abraham. 
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fringe,  that  ye  may  look  upon  it,  and  remcmbei   all  the 

commandments  of  the  Lord,  and  do  them ;  and  that  ye 

go  not  about  after  your  own  heart  and  your  own  eyes, 

after  which  ye  used  to  go  astray:  that  ye  may  remember 

and  do  all  My  commandments,  and  be  holy  unto  your 

God.    I  am  the  Lord  your  God,  who  brought  you  out  of 

the  land  of  Egypt,  to  be  your  God :  I  am  the  Lx)rd  your 

God. 

True  and  trustworthy  is  all  this,  and  it  is  established 

with  us  that  He  is  the  Lord  our  God,  and  there  is  none 

beside  Him,  and  that  we,  Israel,  are  His  people.    It  is  He 

who  redeemed  us  from  the  hand  of  kmgs,  even  our  King, 

who  delivered  us  from  the  grasp  of  all  the  terrible  ones; 

the  God,  who  on  our  behalf  dealt  out  punishment  to  our 

adversaries,  and  requited  all  the  enemies  of  our  soul ;  who 

doeth  great  things  past  finding  out,  yea,  and   wonders 

without  number;  who  hoideth  our  soul  in  Hfe,  and  hath 

not  suflFered  our  feet  to  be  moved;  who  made  us  tread 

upon  the  high  places  of  our  enemies,  and  exalted  our  horn 
over  all  them  that  hated  us;  who  wrought  tor  us  miiaca 
and  vengeance  upon  Pharaoh,  sigfns  and  wonders  in  the 
land  of  the  children  of  Ham;  who  in  His  wrath  smote  all 
the  first-born  of  Egypt,  and  brought  forth  his  people 
Israel  from  among  them  to  everlasting  freedom ;  who 
made  His  children  pass  between  the  divisions  of  the  Red 
Sea,  but  sank  their  pursuers  and  their  enemies  in  the 
depths.

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1R<»C  words,  which  1  coniiuami  ihee  this  day,  shall  he 
upon  thine  heart :  and  thou  shalt  teach  them  diUgently 
unto  thy  children,  and  shalt  talk  of  them  when  thou 
sittest  in  thine  house,  and  when  thou  walkest  by  the  way, 
and  when  thou  liest  down,  and  when  thou  risest  up.  And 
thou  shalt  bind  them  for  a  sign  upon  thine  hand,  and  they 
shall  be  for  frontlets  between  thine  eyes.  And  thou  shalt 
write  them  upon  the  door  posts  of  thy  house,  and  upon 
thy  gates. 

And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  if  ye  shall  hearken  diligently 
unto  my  commandments  which  I  command  you  this  day, 
to  love  the  Lord  your  God,  and  to  serve  Him  with  all  your 
heart  and  with  all  your  soul,  that  I  will  give  the  rain  of 
your  land  in  its  season,  the  former  rain  and  the  latter 
rain,  that  thou  mayest  gather  in  thy  corn,  and  thy  wine, 
and  thine  oil.  And  I  will  give  grass  in  thy  field  for  thy 
cattle,  and  thou  shalt  eat  and  be  satisfied.  Take  heed 
to  yourselves,  lest  your  heart  be  deceived,  and  ye  turn 
a.<?ide,  and  serve  other  gods,  and  worship  them;  and 
the  anger  of  the  Lord  be  kindled  against  you,  and  He 
shut  up  the  heaven,  that  there  be  no  rain,  and  that  the 
land  yield  not  her  fruit;  and  ye  perish  quickly  from  off 
the  good  land  which  the  Lord  giveth  you.  Therefore  shall 
ye  lay  of  these  My  words  in  your  heart  and  in  your  soul; 
and  ye  shall  bind  them  for  a  sign  upon  your  hand,  and 
they  shall  be  for  frontlets  between  your  eyes.  And  ye 
shall  teach  them  your  children,  talking  of  them  when 
thou  sittest  in  thine  house,  and  when  thou  walkest  by  the 
way,  and  when  thou  liest  down,  and  when  thou  risest  up. 
And  thou  shalt  write  them  ui)on  the  d(X)r  posts  of  thine 
house,  and  upon  thy  ^ates :  tliai  your  days  iiiav  be  muln- 
plied,  and  the  days  of  your  children,  upon  the  land  which 
the  Lord  sware  unto  your  fathers  to  give  them,  as  the 
days  of  the  heavens  above  the  earth. 

And  the  Lord  spake  unto  Moses,  saying,  Speak  unto 
the  children  of  Israel,  and  bid  them  that  they  make  them  a 
fringe  upon  the  corners  of  their  garments  throughout 
their  generations,  and  that  they  ptit  upon  the  fringe  of

These  roosters  are  going  to  be  killed, 
while  we  shall  be  admitted  and  allowed  a  long,  happy  and 
peaceful  life. 
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ORDER  OF  CAPUROTH. 


It  is  the  custom  to  atone  with  fowl  on  the  morning  pre- 
ceding the  day  of  Atonement,  or  a  day  before.  Male  per- 
sons take  a  rooster,  female,  a  hen,  and  a  pregnant  zvoman 
takes  both,  a  rooster  and  a  hen.  If  there  is  no  fowl,  it  is 
allozved  to  atone  with  money,  provided  the  money  is  after- 
wards given  to  the  poor.  Before  atoning  one  says :  "a  soul 
instead  of  a  soul.  Then  the  following  should  be  said  three 
times: 

Children  of  men,  such  as  sit  in  darkness  and  in  the  shad- 
ow of  death,  being  bound  in  affliction  and  iron,  He  brought 
them  out  of  darkness  and  the  shadow  of  death,  and  break 
their  bands  in  sunder,  Fools  because  of  their  transgression, 
and  because  of  their  iniquities,  are  afifhcted.  Their  soul 
abhorreth  all  manner  of  fooa ;  and  they  draw  near  unto 
the  gates  of  death.  Then  they  cry  unto  the  Lord  in  their 
trouble,  and  he  saveth  tnem  out  of  their  distress.  He  sent 
his  word  and  h2aled  them  and  delivered  them  from  their 
destructions.  Oh  that  men  would  praise  the  Lord  for  his 
goodness,  and  for  his  wonderful  works  to  the  children  of 
men!  If  there  be  a  messenger  with  him  and  interpreter, 
one  among  a  thousand,  to  shew  unto  man  his  uprightness: 
Then  he  is  gracious  unto  him.  and  saith.  Deliver  him  from 
gomg  down  to  the  pit;  I  have  found  a  ransom.
